I.OKD LIEUTIJNANT ORNERAL, AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OP IRELAND, 
frc„ &c., Ac. 



May it please your Excellency, 

Pursiuant to tlie Warrant of the Lords Justices, bearing date the 
27th November, 1840, whereby we were authorized and required “ to revise the 
several Laws under or by virtue of which Monies are now raised by Grand Jury 
Presentment in Ireland, and to inquire how the said Monies are applotted, levied, 
accounted for, and secured; also into the Purposes to which the same are 
applicable, and into all Rules and Regulations established for securing the due 
application thereof; also into the Duties and Emoluments of all Officers, or 
Persons receiving Salaries or Allowances out of the said Monies ; also into the 
Managoinont and Expenditure of all Asylums, Hospitals, Infirmaries, Dispensaides, 
Gaols, Bridewells, or Institutions wliatever, supported in the whole or in part 
by or out of the said Monies, and into the manner in which the Accoimts of all 
persons to whom Monies are presented for public purposes ai’e examined and 
controlled ; ami to Report whether any, and what measures appear practicable 
and expedient for improving the Administration of the said Laws, reducing the 
Charge and Expenditure thereunder, and promoting general Economy and Order;” 
— we have ])rococdcd as by the said Wan*ants directed, and we now beg leave to 
Report to your Excellency in the premises, as follows : — 

I. As to the Acts under which Monies may be raised by Grand Jury 
Presentments, and the rules under which Presentments may be 
made. 

II. As to the Manner in which the said Monies are applotted, levied, 
accounted for, and secured. 

III. As to the Purposes to which the same ai-e applicable, and the 

Regulations for securing a due application thereof. 

IV. As to the Duties and Emoluments of County Officers. 

V. As to the Management and Expenditure of all Asylums, Hospitals, 
Infirmaries, Dispensaries, Gaols, Bridewells, or Institutions whatever, 
supported in the whole or in part by or out of the said Monies; and 
into the manner in which the Accounts of all Persons to whom 
Monies are presented for public purposes are examined and 
controlled. 

VI. As to such Amendments of the Law as appear to us necessary for 
promoting General Economy and Order.

The 6th and 7th Wm. IV. ch. 116, enacts that “ it shall not be lawful for any 
Grand Jury of any County, County of a City, or County of a Town, except the 
County and City of Dublin, at any Assizes, to make any Presentment, (save and 
except in the cases therein specially reserved and excepted,) for the execution of

2. Metjidniioiis viidc-r ivkicji Fri'saniinents miii/ l>v ohitibu'tl. 

The Magistrates of every County arc required to lioid Prcsciitiuont So.ssions 
in and for every Barony therein, hetwecu Assi/es and Assizes, at sni-li times us 
the preceding Grand Jury shall have appointed. A certain mmilu'r of the Hate- 
payers of the Barony, the number to be fixed by the .same Gra.ml J nry, but not 
to exceed twelve, nor be less than five, arc to be associated witli tlio Magistrates 
at the Bai’onial Sessions. To provide for tlie selection of tlii'se, tins High 
Constable, or other Collector of the Barony, is to deliver to the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury, on the first day of each As.si/-os, a return of the one Imndred higlie.st 
Rate-payers therein, and is to set forth the sum ]>aid by each. If there be not 
one hundred lliitc-payers, the Return is to contain tJu! names of as inuiiy as there 
may be. The Grand Jury are then to determine the iirmibor of Hate-payers to 
be associated witli tbc Magistrates at the Sessions for eacli Harmiy, ami are to 
make out a list from the Return of the High CJonstablc or (. olloctor, of douhlo 
the number of persons so determined on. Thi.s is to ho delivered tt) the Magis- 
trates when the Sessions assemble, and the Rate-payers to serve with them ai-e 
to be chosen from it by lot. 

The Magistrates are also to hold Presentment Scssion.s for tlie County at 
largo, and one of the associated Ratc-pa 3 'or.s of each Baron_y. siicli one to be chosen 
at the Baronial Sessions for the purpo.se, is to sit with them thereat. 

Each Application for a Prcsoiitmeut chargeable uj)on a particular Barony or 
Baronies, or partly on a particular Barony, or Baronit.',s, and ])artiy on tlie County 
at large, is to be made at the Presentment Se,ssions of the Barony off wliicli the 
amount or the greatest part of it is to be levied. Each for a I’vcsentimmt charge- 
able upon the County at large, is to he made at the gonoral County Se,s.sioii.s. 

If the Rate-payer.s do not attend, the Magistrates may a<d, witlimit thi'in. 

Every Application is to be lodged with some High (’oiistalih^ of the County, 
fifteen days, or with the Secretary of the Grand Jury ten dnys at tlio lemst; before 
the day appointed for the holding of the first Prosontinoiit Siisslons after oach 
Assizes; and every High Constable with whom any such Applications .shall have 
been lodged is to tran.smit them to the Secretary of tlio Grand Jury tmi days 
before the day appointed for holding sucli first Sessions. If the Pre.seiitmont ho 
for a Public Work, the Applicatiou is to be made by two Hate-payers, or by the 
County Surveyor; if not, it may be made by any person or persons by wliomthe 
Presentment is desired. 

The Justices and Rate-payers are to decide by a majority of voic^cs uyioii each 
Application, and are to direct the County Surveyor to prcjiaro Specifications and 
forms of Tender for such Works as they may approve of ; they are then to appoint 
the manner in which notice for the receipt of Tenders and the time witliin which 
they are to be sent in shall be given ; and are afterwiu’ds to a.djourn until some 
day previous to the next Assizes for opening such as by that time shall have been 
received. 

But if it be probable that the expense of any Work will exceed £^100, the 
opening of the Tenders for it may be referred to the Grand July. 

Tenders may be received and Contracts entered into for the keeping of Roads 
and other Works in repair for any period not exceeding seven years. 

Each Tender is to be under se^ ; it is to state the lowest .sum for which the 
party making it is willing to contract for the perfonnanco of the Work or Works 
specified therein; and is to be' subscribed . with the name, description and 
residence of the party from whom it comes, and also 'with the names, descriptions 
and residences oi not less than two sufficient persons willing to be liound jointly 
and severally with him for the due and faithful performance of his Contract. 

At the adjourned Sessions the Tenders are to be opened, and so soon as the 
lowest Proposal made for the performaaeo of each lyork shall be ascertained, the 
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piirty m.aklng’ .«iiich rro])osal and Ids Sureties shall be called; and if he and his 
Sureties appear and satislythe Justices and Rite-paycrs upon oath or othniavise, 
of the siifticioiicy and ability of each of them, and that such Proposal has uot 
been nuulo for any unfair or fraudulent purpose, and shall thereupon enter into 
security for tiie due ])erforiuancc of such Contract, .such Proposal shall be accept- 
ed, and the party inakin.'; the same shall be declared entitled to execute the 
Work to •\vlu<di .such Propo.sal may refer, if the same shall be presented by the 
Grand Jury; i)ut if tlu! |»arty making .such Proposal and hi.s Sureties shall not 
appear wlum calloil, or shall fail to satisly the Justices and Rate-payers at such 
Sessions in any of the ]>articiilar,s aforesaid, or shall decline to enter into the 
proper Security, then and in such ease the Proposal of the party making default 
shall 1)0 deonuMl null and void ; and the nu.xt lowest Proposal shall be asceifained 
and dealt with in the .same ijianner, ami so on until security shall be entered into 
and the Contract <luly eomphitcal. 

The Application is to be void if there be no Tender for the Work, and so is the 
Contract if there be no i‘re.sentment. 

Approved Applications for New W oi-ks, the probable expense of which exceeds 
£50, are to bo notiiical to the Grand J ury at the ensuing Assizes, but the Grand 
Jury are not to make any Presentment thereupon. Every such Application is 
to be afterwards brought before the next Presentment Sessions and is then to be 
proceeded with as to Temlers and Contracts like all others. 

The Sheriff is to im])anel the Grand Jury not more than five nor less than one 
day before each Assizes, and the Grand Jury so impanelled are to be deemed 
the Grand Inquest of the Comity, hxit are not to enter on crimmal business until 
the Commi.ssion is opened by the Judge of Assize. 

The fiscal liusiness is to bo eoncliulod before the opening of the Commission; 
and no fiscal Ini.sincss i.s aftorwai'ds to be proceeded with except special permission 
be given for the ])ui’poKo, by the Judge, save the presenting for Monies ordered 
by the Court for payments to Witnesse-Si 

The Grand .lury as soon as impanelled, are to proceed with the fiscal business 
in open Court, and to make or refuse Presentments on all Applications approved 
by T’rcsentinent Sessions; but are not to make any Presentment unless on 
Application.s so ajtpvoved, iu [larticuhir case.s. 

All ■jmtKjm'.ihi'- VVork.s and Printing, for which Grand Juries are authorised to 
make Presentments, ai‘(^ to Im executed by Conti'Jict, and every Contract for any 
piirpose whatsoov(u*, is to Im made by scaled Tenders and Proposals, to be deli- 
vered, opetuid, and deiklt with, ami siHmi’ity to be taken in the manner hereinbefore 
stated ; and no Contract is to be entered into save upon aiid after Application 
matle and ajiprovcd at J*roscntmout Sessions ; and the functions of evei-y Grand 
Jury ill respect of all Applic.iitions to be made at any Presentment Sessions, are 
limited to the approval or rcijection of the smno as approved or modified by such 
Sessions, and to the presenting or annulling thereof accordingly. 

But if sudden damage be done to iiny Bridge, Public Road, or W ork, any two 
Magistrates may make an order for the repairs thereof. The expense not to 
exceed £20 for a Bridge, or £ 1 0 for a Road or other Work, and the sum expended 
is afterwards to be presented by the Grand J ury ; ^ therefore iu this case, the 

Presentment being no previous Contract is necessary^. , 

If a Road to be repaired oi’ made is one upon which Her Majesty s M^ls are 
carried in Mail Carriages, one half of the sum presented is to be levied off the 
County, and the other half off any Barony or Baronies in which such Hoad or any 
part thereof is situate. . -n i .r 

In case it shall appear to the County Surveyor at any time that any Road lor 
the keeping of which in repair there is a subsi.sting Contract, is not m 
repair, he is to require the Contractor to put the same in repmr, and li such 
Contractor shall neglect to do so within ten days _after he shall have been so 
required, the Surveyor is to cause the same to be repaired, and the expense tnereot, 
is to be deducted and repaid out of the sum for which the Contract was made. 

If the Magistrates and Rate-payers at two successive Presenting faessions 
refuse to approve of an Application for any Public Work, the persons who ma,de 
such Application may appeal to the next going J udgo of Assize, who shall enquire 
by a Jury whether such Work ought to lie executed and at wliat 1 ” 

the Jury find in favor of the Work, the Application may be rofeiTed by the Judge 
to the Grand Jury, who are authorized to present that the WotL shall be done

If the Grand Jury shall twice refuse a Prusontnicnt for the making or repairing 
of any Road required hi any Barony, an a}ipoal may be maile from their decision 
to the Lord Lieutenant by twenty Jhitc-paycrs of the Jlarony; the Lord 
Lieutenant may refer the matter of the appeal to the Commissioners of Public 
Works, and if they report in favor thereof, ho may afterwards call u[)on the Grand 
Jury to reconsider the subject, and if they still decliiui to make tlui necessary 
Prescntment,he may order the Road to be mmlo or repaired by the Commis.sioncrs, 
and the expense to be afterwards repaid and cluirgo<l upon the County at large 
by Grand Jury Presentment. 

The Commissioners too on the application of the 1,'ostmastcr (loneral, and 
with the consent of the Lord Lieutenant, are to cause Petst Roads to b(! repaired 
when necessai’y, and upon the application of the Commissioners, setting forth 
what sum will be requisite and necessary from time to tiim; for the juirpose, the 
sum or sums of money so required may be advanced and paid to the Com- 
missioners out of the Consolidated Fund. The amount of the moiu'y (ixpended 
is to be certified to the Grand Jury of the County, who are to present the same, 
and the sum so to be presented is to be paid over to such Bank or Person as 
the Lords of the Treasury shall direct. If the Grand Jury refuse to pvo.scnt for 
a Sessions House ordered by the Lord Lieutenant, he may also have the Work 
done by the Commissioners ; and the necessary Advances are to bo made and 
repaid in like manner. 

Wherever any Bridge which shall be repaired by the Commissioners is situate 
partly in one County and partly in another, the expense of repairing such Bridge 
is to be borne and defrayed equally by such Counties. 

The Lord Lieutenant may direct the building of J^ridges under the 4th and 
5th William IV., chap. 01, at the expense of different Counties; and if they 
disagree as to the proportions in which it is proposed to charge them respectively, 
the amount to be paid by each is to be determined by tlic Lord Lieutenant in 
Council, and raised by Presentment accordingly. 

It is imperative on Grand Juries to present for such Monies as become, from 
time to time payable to Her Majesty’s Exchequer in rc.sj)ect of Loans or Advan- 
ces made for County purposes. Every such Presentment is made upon a Certi- 
ficate from the Chief or Under Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant. The Certi- 
ficate specifies the sum to be presented, and is conclusive upon the Grand Jury. 
If the Grand Jury refuse a Presentment, pursuant to the Certificate, the Court 
is authorized to order the Money to be raised without one. 

Every Presentment is to refer to the Act and the Section tluii-eof Tiy virtue of 
which It is made, and any Presentment which docs not, s/iaU be nvtl ami raid. 

There are no Preseutment Sessions either for the County or the City 
of Dublin. Applications for Presentments are made direct to the Gi'aiid Jury, 
and disposed of by them. No Tenders are called for, or Contniets entered into. 



II. As TO THE Manner in which Grand Jury Cess is Appi-otted, Levied, 
Accounted for and Secured. 

By the 6th and 7th Wm. IV. c. IIG, it is enacted, “ That the Treasurer of each 
“ County shall, within One Month after he shall have received from the Clerk of 
“the Crown the Copies of the Presentments of the preceding Assizes, issue his 
“Warrants to the several Persons who, under the provisions of this Act, are to 
“ be the Collectors for levying and collecting the Sums to be raised off each 
“Barony or County of a, City or Town; which Sums every Collector to whom 
“ such W arrant is directed, is empowered and required to raise and levy, and to 
“pay the amount to the Treasurer Two Days before the first day of the next 
“ Assizes ; and in every such Treasurer’s Wa.rraiit shall be inserted the names of 
“ the several Manors, Parishes, or Denominations contained in that portion of the 
“ County which such Person is to collect from, as tho same is contained in the 
“ County Books, Barony Books, and Applotment Tables, mid also the whole Sum 
“ to be collected by such Person, and the Portion thereof which each Manor, 
“ Parish, or Denomination is to pay, according to its contents in the said Books 
“ and Tables, or as it has been usu^ly rated at ; and every such Warrant of every 
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“ such Treasui'er shall bo und r<;niain hi full force and effect for the term of Two 
“ Years next after tlie date thereof, notwithstanding; the resignation or removal 
“of the Person to whom it was originally addressed, unless the Sums reiiuired by 
“such Warrant to be levieil shall have been received, or unless the Grand Jury 
“ of the County shall liave rc-presented the same.” 

“Provided that nothing herein contained shall exttaid or he construed to 
extend to repeal an Act [lassod In the Seventh Year of the Reign of His Majesty 
“King (/I'onfi: tlie .b'ourtb, intituled, 'An Act to make Provision for the uniform 
“‘Valuation of Jjands and h’lnicincnts in the several Raronies, Parishes, and 
“‘other Divisions of Counties in Ireland, lor the purpose of the more equally 
“ ‘levying of tiio Rates and Cdiargcs iH)on siicli Rai'onies, Parishes, and Divisions 
“‘respectively,’ or any Act or Acts iiltering or amending the same, or any Act 
“passed or to be passed in this present Session of Parliament consolidating and 
“amending such Aids, Init tba.t so soon ius the List and Valuation by the said 
“Acts or any of them ilirected to be made shall he comiilcted and published in 
“form and niaunov tlu.-rein prescvilied, all County Cess Charges whatsoever, and 
“ all Grand J ary Rate iiujiosed or to be imposiHl on any County by Presentments 
“of the Grand Jury, or to ho raised off any County, or any Barony, Parish, or 
“ Division thereof and all I’arish ILitcs imposed or to bo imposed or levied orto 
“ be levied under tiu! authority of this or any other Act or Acts, shall bo assessed 
“ and levied according to the proportions specilied in such List and Valuation so 
“published, any thing iii this Act contained to the contrary notwithstanding.” 
And it is emictod, “ That every Person authorized to collect and receive Grand 
“Jury Cess shall, within Ten Days after he shall have received the Treasurer’s 
“ Warrant oinjuiweriiig liim to collect and receive the same, deliver or send to 
“the Seneschal or ( Jmrehwardons of each Manor, Parish, or Denomination of 
“ land contained in such Warrant, or in case there bo no Seneschal or Church- 
“ warden of the same, then to any principal residing Inhabitant, if lie shall be 
“required so to do by any two Jjandholders of any such Manor, Parish, or 
“ Denomination of Land, or if lie shall ilocin it necessary so to do, an A^ccount 
“in Writing, sigin'd by liiinseU’. of the Sum he is roipiired l>y the said "Warrant 
“to levy upon the sail! Manor, Parish, nr I )(‘nominatii.m, ami to desire that the 
“said Sum may he apjilotted tlieveoii : and every Person who shall receive such 
“ Account, is hereby required, under tlui Penalty ot Ten Pounds, to be recovered 
“by Civil Jiill by any Person wlm sliall sue for the same, to post up, within Six 
“Days after the recinpt thereof, on the door of the Church, or the iisual place 
“for posting Notices in said Manor, Parish, or Denominatiim, a Notice, signed 
“by himself, setting fiirth that the Landholders and Jnhahitauts of [hein insert 
“Name of Manor, &c.] are hereby required to meet at [Place of Meeting] on 
“the [here insert a Day not less tha,n Ten Days or more than Twenty from the 
“Date of .such Notice], to clmose Two or more Persons to ap]dot the Sum oi 
“[here insert tlio Hum] vei|uired to be levied iqinn such Manor, Pimsh, or 
“ Denomination, liy the Warrant of the Treasurer of the County ; and at such 
“Meeting the Landholders and Inhabitants then present shall choose iwo or 
“ more Persons to be Applottcrs ; and tlie Persons so chosen shall, ivitlim, jiupy 
“Days from the time they .shall be so chosen, applot the Sum so to be levied 
“upon such Manor, Parish, or Denomination, fairly and jus%, according to the 
“relative annual value of the sevoiail subdivisions of the Lands mid'Timcmen s 
“ therein contained, stating as accurately as they can the name of the Occupier 
“ of each portion of such lands, and shall make oath before any Justice ot le 
“Peace for such County, that they have made the said Applotment just y, 
“according to the l)cst of their skill, without fiivour, affection, or m«ifOhe 
“jurat of which oath shall bo endorsed on the Applotment ; and such Applotteis 
“ shall deliver such Applotment so verified upon oath, to the Person empowwe 
“to collect such Grand Jury Cess, under the Penalty of forfeiting for everyday 
“they shall omit to deliver the same after the said Thirty Days the Sura of ten 
"Shillings, to bo recovered by Civil Bill by any Person who shall f f “e 
“ same ; and the Collector, on receiving such full and sufiieicnt Applotment, is 
“ hereby required and authorised to levy the said Money according thereto ; and 
“ in case no full and sufficient Applotment shall be returned within Ihirty-six 
“ Days after the time fixed for tlio appointment oi the Applottcrs, then in such 
“ case it shall be lawful for such Collector to levy the full Sum required by the 
"Treasurer’s Wai-rant ofl'siich Manor, Parish, or Denomination, according to or 
’’ in the like proportions as the Sura levied under the last previous Applotment

In those Counties in which the Valuation has not been completed, except in 
the County of W aterford, where there is a local Act, and the C^omity of Cork, in 
which Applotment Tables liave been adopted, by virtue of tho 1st Win. IV. c. 
61, the Cess is iu general apportioned amongst the Baronies, I^arishes, Manors, 
or other Denominations, off which it is to be levied, according to the quantity set 
down for each iu the County Book, or according to the portion of the Cess 
payable by each, from time immemorial. 

This leads to much inequality and injustice ; some divisions ai’e charged with 
more acres than they- contain ; some with less ; some lands ai’e not assessed at 
all ; and value as between division and division is left out of consideration 
altogether. ^ Applotters may indeed be appointed to value the lands of any 
particular division, and to , sub-applot the gross sum charged uiion the several 
^nements of which it is composed, if two Rate-payers or tlie Collector of the 
Barony deem this necessary, but the Applotters are to be chosen by. the majority 
of the Rate-payers, and the majority may not desire that a fair and equal distri- 
bution of the charge should take place ; or the Applotters may not perform the 
duty required of them within the time appointed by Law ; and, unless A pplotters 
be appointed, and the Applotment be made within the appointed period, the 
Collector is to levy as of old. Where this is the case, and we believe it is the 
ease in general, the Rate-payers of the District are left without due means 
of asemtaining the precise amount of Cess which the Collector is entitled to 
demand from each, and extortion is occasionally the result. 
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The Collectors are appomtoil by the Grand Jury at every Assizes, or if a n. Mode 
vacancy occur between one Assizes and another, by the Magistrates at Quarter a.iiaiKc, &c. cess. 
Sessions and a Warrant is given to each by the Treasurer authorising him M.a. .f wi.toont 
to levy the sum inoutiuiu;(.l iii it according- to the particulars therein setforth, and of Collectors, 
which lie is to pay in two_<lay.s Itcfore the ensuing Assizes. He may thus collect 
the money imuu^iliatc'.ly aftm* one Assizes, and keep it in his own hands, or apply 
it to his own purposes, until the next. 

The Collectors receive Of/, in the pound on the amount of the collection except Remuncfation of

The Law ro<|uire.s that no ])orson slmll act as a Collector unless lie shall have Nature of security 
given security at the Assizes licforo the Craiid Jury, by whom he shall have been '•equired from 
appointed, or lud’oro tiic Justice.s of the .I'cace at tlie Sc.ssions, if he shall have 
been appointed at .Sossi(.ms, by two suHicient Sureties joining with him in executing 
a Bond and Warrant of Attorney to confess jiulgiucnt to the Treasurer of the 
County conditioned for liis duly collecting and paying to such Treasurer on or 
before the first day of the next As.sizos, all. such public Money as he is or shall be 
required by him to collect. 

Instances however' have occun-cd in which Collectors have been appointed but instimces of 
who have not given the neecssary security, and the Court of Exchequer has deckled Collectors not giving 
that a Treasnrov wlio gave his Warrant for the collection to a Collector who had 
not entered into the no(;e.ssary .security, and who became a defaulter, was not Treasurer not liable 
answerable for the loss sustained by the County, as the fault lay not with , him but in case of their

He was also authorized to inako Rules :md Orders in C'ouncil for the Audit, and 

to direct that afe.e not ox<^ee<ling five sliiHIng>i on every hiiudrod pounds to which Fees to covet 

the debit suk; of each Trfiasurer’s Account should amount, should bo paid by the 

Treasurer thereupon, ami that the feo.s so paid should constitute a Fee Fund, 

which it should be lawful for tlio Lonl Ijicutenant in Council to charge with the 

payment of any sahii-y or tlisburscmcnt which the Lord Lieutenant in Council 

should deem uoenfisary for tho ]mrj)oses of the Act. 

The Lord I'fionttinant did not ert'ate any new office, but with the con- Audit annexed to 
sent of. tho (fiiicf and tlio Second Uomoiubrauccr, he annexed the duty of Chief Remembrau- 
auditing the 'rreu.surers’ Accounts to the office of Chief llcmembrancer, and 
transferred other duties tUerctroni to tho office of Second llemembraucei’. In 
consideration of this, the J‘'oo Fund was charged with £500 a-yearfor the Second 
Remembrancer, by an order in Council made on the 31st of October, 1837, but 
the Chief llomombranccr declined receiving any payment thereout. 

The official expenses, payabh^ out of the Fee Fund, exclusive of the allowance Expenses of audit, 
to the Second Remembrancer, have hitherto averaged about £600 a-year. 

The total Moneys whicli have been accounted for since the passing of the Act Total moneys 
in July, 1837, to tho 25th of March, 1841, amounted to five millions, seven «countedfor: 
himibed and ninety-three thousand, two hundred and eighteen pounds, seventeen 
shillings, and a penny. 'The total expenses, inclading the £500 a-yeav <paid to 
die Second Rememhrancer, amounted, during the same period, to £4,091 12^. 2c/., j

The fee on each Account, as fixed by tbe Lord Lieutenant in Council, is 6s. Feea for audit 
per cent., but tho Fee Fund having proved more than sufficient for the charge 
upon it, the fee has been romittod on eacli account since Spring, 1840. 

The Treasurer is now bound to account after each Assizes before the Chief Periodsofaccounting: 
^membrancor, who is authorized to cause so much of any sum that there may 
be at any time in the County Bank, as may not be required for the immediate invastment of 

of the County, to be invested in Exchequer Bills. moneys. 
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The Account of each Treasurer was formerly passed by the Grand J ury at each 
Assizes. The last Accounts thus passed, were those of Summer Assizes, 1837, and 
the balances due by the several Treasurers then amounted altogether to the Sum 
of £429,193 O.t. llid. The whole of those Moneys, except the balance due by 
the late Treasurer of the Comity of Clare, and wliicli amoimtod to £18,808 7s. 
3^(/., have since been paid into the .several County IJanks. Ot the balance due 
by tile Clare Treasurer, £9,029 14.«. Cii/. lias been paid, and the residue is 
ill a course of liquidation under a custodiam which the Chief Remembrancer has 
issued against his property. , , . , , , , 

The County Moneys now invested in Exchequer .liills and which would other- 
wise have been in the hands of the Treasurers amount to £110,000. 

Very serious losses had been experienced in different Counties before the 
lodgment ot the Comity Money, and tlio audit of the Treasurers’ Accounts, 
were thus provided for.

The duties of the Office of Sheriff are of vast importance, hut wc do not think 
it Avithin the immediate scope of our Commission to go particularly into them. 

Clerks of the Crown. 

The duties of the Office of Clerk of the Crown are also important, but they 
engage him in general only during the Assizes. 

He is in contemplation of LaAv, the public prosecutor at the Assizes. It is his 
duty ^to receive all informations returnable there by the different Magistrates; 
and, if no other person undertake the prosecution, to prepare Bills of Indictment 
upon them, and to send the Indictments with the parties who are to support them 
before the^ Grand J my. When a Bill is found, and the accused pleads not guilty, 
he has to join issue with him on the part of the Crown, and then to examine the 
Witnesses himself, under the directions of the Court, or, if ordered by the Court 
so to do, to employ Counsel for the purpose, and to give him a fee at the expense 
of the Coimty. He is also to keep the Crown Book, and to enter such Rules in 
It as may be made by the Court iii each Case and the final Judgment. 

• • Clerks of tJie Peace. 

The Clerk of the Peace has duties to perform at the Quarter Sessions, cor- 
^spondihg with those of the Clerk of the Crown at the Assizes. He is also the 
Cm^er of the Assistant Barrister in Civil Bill proceedings, and in the registering 
"'^ rs for Counties and Boroughs. ,

We liave already stated the Treasurers’ duties, and also the duties of the 
Barony Collectors, in showing how County Moneys are applotted and accounted for.

The Secretary is to endorse or cause to be endorsed on each, the time when it is respect to Appiu 

lodged. Ho is to number and arrange the Applications which are to come before ' 

each Presentment Sessions. He is to malce an Abstract thereof and an Index 

thereto referring to the numbers which he shall mark on each Application; he is 

to attend and produ<;(? all the Aj>pUcations which shall have been lodged with him 

or delivered at his (Office for each ]'h-esentnient Sessions thereat, together with the 

Abstract thereof and the Index thereto. He is to make Schedules of all approved 

Applications and to cause them to be printed and to deliver one copy thereof to 

the High Sheriff, one to each County Surveyor, one to the Foreman of the Grand 

Jury, and one to the Judge of Assize on his arrival.

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland is authorized, from time to time, to appoint 
a Board of Three Civil or Military Engineers to act, without salary or emolument, respect to County 
in Dublin, who are from time to time to examine into and certify the qualifi- Surreyors. 
cations of all persons desirous to act as Surveyors or Assistant Surveyors of 
Counties, and lie is to appoint from time to time, out of the persons so certified, 
one or more Surveyor or Surveyor.s for each County, and every such Surveyor 
may be dismissod at pleasure by the Lord Lieutenant or the Grand Jury of the 
County to which he belongs. 

The Counties of Cork, (lahvay, Limerick and Tipperary have been each divided 
into two Districts, and a Surveyor has been appointed for each District, One counties: 
Surveyor has been appointed for every other County. u « f 

The Surveyor is to attend at each Presentment Sessions to be held for the 
reception of Applications for Presentments, and is to afford such professional advice 
‘and assistance in the <',onsidcration thereof as may be required of him ; he is to 
prepare Forms of Tenders and Proposals, Specifications, Maps, Plans, Sections or 
Elevations of any Work approved thereat, ami is himself to make Applications for 
the repair of Roads when necess;u'y. Ho is to cause Roads to be repaired in 
case of neglect by the Contractor ; Drains or Ditches connected with Public 
Hoads to be scoured or filled up, and Nuisances to be removed on the Order of a 
Justice of the Peace, and the expense to bo levied oft the offenders, and he is to 
require the owners to ])nino hedges and trees injuring the Roads. He is also to 
attend upon the Gi'aiid Jury and make to them a full and particular report on 
all Applications for Presen tments lodged with the Secretary, and on the coweetness 
of the Maps, Plans, Specifications and Estimates ftirnished therewith, and he is to 
state how far it may be expedient to alter, vary, or modify the same.- He is ^so to 
report on all Applications on the part of Contractors, and on the progress and exe- 
cution of all Public Works formerly presented, and on the performance oi aU Con- 
tracts, and on the state, repairs, progress and condition of ail Buildmgs, 

Bridges, Gullets, Walls or other Works. He is to audit all accounts of such Works 
as the Grand Jury shall direct, and to ascertain and then certify the con-ectness 
thereof, and whether each Contractor is entitled to payment and how lar. He 
is also to report the name and description of all persons by him prosecuted tor 
any Nuisance or iiiiury to any Road, or any other offence of the like nature, ana 
the result of such prosecution, and the proceedings therein, and generally; on aU 
matters and things relating to the oflfice of Surveyor, or which may be given to 
him in charge by the GranI Jury. He is to keep an Office open for his re^lar T. b.™ .« 
attendance on business in such place as the Grand Jury shall and he is 

to employ one Clerk who is to give regular attendance in the said Office, and for and Oerk. 
whose conduct he is to be at ail times responsible. He is to appoint so many

of the duties to be performed, think necessary to be assistants to him. Every 
such Assistant is to obey his orders and to be removcable in the same manner as 
he is. Each Assistant is to receive such salary not exceeding £50 per annum as 
the Grand Jury shall appoint, and the Grand Jury are also authorized to present 
a sum not exceeding £50 a-year for defraying the expenses of the office and 
Clerk to be kept by the Surveyor. 

The salary of each Siu’veyor may be fixed by the Grand Jury at any sum not 
exceeding £300 a-year. The salary has in every ease, with the exception of 
Counties of Towns, been fixed at the full sum of £300 a-year, so that each Sur- 
veyor has the same salary, no matter what may be his qualifications, or the extent 
of his District, or the amount of travelling expenses which lie must necessarily 
incur in the discharge of his duty. 

The discretion left to the Grand Juries as to the appointment of Assistants 
has been exercised vei;y variously. We subjoin a Tabic which slio^vs the number 
of miles in charge of each Surveyor, and the number of Assi.stants allowed to 
him. Antrim allows 12 Assistants for 1,900 miles of lload ; Meath, 1 for 1,700 ; 
Armagh, 6 for 917 miles ; Galway, none for 957 ; Kilkenny, 5 for 81C miles ; 
Roscommon, none for 959 ; Kildare, 3 for 80G miles ; Westmeath, none for 820 ; 
Louth, 3 for 400 miles ; Longford, none for 634. 

Several other Counties also differ widely from each other althougli not in an 
equal degree. 

The following Table shows, 1st, the number of miles of Road under charge of 
each County Surveyor ; 2nd, the number of miles of new Road executed since 
his appointment ; 3rd, the number of Assistants allowed to each ; 4th, their cost 
to the County ; and, 5th, the year in which each Surveyor w<is appointed to his 
present District.

Coroners. 



The duty of Coroners in respect of which they obtain Grand Jury Presentments 
is that of holding Ingnests when persons are slain or die suddenly or in prison. 
Impectors of Weights and Measures. 

The duty of the Inspector of Weights and Measures is to visit the different parts 
of each County and ascertain that proper weights and measures are used. 
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Every Grand Jury may appoint as many as they please, and give to each what- iv. Covntv 
ever salary they may think proper. In some Counties there is i)ut one, in others 
there are more, and we observe that in different small Counties the number is numbers of; 
greater than in large ones. The salary of each is in some Counties so low as and Salaries. 
£30 a-year, in others as high as £150. 

Salarku to Offtcern. 

The several Counties are divided into classes, and the salaries payable to the Chssification of 
Officers of eacli, except the (.Coroners, the County Surveyors, the Inspectors of 
Weights and Measures, and the Collectors of the County Cess, depend upon the ^ 
class to which it belongs. 

The following I'ablc shows how the Counties arc classed, and the salaries 

regulated : — 




With respect to Coroners, the enactment is, that it shall he lawful for the Mot. .nd proponio. 
Grand Jury of any County, at each Assizes, to present any sum not exceeding " ” ™d“ 

in the whole, a sum after the rate of Thirty Ikninds for each and every Coroner 
in such County, according to the foregoing Schedule (being Schedule S annexed 
to the Act,) to be Icivied off siudi County or any Barony therein, as such Grand 
Jury shall think advisable, and such Grand Jury shall apportion the whole of such 
sum so prasented among the several Coroners of such County, according to the 
number of Inquests which may appear to have been respectively held upon the 
body of any person, by each of such Coroners, since tlie date ot the last Appli- 
cation for a Presentment ; and siic.li sums shall be paid by the Treasurer to the 
Coroners respectively, who shall have hold such Inquests, and for whom such 
sums shall have been presented. Provided always, that no Coroner shall receive 
more than at the rate of Two Pounds for each Inquest so held by him. 



V. As TO THE Management and Expenditure of all Asylums, Hospitals,

County Infirmary for the support and maintenance thereof ; provided tliat together 
with an Application for such Pr'esentmeiit, a Certificate under the hand of the 
Physician or Surgeon of such Infirmary, stating the numiiur and names of Ihitients. 
as Wll extern as intern, received and relieved since the pret^oding Application, 
and also a true debtor and creditor account of the funds and expenses of the 
Institution, commencing from the time of the preceding A])plicatioii, attested by 
the signature of the Treasurer, shall have been laid hedbre the I’rcscntment 
Sessions, and that such Application and Account shall liavo liccn approved of 
thereat. And where any Fever Hospital bus liceii or shall be e.stalilishcd, the 
Grand Jury are authorized to present such sum, not exceeding Two Hundred 
and Fifty Pounds, at each Assizes, as shall appear to be necessary for the .support 
thereof, such sum to be raised off the County at large, provided aii account of the 
receipt and expenditure of such Fever Hospital, together with an Application for 
the sum proposed to be presented, be laid before the Presentment Sessions, and 
that such Account and Application shall be approved at such Session.s. 

The Law thus leaves it optional with Grand J uries to present or not for 
Comity Infirmaries and Comity Fever Hospitals. 

But where any Fever Hospital or Dispensary, for the purpose of furnishing 
Medicine and affording Medical and Surgical Aid to the i’oor of any City, Town 
or Place in any County, (that is to say a JJhtrict Fever Hospital or Di.spciisary), is 
established in such County by Private Subscriptions or Donations, tiio Grand Jury 
are required to present, to be raised off the County, in the case of a Didrict Fmer 
a smn not exceeding double the amount, and, in the ease of a Dispimary, 
a sum equal to the amount of such private Subscriptions or Donations, as shall have 
been received by the Treasui-er thereof, provided that statements of the number 
of persons relieved therein, together with the accounts of the Trea.surcr, verified 
upon oath, shall have previously been laid before the Presentment Sessions, and 
approved of there. 

These Institutions were severally inspected by Officers appointc<l for the pur- 
pose, under the late Commission for Inquiring into the State of the Irish Poor, 
and the Reports made upon them testify strongly against the mieortain piinciplc 
upon which their .support is, provided for, and against the management too of 
several. 

It has since been provided by the Poor Relief Act (1 st aud 2nd Vic. cli. HO) that 
the Commissioners thereunder “ shall, so soon as conveniently may bo after the 
formation of any Union, inalce, or cause to be made, strict iii(|iury into the state 
of the several Fever Hospitals, Dispensaries, or Institutions for the relief of the 
sick or convalescent Poor, whether as intern or extern Patients, (jxisting within 
the limits of such Union, and into the nature and extent of the relief so afforded ; 
aud the Commissioners shall report thereupon to one of Her Majesty’s Ih*incipal 
Secretaries of State, and in such Report they shall set forth the number of Hos- 
pitals or Dispensaries which, in their opinion, ought to bo provided for the relief 
of the sick and convalescent Poor, in addition to such Workhouse or Workhouses 
as aforesaid, aud also an estimate of the sum or sums whicdi will bo aimually 
required for defraying the expenses of such additional Hospitals or Dispensaries.” 
The Commissioners ai*e also “ authorised, ft’om time to time, to inspect aud 
examine into the administration of any Hospital or Infirmaiy, supported in part 
by Grand Jury Presentments or Parliamentary Grants, and with the concurrence 
of the Governors of such Hospital or Infimrary to give such directions for the 
better and more effective management thereof, as the said Commissioners sliall 
thi^ fit, and to cause the same to be recorded in the boolcs of such Hospital or 
Infirmaiy.” ^ 

^ The Commissioners have accordingly made a Report to Her Majesty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for tlie Home Department, on the existing Dispensaries, 
Fever Hospitals^ and Infirmaries of Ireland, pending our enquiries, and we sh?ill 
convey the best information respecting these several Institutions, by laymg before 
your Excellency the following extracts from it : — ^ e 

THE DISPENSARIES. 

1 ? Dispensary, it is at present only necessary that a certain amount of Subscriptions 

should be placed m the hands of an individual designated a Treasurei-, who swears or affinns tliat he 
has recaved the money for that paitlculax purpose, and that tlie Presentment Sessions approve of t)ie 
establishment of such Institution in the particiilai- locality. (Sec 6 & 7 Wm. IV, c. 116 sec. 81.) 
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It vests iiltof'otlicv with l.lic Subscribers to ilcfiuo tlie extent of Distiict for wbicli the Dispensary 
Is inteiuloJ, and to uiiiico bye-law.s and refjidatioiis for its future nuuiagement. At each sucee.«ive 
presenting jicriod, tlic attoiition of llie Ininity autborities iniiy be called to it; but in general they 
have Tioitber time nor opportunity, even if they have the tlisposltion, to make inquiry respecting its 
management or eflieiency. It is imperative upon tiio Grand .Imy to gi-aiit a sum eipial to the amount 
of the Subscriptions i-ceidvod by the Treasurer, wlicii the Institution has been approi-ed of by the 
Presenting Sessions ; and the same on each oceasion, when a- Presentment is annually sought for. 

It thus iqipears that Dispensaries are ase^djlished in tlio first instance, and subscepiently conducted, 
according to local or personal views and objects, rather than on any fixed general principle, calculated 
to cnsui-e the fornmtion of fiiese Institutions in places where they are really necessary, and there only, 
and to assign to caeh Dispensary u District of siidicieiit e.xtenf, and to jirovidc for its efficient and 
economical inaiingenient, Aceop-dtngly, the leading delects of this (ffiiss of Charities, arc found to be 
such as might be expeel.ed to arise in tlie absimce of any established ])rineipk‘ in their formation or 
maiiagenieiit ; anil the eoiisei|ueiiei! of these dcieels in tlie Dispensary systeiii is, that when examined, 
certain of the J)isji(msaru's have been found by the Assistant Conuiiissioners, to bo circumstanced as 
is described under some one or more of the following heads. 



1. The I’nmls are insidllelent to vemmierato the Medical Officer for bis time and labour, and to 

piircliiisc tbe ueees.sary blediifmes .mid medical appliances. 

2. The Medical OHieer is perhaps fairly pal<l, but the I'niids ure not sufficient to procure tlie 

necessary Medteines. 

3. The FuikIs, if properly ap[ilied, are adeijuatc for botii purposes ; but the Medical Officer’s 

salary is to be tbe entire of the balance in the Treasurer’s hands at the end of the year : 
so that the remuneration deponds on the deg-rcc of economy timt may be practised in the 
purebasc and disjU'iisatioii of Medicine. 

4. The Medical Officer is, in some laiscs, paid a fixed sum for attendance and Medicines, — jin 

iirraiigcmoiit o[kii to tbe objection stated in the last case. 

5. Tlie FuikLs are, perhaps, snllieient for all purposes, and tbe Medical Officer is fairly paid ; 

hilt then be is so nuieb engaged in private ]>ractice, as to render it impossible for liim to 
discharge the Dispensary duties efficiently, unless lie neglects lit.s private Patients, wliich 
he can .scareidy he expected to ilo. TTiis not unfreqnently occurs in localities where com- 
petent medical assistance could be obtained on reasonable terms. 

G. Regular atlertdiim^c Is given .it the Dispensary ; but the visits of tlie Medical Oflicer to tbe 
Sick I’oiir arc limited to a circle of one or two miles from bis residence ; andalarge portion 
of the Distrief. is thus left without the advantage of domiciliary attendance. 

7. No ntUmdiiuee whatever is givcm to iiuy, excepting to sitcli as sball apply at the Dispensary. 

8. The District is so populous iiml exiensive, as to render it impossible for the Medical Officer 

to attend all. or even one liiilfof the Sick Poor within it. 

9. Tlie Meilieal AtU'iuljiiit is paid from 2 a-. to for eiieli visit which he mukes beyond a certain 

ilistaiiee from the J)is|K;n.siiry. or Ids own resilience, either by the Patient, or by tbe 
Huliscribcr reeommendiiig him. Sticli an ai'niugeiueiit seems calculated to exclude a 
jiortloii of the Jiick Poor from obiaiiiing nceessiiry relief, us (he Subscribers may not be 
disposed to ]iay the .stipulated Fee, and the Patient may not bo able to pay it. 

10. The Funds are iillogutliei- Insufficient, owing to (;eri.iiin|*Proprietors and others lii the District 

not siibsenbiiig. The duties are nevertheless ellic.iently performed, and the Tenantry of 
these Non-subscribers are attended; but the Medical Officer’s remuneration is very 
inailoipmte to tlie .services wliicli ho renders, and wliicli thei-efore cannot be reoljoned 
upon for a eontinniinee. 

11. Several persons wbo pos-sess ]iroperty in tbe District, refuse to subscribe, and tbeir poorei- 

Tenantry iu'e idtogetber e.xeluded i'rom tbe lieuefit of the Charity, and have no means of 
aeeesB to any otliev. 

12. The stipulated condition on wiiicli douiieiliary attenihmee is to be afforded to tlie Tenantry 

of a Subscriber, is the jiaymeiit of Two Guineas annually. A few persons only pay the 
Bubserijition, and tlie T’enaiitry of the otliers aro not visitcil. 

13. The only responsiblo Modlcal pei-soii to visit tlie sick of a large population, is the Apothecary 

of the Institution : he keeps au Apothecary’s shop, is in c.xteusive private practice, and is 
also Aimtlieeary to a Fever Hospital. The Subscribers admit that it is impossible for 
liim to jicrfurm all these duties, yet he is continued as the Medical Officer of the Dis- 
pensary. 

14. In a jiopulous and wealthy City, a sufficient amount of subsci-iptions cannot be obtained for 

enabling tbo Committee to purchase tbe Medicines wliich are necessary, or to pay the 
Medical Officei-s whom they have eiiga^cl to visit tbe Side. The duty, therefore, is only 
partially perfonned, and many of the Sick Poor remain altogether unattended. 

15. The subscriptions are contributed by persons of one party, or persuasion; wb^Aose of 

tbe opposite party, altliough they have an eijual or even a greater interest in the District, 
either took no share in establishing the Dispensary, or have since vnthdi-awn altogether 
from its support. 

16. The Modical Officer is compelled also to collect the subscriptions, and to humiliate hiMclf 

by frequent calls and solicitations, to the injury of his profession, and the lowenng ot ins 
own position in society. 

17. The petaonolfrionds mid relations of tlio Modioid Officer are the chief or perhaps the Oldy 

Subccribors to the Dispensary, scTcrnl of these haring no property or residence in the 
District. 

18. Many Subscribers, in return for their contributions, obtain Medical attendance gratis for 

themselves and their families, altliough able to pay for it. ^ 



V. ProMc 
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19. The Medical Officer is allowed to sell the Medicines purchased with the Dispensary Funds, 

and to retain tiu-ee-fourths of tlie amount so received by him, the other fourth pai-t being 
placed to the credit of the Institution. 

20. The Medical Officer, by direction of the Subseiiboi-s, gives the Dispensary Medicines gratis, 

to Fanners and others In comfortable circumstances, whenever they choose to apply for them. 

21. Parties ai’c i-ecoininended by Subscribers, and thus obtiiin tbc benefits of the Charity, wiio 

ai'e ill the possession of valuable farms, and known to be in good circunistance.s. 

22. The Medical Officer resides at a distance from the District, and visits it only once or twice 

a-week, and is therefore unable to afford the necessary relief to the sick. 

23. He is paid £150 per amium for attending a Disj)ensavy which has three brandies one 

is twelve miles distant from his residence, (wliich is uot in his District) — another ten, and 
the third six. There is no Registry of Patients at the chief branch, wliicli he visits once 
a week, and the Medicine-shop and Medicines arc of tho most wretched description and 
quality. 

24. The Medical Attendant possesses no legal qualification as Physician, Surgeon, or Apothecary, 

yet the Subscribers continue their contributions to the Dls^icnsary, and t!ic Presenting 
Authorities grant the County Fimds. 

25. Dangerous lying-iu cases are attended only when a tee of a certain amount, varying from 

5s. to 10s. is paid or secured to the Medical Officer by the Patient’s friends, or by die 
Subscriber recommending the case. 

26. A fee of the above description is regulai-Iy paid out of the Dispensiuy Funds ; and the 

number of such cases retmmed is altogether dispropoiiioncd to the population of the 
District. 

27. Where this fee is uot charged upon tlie Dispensary Funds, hut is paid by the Subscriber 

or by the friends of the Patient, the number of cases attended is so very small, relatively 
to the population, as to make it all but certain that some must have suffered from the want 
of necessary relief. 

28. Tlie Medical Officer does not practise Midwifery, although his Disti-ict is remote from the 

residence of any practising Accoucheur. He is ignorant, whether, during 20 years, any 
iujuiy has arisen from his nou-aequaintance •with this branch of his profession. 

29. Tlie Attending Physician states, that he visits a cei'tain number of cases in the course of the 

year; usually pays but one visit to each, no matter what the disease may be; oven although it 
ivere Fever of a bad ty[)hoid character, he would deem a second visit rarely necessary. 

30. The Medical Attendant partlyresides, and lias a Dispeiisai'y in one County; lio attends another 

once a weelc, at a distance of eight miles, in an adjoining County ; liis family reside in a third 
County, eight or nine miles fisher off. He is unable to say if Fever liiia prevailed to any 
extent in any part of his extensive District, except ui that which is near to the first-named 
Dispensary, contiguous to wliich he holds a large fann. 

31. The Medical Officer of tho Institution is non-resident, and tho clutias, from this and other 

causes, are uot performed satisfactorily. Certain influential persons establish a second Dis- 
pensary in the same District, and appoint another Medical man to attend it, who is also non- 
resident. Thus a District which stands in need of and could well support one resident 
Medical Ppetitiouer, is left without any, and subjected to the inconvcmcnces arising from 
this defective arrangement. 

32. The Subscribers are the personal friends of the Medical Officer, who, although ho keeps no 

Registry of cases, yet gives the Treasm-er a return of the number .stated by him to have been 
relieved; ivhich retuim is laid before the Presenting Sessions and Grand Jury, and lends to 
tlie sujiposition that the relief afforded ftn- exceeds that which is really given. 

33. Dispensaries are vei-y un^ually disteibuted, even iu the same County : for instance, there is one 

for an average population of 4,000, in a rich tract of country, occupied by a numerous resi- 
dent gentry ; whilst in a poor tract, standing equally or more in need of relief; there is only 
one to a population of 33,000. In another County, there aro fifteen Di.siioiifyiriea, for Dis- 
tricts whose total population is about 232,000 ; aii3 a portion of tho same County, with a 
population of about 120,000, has no such Institution.

of the Managing Committee takes place. 

Several Fever Hospitals are attached to Dispensaries, in which cases it is impossible to distinguish 
the artual income and expenditure of either Charity sedately. The genernfpraetico is to present 
a small sum for the Disp^ary, and a large sum for the W hospital ; as the Presentment fbr the 
lattei ^ be double, whilst that for i£e former -will be only equal to the amount of subscriptions. 
For instance where the subsa-iptions for both Institutions amount jointly to, sav £200-supplied 
possibly by 80 indi^du^s, to the same common Treasurer_£30 is placed to the cr/dit of tlie D^- 
s^, and £170 to timt of the Fever by which means £30 is obtained by Presentment^or 

the fo^r InsUtution, and £340 for the latter. The largest possible sum is thus raised from the County ; 
and altoough the accounts for each Instatution are professedly kept separate, in reality such is not the 
case, the Medicines bemg aU supphed fi-om one common source, and the Medical Officer’s salarv being 
generally charged on the larger Fund, * 
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Tlio Seglstratiou of Fovor Hospital Patients is in general accurate; but at seyeral Hospitals, tlio V. Pimiic 
Patient’s residence is not entered. Institutiojis. 

Cases of contagious diseiuses from all jinrts of a County, ai-c admissible into tlie County Fever Hospi- — 

tals on tiie reeommemlatiou of a M;ig;!strate, or a Governor, or Subsciiber. At the Disti'ict Institutions, SospUals. 

a Subscriber’s Ortler is generally re«iuired. All eases of Fever arc received freely into some Hospitals Admission of 
where there is room, aiul the I’uiuls admit of it, •witb<]ut reference to Subsenbers, Landlords, or Patients. 
Employers. But the Managing Committee of many Fever Hospitals circumsciibe to one or two 
miles the limits from within which I’ntients shall be received, and exclude all the Tenantry of Non- 
subscribers, even altliough no otlicr Iii.stitution be open to tbem. 

lu some instances, persons who are ahle and williug to pay their own expenses are received where Patients who pay. 
there ai'c spare heals in tho Hospital. This ])vactlce is ai>provcd of, as it tends to check the spread of 
Fever, aud so long as there is room dnas not oxdudc the Poor. Unfit objects — ^i.e. persons who are 
able, but not willing to pay — rarely obtain reliid' in these Institutions. 

The Governors of some l^wcr Hosjutals refuse subscriptions Ixom [larties residing beyond a parti- Subscriptions refused 
culav Parish, or a partiiadar iKnindary, altbougli iinm* enough to the Institution for Patients to ho sent from persons beyond 
to it and aithnngh there is no other within reacli. It may thus happen, that a portion of a District given limits, 
which most stands in not'd of tim (Jlutvlty is altogether deprived of its benefits ; and the hardship is the 
greater, as the ta.x for its snpjiorl; i.s levieil olV the entire County. 

In a few instances, the Ihiiuls rai.se.l for‘'a County Infirmary have been applied to the support of Infirmary funds 
Fever Wards connected with it. ’J.’his has occiuTod where the Grand Jury has refused to make more applied to Hospitals, 
than a nomitiul Prosciitment for a Fever Hospital in a Town situated at a distance from tlie County 
Infirmary. It apjicars doulitful whether this ajipropriation of tho ! Infii-mary Funds is legal, the 
Legislatm-e having specifically provided for eaeii Institution separately : but supposing it to be legal, 
it is yet iiiequitjiblu, and tends to throw the expense upon the County at large, whilst it is certain 
that very low Patients arc ever sent to Fever Ho-spitals from more than a few miles. Parties w’iio 
reside ut a groat distance from the Infirmary Town arc thus taxed without any return whatever, and 
liave therefore reason to complain. * n it ^ 

The system on which Fever Hospitals are governed and supported, as above explained, partakes of Defects of Fever 
the defects which attach to the Dispensary system, there being in each, a want of means requisite for Hospital system : 
cnsui'iiig good managoiiieiit and a stiuct iwlhereuce to the regulations. Hence amongst other conse- 
quences derogating from the efficiency of tlie Fever Hospitals in Ireland, the following are found by 
the Assistant Conimisaloner to ocenr : — 



1. The Act (0 & 7 Win. IV. c. 116, sec. 83,) defines tlie maximum sura whicli tlie Grand .luiy and its coasequencej. 

can present for a County Fever Hospital. That Body grants this maximum for each of 
two sucli Institutions, wliich are yet so situated, that one htdf of the County derives no 
direct benefit from either of them, the inliabitants being left without ready means of 
ncccfi.s to tlu’sc nr any otlier similar Institutions, in case of Fever occurring 

2. The Gi'uinl .Iiiry d)viilo.s the nniximura Presentment between three County Fever Hospitals, 

' hut the District of one of these is so circnmscriltcd, that the Subscribers to a Dispensary, 

in a 'I’own only three niiliLS distant, find it necessary to make up subscriptions to establish 
a Fovor Hospital there also. 

3. A County Fever Hospital reeeives'tho inaxiiuuin a,nnuul grant from the Grand Juiy tlie 

Trcosui'cr is the only iierson that luis any share in its management ; tlicre is no Committee 
of Subsciibors ; Fovor nccasioiially prevails in tho Distiict to a considerable ex^t; the 
F'lmds are found iiwulllcicnt to moot tlio demands on tlie Institution, a portion only of tiw 
8idc are received, smd many are oxcluded; the locality is very wealthy, yet no eflort is 
made to olitnin sulwitriptioiis, and tlic Comity Funds alone arc expended. 

4. A aiiiiila.r Institution in the same County is under the management of the Treasurer ; no 

meeting of Maimgers (there are no Subscribers,) has been held for 22 years, liie 
maximum Grant is u.svuil!y received. On some occa.sions tlie Funds aye insufticiert, and. a 
portion of the Sick Poor 'are therefore excluded ; yet the District is rich apd popmous. In 
l)oth these instaneos, tlie Statistics of the Hospitals show, that the Patients relieved, all 
resided within a circle of from five to ten miles radius. • • • i, 

5. Tho Ho-snital is ostiihliHluid in the County Town; it is tlic only l^ver Institution ra the 

County; there are no Subscribers; it receives the highertsuurthe Ghand Jury can present, 
this ia insufficient to meet the ilemands upon it : double that amount is obtained rtom 
Govcrinnent, aud is expended under the ffirection of a local Board 
so obtained is afterwu^ls levied on tho whole County. The Statotics of the Horo td 
show, that tlio greater portion of the sick who were admitted, camefrom a dutance otless 
• than ten miles, and that extensive Districts of the County obtained no direct benefit 
wlmtever from tho Institution. . j j 

6. Nearly £1000 are expended on the erection of a Distiict Fever Hospital ; rehef afforded 

in it for some montli.s, nlthongh it is left in <in mitouhed ststt i It 
sewerago, and a snm of £140, is alleged to le stj dne a to Bmldm-. The Qtoet^ 
woalt^, but few of the Proprietors contribute, although their Tenantry are admitte 
tho benefits of tho Institution. «. ^ TWo+^iM- 

7. The Hospital has been long established. Some of the largest ^ 

whoso^Tenantry are adrffitted, do not subscribe; the ^ds are 

necessary relief*, which is thei-cfoi-o limited to tliose who reside m the immediate viomity 
the Institution. _ . r w 

8. Tlio oircnmstonces similm in all tometo to to last, axcept tot to ^X£ef 

scribei-s aro e»ludod ftom tho lAspital, and oonsaqnontl, deprived of to means 
in cases of Fever. _ .j • 

9. The Treasurer of a Fovor Hospital, established in a populous 'Town, f ^ ^ 

Counties, and which ha5 Subscribers in, and receives 

County, neglects on two euccossiyo occasions to make the necessary pp 
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ment to the Sessions, The Managing Committee borrow money, and malce up a second 
subscription witliin the year, to enable them to Iceep the Hospital open. They only 
obtain a Presentuieut in coiisicleratioii of the subscriptions obtiitiied from persons beionirin? 
to the County in which the Hospital is situated, whilst the grunt is refused upon the con- 
tributions from the two other Counties ; tiud as no Proscmniciit is obtained from the lattei- 
t!ie Institution becomes emban-assed. Fever i-otitimics to prevail, and it i.s found necessary 
to establish a Local Board of Health, to which Funds are iwlvaneed by Government and 
the Loan is afterwards repaid by the County at large. Thus the Jhiblie Grants necMSory 
to support the Hospital, which from its position is made available Im- limited [tortlons ot 
dwee Counties, ai-e entirely rnUed oiF of oue, whilst even tlie portion of that County 
iaeluded within the Hospital District, is comparatively of smull e.vteiit- 

10. A commodious Fever Hospital is established for ono County, sitiia.ted on the Borders of 

and immediately adjoining to another County. It Inis room, and contiiiiifl spire Wards- 
a large District of the contiguous County has no acec.ss to any other i'ever Hospital! 
Fever prevails. The Gentry of this District are anxioius that arningements should he' 
made, by wbieli Fever Patients might be sent to this Hosjiital, but no sudi arrangement 
is accomplished, although the whole of the Distx-icts refoiTcd to are compriseil TOthin the 
Union in which the Hospital is situated. 

11. Under cli-cumstances similar to the lust, the Hospital Committee is desirous to give relief 

to fit objects, ill a District of a contiguous Comity, and which District fiu-ms part of their 
Union; but the Gi-and Jury have intimated that the Institution sliall bo used for the 
Inhabitante of their own County only. There is no otlier Fever Hospital available for 
this Distiict, its Coimty Institution being 24 miles distant. 

1 2. Fever pi-evails in a Dispensary District only three miles distant from a Fevm- Hospital : the 

Gen^ of this District offer aubsci-iptions to enable them to send the sick thitlier; the 
Hospital Committee refuse these subscriptions ; they then apply to the Presenting Sessions 
and Grand Jury for a Grant double tlie amomit of these suiiscriptions, with the view of 
cstablisbmg a Local Fever Hospital : they are refused the Grant, and are informed that 
there ai-e two neigliboui-uig Hospitals which ought to be sufficient. But from that which 
18 near to them they can obtain no relief, whilst the other is so distant as to bo inaccessible 
to the gi-eater part of the District. 

1.^. Ten benevolent Gentlemen residing in a populous inanufaeturing Town sidiscribe £100, 
and apply for a corresponding County Grant of £2(J0 for the pnrjioae of establishing a 
District 1-ever Hospital : the Grand Jury present one shilling, it being imperative upon 
them to make some Presentment. Subscriptions arc thus discouraged in a locality 
where an Hospital is much wanted, whilst the Couiityfrmds are expended on Fever Wai-ds 
connects with the Infirmaiy, in the County Town, from which the District where the 
Hospital was sought to be established can derive hut little benefit. 



14. The regulations adopted in a Fever Hospital, situated in a rich Dispensary District, 

preclude me reception of Fever Patients from a neighbouring poor District, although in 
the same County, and although there is spare i-oom in the Hospital. 

15. The Medical Officer of a Dispensary gives two years’ salary as a .subsei-iption to assist in 

metmg a Fever Hospital: Fever prevails in the District: but tlie subsci-intions of tlie 
Proprietary and Gentry are so small, that very few Patients can he mlmitted, and the 
house IS now in such bad condition, that it is likely soon to become uiiinlmbitaWc. 

16. A District Hospital is in progress of erection, in a Town in wliidi w.voral Pliyslcians and 

bur^ons_ reside. Each is desirous of being appointed one of the Medical Attondunta of 
the Hospital, mid strives to a-eatc votes by inducing bis friends and relations to become 
oubsci-ibers : many of these reside at a distanet^, and have no property in or connexion 
will the District. Four Medical Attendants me at length aiipoiiited — tlie resident 
ueutry are displeased — some of them withdraw — the distant SiibscribcrH soon cease to 
contnbu^the management becomes lax— the Flospital loses character, and the funds 
become insufficient. 

17. Four Medical Officcre ate aiipobtcd (umually, or ti-ienniallv, to m Iiiatitutiou of dm. eta; 

the aubscnptioBS are p.,d oliiea, bj the frieoda of one!., siroml of whom Imv. „o property 
m the DiatciOt ; party tad m-oressional tends arise ; tad a state of feoliiig is prodocid ffl 
calculated to promote the objects of the Charity. ^ 

18. The Medical Officers,_or their immediate friends and connexions in the lost two instances, 

reaUpayfor .the situation to which they have been appoiiited; and it can therefore 
hardly be expected that disciphne will be mamtaioed, or that the mtaagement of the 
Hospital will be in aU respects such as must be desired. ° 

19. When lie Hospital k marly erected, a day k fixed for the election of a Medical Officer, 

on the eyemng prertons to which 71 persons become Snhseribers, tod are known to the

20. A F^r Hospita ls supported by a benevolent individual, for the Sick Poorof the City in 
thp amongst the population of the surrounding Distnet, 

the Gentry of which would gladly contrffiute for the support of their Fever Patients in 
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this Hospital, if sneli an ai-rnrigcment could he maile. Tlie Hospital is highly useful to 
tlie iiuToediale locality, Jis well as creditnlile to its Foundei’ and Supporter; but it is 
in8ufticic3it for the wuiita of the District, wliidi requires one that would embrace a wider 
range, and afford a fai- greater amount of relief. 

21 . Fever Wards arc established in a port of the out-oflices of a County Infirmary ; there are 
no Subscriptions or County Grant for the support of the Fever Patients ; a portion of the 
Infisnnary funds are appriijnnated to tlie support of the Fever Patients, and are thereby 
diverted to a purjiose diiferciit from tli.at contunqilatcd by the Legislature. Distinct 
provision is m^c for I'evcr Hospitals and fur Infirmaries, and if the Governors of an 
Infirmary obtain a larger amoiuit of public money than they I'equivefor proper Infirmary 
objects, tliey are u t euqiowercd by the Act to expend tlie surplus on Fever Patients.

THE INFIRMARIES. ' Infirmaries. 

Tlie chief chai-actcvistics of this class of Institutions arc the following 1, The Legislature has Consequences of 
provided that they may be siqijiortod by Cuimty and Parliamentary Funds, altogether irrespective of present system, 
any subscriptions or donations ; 2. They are intended for the whole of a County, not for a portion or 
district ; 3. There is no distinction between tlie amount of County Grant, which may be presented 
for the Infirmaries of large and populous Counties,— as Cork, Galway, and Tipperary,— and that 
which may bo given in the small and less populous Counties, as Carlow, Longford, or Louth ; and 
as a natural consequence, it appears from the accompiuiying Tables and the Reports — 

1. That in some Counties there are no subscriptions to the Infirmaries, and that In many the 

amount obtained is very small ; the almost entire expense of supporting them being thrown 
upon the public fund. 

2. That the Presentments are not in proportion to the area or population of a County *, but on 

the contrary, that the Grants in the smaller Couuties often equal, and in some instances 
exceed, tliose obtained in the larger and more ^mpulous ones. 

3. That the number of beds provided is not in proportion to the County population, there being 

as many in some small Counties as in the larger ones, or even more. 

4. That the relief afforded is often disproportionate to the population, ranging from one 

Patient to every 2,000 persons, as in Wicklow, to one for every 180, as in the Queen’s 
County. 

5. That the relative expense ])er Patient is also very disproportionate : being on. au avmge in 

Drogheda, XG ; in the King’s County, £1 ;8s. ; and ranging in the otlier Counties between 
these oxti’onics. 

6. That the rdid' ailbnlcd is not, in gem-val, cominonsurate with the wants of the community, 

the Govci-nor.s hcdiig unable to admit imoiy fit objects ; partly from want of funds, partly 
from want of room. 

■ 7. That the want ol’ fmuhi occurs when the County Presentment is much below the maximum 
which the fiscal authorities are by Law empowered to present. 

8. That fit ohiccts arc refusi'd udmission when there Is no want of funds, and when a portion of 

the Infirmary is occuiiied by tlio Surgeon, whilst he is iu receipt of the maximum salmy 
allowed by Law, nami^ly, £181 li'. U)«/. per annum. 

9. That a very loi-gc proportion of tho intern patients is supplietl by the population of the 

District immediately surrounding the Infii-mary, at u distance of not more than 10 ^ea, 
and that such parts of the country as arc situated beyond that distance, derive comparatively 
very little advantage from the Institution. 

10. Tliat ildit eases, which cmikl be safely treated in Dispensary pr^ice, occupy beds unneces- 

sarily, and on some occasiom arc a means of excluding patients afflicted with serious 
aiimcufci. 

11. That there is usually but one Medical Attendant, who is often non-resident. 

12. That in some instances the Infirmary is at tho extreme end of tho County, and too remote 

from a great portion of it, to admit of patients in a dangerous state f 

and no arrangements exist by whicli the Institution could be made available for any portio 

of a ncighboui-ing County, however closely contiguous. _ ^ .t 

13. That in some instances tlie number of Governors is so few as to make it very difficult for e 

sick, in extensive Districts, to get a recommendation to tlie Iniirmary. ^ 

14. That wldlst land belonging to and adjoining the Institution is appropriated to 

use, no convenient space is left in which the convalescent patients may take air and 



15. That .o™ imtiente are kept m the lafmnet, for jeets. 7,“ 

Institution for the support of chronic and infirm cases, instead of an Hospital tor the cure 
of disease. . 

16. That the duties of the Medical Officer are confined to the iiftem Puente, ^d 

for sueh es apply at the Infirmary; and as no prOTOion - made tor “""J 

attendance on the siclt, the mnt i a Dispensary or of some means by which sna attendance 
could be obtained, in every case appews urgently to demand attention.

2. Houses of Industi'y. 

Wo have not deemed it necessary to inquire into the luanagcnient of the 
Houses of Industry which exist in the different Counties, as each is to cease so 
soon as a Poor Rate shall have been declared for the Uiiiou within which it is 
situated. 

3. Lunatic Asylums. 

District Lunatic Asylums have been established under the 1 & 2 Geo. IV. ch. 
33, 6 Geo; IV. ch. 54, ‘ 7 Geo. IV. ch. 14, 11 Geo. IV. ch. 22, 1 Win. IV. ch. 13. 

Every Asylum is supported exclusively by Grand Jury Ib'csontmcnts, and is 
under the direction of a Local Board appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. The 
Moneys required for the support of each are .issued in the first instance by the 
Treasxu-y, upon an order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council. The charge is 
afterwards apportioned amongst the Counties of the District, according to the 
number of Patients which they respectively have in the Asylum, and the sum 
which each is to present is fixed by an order made by the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council before each Assizes. 

The Accounts of the Lunatic Asylums are audited by the General Commis- 
sioners of Audit in London ; but the Commissioners, we apprehend, do not go 
into the reasonableness of charges, or consider whether expenditure be kept 
witliiu the proper hounds of economy. 

Each Asylum is visited and reported upon annually, by one of the Inspectors- 
General of Prisons! 

The following Table shows the number of Patients in each Asylum, and the 
annual expense thereof^ according to an Account rendered to Parliament, for the 
year ending 31st of March, 1840: —

4. Prisons. 

The Laws rehating to Prisons in Ireland were consolidated and amended by 
the 7th Geo. I V., chap. 74. 

The Prisons of each County are placed under a Board of Superintendence, to 
which the Grand Jury are authorised to make the necessary Presentments of 
Money. 

Two Inspectors-General of Prisons have been appointed under the same Act, 
and each Prison is visited by one of them once in every year. 

Strict rules are hiid down as to the supply of Provisions and the keeping of 
Accounts, but thc)i appear to he eery genm'alLy neglected. 

The Law requires that a Pass Book shall bo kept in every Gaol with each 
Contractor, and a Provision Book which shall contain an accm*ate daily account 
of the number of Prisoners, iuid of the several ai-tieles of food, fuel, or other 
allowances issued to them — that the Provision Book shall be compared with 
the Pass Books of (jach Contractor, before any payment shall bo made to him — 
that both shall be closed prior to every Assizes— and that the Accounts shall then 
be examined by the Giraud .Tury “ in order to ascertain that the articles are 
issued in due proportions as by Law established.” 

We leiU'u however from the Inspectors-General “ that the Pass Books and 
Provision Books arc loosely Iccpt, and not comp<U'ed by the Grand Jmies,” “that 
Grand Juries have not sufficient time minutely to scrutinize the charges,” and that 
“m many Claots llure are no Pass Hooks." 

The Inspcctors-Gcncral aro themselves expressly authorized to enquire into 
the expenditure of each Gaol,, and to examine all persons on oath coneferned 
therein, but they never do so. They state their united opinion to be “ that 
there is no fraud in the Accoxmts but in another part of their evidence they say 
“ we assume the accuracy of the Acicounts,” “ we cannot know whether there be 
fraud or not, or whether more i^rovisions arc paid for th<m the number of Prisoners 
require; all tliis should be seen after by the Bom'd and the Local Officers.” 

As the Inspectors-General do not examine the Gaol Accounts, they certainly 
cannot know “ whether there be fraud ox not, or whether more Provisions are paid 
for than the number of Prisoners requii'e but although undoubtedly, “ all this 
should be seen after by the Bear'd and the Local Officers,” we think it should 
have been seen after by the Inspectors-General also. _ _ 

The Inspectors-General themselves give a Return in their last Report, of the 
number of Prisoners in each Gaol in 1840, and of the expenses of each Gaol 
3lso ; and it shows such differences between the expenditure of Gaol and Gaol, 
that we cannot avoid expressing our surprise at their never having deemed it 
their duty to enquire into or call attention to the subject. We annex a copy of 
the Return. 

The differences we speak of are not occasioned by differences between the loc^l 
markets ; for we have ascertained that the local prices do not, on the whole, 
materially differ in one jilaco from another. The true cause, therefore, we 
a-pprehend, is to be found in the different views taken in different places of the 
expenditure, which good management, combined with economy, requires ; and

we sec by the Reports of the Inspectors-General, that tliose Prisons in which 
the general scale of expense is lowest, are amongst those the most highly 
commended. 

To point out some of the most striking differences ; — 

In Armagh, the average number of Prisoners is 141, the chai'gc for salaries is 
£004 a-year, and the charge for diet £630 13.?. Wd. In the County of Gal- 
way, the average number of Prisoners is 140, yet the charge for salaries is 
£1,018 3.5. 7(1., and the charge for diet £031 lO.v. 2-Ul. The whole expense to 
Armagh for 141 Prisoners, including salaries to Officers, is £1,043 19*-. M. 
a-year ; while to Galway, for 140 Prisoners, it is £2,499 9.?. 9f/. 

In Belfast, the average number of Prisoners is 105, the charge for salaries is 
£585 5 j. 8rf. a-year, and the charge for diet £539 14.?. 0^/. In Sligo, the average 
number of Prisoners is only 100, yet the charge for salaries is £793 3s. Id. 
a-yeai’, and the charge for diet £037 14s. 8c/. The whole expense for 106 
Prisoners at Belfast, including salaries to Officers, is £1,359 19.?. lOc/. a-year; 
while at Sligo for 100 Prisoners, it is £2,023 2.?. 5c/. 

In Longford, the average number of Prisoners is 115, the charge for salaries 
is £582 Os. \d. a-year, and tlie charge for diet £599 18s. Oc/. In Limerick, the 
average number of Prisoners is 119, yet the charge for salaries is £902 10s, 4c/. 
a-year, and the charge for diet £727 18s. 8c/. Tlie whole expense to Longford 
lor 115 Prisoners, including salaries to Officers, is £1,542 7.?. 10</. ; while to 
Limerick, for 119 Prisoners, it is £2,078 Is. Qd. 

The average number of Prisoners in Carlow in 1840 was 78, in the Queen’s 
County, which adjoins Carlow, 118 ; the cost for diet in Carlow for the 78 was 
£603 3s. 7c/. — in the Queen’s County for 118, only £451 Os. 10{,c/. The charge 
for soap and candles in Carlow was £40 Os. Qd. — in the Queen’s bounty £10 13s, 
The charge for straw in Carlow was £18 0.?. 8c/. — in the Queen’s County 
£10 15s. zy. The charge for medicine in Carlow was £42 Os. 10c/. — in the 
Queen’s County, £7 2.?. 

Considerable differences also appear between the expenses of Prison and Prison 
in several other parts of the Country. 

There are three Criminal Prisons in Dublin ; — Grangegorman Lane, which 
is a Female Penitentiary — Richmond Bridewell, which is ibr Males—Ncwgate, 
which is for untried Prisoners, Male and Female ; — Graiigcgonnan Lane is by far 
the best conducted, and by far also the least expensive. 

The average number of Prisoners there in 1840 was 371 ; the salary of the 
Governor was £150 a-year— the salary of the Matron was £150 a-year also; a 
Clerk was allowed, at £50 a-year, — the Prisoners ivere clothed — and the total 
e.xpense of the Prison, divided amongst them, came to £14 8.?. per head. 

In Richmond Penitentiary the average number of Pri.sonors was 280, the 
salary of the Governor was £450 a-year, of the Deputy Governor £200— a 
Cleric was allowed, at £70 a-year, the Prisoners we^'C not clothed, and the total 
expense of the Prison, divided amongst them, came to £18 8^. per head. 

In Newgate the average number of Prisoners was 158, the sMary of the 
Governor was £600 a-year, besides which Presenimenis were made to him for 
fees to the amount of £307 ; the salary of the Deputy Governor was £200 
a-year ; the salary of the Matron was £100 a-year ; a Clerk was allowed, at £100 
a-year also ; the Prison(n's weo-e not clothed ; and the total expense of the Prison, 
divided amongst them, came to' £29 7s. lOd. per head. 

We have already observed, that the Grangegorman Lane Prison, which is the 
least expensive, is by far the best conducted. Richmond comes next to it^ 
Newgate is decidedly the worst. Indeed it is impossible to visit it without being 
shocked and disgusted at the scenes of misery and disorder which may be 
witnessed in every part of it. 



Account 
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The total cost of the Prisojis of Ireland, exclusive of the charge for Repairs, v. Ptolm 
amounted in 1840, according to the foregoing Return, and the Note as to Bride- ^f^iiTCTiows. 
wells annexed to it, to £94,572 l.v. 8^5. ; but the Presentments for Prisons in 4. prisons. 
1840, exclusive of llqiairs and Hiiililings, amounted to nearly £19,000 more. 

They amounted to £113,427 10.s\ 2</. ; and we find on comparing the Returns of mentsfor: 
the Inspcctors-Gcncral for former ycjirs, with the Grand Jury Presentments, Excess of the utter, 
that, year after ycai‘, the sums presented have, in lilce manner, greatly exceeded 
the expenditure returned by the Inspeetors-Geiieral. 

The following Table shows the total sums presented for the several Gaols and TaWe of Prison 
Bridewells, and also the sums expended, exclusive of Repairs and Buildings, £5““»'E?port., 
according to the Returns of the Inspcctors-General, in every year from 1830 to and from Treasurers’ 
1839 inclusive, with the c.vce-ption of the Dublin Dnsom., the expenditure of which Returns, 
was not rctumc<l by the Jnspectors-Gcneral until their Report for 1840. It 
further shows the average number of Prisoners in each year.

It may bo observed that tbo Presentments for Prison Expenses are in general b, 

made in advance, and that the Presentments in any one year may thus prove inspgctors-Generai 
greater than the expenditure; but if the sum presented exceed the sum »JCo.nty 
expended in one yc,ir, the excess should be carried to the credit of the Gaol m Tre^uim .ccounte, 
the next, and the Presentments for that year should accordingly be less than the 
expenditure, wlioroas, it a])pears by the foregoing Table, that in every yeai' from 
1830 to 1839, inclusive, with the exception of 1835, the sums presented greatly 
exceeded the expenditure which the Inspeetors-Gencral retunied. 

As the Accounts of the County Treasurers for 1839 had been finally audited 
before our inquiries had commenced, we caused the Returns of the Inspectors- 
General for that year to be compared with the Accounts of the Treasm-ers, for 
the purpose of ascertaining how far the expenditure accounted for before the 
Grand Juries, and paid by the County Treasurers, corresponded with the Returns 
of the Inspectors-General ; and a considerable difference has been found between 

The total expenditure, excluding Dublin, and excluding also the charge for 
Repairs and Buildings, amounted, according to the Inspectors-General, _ to 
£76,962 5s. \\d., and according to the Accounts passed before the Grand Junes, 

to £82,011 45. U. , 1 , . xi. 

The Accounts rendered to the Inspectors-General are not made up to the 
same periods of the year as those to the Grand Junes, and this nught account, 
in a slight degree, for a difference between them ; but not for such a dmerence 
as we have now pointed out. cj t. 

’ Besides, the sums presented in 1839 amounted to £85,187 1 5s. 5d . , where^ 
the expenditure, as accounted for before the Grand Junes, amounted to only 
£82,011 4s. 5<f., the Presentments therefore exceeded the expenditure by 
£3,176 11s., and this should have gone in reduction of the Presentraonts for

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1840; nevertheless, although the number of Prisoners in 1840 only exceeded 
the number in 1839 by 43, the sums presented in 1840 exceeded the sums 
presented in 1839 by *10,596 13-y. 2d., and exceeded the expenditure of 1839 
by £13,773 4^. 2d. How it happened that the Grand Juries presented, in 1840 
£13,773 4s. 2d. beyond the expenditure accounted for to them in 1839, when 
the average number of Prisoners in 1840 only exceeded the iiumlier in 1830 by 
43, and when there were balances in hand wfiich amounted to £3,176 lli., it ig 
impo.ssible for us to explain. 

We called upon the Inspectoi’s-General for the Accounts from which their 
Returns were prepared, but they had not preserved them, and therefore wc could 
not procure them. 

Upon the whole, we have no doubt that the charge foi- the Gaols of Ireland 
in general may be greatly reduced, if they be all brought iimler strict control 
and managed with a due attention to economy and discipline. 

The suggestions which we have to offer upon the subject, will he found amongst 
the amendments in the Law which ai’e proposed in the next section. . 



VI. As TO Amendments in the Law. 

We give in the Appendix a paper containing points for consideration as to 
amendments in the Law, which we transmitted to the Lieutenants and Vice-Lieu- 
tenants of Counties, the Representative Peers and Commoners of Ireland, and the 
Foreman of the Grand Jury of each County, and County of a City or Town, at 
the Assizes preceding the commencement of our enquiries, and we also give the 
several communications which we have received in answer to it. 

In considering the subject, it is necessary to bear in mind how gi’oatly the 
Grand Jury Rate has been of lateyeai-s increasing: that it amounted in 1830 to 
£879,774 10s. 4^/.;in 1835, to £986,137 11s. in 1838, to £1,138,865 lO.s- Ad • 
m 1839, to £1,215,539 17s. 8r/. ; in 1840, to £1,269,879 15s. ^,d . : and that in 
addition to it, an Assessment for the Relief of the Poor is now lor the first time 
taking place. 

The Committee appointed by the House of Commons to enquire into the state 
of Agriculture in 1833, particularly noticed the County Ratos in England as 
“ growing charges borne principally by laud as subject to abu.se, “ bocau.so placed 
under the control of authorities not personally responsible! and as requiring 
“the early and deliberate attention of the Legislature.” They at the same time 
recommended a plan for the reduction of the Poor-rate, whicli liad been success- 
tuily tried in several parishes of Nottinghamshire, and had produced not only a 
diminution of expense, but "a positive increase of comfort and independence 
laboring- Poor;’’ and they urged the necessity of a fixed commutation 
of lithe, as “ a national object of the greatest importance.” 

The suggestions of the Committee have since been all acted upon • and if it 
were^ necessary to watch and restrict the charges upon land in Eneiimd, it is 
cei-tainly as requisite to do so in Ireland. 

Ireland is indeed sometimes spoken of as if its burdens were light, because 
they ai-e less than those of Great Britain ; but, unfortunately, so ai’c its means. 

X proportion which the property of the one country bears to 

that of the other, may be formed from the amount which pays Legacy Duty in each; 
and the ^ount m 1840 in Great Britain was rather more than /hri/millions, 
m Ireland onljr about two. ^ 

The proportion has been nearly the same for several years. Yet the popula- 
tion of Ireland is nearly half that of Great Britain. ‘ 

This impresses us the more with the importance of keeping taxation, of every 
sort, m Ireland very carefully in check ; and we are satisfied that the whole 
systm under_ which Moneys are now raised and applied by Grand Jury Present- 
ment, in particular, requires essential change. 

We now proceed to suggest such alterations in it as we hope may tend to 
retrenchments and improvements in general. 

Presentment Sessions. 

Tie intent of the Legislature in establishing Presentment Sessions seems to 
nave been to give to the Rate-payers such a representation thereat as would 
enable them to prevent unproper or improvident Presentments ; but the Law is 
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not effectual for its purpose. Magistrates may, and, when a particular object is 
to be carried, not imfrcquently do, attend the Presentment Sessions of Bai'onies 
where they have no pro]X!vty, and outvote those v'ho have. Then, as to the 
Associated R,'itc-payers, they are not chosen by the Rate-payers at large, but 
are talcen by lot from the reduced lists made by tlie Grand Jury in the way we 
have already de.scribcd. They are therefore nominees not of the class they are 
to represent, but of the class they are to control. The lot too may faU upon the 
most unfit, which is of itself a serious fault in the system; and the uncertainty 
in which the Rate-payers named by the Grand Jury are left until the day of 
the Presentment Sessions, as to the particular individuals who may be drawn to 
serve, is obviously calculated to prevent a regulai- attendance. All this is bad 
in theory, and according to the evidence before us, in general, proves very 
much so in practice. Mr. Lanyon, who was County Surveyor of Kildare, and is 
now County Surveyor of Antrim, says “ it might be better to appoint the 
Associated Ccss-paycrs by the votes of the Rate-payers, similar to Poor Law 
Guardians. Certainly a more intelligent and respectable class of men would be 
elected, than is now a]jpointcd by the Grand Jury. The practice at present is, 
that each Grand Juror who represents a Bai’ony, nominates the Associated 
Cess-payers for that Barony, and there is nothing to prevent him from nomina- 
ting only such persons as entertain the same opinions as himself, with respect to 
approving or disapproving of an Application for a new Road, or some other work. 
In the Barony of E:ist Naul, in the County of Kildare, there was an Associated 
Cess-payer for Summer Sessions 1839, %oko could neith&r read nor m-iie, and who 
did not occupy six acres of land, in fact a lahouring man : and at East Ophally 
Sessions for Summer 1840, there was hut one Cess-paye^- attended, and he teas quite 
deaf and nearly hlind. There appears nothing to prevent Poor Law Guai-dians 
to act as Associated Cess-payers ; on the contrary, it would be desirable. They 
would have an interest in approving of useful works, to create employment in 
them Districts for the able bodied Poo].‘, while, at the same time, their election 
would be a check on unnecessary expenditure.” Mr. Stokes, the Surveyor of 
Kerry, also states that “ people who cannot read or write or speak English are 
sometimes members of the Road Sessions,” that “ Magistrates /mwmy no 
or residence in the Barony often ailmid when a point is to he carried and outvote the 
residents," that “ tho Roail'So.ssions are seldom well attended, unless a Dispensary 
or something of local interest is to be passed,” and that at Sessions, “ the Sur- 
veyor is sometimes attempted to bo bullied to certify a Road, which is not 
properly repaired, in or<ler that favourite Contractors may get their money.” 
Mr. Kelly, the Surveyor of Roscommon, says that “ in any important case 
where a canvass has taken place, the Magistrates out-number the Cess-payers, but 
in ordiiiai'y cases, the hitter out-numbcr the former.” Mr. Gibbons, who was 
County Surveyor of Wexford, and is now the Resident Engineer at Kingstown, 
says, “ if any project that excites interest, or about which an individual of 
influence is anxious, or that has raised a contention, is to be brought forward, 
there will be a crowded attendance, and sometimes of Magistrates having no 
property in or othet'wise interested for tho District to be taxed" “ I have seen 
instances of not a single. Cess-paye)' being in attendance at Road Sessions. In the 
County of Wexford with which I am best acquainted, the class of persons of 
whom the Associated Cess-payers are chosen is fai* superior to most other parts 
of Ireland ; but I do not think the mode of selection judicious. The Poor Law 
Guardians in my opinion are better selected, except where the election has been 
turned into a political contest. Very unfit persons are now sotnetimes chosen as 
Associated Cess-payers. I have known an instance of a man who cotdd not read 
or write being one presiding as a Cess-payer.” Mr. Clements, County Surveyor 
of the Western Division of Galway, “ has heard of Associated persons on the 
Road Sessions, who were not Cess-payers in the County, and did not reside in it ; 
.such persons were brought in&rely to secure the influence of a supe^'ior ; and frequently 
't^le highest Cess-payer is left out.” Mr. Coates, the Secretary _ of the Grand 
Jury of the County of Antrim, says “ some Rate-payers cannot vmte their names', 
and it is a toss v/p which of them is the Associate of the Maf straps at Sessions. 
The Poor Law Guardians would be a superior class of Associates. 

It is impossible we think to read this evidence without feeling that the pre^nt 
Constitution of the Presentment Sessions should be materially modified. ^ But 
the alterations which we think it requires, though important, are few and simple. 
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We recommend — 1st. That no Magistrate shall be authorized to vote at the 
general Presentment Sessions of the County, unless ho be an owner or 
holder of land of the value of £100 a-year at least within the County— 
and that no Magistrate shall vote at any Baronial Session.s unless he 
be an owner or holder of property to an equal amount within the 
Barony. 2ndly. That the elected Guardians of the l-'oor resident in 
each Barony, and paying County Cess for lands or teneinouts therein 
shall be associated with the Magistrates at the Presoiitmcut Sessions. 
And, 3rdly. That the selection of Rate-payers by the Grand .Tury shall 
cease. 

Property would thus be secured a due influence, and a right of representation 
would in effect be given to the Rate-payers in general. 



Presentments foi- Repairs — Finance Committee — Road Wardens. 

Unless a Contract has been entered into for having a Road kept in repair for 
a certain time, it is matter of uncertainty from Assizes to Assizes whether the 
Presentment Sessions or Grand Jury will approve of a Presentment for it or not. 
One Presentment Sessions or Grand Jury may deem it a Road that ought to be 
maintained at the public charge, yet the next may hold the contrary, the merits 
of the case being the same, but the persons of whom the respective Presentment 
Sessions or Grand Juries have been composed, being different. It may again be 
deemed a Public Road by the next Sessions and Grand Jury, but in the mean 
time it may become impassable, and the cost of putting it into repair be vastly 
augmented. 

Besides, although a Road be in the utmost need of repair, and an Application 
for having it put into repair sliall have been allowed at the Presentment Sessions, 
yet, if at the time fixed for receiving Tenders, no Tender shall have been received 
for it, or if there has been a Tender and the person who sent it in does not 
attend and enter into the necessary Recognizance at the proper time, the Appli- 
cation fails altogether ; neither the Presentment Sessions nor tlic Grand Jury 
can move_ further in the business ; and the Road mu.st bo allowed to go on 
deteriorating until some future period. 

On the other hand, suppose Tenders are sent in, and that the lowest is much 
too high, the Presentment Sessions must nevertheless accept it, and enter into a 
Contract upon it; it then goes before the Grand Jury, and as they cannot alter 
or modify^ what the Presentment Sessions has done, nothing remains for them, 
if they think the Contract exorbitant, but to refli.se the Presentment for it 
altogether. The Contract in that case fails, and the result is tho same as if 
there had been no Application. Again, the lowest Tender may, as sometimes 
happens, be so low as to make it obvious that the Work cannot be performed for 
the sum proposed ; still the Presentment Sessions must accept it, however 
'probable It be that the Contractor will prove unable to perform his engagement. 
Should this indeed happen, the Law authorizes the County Surveyor to take the 
Work out of the Contractor’s hands, and do it himself, receiving payment out of 
the money which would have been payable to the Contractor ; but it supplies 
him with no funds in the mean time, and without funds how is he to proceed? 
or if the Contractor be not able to fulfil his Contract for the sum presented, 
now -can the County Surveyor, even if he had the money, do so? The 
Law provides also that the Recognizances of the Contractor and his Sureties 
may be put m suit if the Contract be not fulfilled ; but suits against persons of 
the very poor class to which we find that Contractors frequently belong, do not 
in general lead to a desirable result. . ^ 

The sever^ journies which each Contractor has to malce, and the time he must 
wait before he can complete his Contract, and receive a payment under it, are 
dso serious evils. He has first to attend at the Presentment Sessions and enter 
into Contract; he has next to attend at the Assizes, when the Contract is to 
be affirmed or rejected by the Grand Jury. If the Contract be affirmed, and 
merwards duly executed, he has again to attend before the next Presentment 
Sessions, and get his Application for payment allowed. And he has afterwards 
to attend once more at the Assizes to get a Presentment for payment. 
Moreover, it has been held by different Judges, that the original Presentment 
for the keeping a Road or other work in repair at an annual sum, can go no 
further than to authorize the work, and affirm the Contract for it, and therefore 
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that no Presentment can be made for having tlie amount levied until after the 
work has been actually performed, consequently, as the Presentments of one 
Assizes are not levied and paid into the County Bank until the ensuing, a Con- 
tractor who is entitled to a Presentment for payment at the Spring- Assizes must 
wait for the amount until the Summer following, or if at the Summer Assizes, 
until the Spring following. 

This tells most’ injuriously against the Contractors, against the Public, and 
against the Labourers whom the Contractors employ ; and so every rule must 
that subjects Contractors to expense, delay, or difficulty, in entering into Con- 
tracts, or in having their demands discharged. 

Mr. Gibbons, to whose evidence we have already adverted, says, “ From the 
failure of Contractors to fulfil their Contracts, owing to various causes, such as 
their taking the Works at an inadequate price, want of any capital, deaths, &e., 
it often occurs that a Road of great importance is out of repair, and thereby 
most serious loss and inconvenience are inflicted on the Public. It is true that 
in such cases the Contractor is not only not paid, but is liable to severe punish- 
mont by having the Bond of himself and his Sureties estreated ; but this is a poor 
satisfaction to the ^Public for an impassable Road in the mean time. Instances of 
such failure must continue to occur, from the number and description of persons 
who take those Contracts. It may bo said that the County Surveyor may cause 
such Roads to be repaired ; but I ask, where is he to procure the means of paying 
the labourers whom he employs, for which the Law makes no provision. I have 
been forced to mulct the Road Contractors in this County in the last eighteen 
months to the amount of £2,000, which, though lost to them for ever, has by no 
means produced the effect expected. I could mention several other very serious 
faults, if I did not dread swelling this communication to an unreasonable length, 
but I cannot omit noticing the loss of time and expense uselessly incurred by 
over three hundred men, to wliich number the Contractors in this County amount, 
having to attend Sessions four times a-year, Assizes twice, besides attendance at 
the office of the Secretary of the Grand Jury, to prociu-e, fill up, and lodge the 
various forms required by tbc Statute, and the expense of bringing persons to 
those Sessions to become their Sureties ; the scenes of drunkenness and vice that 
attend those meetings, are .such as may be expected from the dissolute character 
of many engaged in those pursuits.” Again — “ The expenditure to the County 
for repairs of Roads is from £].(), 000 to £12,000 per annum. This sura judiciously 
expended in the employment of the able-bodied Poor, must have a most beneficial 
effect, and observe that the nature of the work is peculiarly favourable, as the 
time most fit for, carrying it on is when the Labourer has no employment at 
agricultural pursuits — namely, June and J uly ; besides that the younger branches 
of a poor family, when properly provided with implements, may be most usefully 
employed, and eai-ning something in aid of the common stock, instead of gi-owing 
up in idleness, and often vice, it will perhaps be urged that this employment 
exists at present ; but this I most positively deny, the Contractor hating no cash 
capital, is unable to pay Labourers except by orders on Shopkeepers.^ He gives 
orders on some Country Shopkeeper, who supplies the Labourer with goods at 
an exorbitant price, and charges two pence m the Shillmg besides, for the 
advance ; in short, the atrocious impositions which both Contractor and Labourer 
are obliged, from their necessities, to submit to, exceed all belief. Mr. Stokes 
also says, “ The ensuring of prompt payments to the Contractor, would be a most 
salutary amendment of the Law. Contracts are at present made twice a-yeai', 
and their execution is put off to the last moment from want of money to carry 
on the work, a saving ^10 (w* 16 pe^' cent, could be made, if the Contractors 
could be paid in proportion as the work went on ; the Labourers could also be 
paid in money and not in provisions, but it is impossible to correct this 
so long as the Contractors are kept out of their money after the work is finished. 
A majority of the Contractors are Small Farmers, having Sons and Servants 
who help them in the work, and who are paid by tickets on a Shopkeeper. 
Sometimes a Shopkeeper becomes the Contractor in order to ihake the Labourers 
his customers, and very generally the surety for a Contractor is a ^ Shopkeeper 
with the same view. The loss to the Labow&i'S being paid^ in protisions u great 
from bad iveiqhts and measures, besides thepnee charged being at an avei-age, Zo p^' 
cent above the ma,rket!' Mr. Lauyon says, “ A great cJteck to improvement in 
Road-making^ is the bad character of the Conti'actors : there is no s'eadg money 
to pay them off when they finish . thevr work, and respectable wul not 

* E S 
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thei-efore come forn-ard with Tcndei's. The Board oj WovIuh pay iheir Orntrarfovs 
(juarterly, and if this mode, or even a half-yearly one, could he adapted hy Comilios, 
it ivould tend much to econumyy “ The Truck System prerai/s jireafly Imhveen 
the Contractors and the Lahounrs, and cannot he (jot rid of until the Conf/rudors are 
pnidnm-e (juickfy.” Mr. Coates says: — " W'ere the Sessions to dctcnninc on 
what Roads ought to be repaired by the County, and provide foi- thoir con- 
stant repair, the taxation on the Barony w^ould be greatly i-odiicod, and many 
of the minor local Roads would be rejected ; but there .should bo a power of 
appeal from the Sessions in cases of rejection.” 

We also find that persons acting in collusion with cadi other, sometimes 
send in Tenders at different prices for the same work. For example : the Tender 
of one may be to do it for £100, of another to do it at £120 — if, when the 
whole of the Tenders are opened, the Tender for £100 is found to be the 
lowest and the Tender for £120 to be the next lowest, the person who sent 
in the Tender for £100 does 7iot answer to his name when called, and the Tender 
for £120 must therefore be accepted ; but if there be mi intermediate Tender, 
the person who sent in the Tender for £100 does answoi’ to his name and becomes 
the Contractor. This is a positive fraud and should be guar<led again.st. 

With respect to tho County Surveyors, Mr. Lanyon says, “It i.s generally 
admitted that the duty of a County Surveyor is too extemsive to lie efficiently 
performed by one man. It was necessary to appoint Assistants, on whose report 
the Surveyor must depend to a great extent, and a serious question may arise 
whether these Assistants are not a positive evil ? They arc placed between the 
Contractors and the Surveyor, and may have a good influence, or a very bad 
one.” “ It might be worth tiding, whether, if the Counties of Ireland were each 
divided into three or more Districts, and a Suiweyor appointed to each, being 
independent of each other, and only accountable to the Graml .Jury, or the 
Government, as the case might be, would the dutic.s be more cfticiontly dis- 
charged. The Salaries of these District Surveyors might not in tho total exceed 
the sum at present paid to tho Surveyors, Clerks, and Assistants, and although 
this would apparently diminish the Salary of the present Comity Surveyors, it 
would not virtually do so, because their expenses of travelling are at pi-osent 
indeed very considerable, whicli under the proposed regulation would, with their 
Establishments, bo greatly lessoned. It is also to be hoped, tliat when throe or 
more Surveyors would be in each County, a praiseworthy emulation would be 
created, that would operate beneficially for the public good. Undo]- those cir- 
cumstances, Assistant Surveyors would not be necessary.” 

Having thus shown what wo consider the main vices or defoct.s of the system 
under wdiich Presentments for Repairs arc now made and Contractors paid, it 
remains for us to point out how we thiulc they may be remedied ; and in so doing 
we propose in the first place to open our views generally, and then to suggest, in 
detail, the provisions by which, as it appeai-s to us, they may, witliout difficulty, 
or inconvenience, be carried into effect. 

We think each County should be divided into Road Districts, and that a Sur- 
veyor should be appointed for each District in the way wc shall subsequently 
suggest when spealdng of “ County Officers,” — tliat each Presentment Sessions 
should, before the Summer Assizes in each year, make due inquiry, and find 
whether any and what Roads within their jurisdiction, for tlio repairs of which 
there are not subsisting Contracts, are of such public utility that Presentments, 

and to what amount, should be required for them at the ensuing Assizes that 

their finding should be laid before the Grand Jury at the ensuing Assizes— that 
the Grand Jiu-y should thereupon present the Roads which they think ought to 
be kept in repair, and should fix the annual maximum to be expended upon ' cacli 
—subject, however, to the right of appeal we shall hereinafter mention. That each 
Presentment Sessions should meet again after the Summer Assizes, for the pur-> 
pose of entering into all necessary Contracts for the repairs of such Roads as 
the Grand Jury may have presented for— and that they should be authorized, 
keepiny within the ni(uymm fixed by tire Grand Jury, to contract for the repaii'S' 
of every such Road either for one yeai-, or for any term not exceeding seven 
years— to reject Tenders under special circumstances~and as to any Road for 
winch a Contract may not be made, to give the repairs in charge for tho ensuing 
year, to the District Surveyor, who should, be authorized to incur expense to a 
specified amount, not exceeding the maximum, thereupon, and be supplied with 
funds for the purpose. 
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We also think that a Finance Committee should be appointed in each County, 
and Road Wardens for each Barony — Avith power to the Finance Committee to 
see to tlie execution of all Presentments — to cause the amount to be levied by 
two half-yearly Rates — to settle at once with all persons having demands thereupon 
—to cause the Road Contractors to bo paid through the Road Wardens quarterly, 
and all necessary advances to the District Surveyor to be made also tlirough 
them — that the labourer should he secured hisAvagesin cash froniAveck to week 
and that the Truck System should be prohibited by Law'. 

A considerable improvement might thus, Ave tliink, be ettected in the manage- 
ment of the Fiscal business of each County, and the Fiscal duties of Grand Juries 
be despatched annuiilly at one Assizes ; for all Fiscal Presentments for the year 
being then made, the Amount might afterwards be levied by half-yearly Rates 
under the direction of the Finance Committee, — and all parties entitled to 
payments thereout, ho from time to time settled Avith by them, and paid by their 
authority. 

We therefore recommend — 

That the Magistrates and associated Guardians of each Presentment Ses- 
sions shall be required, before the Summer Assizes in each yeai', to 
inquire, Avithout prejudice to existing Contracts, whnt mlsidiiifi Roads 
or Works, within their jurisdiction, are of such public utility that they 
ought to be maintained or kept in repair by Presentment — the question 
as to County Roads or Works, to be considered as belonging to the 
Jurisdiction of eacli County I’rcsentmcnt Sessions ; that iis to Baronial 
Works, as i)elonging to the Baronial Sessions. — That they shall make 
such enquiries, and cause such Reports to be made to them by the 
District Surveyor a,s they shall find necessary for enabling them to deter- 
mine on the same, and shall be authorized to adjourn from time to time 
for the purpose; that they shall then cause the District Sm-veyor to malce 
a List and Description of the Roads or Works which they shall deem it 
expedient to have so maintained or repaired, Avith proper Specifications 
of tlic work to bo done and mateidals to bo supplied, and shall also 
cause Jistimutos to bo iireparetl by him of the Sums Avhich may be 
required for the ])urpose, upon Contracts for a year or longer. 

That the Ijist, Specifications, and Estimates so prepared, shall be delivered 
to the Socretm'y of the Grand Jury, who shall cause copies thereof to be 
printed, and distributed a-s vScheilules of approved Applications now 
are, and shall lay them before the Grand Jury at the ensuing Assizes.; 
that the Grand Jury shall, upon full enquiry, (but subject to the right 
of Ap]Acal Avlricli Ave shall subsequently suggest,) Find and Present 
what Roads or Works ought to be kept in Repair by each Presentment 
Sessions, and the maximum which ought to be allow'ed for each upon 
Contracts for a year- or longer, but without prejudice to subsisting 
Contracts. 

That Fiscal Presentments shall thenceforth he made only at the Summer 
Assizes ill each year. 

That Presentment' Sessions shall be holden for every Barony and County 
in general, immediately after, as well as before, the Summer Assizes 
in each year, and that each Presentment Sessions shall be held at such 
time as the Grand Jury at the preceding Assizes shall have appointed 
for the purpose. 

That the General Presentment Sessions of each County, when assembled 
after the Summer Assizes in each year, shall appoint a Finance Com- 
mittee, which shall continue until the Presentment Sessions, to be held 
after the Summer Assizes in the eiisumg year, the Committee to consist 
of the Assistant Barrister of the County and two persons, at the least, 
from each Quarter Sessions Division thereof, both to be resident within 
the Division for which they are chosen, and each to be an owner or 
holder of lands therein of the value of £100 a-year, or upwards. 

That the Presentment Sessions of each Barony shall also, when assembled 
after the Summer Assizes, appoint two Road Wardens for it, and shall 
have power to divide it into two or more Wards, and to appoint two 
Wardens for each if they think proper. And that the Road Wardens 
shall continue in office until the Presentment Sessions following the 
Siimriier Assizes in the year ensuing. ^

That each Warden shall be an owner or holder of lands ortencmentschavged 
with County Cess within the Barony of the value of £50 a^yeai- at the least. 

That prior to the Presentment Sessions to be holden for any Barony 
or County in general, after each Summer Assizes, the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury shall cause Lists of all Roads and Works to be 
kept in repair at the charge of such Barony or County^ in general, 
for which there are not subsisting Contracts that will continue 
beyond the first of September ensuing, to be printed and published 
as Schedules of approved Applications now ai-o, and that he shall 
annex thereto Schedules of the several Specitication.s which have 
been prepared in respect of the said Roads or W orks — that he shall at 
the same time give notice of the time at wliicli every such Presentment 
Sessions shall be holden — and shall call for sealed Tenders, as at pre- 
sent, from all persons willing to contract for the repairs of any Road 
or Work, for which there is not a subsisting Contract, that is to 
continue beyond the ensuing first of September^ — each person sending 
in a Tender to state therein whether he be willing to contract for a 
longer period than one yeai’, and if so, for what period ; but no^ Tender 
to be for a greater period than seven years, nor for a less period than 
one year, and each to commence from the ensuing first of September. 

That each Tender sent in to the Secretary of the Grand J ury, shall be 
enclosed in a sealed envelope, and shall be opened as at present, save 
as hereinafter provided ; that if the Magistrates and associated Guardians 
see no objection to the lowest Tender, they shall accept it ; but if they 
do see any objection to it, or if the pai’ty sending it in shall not appear 
and enter into the proper Recognizance, they shall be authorized to 
reject it, and, in every such case, — or if there be no Tender for a Road or 
Work for which Tenders have been desired, — to give the Road or Work 
in chai’ge to the District Surveyor until the expiration of the yeai- 
ensumg, with power to him to expend such sum quarterly thereupon as 
they may think proper, keeping within the annual maximum fixed as 
already mentioned ; provided, however, that if any Tender or Tenders 
be so low as that the Presentment Sessions shall bo satisfied upon exa- 
mining the District Surveyor-and such other persons as they shall thinlc 
proper, upon oath, that such Tender or Tenders hath or have been put 
in maliciously, or merely with the view of defeating any other Tender or 
Tenders, it shall, in every such case, be lawful for the Presentment 
Sessions not only to reject the Tender or Tenders so put in, but to accept 
the next lowest Tender, and to enter into a Contract thereupon, instead 
of committing the Work to the District Surveyor. 

That Printed Forms for Tenders shall be provided and sold generally 
at the Stationery Establishments throughout the country. 

That as to any Rom or W ork for which there shall bo a subsisting Con- 
tract, which is to expire between the ensuing first of September and 
the first of September following, the Presentment Sessions shall direct 
the District Surveyor to take charge thereof,. from the expiration of 
such Contract to the said first of September following ; and shall 
authorize him to expend such sum as they may think proper thereupon ; 
provided that such sum shall not exceed so much of the annual maxi- 
mum fixed for such Road or Work as shall be proportioned to the 
length of time for which he is to take charge thereof. 

That the Name and Residence of each Person who shall send in a 
Tender, and the Name and Resideuge of his proposed Sureties shall be 
written by him and them respectively, each in his own hand-writing, 
on the Envelope of the Tender. 

That before any Tender shall be opened, the Names of the Parties so 
written on the Envelope shall be called, and unless they answer to their 
names, the Tender sh^l be cancelled without being opened. 

That if they answer and admit that the Tender within contained is theirs, 
and if such Tender be afterwards accepted, they shall be bound to enter 
into the proper Contract and Recognizance thereupon, as at present, 
forthwith ; and if they refuse so to do, each shall incur a penalty to the 
amount of the sum for which he should have entered into the Recog- 
nizance ; and the same shall be certified by the Chairman of the 
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Presentment Ses.sions to the Magistrates at the ensuing Quarter Ses- vr. Rehewal 
sions, who shall cause process to issue for the amount thereof, in like

le Finance Committee shall hold their first meeting at such time Meetings of Finonce 
as the J *r(!.seiitiuent Sessions by wliich they are appointed shall fix for 
the purpose, and thencofortli hy adjoui’iiment at each Quaiter Sessions, 
and .such other time or times as they may think proper. 

That the Secretary of tlie Grand Jury shall attend the meetings of the Grand Jury Secretary 
Finance Committee, act a.s their Secretary, and as such make minutes to be their Secretary, 
of tlieir ]>roecedings. 

That two of the Finance Committee shall he a Quorum. Quorum, two. 

That the Cliairmaii of each I^rescntment Sessions held after the Summer certificate of sums 
Assizes, shall certify to the Finance Committee the sum payable to each payable to 
Contractor for the year commencing the first of September then next. 

And also each sum whicli the District Surveyor shall be authorized to 
expend upon any Lload or Work within the said year. 

That the Finance Committee shall cause the amount of all sums so certified Mode of levying 
to them hy the Chairman of each Presentment Sessions, and of all required. 
Presentments made hy the Grand J ury, to be levied by two equal half- 
yearly Rates— ojie commencing tlie first of November, and the other the 
first of May in each year. 

That the money collected for each Rate shall be paid by the several CoUectwns, how to 
Collectors, as it is received, into the County Bank, to the credit of ' 

the Finance Committee; all money received in each month to be 
paid into the County 13ank on or before the 5th of the month next 
ensuing. And each Collector then to send an Account of what 
he shall so liavo received and paid to the Secretary of the Grand 
Jury verified hy Affidavit, sucli Affidavit to he sworn before a Road coUectomto 
Warden of the Barony, and each Road Warden to be authorized to account, on oath, 
take the saino. 

That it shall, be lawful for the Finance Committee, from time to time to Wardens to have 
order* such sums a.s they may think pi’opcv to he placed from their c“n^aS« 
credit to the credit of the Wardens of each Barony or Ward respec- 
tively, at tlie County Bank, to enable them to pay each Road Contractor 
quaiicrly, provided his Contract he faithfully fulfilled, and to make all 
necessary advances to the District Siu-voyor; but that the Wardens 
siiall not he authorized to take such money into their own hands or to 
make any ]rayment otherwise than hy a draft on the County Bank 
])ayablc to tlie ])arty entitled to it or his order ; and that every such 
draft shall specity the purpose for which it is dra-wn, and the authority 
by which it is warranted, and be countersigned by the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury. 

That all drafts drawn by the Finance Committee, or Road W ardens, shall 
be free from Stamp Uiity, as drafts of Coimty Treasurers now are. 

That the Wardens shall he authorieed, if any Contractor fail to keep any Provision for fwlure 
Road or Work in his charge in repair, to direct the District Surveyor J^c^trgor to do 
to do the necessary repairs thereto, and to keep it in repair until the ® 
commencement of a new Contract for the purpose ; that they shall also 
be authorized to supply liim with such funds as may be requisite for 
the purpose,' by a draft or drafts on the County Bank, such draft or 
drafts not to exceed in any quarter, the amount of the^ quarterly 
payment to which the Contractor would have become entitled ^that 
the Contractor shall thereupon forfeit all right under the Contr^t — ^that 
the Recognizances of himself and his sureties shall be forthwith put in 
suit by the Secretary of the Grand J ury by Civil Bill — that the amount 
when recovered shall be paid into the County Bank, to the credit of 
the Finance Committee — and that credit shall be given for it to the 



Barony in reduction of the next Assessment. , , . . 

That every Contractor shall be required to pay every Labourer employed • 

by him his wages once a week in cash, and that he shall not be entitled 
to credit from or against the Labourer for any payment made in any 

F 
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other w<a)', nor entitled to recover the jimount from Iiim in any wav 
whatever. ^ 

That the moneys placed to the credit of tlio Wardens at tlio Countv 
Bank shall be accounted ibr by them lialt-yearly bofoi-e tlio Finance 
Committee. 

That the B^inance Committee shall be authorized to examine and nass 
all Accounts which ought now to bo pa.s,s(!cl by tbo (!rand Jm-v 
and to cause all parties entitled to payjiionts out of Ib-esentincnts 
to be paid half-yearly, save Annual Contractor.s, wlio sliall bo paid 
quarterly by the Road Wardens. 

That the Accounts of the Finance Committee shall bo nuulo out i)y the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury, and audited t^vice a year, a.s tlio Accounts 
of the County Treasurev.s now are. 



to'^'^rfvenUmTo’'er Committcc Oil the Couiitv Ratcs in England, wlilcli .sat in 18J4, reconi- 

{ffl/raS mended the appointment of a Finance Committee in cadi County, and uigcd the 

necessity of such a control as -would prevent illegal payments ou't of the Comity 
Funds. “ Wc liavo reason,” they said, “ to believe, tli'at orden-s for payment are 
occasionally made upon the County Treasurer, umlcv various heads of clijuge 
which, although made with a view to the Public Service, ami with the best 
intentions, might, with advantage, undergo the ■precious ittspediou of so-me P'uldk 
Officer, for the purpose of emurhu) their c.vaei repnkmUi and confoniiih/ to Law. It 
■may be dcsercimf of consideration, ■lehether a regulation of this ■nature niujht not 
supersede generally, (as we understand that it has already <lone in one or two 
Counties,) the necessity of a separate Office of Comity Treasurer ; the Receipts and 
Payments of the County being conducted on the ordinmy terms, and on the offer of 
due Seemities, by Banking Establishments." 

The fulvantage of .such a control, as is thus suggested foi’ England, is in effect 
secured to Ireland by tlic .system imder which tlie Accounts of the County 
Treasurers arc now audited ; for, if there be any (juestiou jus to the legality of 
any pajnnent required from a Treasurer, lie may, a.s 'L'reasurors in general c!o 
apply for directions to the Chief Remembrancer. If; instead of doiiio- so he 
makes the payment, and it is deemed illegal, he is refused credit for it’ on ’the 
passing of his Account, and he has to refund the money to the County Hank 
Should our recommendations be adopted, the Finance Committcii would have 
the benefit of the Assistant Banister’s co-operation. Tiicy might also in any 
case of difficulty, communicate with the Chief Remembrancer, ami tlie Aceounte 
of each County would still come before him. 

It is Oiilyliy hiu-ing tile Accounts of every County thus sulmiitteil to the audit 
of one Judicial rribiuiai, that a imifbnn ohscrvaiieo of the Law can he enforced 
and irregular payments he effectually guarded against. 

We further think the Finance Committee of each County should he a,uthorizcd 
to enter into an awangement with the County Bank for allowing to the Bank 
interest on any advances that the Bank may make from time to time for the 
Comity beyond the County funds in its hands ; and for having interest allowed 
by the Bank to the County for any balance, beyond a certain sum. which may 
leimm for a certain period in the Bank to the credit of the County 

The mvestmeut of County balances in Exchequer Bills, as now required by 
Law IS very frequently imp™ticable, for there is not a regular Exchequer Bill 

^es whm MceSiy”^^ in effectmg 

The making of investments would be rendered unnecessary by the oom-se we 
have now suggested, and much mconvemeuoe would be thus avoided 
We therefore recommend that provision be made to' the foregoing effect.

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Assizes. It depoiuls upon the particular iiulividual.s of whom the Sessions or the 
Grand Jury for the time bcint^inay l)o composed, whether any particular Applica- 
tion be gi'anted or not. Thu.s Application.s for new Roads or Works, as we have 
already observed with respect to A])pUcations for Presentments for Repairs, may 
be made to one Presentment Sessions 03- Grand Jury, and be very properly 
refused, audyctinay afterwarrls bo made, under precisely the same circumstances 
to anotlicr, and be granted, the merits being unaltered, but the persons to decide 
being dllfcrcnt. 

It may be sahl that Presentment Scs.sions and Grand Juries rely much upon 
the County Surveyors, lint the County Surveyors are local Officers, subject to 
local inffuciice, anil ari' nut all, we lind, very competent persons. 

Sir John Ikirgoyno, the Chamnan of tho J^oard of Works, thinks that, “ some 
of the County Survi'yoi's are -not. et/iial to the -supenw datm they have to perfwm, 
such ns ■plnimiiUj new Hoads, JJrt'dijes, ^•e .” — that “ Siw Hnyineers micjht be sufficiaii 
for the pUiimiiii) of new llotids or Works flironyhout the irhoh of Ireland in each 
‘year, if not a/yjio/nled for jiart/cular Counties, hut for the Conninf in g<meral," that 

they should bo subject to a controlling authority, and be liable to be sent 
to any County to report u|)ou Proposals or Apjilications for new Roads, and 
the execution of Works, but “ local Surveyors would be Jiecessary for the pur- 
poses of supGriiiteudcnce, &c.” Mr. Ottley, another member of the Board, says, 
“ No Loan is granted for the making of a new Road until the Board sends doien 
an EiKjinen)' who reports fa.v<rr<d)hj on it. Two lines of Hoad were constructed 
between two Towns in Cavan, n-heve one tons quite snfficieut. One of these lines 
was made by Presentment and the other by Governmei\t Grant. A County 
Surveyor Uitely reconmended the construction of a line, which, on the report of the 
Board's Ernfmcer was disallowed. If the Duldin staff* of the Board was increased 
and moveable, no doubt the County Surveyors could be done without, and the 
repairing of the. Roads left with the Assistants. New lines could not be en- 
trusted to the Assistants. Where gi’ants of money are made by Government, 
the Board is bounil to execute the Woi'k.” 

If the Board of Works, constituted as it is of men of science and practical 
habits, ought not to act upon the reports of tlic County Surveyor, where new 
Roads or new Works iirc de.sirod, neither, we think, should 1‘resentmentSession.s 
or Grand .Juries, 'i’hero sliould bo iis ottbctual security taken agJiinst improper 
Presentments, where tlii'i'c <u'c no Loans sought from the Board of Works, as 
where there arc ; in inthcr <-ase, tho fullest can.; should be taken, that every 
Work lor which the public i.s to be charged, is one of adequate public utility, 
that it is well planned, tliat the oxocutiou ol it is confided to safe hands, and 
that tho charge is moderate. 'J'hereforc, although we think the power of 
originating all local taxation for new Roads or Works, should continue with the 
Presentment Sessions, yet we also think that no now Road or other new Woi*k, 
the expense of whicli is to be defrayed by Grand Jury Presentment, should be 
proceeded with unless previously approved of by the Boai'd of works, as well ^ 
by the Grand Jury. And, as wo find that Presentments ai-e not unfrequently 
made, and the amount levied, for Works which are never afterwards proceeded 
with, and that persons enter into largo C.'ontraets who are unable to Mnl them , 
we also think, in order to secure a prompt and proper execution of ml 1 resent- 
ments for nmo Roads or W orks, that they should be made to the Board, and 
be carried into effect under its directions, as Presentments for Works 
the Board contracts with a County, now are, unless the Grand shall be oi 
opinion that the work may be executed on more reasonable terms by private 
Contractors. ... , , ,, , 

To enable the Board to discharge the additional duties which would thus be 
cast upon it, we think its Staff* should be increased (having regard to the evidence 
of Sir John Burgoyne) by the addition of Six Assistant Engineers, one or o er 
of whom should be assigned each year to each of the Six Assize Circuits. 



With these views we recomraend — 

That the Board of Works shall be allowed Six Assistant Engineers, one 
or other of whom shall be assigned each year to each of the Six Assize

thereof. — If they shall determine that any sum ought to be so raised, 
that they shall certify the amount to the Commissioners of Public 
Works, and at the same time transmit to the Commis.siouers the 
whole of the Applications which they shall have received, with such 
observations as they may thuik proper to inalcc tliorfiupon. 

That the several Applications which may be thus transmitted to the 
Commissioners from each County, sluill lie refewed by them to the 
Circuit Engineer, and that he shall report to them thereupon. That 
they shall then, (subject to the right of appeal winch we shall subse- 

; qiiently suggest) determine which, if any, of the Work.s applied for in 
each District, ought to be uiulertalceii iu the ensuing year, and which, if 
any, shall be rejected, keeping in mind the limits of expenditure fixed by 
the PresentmentSessions. Thattheyshall afterwards cause proper Plans, 
Specifications andEstimates to be preparedforthc cxccutionofthe several 
Works which they shall have approved or selected, taking care that such 
estimates shall not, as to the W orks to be carried on at tlio expense of 
any Barony in particular, or County in general, exceed in the whole, 
the limits prescribed by the Presentment Sessions of such Barony or 
County. Tliat they shall forward the several Applications, Plans, 
Specifications and Estimates so prepared for each County, together 
with the several Reports received from the Circuit !hhiginecr, to the 
Grand Jury at the following Summer Assizes. 

That the Circuit Engineer shall attend before tlio Gvainl Jury, in order 
to be examined by them as to all points upon which they may think it 
necessary to obtain information from him. 

That it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury to adopt or i-cject any of the 
Roads or Works which the Commissioners shall have approved of, 
(subject to the right of appeal which we shall subsequently .suggest) 
that it shall not be lawful for them to present foi‘ the mjildng of 
any other at the public expense, and that as to eacli which they may 
adopt, they shall make a Presentment for it to tlie Commissioners, 
according to the Plan, Specification and Estimate transmitted to them 
in respect thereof. Provided that if the Grand Jury shall think the 
Estunate of the Commissioners too high, it shall bo lawful for them to 
present such lesser sum for the work as they may think proper to the 
Finance Committee, who shall be authorized to call for Tenders, and to 
contract for the work with the person sending in the lowest ; but with 
power neyerthless to reject the lowest, if they shall, upon examining 
the District Surveyor, and such other persons as they may think proper, 
upon oath, be satisfied that the Tender has been put in maliciously, or 
that the person or persons putting it in, and his or their sureties, are 
not of adequate responsibility. Each Tender to be sent in, and to be 
dealt with in every respect as a Tender for repairs sent to the Present- 
ment ^Sessions should be, but the work to be executed under the 
direction of the Circuit Engineer. 

That the Commissioners be required to keep an account at foot of 
every Presentment made to them ; and if the money presented exceeds 
the expenditure, that the surplus be repaid to the County. 



Appeal. Right of Appeal: 

The Law now gives an appeal from the Grand Juries to the Lord Lieutenant, 
if Presentments be twice refused for any new Road or Work, or for putting any 
Road or Work into repair; and the Lord Lieutenant is authorised to refer the 
appeal to the Commissioners of Public Works, as we have already stated. 

The right of appeal is thus, in effect, given to the Commissioners, and if the only 
question was whether a proposed work was likely to prove of adequate public 
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Utility, ami was properly planned, the Commissioners might be considered the 
fittest 'persons to decide upon it ; but there, are other points to be taken into 
consideration when Pi-eseiitments arc sought or desired. It is material to con- Nature of appeal 
sicler the circumstancos of the District upon which it is proposed to cast any 
additional charge before sueli cltarge be cast upon it, as otherwise the Rate- 
payers may bo taxed to an amount beyond what a duo regard to their means 
would admit of. Wo tlierofbrc think, that any appeal which may be given 
touching local taxation for works of any de.scription, should be given, not to 
administrative or executive Officei’s, Init to a deliberative body competent to the 
exercise of iudicial functions, and authorised to examine such Public Officers and 
other }>er.sons as they may think proper, upon the subject. 

In England, a Juilicial Committee of the Privy Council has been established, 
which not only hears (.'olonial and other appeals, but is also authorized to 
enquire into and i-cport upon any matter that the Crown may refer to it. 



We recorameud — 

That a J udicial Committee of the Privy Council shall also be established 
in Ii-cland, and tliat an appeal shall be given to it from tbe decisions of 
Presentment Sessions, from the deeision.s also of Grand Juries, and 
from the decisions of the Board of Works; and that it^shall be anned 
witli the like powei*s for compelliug tbe attendance ol witnesses, and 
enforcing obedience to its orders, as are given to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council in England. 



Bv dvinff the general right of appeal which we have, suggested, and giving Necasity for such 
to each Circuit Engineer ;is we have proposed, a right to apply for any^new illustration of its 
Road 01- Work, a remedy would he provided for a very serious inconvenience functions, 
to the public, to which our attention has been called by Lord Clancarty, and 
which consists iu “ the ilifficulty,” to use his Lordsliip’s words, “ in some cases 
insurmountable, of getting the great national thoroughfares shortened, when it 
rests with some County having no interest of its own to serve, to effect such 
required alteration.” Ho ad<ls,- the case f shall mention will suffice to show 
the existence of an inconvonieiico, of wliieh there are, no doubt, m other parts 
of Ireland, many oxamplo.s, and for which a general remedy ought ^ be pro- 
vided. Tlic Groat Western line of Mail Coach commumcatiou from Dmilm to 
Galway and Wi.^stport, i.s, as far as Atlilone, a gooil and wcll-cared-ior line ot Road, 
useful to every County tlirough which it pusses, and deriving, by means of Tm-n- 
pikes, some pai*t of the cost of imuntaiuing it, from the Province to vijhich it leads. 

From Athlone to Jiallinasloe, from whence iiranches the Westport Jme ot Road, 
it crosses an angle of the C:oimty of Roscommon ; but m so doing, it takes a 
roundabout and zig-zag direction, increasing the distance, and traversing a suc- 
cession of short gj-avol hills, most dangerous to Coaches heavily laden, and 
adding greatly and uniiocossarily to the hi!)om- of drarigkt in general, 
of running iu a direct lino over a dead flat, by which not only all the lulls, but 
a distance of lietween two and three Irish miles would be saved out of twelve 
miles, the present length of the stage between those two Towns, ilm County 
of Roscommon has no intm-cst whatever iu taxing itself to shorten this 1 me ot 
Road, so important to IVlayo and Galway, and has distinctly

County, as compared one with the other, may Renve from 
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work whatever it may be. We think too that a right of appeal .should ho given 
to a sufficient number of landowners in eases where the ]<ceping open or shutting 
up of any line of Road may be in dispute. 



Applotment and Collection of the Comity Cess. 

It has lieeii suggested to us that all Local Rates should be I’ogulated according 
to the Valuations made under the Poor Relief Act {2nd & Ui’<l Vic. eli. 50), but it 
does not appear to us that the Poor Law Viiluations are ma<lc upon any settled 
principle, equally applicalile to all parts of the Country, 'riiey are in general 
much below the letting value of land, and are in some Lnious under it in a much 
greater degi'ee than in others. Therefore, if lands of a (!ounty, belonging to 
different Unions, were respectively charged witli the County Rato, according to 
the value set upon them under the Poor Relief Act, the flistribution of tlie bur- 
den might be very unequal and consequently very unjust. 

Under the General Valuation Act, which Mr. Griffith i.s carrying into execu- 
tion, the case is different. The quality of the soil of each parcel of land is first 
careftilly examined; an estimate is then made of the value of the produce it is 
capable of yielding, taking all permanent improvements into eonsideratioji, 
according to a Table of Prices for agricultural produce, settled by Law, and a 
rent is afterwards set down for it which is calculated with reference to the 
estimated value of the produce, and to local circumstances according to one 
general rule. 

The Valuation of all pai’ts of the Country is thus sure to be relatively equal, 
and consequently, forms a basis upon which any distribution of charge, between 
district and district, may fairly and justly be mjido. 

For these reasons, we think the Law i\diich directs <all County l.iates to be 
levied according to the Valuation made under the General Valuation Acts ought 
not to be disturbed ; but as some years must elapsc! before tlie General Valua- 
tion can be completed throughout Ireland, and as, in tlie moan time, the exist- 
ing system of Applotment in many places, i.s felt jis a citing grievance, we have 
inquired of Mr. Griffith whether he could cause a prompt revision to bo had of 
the Poor Law Valuations, in those Counties in which the General Valuation has 
not been perfected, so as to adjust any difference, s that iniglit he coinjdained of 
between those of difierent Unions in the same Comity, and, by correcting errors, 
to render it safe that the County Rate should lie applotted for the present accord- 
ing to them, and he is of opinion that he could. 

We therefore recommend — 



That a time shall be fixed, within which the Finance Committee of any 
County in which the General Valuation shall not Inu’c beim completed, 
may present a petition to the Lord Lieutompit in Council, praying that 
the Valuation had under the Poor Relief Act thco’ciii, may be revised 
and corrected ; and fhat the Lord Lieutenant shall be autlioidzod, by 
any order to be by him made in Council for the purpose, to cause the 
sanie to be revised and corrected accordingly, and that he shall also be 
authorized, so soon as such revision shall have talceu place, or if no 
petition praying for a revision shall have been presented within the time 
prescribed by Law, then, so soon as the said time shall have elapsed, 
to order that the County Cess, in each County in which the General 
Valuation shall not have taken place, shall, until it shall have been 
effected, be applotted upon the several Townlands thereof, by a poundage 
Rate, accordmg to the value set upon each under the Poor Relief Act, 
or under such revision as aforesaid. 



As a Townland may comprise several distinct tenements, it is necessary to 
E n applotted upon the whole Townland 

shall be collected from the occupants of the several tenements which it may so 
comprise, by an equal Bate, according to the value of each tenement ; and as 
‘ V f Townland must be in some one Poor Law Union, and as the 
ioor Law Venation, as between tenement and tenement therein, must therefore

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We fiirther recommend— 

That the Finance Committee shall, in the Month of October, m each year, 

declare the sum wliich it will be necessary to raise off the County at Mode of Appiot- 
lai-ge, for i^oneral County purposes, from the 1st of November to the 1st 
of May following ; and that tliey shall make a similar declara- 
tion in the ensuing Month of April, as to the sum to be raised from 
May to Novonihei-. That they shall at the same time declare the por- 
tion of the said sum payable liy each Barony, and the amount to be 
paid also by each Barony for Baronial Breseutments. That they shall 
then apploit the wlvole sum payable by each Barony upon the several 
Townlauds thereof, according to the animal value of each ; and shall 
issue a \V arrant to each C’oiloctor, signed ].)y two of them, and conn- 
tcrHigiie<l by the Secretary of the Grand .Jury, thereby requiring him 
to levy oifoach 'rownlaiid in his District, the sum applotted thereupon, 
which sum sliall be specified in the Warrant or in a Schedule annexed 
ther<'to. Tliat the Clollcctor. so soon as ho shall have received the 
Wai-rant, shall, as to any Townland which may comprise more than one 
tonoment, obtain from the Clerk of the Poor Law Union in which it is 
situat<id, a certificate of the total value of tlie tenements comprised 
therein, according to the I’oor Law ^^aluation. That he shall produce 
the saim^ to the Road Wardens of the District, who shall thereupon 
calculate by what rate in the ])Oiind upon the whole value stated in declaration of Ret* 
the Certificate, the sum applotted upon the whole Townland may be p«pound=- 
]-aisod, and shall declare such Rate forthwith. That public notice collection, 
shall be given of the Rato so declared, and that the amount shall be 
collected attcorJiiigly. _ . ' j i • i 

Each Ccss-payor would thus iiavo notice of the precise siun in the pound which 
he was to pay on the value.' of his holding, as valued under the Poor Law Act, 
and extortion would ho (^fiectually prevented. For example : If the value of the 
Townland as rato<l under tlio Poor Law Act, ho £100 a-year, and tlm portiim of 
the half-yearly (.less [layahlc out of it be .£- the rate for the County Cess 
would be i)(i. in the Pound upon the va.luc of each holding as rated under the 
Poor Law Act, and so iu proportion. 

The section fif the I’oor Relief Act which wc have already quoted, clearly 
shows that the Ijogislaturo in passing it intended at a future period to impose 
upon each Poor Tiaw Union, tlio duty of iiroviding and supporting such number 
of Fever Hospitals and :Dispcn.sai-ic.s as might be necessary for the reliet of the 
Poor therein. , x i 

The necessity of a general and cftectivc change is nnade still more apparent by 
the Report of the Poor liaw Connnissionors from which we have made such lull 
extraets; -but 5 us we imderstaiid that the matter is under the consideration of Report thereon. 
Her Majesty’s Government, who are in comnmmcation with the iqor Law 
Authorities, wc deem it unnecessary to enter into auyreeonmieiidations in detail 
upon the subject, beyond suggesting that' the Lord Lieutenant should be 
authorized, so soon as the necessary number of Fever Hospitals and Dispensaries 
shall be established in any Union, to order that no further Presentment shaU 
be made for any such Institution therein. 

Lunatic Asylum and County Injirmaries. 

The charge for each Ratient’in a Lunatic Asylum, or in a County ^ 61 ^, 
is now borne by the County in general to which he belongs, an 
Presentment. We think it should be borne by the Poor from wM 

he conies, and should be provided for out of the Poor l^te. ® . 
that the Lord Lieutenant should be authorised to make rules m Council for the 
government of each Infirmary, as he now is for the government 
Asylum— that advances should be made from 

Infirmaries, as advances now are for the support of Lunatic Asv ’ , j

We therefore recommend — 

That Grand Jiudes shall no longer be called upon to present for the 
support of any Lunatic Asylum or Infirmary. 

That each Lunatic Asylum and Infinniuy shall in future bo supported by 
the several Poor Law Unions from which Patients are sent thereto, 
and that each Union shall contribute according to tlio number of 
Patients which it may have therein. 

That the Lord Lieutenant shall be authorized to malcc Rules in Council 
for the government of InfirmariGs, as well as for the government of 
Lunatic Asylums, and to vary and alter all rules and regulations which 
he shall have made from time to time for the government of cither as 
he may deem necessary or expedient. 

That advances shall be made for the support of Infirmaries in like manner 
as they now ai-e for the support of Lunatic Asylums, and that the 
advances made for botli shall be repaid out of the l^oor Hate of each 
Union, in such proportions as the Lord Lieutenant in Council shall 
direct. 

That each Lunatic Asylum and Infirmary shall be visited by the Poor 
Law Commissioners or their Assistants, in lilcc manner as other Insti- 
tutions supported out of tlie Poor Rate ; that the Commissioners shall 
report in like manner thereupon, and that the duty of visiting the 
Lunatic Asylums shall be taken away altogether from the Inspectors 
General of Prisons. 

Boards of Health. 

From the want of a Poor Law, provision has been mado by different Acts, 
for having Boards of Health established when ueccssaiy in any District in which 
disease may appear or bo dreaded ; and for having moneys issued to them from 
the Treasiny, which should afterAvards be repaid by Grand .Tury Presentment, 
and local rate. 

W e recommend — 

That the powers of Boards of Health shall bo given to the I’oor Law 
Guardians — that issues of money, when necessary to meet exti’aordinary 
disease, may be made to them as heretoforo to the Boards of Health, 
and be repaid, not by Grand Juiy Presentment, but out of the Poor 
Rate. 



Foundlings. 

From the want too of a Poor Law, it has been made the duty of Grand 
Jiu'ies to present for the support of Foundlings. These arc certainly destitute 
Poor, and now that there is a Poor Law, tliey ought to be maintained as such 
by the Poor Law Guardians. 

We therefore recommend — 

That Grand Juries shall be relieved from the necessity of presenting for 
the support of Foundlings. 

Gaols. 

W e subjoin an estimate (No. 1 f) of the sums which we think would be required 
annually, for the support of the Prisons of Ireland, exclusive of Dublin, supposing 
the number of Prisoners to be the same in 1840, if the whole of the Prisons were 
conducted according to one general code, formed with a strict regard to the 
health of the Prisoners, but with a strict regard also to that economy which 
all who are entrusted with the application of Public Money owe, as a duty of 
honesty, to those from whom that Money is raised. 

To show the grounds on which the estimate we have referred to has been 
formed, we have, in the first place, to request Your Excellency’s attention to the 
following Table, wherein we give the Salaries paid to the Officers of each of six

Gaol, the GovornoP of which rGCcivo.s a Salary of £llt a-ycar, was^ 131 ; and nos. of Prisoners, 
that in Cavan, wliero tlio Governor rcccive.s £168 9s. “M. a-year, itwas 143. 

The Salary of .£1.()8 a year to the Governor of Cavan Gaol is the highest paid 
in either of these six Gaols ; although in several other Gaols of Ireland the 
Salary of the G overnor i,s nearly, or more than, double that. 

There were G 'ruj'nkeys in Fermanagh, and they received between salaries and 
other allowances, about' £31 a-year, each; and there were 6 also m Cavan, 2 of 
whom received £55 a-yoar, eat^, and 4 £30 each. 

We have to add, tliat amongst the best Governors are persons -who were 
formerly in subordinate situations. , „ , . , , c 

Keeping these facts in view, and thinldng it desirable that the Salaries paya- 
able to the Officers of I'risons should rise gradually, according to length oi 
service, and that -they should also have the benefit of promotion, it appears to ns ov.™"". 
that each Governor or Keeper of a Prison should commence at a SaWy or 
a-year — that his Salary should rise by £10 every three years, untu it reached 
£200,— and that he should have apartments in the Prison, but no allowances. 

We also think that there should be a Chief Turnkey in each Prison, who should « 
commence at a Salary of £50 a-year — the Salary to rise gradudly to £70,— and 
that upon any vacancy occurring in the office of Governor, the Chief Turnkey oi 
the Prison should succeed to it, if deemed competent for it by the Inspectors- 
General, but if not deemed competent by them that the Chief Turnkey some 
other Prison should bo appointed thereto. The appointment to be made by the 
LocalBoard of Superintendence, subject to the approval of thelnspectors-Geneml. 

We think the Salary of each Turnkey should commence at £25 ^ym— that Turrkey*. 
it should rise gradually to £35,— and, that whenever the office of Chief iurnkey 
in any Prison may become vacant, the most meritorious of the Turnl^ys oi that 
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Prison should be promoted to it by the Local Board of Supcrintcudonce ; provi- 
ded the person whom they may so promote, be deemed fit for the office by the 
Inspectors-General ; othenvise, that one be appointed from amongst the Turnkeys 
of some other Gaol. ^ 

Wo think these provisions would encourage good conduct, and promote 
laudable emulation. 

We ai*e aware that there are at present amongst the Govei'iiovs of Prisons in 
Ireland, several, -who. from the best possible motives, htboiu’ uuecasiiigly to reform 
the Prisoners in their charge by moral precept and exhortation, and that the ser- 
vices of men qualified by education and habit for sucli a task would not probably 
be procured, if such suggestions as we have offered with rc.spect to Gaolers, or 
Governors of Prisons, as to Salaries and Promotion fi-cm a lower grade were 
adopted ; but we think it should be left to the Ministers of religion, not to the 
Gaolers or Governors of Gaols, to lecture, to adnionisli, and 'to instruct the 
Prisoners in their moral and religious duties. The bu.sinoss of the Gaoler should 
be to see that the Cells of the Prisoners are clean and well aired — that their 
clothing and bedding are clean — tlvit their persons arc kept dean dso— that they 
have their proper meals at proper hours — that the Pi-isoncr.s under sentence ai-e 
put regularly to work — and that all are kept Jis separate from cadi otliei', and as 
free from the contamination of bad example and discourse as possible — in short, 
tliat it should be for the Ciiaplaiiis to teach tho Prisoners what they owe to God 
and their neighbour, for conscience’ salce— and that it should be for tho Gaoler 
to teach them, by stern, not cruel discipline , — fo fear a Fvhon — to think, with 
dre^, of returning to it, — and therefore, to leave it deterred them.sclves, and with 
feelings likely to deter others, from the evil ways that lead to it. 

Should the foregoing suggestions be adopted, it ivould be necessary, as the 
Goveraor Ti^ould not be appointed by the Sheriff; that the Governor, not the 
Sheriff should be made responsible for the safe keeping of sudi Debtors as may 
be in^the Prison, and security should be required from him {iccordingly. 

With respect to Medical Officers, we find that in several Gaols, the number of 
Prisoners m which exceed the average number in the Gaols of Ireland, in gene- 
ral the balaries of the Medical Officers do not average a-ycar ; but we think 
a Salary oU:,oO a-year would be a fair average Salai-y, and we liavc estimated for 
Medical Officers accordingly. 

With respect to Chaplains— The Salaries to the Chaplains in each of the 
t'risons of Cavan, Donegal, Fermanagh, and Monaghan, amount to a-vear, 
mid in each of these there are three Chaplains required, while in .some Counties 
there are only ttco. We have, however, estimated for £90 a-year in every Gaol 
We have estima^ted for a Matron in each Gaol at £40 a-yem-, but wo Jnwo not 
estmated for a Schoohna.ster, for a Clerk, or for the charge conipri.scd 'in the 
Returns of the Inspcetors-Gcneral, under the head of " otlier Officers.” 

Where there are Juvenile Offenders, such School instruction a.s it mav be- 
proper to give to them, should be given bv one of the Turnlccys, luid the Accounts 
should be kept by the Gaoler or Governor, who should be made 
to bo observed thiit » Clerk is

Accounts of the North Dublin Union for 1840 states that the actual weekly GaoU. 
cost of the food giveir to an Adult Pauper in health is only 1.?. which 

would make the charge for the Diet of each Pauper in health amount not to 
it4 ILv. 3t/. but only to Jb3 12.v. 7r/. 

Wishing, however, that our Estimate should lie rather above than below tiie Estimated cost of 
mark, we have set down £4 11-v. "id. a-ycar for the Diet of each Prisoner, and 
£1 19.V. for otlier necessaries, making in the whole £0 lO.v. id.-, so that the 
charge tor the support of 4,9o7 Prisoners, that being the average number in 
1840, would come to £32,282 [)«. id. 

As to Stationery, we have estimated tlie expenses of it for the several County other Expenees 
Gaols, including two for tlu; County of Kildare, two for the County of Antrim, connected withGaoia. 
and two for the County of Louth, there being two tor each of these at present, 
at £350, being at the rate of £10 for each. 

As to the conveyance of Prisoners, we have estimated the expenses to be 
incurred for this purpose at £634 2i-'. Sr/., that being the amount expended for it 
in 1840. 

As to Bridewells, we have estimated their support at £2,761 Oj. Q\d., that too 
being the amount expended for the purpose in 1840. 

Our whole Estimate comes to £55.603 6s. 5{//. ; whereas the Presentments Estimated saving 
for the several purposes included in it amountect, in 1840, to £95,156 10s. 9<f. 

Therefore, taking that year for a standard, a saving might be elfected, upon 
the Presentments for Prison expenses, exclusive of Dublin, to the amount, in the 
whole, of about £30,400, a-year. 

In order to cany the foregoing suggestions into effect, (if approved of,) subject, Heco^endations as 
however, to any modifications in them which may be thought proper, and also to 
bring the Prisons under one uniform system of discipline and order, we recom- 
mend — 

That the Lord Ijieuteiiant shall bo {luthorized to make Rules, in Council, ^ 

for the gov(n*um(‘iit of all Gaols in Ireland, whether County Prisons or ® 
Bridewells, ;us to Discipline, Diet, Clothing, EsUiblishment, and all other 
purposes. 

That the Accounts of every Gaol shall he made up to the 25th of March, 
the 25th of d'uiic!, the 25th September, and the 25th December, in 
eiicli year ; that eveiy County Prison shall be inspected once in every 
([uart'er, and cveiy District Bridewell once at the least in every year, 
by one or otlier of tlie Inspoctors-Goneral of Prisons ; and that it shall 
be part of the duty of the Inspector-General who may visit each Gaol, 
to examine the Gaol Accounts, and malce such notes as he may think 
proper theroupoii. 

That the Inspectors-Gcnoral shall make a Quarterly Report on the state inspection of and 
of each Prison, aiid the oxpondituro thereof, to the Lord Lieutenant in ® 

Council, aiid shall also make any Specitil Report thereupon, from tune 
to time, that they may think proper. That each County Prison shall 
also be inspected once, at the least, in every week, by the County 
Inspector of the Coii.stabulary, and each -Bridewell, either by the 
County Inspector or the Sub-Inspector, within whose District it may 
be, and that every such Inspector and Sub-Inspector sh^l malce a 
Report upon the state of each Prison which he shall so visit, weekly, 
to the Local Board of Superintendence, and to the Inspectors-General 
of X^risons 

That the lioard of Superintendence of each County Prison, shall tran^iit 
to the Lord Lieutenant in Council,, prior to each of the quarter days 
before-mentioned, an estimate of the sum which may be required for 
such Prison, and of the several District ■ Bridewells within the County, 

' in the ensuing quarter, with such particulars iu respect thereof, as the 
general Rules, made by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, may direct. 

That such sum as the Lord Lieutenant in Council may thereupon 
order, shall be issued to every such iloard of Superintendence, for the 
support of every such Prison and Bridewell, for the ensuing quarter, 
in nice manner as moneys issued for the support of Lunatic Asylums 
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now are from the Treasury, and which shall be repaid out of the 
County liate. 

That the Accounts of the Board of Superintendence of each County shall 
be audited in like manner as the Accounts of the Finance Committee. 

In some Gaols of Ireland there are no Local In.spectors, and considering that 
the Prison Act, after providing for the appointment of Chaplains for Prisons, 
expressly requires that every such Chaplain shall visit tlie I’risou for which he 
shall be appointed, “ twice at least in every week, exclusive of liis attendance 
on Sundays ; that on such visits he shall go into every Room and Cell in the 
Prison, wherein any Prisoner so within his charge shall be confined,” and that 
“every such Chaplain .shall keep a journal, in which he shall enter the time of 
his attendance on the performance of his duty, with any oljscrvations wliieh may 
occur to him in the execution thereof, to be produced when required to the 
Board of Superintendence and considering also, the suggestion wo have offered 
as to a weekly inspection of the Prisons and Bridewells of each County, by the 
Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors of the Constabulary, we think tlie office of 
Local Inspector of Prisons may be dispensed with, and therefore wo have not 
taken it into account in preparing our general Estimate. 

There is another matter to be noticed whilst we are on the subject of Prisons. 

Each of the Cities of Cork, Kilkenny, Limerick and W aterford, and also the 
Town of Galway, is a County of itself; and therefore, although the Assizes for 
the adjoining County are held in it, and although the County Prison is also 
there, yet it has to maintain a separate Prison, with a separate Prison Staff, and 
a considerable expense is thus imposed upon each of these place.s, from which it 
would be freed if it were relieved from tho necessity of maintaining a separate 
Pi'ison. The late Municipal Act (3rd and 4th Viet., ch. 108,) authorizes this to 
be done; and in preparing our Estimate of ftituro expense', we have anticipated that 
the powers so given by the Municipal Act would be carried into execution. 

The Town of Carrickfeigus is at present a County of itself; but the Assizes 
of the County of Antrim being held there, and the Gaol of the County of Antrim 
being there, its Prisoners are sent to tlie County of Antrim Gaol, and although 
it pays their expenses, it thus escapes the charge of a separate Prison establish- 
ment. 

The Town of Drogheda is the only other Town which is a County of itself, 
but the Assizes for the adjoining County of Louth are not held there. It has a 
separate Assizes and general Gaol delivery; and we have therefore calculated on 
its having a distinct Gaol. 

We propose to notice the Gaols of Dublin when we come to .speak, as we 
intend to do, separately of its Establishments. 



EstahlisJwwits of Counties of Cities, and Toions, other than Prisons. 

The Town of Belfast, which is one of the most important in Ireland, is not 
a County of itself, neither is the City of Londonderry, and we see no advantage 
which any of the Cities or Towns which we have mentioned, except Drogheda, 
derives from being a County in itself. In each City or Town in which the 
Assizes for the adjoining County are held, every local advantage which 
lo^l Assizes could confer, must be equally enjoyed by the inhabitants, 
whether the Assizes be held for the particular City or Town, as a County of 
itself, or as part of the adjoining County. 

Any advantage conferred by local Quarter Sessions, or a local Court of 
Record, for the recovery of debts, may be secured to any City or Town as 
effectually without its being, as by its being, a County of itself : provided that 
the inhabitant were not required to attend as Jurors at any Quarter Sessions, 
save those held for it exclusively. 

W e therefore recommend— that each of the Cities of Cork, Kilkenny Limerick, 
and Waterford, and each of the Towns of Galway and Carrickfergus shall cease 
to be a County of itself, and shall be made part and parcel of the County, the 
County Court-House and Prison of which are situated therein ; but that each 
shall be a separate Barony, and that the Lord Lieutenant in Council shall be 
authorized to make all necessary rules and regulations for the purpose. 
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County OMcm. 

Measores. 

We think that some County Offices may be abolished; but we think, consi- oarntTokcers • 
deration being h<ad to the peculiar circumstances of each case, that persons who 
now hold offices usually held lor life, should be compensated for any loss which abolished 
they may sustain, by being deprived of them. 

The duties of the offices of Cl/o-k of tha Peace and Clerk of the Crown, are clerk of Peace, and 
now performed in several C'ountics by tho_ same person; no inconvenience is fSof.^ayW 
felt from this, and we think that duties which may, without inconvenience, be consolidated, 
performed by one Officer, ought not to be divided between two, as the division 
tends only to an increase of expense and patronage. Under this impression, it 
appears to us that one of the.se offices should he dispensed with, and the duties 
thereof transferred to the other. 'J’hc duties of the office of Clerk of the 
Peace are by far the mo.st weighty and extensive. We consequently think that 
the office of Clerk of the Peace .should be continued — that the office of Clerk 
of the Crown should be abolislied, — and that its duties should be transferred to 
the office of Clei-k of tlit: I’eace. W e also think that no person should hereafter 
be appointed Clerk of the Peace for any County without being previously 
approved of by the .Tudi<;ial Cknnmittee of the Privy Council, and that every 
person so appointed should l)c required to perform his duty in person. 

The duties which at present appertain to the office of County Treasurer County Treasurer -. 
make the pcr.sou holding it in fact not a Treasurer, but a Paymaster ; and as 
Paymaster lie has not to pay money, but to give drafts countersigned by another secretary of Grand 
Officer on the County Panic. We think the main burden of the duty which he J“fy- 
has thus to perfonn may he transferred to the Seei-etary to the Grand Jmy ; but 
though wo think the Secretary of the Grand Jury should prepare all di-afts on 
the County Panic in future, and deliver or transmit them to the parties entitled 
to them ; yet wo think every draft .should be signed by two Members of the 
Finance Committee, and countersigned by him, with the exception of drafts 
made by the Road Wardens, which should bo signed by them, and countersigned 
by him, as already recommended. 

To protect the Pulilic, and particularly the Pooi^ (ifjiiiiist false Wcujhts and 
Measures, tlicre shuuhl he several luspectors in every County, who should he measures : can be 
trustworthy pcr.sous, and whoso iusitcctiuu should he frequent and at imcertaiu commiuea to 
periods. Put to ]>rovi(lo the number of persons necessary for this duty, exclu- Constabulary., 
slvely, would lead to a considoralilc increase of charge. We have therefore 
considered whether it might not he advantageously committed to the Inspectors 
and Sub-Tnspcctor.s of tlib Constabulary, and having communicated with Colonel 
M‘Gregor, the Inspector-General of the Constabulary, upon the subject, we 
had the satisfaction to find that he thought it might be. It is a duty which could 
not bring the Con.stahulary into collision with the poorer classes, but is, on the 
contrary, one in wliich it must he seen and felt by all, that the Constabulary were 
acting specially for the good of the I’oor, by guarding them against imposition or 
fraud, and which would thercftiro it may bo confidently hoped, produce not 
popular opposition but sup])ort. 

Following out the suggestions wo have offered with respect to the several 
Offices which we have now noticed, we recommend — 



That the Office of Clerk of the Crown should be abolished, that tliedufa 
appertaining to it, shall be annexed to the office of Clerk of the Peace, 
and that the future salary of the Clerk of the Peace shall be regulated 
by the Lord Lieutenant in Council. , f. r,, i. 

That no person here^ter shall be appointed Clerk ot the Peace of any ^ “p^g^byCounciL 
County or place, who shall not have been approved of by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. , , ,, , x rv, ^ of cierkof 

That no Clerk of the i’eace to be hereafter appointed shall be at ibe ^ y Peace not to be 
to appoint a Deputy, except in the event of illness, or ior other special performed by 
causol and then only for a limited time and by leave of the As®*™* 

Barrister of the County; and that no Deputy so appointed shall be 

authorizedtoactunlesstheAssistantBarristershallhaveapprove 0 iini. 

That the Office of County Treasurer shall be abolished-that all Fay- c.u„„ T,.„.,er. 
meuts to be made out of the County Bank on aeeomit of the Finance 
Committee shall he made on drafts, each of wdiioh shall be payable to ' 
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the person entitled to the amount, or Ms order — ;tliat each dralt shall 
be prepared by the Secret<ary of the Grand Jui’y, ami shall be signed 
by two members of the^ Committee, and countersigned by him ; save 
drafts for Quai’terly Payments, to Contractors, each of which shall be 
signed by two Road Wardens, instead of two members of the Finance 
Committee — and that the luture sjilary of the Sccrctai’y of the Grand 
Jury shall be' regulated by the I^ord Lieutenant in Council. 

That the office of Inspector of Weights and Mca.sures, as a distinct office 
shall be abolished, and that the duties appertaining to it shall, in future' 
be performed by the Inspectors and Sub-lnspcctors of Constabulary in 
each County, who shall report what they shall have done in the per- 
formance thereof to the Magistrates at each Quarter Sessions. 

With respect to the office of Cm-ou&r, the. Committee on the County Rates 
in England, to which we have already adverted, say, — “ In considerii ig the various 
items of County expenditure referred to them, the Members of your Committee, 
in the first place, turned their attention to the best mode of diminishing the 
charges upon the County Stock for the fees and travelling expenses of Coroners. 
With this view they beg to recommend that each County should be divided into 
so many Districts as the Justices of the Peace in Quarter Se.ssions assembled 
may deem proper, and that a Coroner should be appointed for each District 
whose residence should be so near the centre of the District, as to enable liim 
to travel to any part of the same, within a distance of 20 miles from his resi- 
dence. ^ After thus limiting the distance that each Coroner will have to travel, your 
Committee conceive that it would be unnecessary to allow him any sum under 
the name of traveUing expenses, but that it would lie a more simple mode of 
payment, and les.s liable to abuse, if an adequate increjiso slioiild be made to his 
salary. It is under this impression tliat tliey would then propo.se an increase to 
be made in his Fee to 30*'. instead of 20.v., to which ho is now, by I;aw, entitled. 
Your Committee would also suggest the propriety of altering the provisions of 
25 Geo. II. ch. 29, which was the first statute that imposed tlio charges of 
Coroners’ Fees upon Counties, and of rendering Parishes liable, as they appear to 
have been before the passing of that Act, to the payment thereof; in which cases 
such Parishes should hereafter be relieved from any chai'ge or amercement to 
which they are now liable, where Inquests are held upon ofFoiices involving 
murder or manslaughter. Whilst upon this subject, your Connnittce cannot 
help further observing, that the office of Coroner, although one of great antiquity 
and importance, appears in the mode of its execution to be ill adapted for many 
of the cases which now come under its cognizance, and that some of the enqui- 
ries for which the attendance of a Coroner and Jury is now dcinaudod, might be 
carried on before a Justice of the Peace, with less expense and greater heiiefit to 
the Public. The numerous instances of accidental death which ai*e constantly 
occurriug in the presence of a number of witnesses, and all other eases in which 
there remains not the shadow of a doubt upon the mind of any one that the 
deceased did not come by hi.s death through the violence or misconduct of any 
other person, might just as effectually be decided without the intervention of a 
Coroner and Jury. They add, — “ Should this suggestion be favourably received, 
your Committee would recommend, that hereafter it shall be the duty of the 
Constable, or m his absence, one of the Overseers of the Poor of every Towu- 
sffip or place where any person may come to an unnatural or sudden death, to 
^ve i^ediate notice thereof to some Justice of the Peace, acting for the Divi- 
sion m which such death shall occui*, who shall forthwith take cognizance 
hereof , and if, upon enquiry, it shall be found that such death was occasioned 
by violence, or took place in Prison, such Justice shall cause a Coroner to be 
sent for, aud an Inquest held; but in cases of sudden deaths, such Justice shall 
be authorized to abstain from sending for the Coroner to hold an Inquest, if in 
his discretion he shall consider it unnecessary to do so ; in all such c^es, how- 
ever, he shaU talce the evidence submitted to him in writing, and transmit it to 
the proper Officer of the Court of Assize. To prevent any improper exercise of 
this discretionary power, so recommended to be vested in Justices of the Peace, 
your Coimmttee ffirther recommend, that if the officiating Minister, or the Con- 
stable, and one of the Parish Officers, or the majority of the Parish Officers, or 
any five Householders rated fo the relief of the Poor, in any Township or Parish, 
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shall think it riglit that a Coroner should be sent lor, they shall be at liberty to 
require any Justice of the Peace to give the Coroner iiumediato directions to ‘ 
attend, in order that an Inquisition may be held. Whenever it shall happen 
that the attendance of the Coroner of the District cannot be obtained, the (Coro- 
ner of the next adjoining .District shall l.^c sent for, and the Justice at whose 
instance sueli Corcnior shall luivc been called in, shall he authorised to apply to 
the next, or any subsequent Court of Quarter Sessions on behalf of the said 
Coroner, for such further rcniiuneratiou to be made to him, as to such t’ourt shall 
appear reasonable ; and such furthoi’ remuneration shall he paid out of the 
County K.atc.s.” 

We*^ concur in general in these suggestions, and as the number of Coroners for Eecommondations 
which Vrescntrac'jits may now l.>o made in Ireland, in Counties of the First Class, orp''«We to Ireland, 
is 4; in Counties of the Second Class, 3; and in Counties of the Third and 
Fourth Classes, 2. Wo recommend — 



That Counties of the First, Class shall he dmdecl, by the Justices of the bounties to be 
Peace in (^uiivtcr Sessions assembled, into four Coroners’ Districts ; rJi^gtrkts! ° 
Counties of tlio Second Class into three ; and Counties ot the Third 
and Foui’th Ckusses into two. 

That hereafter it shall be the duty of the Sub-Inspector of the Constabu- Provisions m to 
lury, acting fur any place wliere any person may come to an unnatural ;'*'„Vs"ts'Ibotid be 
or sudden death, or in his absence, lor the Head Constable acting under i,dd. 
him, to give immediate notice thereof to the nearest Justice of the 
Peace lor the C<.)iinty, who .shall forthwith take cognizance thereof; 
and if upon enquiry there shall be reason to apprehend that such death 
>vas occasioned by violeiice, poison, or any lawless act, or took place 
in Prison, such Justice shall cause a Coroner to be sent for, and an 
Inqiio.st hold ; but such Justice shall be authorized to abstain from 
sending for the Coroner to hold an Inquest, if in his discretion he shall

for the (Coroner of tho District shall be 30.«. for each case, piat when- 
ever it shall happen that ilie attendance of the Coroner of the District 
cannot be obtained, the Coroner of tho nextmljoinmg District stoll be 
sent for; and the Justice at whose instance such Coroner sMlhave 
been called in, shall be authorized to apply to the next or any subsequent 
Court of Quarter 8e.ssions, on bclialf of the said Coroner, for such fur- 
ther remuneration to lie ma<io to him as to such Court shall appear 
reasonable ; and such further rerauiicratiun shall be paid, and mciuded 
in and paid out of the next Rate to be imposed by the Finance Com- 
mittee upon the Barony wherein the Death shall have talceii place. 



With respect to County &)wyors, ihey ave at present appointed ty the Lord 
Lieutenant, but he must appoint them jh-om amongst persons approved ot by a 
Board of Engineers, named hy luni as we have already stated. The approva o 
the Board would be as effectual a gaiarantee against au improper appointment it 
the right to <appoiut were transferred to a local authority, as if it continued witn 
the Lord Lieutenant ; and we have reason to believe that such a transfer 
give satisfaction to the Public in general, and put an end to jealousies whicn

Salaries. TliG duties wliicli tlic District Surveyors would have to perform would in 

general be the same as those which now belong to the Assistants of the County 
Surveyors. The Salary of an Assistant is only a-ycar ; but we do not 
think this sufficient to secure the services of competent and trustworthy persons. 
We think each District Surveyor should have a higher Sahu-y from the fii-st, 
and that it should increase gradually by length of service.

We recorameud therefore, — 

That the Grand Jury of each County sluall be required at such Assizes 
as the Lord Lieutenant, by any Orcler to be by him made in Council, 
shall appoint, to divide the County into a.s many Road Districts as in 
and by such Order shall be directed, taking caro to place the whole 
of cacii Barony in one District.

.4s to Barony Collectors, the Poor Relief Act contemplates having the Poor Rate 
collected by the Collector of the County Cess, but it having been found that the 
persons appointed to collect tlie County Cess in general acted by Deputy, receiv- 
ing Od. in the pound, and paying ‘id. or less, other Collectors have been appointed 
by the Poor Law Guardians, and the Poor Rate in most places is, wc understand, 
collected for about 4^/. in the Pound. 

For the same reason for which it was deemed right that tho I’ooi’ Rato should 
not be collected by the Collectors of the County Cess, we tliink tho County Cess 
should be collected by the Collectors of the Poor Rate ; Jis both Rates could be 
collected together by the same person, at the same time, without more trouble 
than he could collect one, the cost of the collection would probably bo much 
less by having one person to collect both Rates than by having a separate Col- 
lector for eaeli ; and it would be much more convenient to tho Rate-payers, to 
pay their Rates to one Collector than to have several calling upon them. The 
Collector of the Poor Rate however, if he be to collect tho County Rate, should 
enter into security to the satisfaction of the Baronial Presentment Sessions, and 
the Finance Committee should have power to remove him from the collection of 
the County Rate for any improper conduct.

W e therefore recommend : — 

That the Collector of the Poor Rate of each Townland in each Barony 
shall be the Collector of the County Cess payable in respect thereof; 
provided he enter into such security for the due discharge of his duty, 
as the Presentment Sessions shall approve of~such security to be by 
Recognizance and to be entered into by himself and two Securities, 
to such amount as the Presentment Sessions of the Barony shall 
appoint. 

That it shall, be lawful for the Finance Committee to remove any Collec- 
tor from bis office for any misconduct ; and in such case, or in case the 
Collector of the Poor Rate for any Townland or Townlands, be not 
able to enter into satisfactory security, to appoint another person in 
his stead, to act pro tempoi’e, until the next annual appointment of Cess 
Collectors comes round, allowing such other person such sum in the 
pound for the collection of the Rate, as the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council shall approve of. 



Fees. As to Fees . — Some County Officers are authorized to receive fees in addition to 

their salaries ; and we give Returns in the Appendix* which show the fees thus 
received.

The Law, in general, now requires that Public Officers shall be paid by vi. Remidial 
salaries to the exclusion of fees of every sort; Mx^xs. 

It may be thought that a right to fees stimulates Officers to an increase of Fus.

an Officer who has a proper sense oi what he owes to the public — to ms own 
character — or, indeed to his own interest — for, if he neglects his duty he perils 
his Office ; and there is danger, great danger, as experience has very extensively 
proved, that tlie right to a fee at all, instead of rendering the Officer entitled to 
it more active in tiio ilischarge of his duty, may tempt him to multiply business, 
or items of charge, umieccssarily and unjustly. 

Hence we think, that the allowance of fees to public Officers, however strictly 
regulated, while it is unnecessary -as a stimulus to duty, has a strong tendency 
to abuse. 

We therefore recommend — that all fees now payable to any Officers whatever fee® to be aboUsbed, 
shall be commuted for Stamp ^Duties, as the fees formerly payable to the Officers stamp DuUm = 
of the Courts of Justice have in general been. That an Account shall be kept 
of the Stamp Duties received in respect of each County, as there now is of the 
Stamp Duties received in respect of each Court of Justice — that the amount 
received shall be paid quarterly from the Stamp Office into the County Bank, 
to the credit of the Finance Committee, and that such addition shall be made Salary to be paid 
thereout, annually, to the salary of every Officer, who may be deprived of anv instead of Fees, 
lawful fee, as the Finance Committee, having regard to his labour and duties, shall, 
from year to year, direct. 

Rqmyments to Goveriment. 

Her Majesty’s Exchequer becomes entitled to re-payments from different 
Counties, on foot of advances for the following purposes :~F or the Constabulary 
Force, and for allowances to wounded Constables. — For additional Magistrates and anFrepayabie. 

Police, when such are ordered, \inder the 54 Geo. Ill, ch. 131. — For defi*aying the 
expenses of Special Sessions of the Peace, when such are held, pursuant to the 
5 and 6 Wm. IV., cli. 48.— For the building and support of Lunatic Asylums, pur- 
suant to 1 & 2 Geo. IV., chap. 33, and G Geo. IV., chap. 54.— For the maintaining 
and repairing of Roads and Bridges, for which grants have been made by the 
PuWie, and which arc given in charge to tho Commissioners of Public Works, 
pursuant to 1 and 2 Win. IV., chap. 38, and C Geo. IV., chap. lOL— For the 
building of Gaols and Bridewells, pursuant to 7 Geo. IV., ch. 74. — For Works 
undertaken by order of the Lord Lieutenant. — For Boards of Health, and the 
building of Fever Ho.spitals.— For the improvement of the Shannon Navigation, 
towards which particular Counties are to contribute, pursuant to 2 and 3 Vic.

The Counties allu'led to, present tlic first year, £50 for iihere.st, with the tenth 
of the Capital, aiul they continue presenting £50 a yoa,r for interest, altliough 
the £1,000 is pcrioilieaily retlueed by £100 a year.” “ Those extra ])rcscutments 
for interest,” he states, ‘-are carried to the credit of tlie Loan, which, l»y this 
means, is paid off in seven or eight years, insteatl often.” lint iic^ admits, that 
in this way, too much is presented for, and that the lvate*])ay<‘vs are <iver-iisscssed, 
and that persons becoming liable to rates in tiie ninth or tmitli ye.ar of such a 
loan, would escape altogetiier — the burden having l.ici'ii thrown on tlioir occupy- 
ing predecessors.” He observes too, that “ all aiivances are ma<le in h^xchequer 
Bills whicli are at a discount in Ireland, the inton;.st being knver than in 
England, and a longer term of payment for them and that tUI.s lo.s.s falls upon 
the Counties, who must accept these depreciated Kx(;hoi|ue,r Bills, as if they were 
at par.” 

To simplify all accounts between the Counties and tin- I’liblie — to secure a 
due application of all loans or advances of Puhlic Money, made for local Works— 
to provide for regular repayments to the liixchcquor, to ])reveiit improper levies, 
and to relieve (irand Juries from the necessity of making presentments with 
respect to which they have no discretion, — Wc recommend : — 

That every advance of Public Money in respect of which any repayment 
is to be made by any County, whether tlio advance be for a Public 
Work, or for any other purpose, shall, in fiituro. lie made under the 
immediate orders of the Commissioners of Her Majesty \s Treasury, 
through the Paymaster of Civil Services, and shall l>e repaid through 
him. 

That every advance shall be in Cash — that the Paymaster of Civil Ser- 
vices shall be supplied with the necessary fuiuls. oitlicr by Treasury 
Wan-ants on the Exchequer, or by Exchequer Bills; and, that if by 
Exchequer Bills, he shall bo authorized to dispo.so of them, under the 
directions of the Treasury, as well in England as in Ireland — as they 
are generally at a premium in England, while they ani at a discount 
in Ireland. 

That every local work, of whatever dcscri])tion it may bo, which is to 
be caiTied on at the charge of any County by moans of any loan or 
advance of public money, shall be executed by oi' umhu’ the directions 
of the Commissioners of Public Works — that all moneys to be issued 
for the purpose shall be issued to them, and thereupon clnurgcd to the 
proper County, as issues to them for Works undertaken by order of 
the Lord Lieutenant now arc, and that they shall he in like mamier 
accountable for the amount. 

That whenever an advance is made by way of loan upon the application 
of a County, it shall be made on foot of a pre-oxisting Grand Juiy 
Presentment, whicli shall specify tlio instalments by which it is to be 
repaid, and the rate of interest, if any, that is to he paid thereupon; 
but that no instalment shall be levied upon such I’rcsontment, save by 
virtue of a Treasury Wan'aiit to be issued after the first advance shall 
have been made thereupon, in the way we shall subsequently mention. 

That all moneys payable to the Exchequer shall be raised from half year 
to^ half year by the Finance Committee of each County, pursuant to 
Warrants to be addressed to them, for the purpose by the Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury — that the accounts between the public 
and each County shall be made up to the 31st of March, and the 30th 
of September, in each year — that the moneys due to the public to the 
.. 31st of March shall be included in the May iWe, and those due to the 
30th o{ September in the November rate— that each Wan*ant shall 
state in the body of it, the sum in Gross to be raised by virtue thereof 
— that there shall be given in a schedule to be annexed thereto, the 
particular items of which the gross sum is composed — and if it include 
interest, that each sum included for interest, and the amount of eacli 
particular balance, or advance upon which such interest is claimed, and 
the periods from and to which it is calculated, shall be 'distinctly set 
forth.

We have scon I-*rcscutmciits on the books of different Counties for purposes 
not warranted liy the Grand Jury Act, or by any previous enactment saved by 
it, or by any subsequent statute either. Such Presentments sue not only objec- 
tionable as contrary to J^avv, but are most diuigorous as tending- to vitiate any 
warrant of the 'J’reasuj-cr in which they may be included, and to justify general 
resistance to it. 'Co guard against a repetition of them we recommend — 

That the several MIsccdlaneous Purposes for which Grand Juries shall 
in future ho authorised tti ]n’eseut, shall he authorized by one 
general enactment, with a Schedule thereto annexed, in which the 
purposes for which it sliall be made lawful to present shall be set 
forth seriatim, item by item, and numbered consecutively according 
to the Form Jiiarked A. which we give in the Appendix; that all 
purposes for which Presentments may be made, other than the making 
or repairing of Roads or other W orlcs, and the payment of County 
Officers shiill he deemed Miscellaneous Purposes, and shall be set forth 
in the Schedule accordingly. 

That before the Summer Assizes in each year, the Secretary of each 
Grand Jury sliall, under tlu; directions of the Finance Committee 
of the t'ounty, make, and sign an Estimate of all sums that may be 
r(!(|uircd in the year commencing the First of May ensuing, for 
Miscellaneous Purposes, setting them forth item by item, according 
to tlu; Form marked B, which wo give in the Appendix, that he 
shall not insert therein any item that is not in the Schedule already 
rofnrrtMl to, and that he sliall annex to each item the number of the 
corre.spoiiding item in the Schedule. That the Estimate so made 
shall bo laid Ixitbrc the Gi-and Jury, and that if they do not object 
tlicrcto. tlu 7 shii.ll make a Presentment for the amount, annexing 
the Estiniiite to the Presentment, and referring thereto; that if they 
objo<-.t to iiiiy item or items therein, the objection shall be submitted 
to tlui J udge, who shall midee sucli order thereupon as he may think 
ncec.ssary, jiml that the item or items objected to shall be retained, 
or shall be nlbn-ed or excluded altogether as lie shall direct. 

That before iiiiy Prosontmciit foi- Miscellaneous Purposes shall be 
fiated by the Judgi;, the 1 ’resentment, and the Estimate to which 
it refei-s, slnill be compared, item by item, in open Court in his 
prosencxi by bis Rx^gistrar ;ind the Secretai*y of tlio Grand Jury— 
the Soci’ctiiry )*eading aloud the Presentment and Estimate, and the 
Ri^gi.striir having before liiin the Enactment and Schedule, and 
corrc(!ting liiin if necessary therefrom ; that the hiat shall be written 
and signe<l by tbo Judgt' at foot of the listimatc. 

That if it shall appear tliat any item is included in the Estiniate which 
is not included in the Schcidxdo, the Judge shall disallow it and shall 
impose such line as he may think proper, not being less than £50, 
upon the Secretary of the Grand Jury, for having introduced it; and 
that it shall also be lawful for the Judge to order that such Secretary 
be dismissed from his office. 

That the Warrant issued to each Collector by the Finance Committee 
shall be conclusive, as to the right of the Collector to levy the amount, 
and that the Declai-ation of the Road Wardens shall also be conclusive, 
as to the Rate in the pound at which the sum applotted upon each 
Townland, shall be collected from the Occupiers of the several tene- 
ments which it may comprise. 

With respect to repairs which may be from time to time required for Works 
other than Roads, such as County Bridges, Buildings, Walls, &c., we thm the 
Finance Committee should bo authorized to include in their annual Estimate any 
sums that they think may he required for these purposes, and to malce advices as 
occasion may require ; and that they should also be authorized to cause advances 
to be made on Magistrates’ Orders for any temporary work that in^ he required

We also think the Finance Committee should inelucle m their luinual Estimate 
for Miscellaneous Purposes, such sum as they think may ho required witliin 
the ensuing year, to discharge orders of the Assizes or Quarter Sessions for 
Prosecutors’ expenses, and that they should be authorized, from time to time, to 
malce advances to the Clerks of the Peace for enabling them to pay poor people 
at once who may have to attend as Prosecutors or Witnesses at Assizes or 
Quarter Sessions in Crown cases, and who may be ordered tlieir expenses by the 
Court. 

We therefore recommend — 

That provision shall he made for authorizing the advances aforesaid, 
in the way we have suggested. 

We have reason to believe that the chai-ge for Printing, which will be one of 
the Miscellaneous Purposes still to be provided for by Presentment, might be 
reduced, taking the whole of Ireland into consideration, by at least one-half, if 
persons willing £o Contract for the work of each County were called upon 
by public notice to send in Tenders for it, and the lowest were accepted ; but 
such notice should be transmitted in particular to the Printer of Her Majesty’s 
Stationei 7 Office, Dublin. 

We therefore recommend — That provision shall be made to this effect. 

We further think that the charge for Militia Stores, which is one of the 
Miscellaneous Purposes for which Presentments are now made, may be extin- 
guished altogether, by having any Militia Arms or Accoutrements that there 
may be in any County, delivered over, as in. general they have been, to the 
Ordnance Depai-tmeiit. 

We therefore recommend — That provision shall be made to this effect also. 



Constahvkivy Force. 

The amount of the Constabulary Establishment fixed by Law, for each County, 
is now regulated by the number of Baronies therein ; hence some small Counties 
which have many Baronies, have a greater Force than lai*ger ones, where the 
Baronies are fewer. 

We therefore recommend — 

That the Constabulary Act shall be revised in this respect, and that an 
equal distribution of the Force, according to the circumstances of each 
County, shall take place. 

We have further to observe that the Establishment for each County may be 
increased ad liUtim, by the Lord Lieutenant, upon the application of the County 
Magistrates, and that such increase may thenceforth be kept up permanently 
and become a standing charge, partly upon the County and partly upon the 
Consolidated Fund, without any special vote of Parliament. Wo think this 
contrary to the general spirit of the Constitution, and we recommend — 

That if hereafter the Constabulary Force of any County shall be raised 
above the EstaMishnent fixed by Law, the charge for such augmentation, 
so long as it shall continue, shall be annually brought before Parliament, 
and that the sum necessaiy for its support shall be voted as the Annual 
Supplies for other purposes now are ; each County continuing liable to 
the payment of its portion thereof as at present. 

The collection of Fines imposed, and the amount of Recognizances forfeited 
in each County, is now committed to the Officers of the Constabulary, and 
the moneys coUected ought, we think, to go in all cases, as they do in the 
City of Dublin, towards the payment of the Force, upon which the duty of 
the collection is cast. From Accounts which we have seen, we calculate that 
about £12,000 a-year might thus be made available for the reduction of the 
charge which the Counties now bear for the Constabulary, and we recommend 
— That provision shall be made accordingly. 
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Losses by Malicious Injuries. 

Compensation for Losses sustained by Malicious Injury may now be obtained 
])v Presentment, but we do not thiiilc that the inquiry which can in any such 
case be had, upon an application for a Presentment, can ever prove so satisfac- 
tory as one had upon a proceeding in open Court before a Judge. 

We therefore recommend — 

That all Applications for compensation for Malicious Injuiy sustained in 
any County, shall bo made by Petition to the Judge, who shall preside 
in the Crown Court at each Assizes ; that lie shall inquire into the 
matter thereof by a J ury, and shall malce an order upon their verdict 
for the amount of such damages, if any, as they shall award to be paid 
by the County. But as wo think that persons of substance should 
protect themselves from loss by fire through Insurance, we recommend 
that no greater sum than £50 shall be chargeable upon any County 
in respect of any loss which any private individual shall sustain by fire. 
We also recommend, that the amount of all compensations which shall 
have been awarded for Malicious Injuries, shall be included in the next 
Rate to be imposed by the Finance Committee. 



County of Lublin. 

' We see no reason why the County of Dublin should be left without Present- 
ment Sessions, or why the Grand Jury of it should be authorized to make 
Presentments for Roads or Works to such persons and at such cost to the 
Public as they may think proper. The practice is certainly a bad one, for several 
Roads of the County are in a most discreditable state. We therefore recom- 
mend — 

That tho County of Dublin shall be placed upon the same footing with 
respect to Presentment Sessions, Tenders and Contracts, and Fiscal 
Presentments of evciy description, as the other Counties of Ireland. 



City of Lublin. 

Presentments for the City of Dublin arc made both by the Quarter Sessions 

Grand Juries and the Term Grand Juries._ c,;, 

The Presentments amounted altogether m 1837, to £38,919 12s. 2d. , m 1838, 
to £40,618 8.V. 5d . ; and in 1839, to £45,285 8s. Sd. 

In 1840, the increasing lunount of the charge attracted much public attention. 
Rate-payers attended the Sittings of the Grand .Times before the 
Michaebnas Tenns, and objected to several items for which Presentments were 
soucht. Their opposition was successful, and important retrenchments ensued. 

The following Table shows the sums pre.scnted in the years 
Michaelmas Term, 1839, and Michaelmas Term, 1840, according to the Returns 
from the Xreiisuicr which have been laid before Parhament ; on 
ever, to the Presentments of 1840, we have found some errors in the Return tor 
that year, which we have noticed under the head of Observations.

We think notwithstanding that the charge upon the City may be reduced much ^

The Presentments for 1840 included one for the Sheriffs’ Prison, and one for 
the City Marslialsoa, and we are informed that the Prisoners in both might all, and 
a greater number if necessary, be provided for, without inconvenience, in the 
Four Courts’ Marshalsc^a, which is a Ih'ison very much commended, while the 
Sheriffs’ Prison and the Chty Mavshalsea are the contrary. 

We therefore tliinic tliat tlic Sheriffs’ Prison and the City Marshalsea should Dublin sheriffs’ 
be abolished, that all Prisoners for debt should be committed to the Four Courts’ Marshafsea 
Marshalsea, (which is a l‘rison for Debtors only,) and that the ^Marshal should aboiLhed. 
be made responsible for tliem. 

If tliis were done, the expenses of the three Criminal Prisons already noticed, 
would be the only Prison expenses to be provided for by the City, and we give 
in the following 'J'able the sums which we think would be required for the pur- 
pose. They amount altogether to £8,810 I 5 . ; whereas the Presentments for 
Prison expenses in 1840 amounted to £18,271 8s. 5c?.

We have in the next place to notice the other purposes for wMch Present- 
ments were made in 1840. 

And Ji^stas to Itoa(ls.-—WG think all Public Roads or Works for which the »nWm City Road*. 
City Term Grand Jury may now present, should be made and kept in repair by 
whatever Board or Body may have charge of the Public Streets; and that the 
Grand Jury should no longer present for them. 
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As to the Public Charitios . — We think that all levies which may be proper for 
the support of any of the Institutions for the relief of the Sick Poor of Dublin, 
should take place under the directions of the Poor Law Authorities, and be 
included in the Poor Rate, whereby the Grand Jury would 1)G relieved from the 
duty of presenting for Public Charities, as well as from presenting for the nialcing 
or repairing of Roads. 

As to PTesentnmits for Court or Sessions’ House erection w repair . — Those 
amounted in 1 840 to only £28 Qs . ; and the duty of keeping the Court-House 
and the Prisons in repair should, we think, be committed to the Corporation 
of Dublin. 

As to the eupenses of Witnesses . — We think these should be p'rovided for by 
the Police Authorities, and be included in the Police Rate. 

With respect to repaymoitsto Government, includimf aU Advances fy}' Prisons, 
we have recommended, as to Counties, tliat these, as the Grand Juries are 
allowed no discretion respecting them, should be included, without any Pre- 
sentment ill the County Rate, by the Finance Committee, and we think in Dublin 
they may he provided for without the intervention of the Grand Jury, and with 
a considerable saving of expense, by an arrangement which we shall subsequently 
submit tor consideration. 

As to the Presentments for Salaries and Fees to Officers, and for MisccUa 7 ieous 
puiposes . — The Presentments for Salaries and Fees to Officers are set down 
in the foregoing Return as having amounted to £2,000 Hi-. M . ; and the 
Miscellaneous Presentments as having amounted to £7,449 1-?. Qd . ; but the 
Presentments for Salaries and Fees to Officers instead of having amounted to 
only £2,060 ID. 4d., amounted, as we have already observed, and as we show in 
the followiug Tables to £7,720 10^. 9c/., and the F’resentments for Miscellaneous 
Purposes to only £1,196 IG*’. 7c/.

It appears to us that the Salaries for Officers and all Misceli^eous Pui-poses 
may be provided for by the arrangement we have to propose, without the inter- 
vention either of the Sessions or Term Grand Jury. This bemg done, the btatt 
of the Grand Jury for fiscal purposes, might be dispensed with ; and we tBinR 
the necessary Staff for the criminal business of tbe Commissmns ot Oyer and 
Terminer, and of the Quarter Sessions, ought not to cost the City more than a 
bout £1060 a-year, as shown in the subjoined Estimate, No. 2.* 

As to the duties of the iTispectors of WeighU and jl/dosMm,— these shoffid, we 
thinlc, be committed to the Police— as we have proposed that in the Counties 
they should be to the Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors of the Constabulary. 

With respect to the duties of Cm'on&t's as to these should, we thinK., 

be committed to the Divisional Police Magistrates.

The jimiigement which avg contemplate for relieving the Grand Jury from its 
fiscal functions altogether, tvould affect ttvo Boards under Avhich ta.xcs to a consi- 
derable amount arc now levied, miinoly, “ the Paving Board,” and “ the Board of 
Wide Streets.” 

The Paving Board consists of three Comm!s.siouer.s appointed by tbc Lord 
Lieutenant, and its receipts for the year ending the 5th ot Jamiary, 1841, 
amounted to £42,352 3v. 3f/. 

The Board of Wide Streets is composed of the Lord Mayor ol Dublin, the 
Members for the County and City of Dublin, and twenty persons named by the 
Lord Lieutenant.' 

The Wide Street Rate is levied by virtue of GrandJury I’lvsontincnts, but 
the amount is paid, not to the Grand Jury Treasurer, but to tlio Wide Street 
Board direct. Therefore, it is not included in any of the Treasurer's Jlctuvns. 
The Rate for 1S3G was £7,471 17.v. wl. \ for 1837, .£7,23.') 19-v. ID/. ; for 1838, 
£7,691 14.V. 7d . : for 1839, £7,949 4v. 3r/.; lbr_1840, £8,105 lG.v. 7<L 

The Wide Street Commissioners are also in the receipt of Gi-ound Rents to 
the amount of £GC9 13*-. a-year, and they have Property in difieremt parts of the 
City, valued at £137 lOv. per annum. 

The Law Expenses of, the Conimissioner.s from 1830 to 1840 inclusive, 
amounted to £4,447 lO.v. Id. exclusive of the sums paid to Valuation Juries, and 
their payments for Salaries and Office Rent during the same period amounted 
to £2,39G 3.«. 9c/. 

'Although the Wide Street Rate is collected by the Collcctor.s of the Grand 
Jury Rate with it, and although they are allowed fur the collection of the Grand 
Jury Rate only 9r/. in the pound, yet they are allowed for the collcetiou of the 
Wide Street Rate h. in the pound ; and this too, although the Paving and 
Lighting Rate is collected for Or/. 

We have further to observe, that the Collectors rcturned’us duo by In.solvents, 
in 1836,. £1,535 13i’. 7r/. ; in 1837, £1,250 17,v. 5r/. ; iii 1838, £1,443 17.v. ; in 
1839, £1,230 8.s\ 2d-.f „ 

"With respect to the Returns as to - Insolvents, -avc sec the fidloudiig State- 
ment dh the Report of the Corporation Enquily Conimi.s.sioiicrs as to /)iil)lm. 
(AppendU\ pof/a 13.,) : — “ The Commissioncr.s of Wide Strc!ct.s luiving obtained 
Abstracts of the Accounts of the Collectors of the Wido Street 3’a..v, showing 
the An’ears, both solvent and insolvent, and Hotiirus of tlio Collectors of 
the Watch Tax, distinguishing also the Solvent anil- Insolvent Ai'roars, have 
found, thaj; the Arrears of the Wide Street Tax, returned as Insolvent, 
bear a much larger proportion to the sums levied under that Tmx, than 
the Arrears of Watch Tax to the sums levied for the same period, though 
the Act imposes the Wide Street Tax upon the same houses, and directs the 
Collection to be in the proportion, of l.v. in the pound on the value as assessed 
for the Watch Tax. The Commissioners- cpmplaiii that there is no investigation 
of the Collectors’ Returns , of Insolvent .-Arrears ; „but th.at the ColIcctoi.-s, having 
made oath of the correctness of their Returns, the Arrears appearing upon them 
as Insolvent;: are struck out of the Collection without further inquiry, and not 
afterwards. claimed. They state' also, thaHhe Collectors have been accustomed 
to include in-their'-Returns of Insolvents’ Arrears the 'amount of the Assessments 
upon certain houses, whose Owners .are frequently Solvent, but .who consider 
themselves exempted, 'and are so'adihitted by the Collectors, as holding certain 
City and Faroelhal Offices, and, ^ such, not liable to the payment of the Tax ; 
and they state that there is no examination of the Lists, or of the Collection, 
which continue to be made', year after year, by the same persons whose affidavits 
are taken as conclusive and satisfactory, without any check or investigation, 
though the Commissioners have riiade complaints on the subject to the City 
Grand Jury.” 

The Paving Board are authorized as well as the. Wide Street Board, to'have 
Streets widened as may be necessary or desirable . for the improvement of the 
City ; but the Paving Board are not authorized, and tlle-'Wide Street Board are, 
to aorrozdJ money for the purpose. ' ■ '

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We think the fiscal powers of the Grand Juries of the City and of the Boards 
we have mentioned, should bo transtciTed, (subject hozvever to a controlling power 
fohe vested in the Lord Lieutenant in Council,) either to the Corporation of Dublin, 
so that it should bo enabled to perform tlie same duties a.s belong to similar 
bodies in England, or to a fiscal Boai-d for the City, to consist of the Lord Mayor, 
the Recorder, the Chairman of each of tire two Boards of Guardians of the Poor 
for the City, and of three Commissioners to be named by the Lord Lieutenant. 

We therefore recommend — 

That tlio fiscal powers which now belong to the City Grand Juries, and 
also the powers and duties of the Paving Boar^ and the Board of 
Wide Streets, shall, subject to such regulations as may he deemed 
expedient, bo transferred either to the Corporation, or to a genei'al 
fiscal iioard for the City, to be constituted as we have suggested, except 
the powers of G rand Juries with respect to Charities, which we recom- 
mend shall be committed to the Poor Law Authorities. 

We further recommend — 

That the Officers requisite for the Commissions of Oyer and Terminer Alterations as to 
and the Quarter Sessions, as specified in Estimate No. 2, shall be paid 
by the Corporation — and that the offices of the several other Officers, 
to whom Presentments have heretofore been made, shall be abolished. 

That Witnesses in Crown Cases shall receive their expenses from the Witnesses, &c. 
Police — such expenses to be included in the Police Rate. 

That the dxitics of the Inspectors of Weights and Measures shall be com- inspection of 
mitted to the proper Officers of the Police. 

That the duties of the Coroners of the City as to Inquests on deceased coroners’ duties, 
pcr.sons shall be committed to the Divisional Police Magistrates. 

That if a Board shall be established, it shall not be authorized to levy Levy of Rates, 
any Rato, or raise money by loan, without first obtaining the sanction 
of the Ijord Lioutenant in Council for it.

According to the recommciuLitions which wo have now offered, the power of 
each^ Grand Jury, (except Dublin City,) to present for the making or keeping in Jokers of Grand 
repair of Public jtoads or Works — for the Salaries of County Officers — and for Finance Committee, 
Miscellaneous Purposes — would continue; but the Grand Jury would be relieved 
from the necessity of making Ih'cscntmcnts for Cluudties, as these would be trans- 
ferred to the i^oor Law Authorities ; or for imperative demands, as the duty of 
imposing and levying the necessary ILites lor these would be transferred to the 
Finance Committee. The task of dischai’ging Queries on Presentments- — of making 
the necessary orders for payment thereupon — and of examining such Accounts as 
it may be necessary to investigate for the purpose — business that should be dis- 
posed of with a degree of minute care, attention, and deliberation, which it is 
scarcely possible for a Grand Jury to give to it — would also be committed to the 
Finance Committee. Tlie Committee, too, would be at all times in existence, 
and authorized to act, from time to time, on behalf of the County ; whereas the 
powers of each Grand Jury at preseiit commence and end with the Assizes for 
which they are empannclled ; there is no Committee or Body authorized to act 
for the County between one Assizes and the other ; and the want of one not orily 
causes much inconvenience, but as to pai’ties who have demands upon the 
County, subjects them to serious hardship.

estimate tlie reduction of charge which 'W'ould ensue, at less than 1 0 per cent. 
Therefore, as the Presentments for Repairs in 1840, amounted to £347,414 
4^rf., a saving would thus be effected, according to the expenditure in 1840 of 
about £34,741 a-year. 

With respect to Prisons, it may be thought that two Inspeetors-Genoral would 
not be able to perform the whole of the duties we have pointed out for them. 
We therefore beg leave to suggest for consideration, whether it may not be 
better to have one Inspector-General with two Assistants than to have two 

Principals. Upon the energy, intelligence and vigilance of these Officers upon 

their resolution to check abuse — and upon their zeal in promoting a sound 
system of economy and discipline — the improvements we look for in the Prison 
System must, in a very great degree, depend. 

We beg leave to add that in the Estimate which we liave given for Prison 
Expenses, we have not taken into account the profits which may be made by the 
labour of the Prisoners, and which ought to go very considerably towards defray- 
ing the charge for their support. — If then, the Estimate should in any instance 
prove too low, exclusive of the profits from the Prisoners’ Labour, we are satisfied 
that these profits, under proper management, would more than malce good the 
deficiency; and therefore that about £56,000 a-year, as we have already computed, 
ought to cover the expenses of the several County Prisons (exclusive of the City 
of Dublin), supposing them to contain the same number of Prisoners as they 
did in 1840, although the Presentments for the purpose in that year amouiitpfl 
to £95,156 10^. ^d. 



As to County Officers. — The annual salai'ies and emoluments of the County 
Officers, whose Offices we recommend should bo abolished, not including Counties 
of Cities and Towns, are as follows Clerks of the Crown ; salaries, £9,289, 
emoluments about £6,000 ; total for salaries and emoluments to Clerks of the 
Crown, £15,289. Treasurers ; salaries, £9,381, share of interest allowed to them 
upon Exchequer Bills, about £3,000; total for salaries and emolmnonts to 

Treasurers, £12,381. Salai'ies of Inspectors of Weights and Measures, £4,168. 

Total amount of salaries and emoluments, appertaining to the Offices which we 
think may be abolished, exclusive of the Office of Local Inspector of Prisons, 
£31,838. 

We do not include the salaries of the Local Inspectors of Prisons here, as 
they are included in the account we have already given of the existing Prison 
Expenses ; and the saving to be effected by the abolition of thorn is included in 
the amount of the reduction which we have stated under that head. 

If the Offices of Clerk of the Crown and County Treasurer should bo abolished, 
and the duties thereof be transferred to the Clerk of the Peace and Secretary of 
the Grand Jury, it would be necessary to increase the salaries of those Officers. 

Ito salaries of the Clerks of the Peace, exclusive of those of Counties of Cities 
and Towns, at present amount to £10,515, and the salaries of the Secretaries of 
Grand Junes to £o,461. Itmay perhaps be thought proper to increase the 
salaries of the Clerks of the Peace and the Secretaries of the Grand Juries, by 
about one-tliu-d of their present amount. If so, the addition would come to about 
£5,300 a-year, which, deducted from the salaries and emoluments of the Offices 
to be abolisned, wouid leave an annual saving of about £26,538. 

Barony Collectors is, as we have already stated, 
9d. m the pound, except in the Counties of Galway and Eoscommon. Should it 
be reduced to id. m the pound, an we think it may he, by having it collected, as 
we have recommended, with the Poor Rate, a saving would he effected upon a levy

With respect to the Counties of Cities and Towns ; the salaries payable to the 
Treasurers, Clerks of the Crown Clerks of the Peace, Seoretai-ies o/the Grand 
Juries, Shenffs, Judges Criers, Criers at Sessions, and Court-House Keepers of 
the several Counties of Cities and Towns, wluch we propose should be incorpo- 
rated with adjoining Counties, amount to £2,232. This, therefore, would be Jed 
by the consolidation we recommend. 
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The saving which would be effected by transferring the Militia Stores to the 
Ordnance, would amount to £1,540. We have suggested a saving under the head 
of PrintiiW, which would amount to about £5,000 a-year, and if the amount of 
the Fines and Forfeited Recognizances collected by the Constabulary of each 
County, when paid to the Paymaster of Civil Services, be carried to the credit of 
the County, in its account with the Treasury as to Constabulary Advances, instead 
of being frittered away by local appropriations at the Petty Sessions, a reduction 
of the Constabulary charge would, as we have stated, probably be effected to the 

amount of about £i 2, 000 a-yoar. uv 

As the amount of the Fines and Forfeited Recognizances m the City of Dublin 
is carried to the credit of the Police charge, the principle of the appropriation 
we recommend for the Counties is thus already in effect sanctioned and established 
by Law. 

The savings we have suggested in Dublin would, as we have already stated, 
amount we think, to upwards of LI 6,000 a-year, exclusive of those which might 
he effected by the consolidation or abolition of the Paving andWide Street Boards. 



Altogether tho annual reductions we have pointed out may he expected to 
amount to about £100,000— taking the year 1840 for a standard. Thij of course, 
can only he considered an approximation to fact, and any savings that may be 
effected by an abolition of offices, would be subject to claims for compensation ; 
but we have no doubt that reductions, direct and indirect, may be effected by the 
suggestions we have offered, to a very considerable amount, not only without 
prejudice, hut with advantage to tho public service. 



We are not insensible to the objections that may be made to several of our 
recommendations; but weighing the arguments for them agamst the 
we see to them— which is the only way of arriving at a srfe conclusion upon 
anv auestioii— it appears to us that the arguments in their favor decidedly pre- 
vZ aS thit they must, if carried into effect, essentially tend to “Economy 
and Order.”

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MINUTES OF EVIDENCE. 



2\xt Decemher, 1840. 

Alexander Montgomery, Esq., called in and examined. 

Has been for many years Secretary to tlie Grand Jury of tbe City of Dublin. The 
Ces is levied by parishes, according to the Police Valuation. Tire Treasurer is furnished 
by tbe Police Coiumissiouers with a copy of their valuation, from which he apportions the 
amount leviable from each parish ; ho sends a copy to the several Churchwardens, who 
have the amount laid on the parish, applotted on the householders. Thinks the Police 
Valuation fairer than the Poor Rate ; has heard complaints of the latter, that particular 
Rate-pavers got the value of their premises altered by the Valuator on private repre- 
sentations to *?iim. Each Rate-payer when called on by the Collector, can see from the 
certified Police Valuation of his pai'isli, (which the Collector carries about with him,) that no 
more Cess is demanded from him, than the proper amount. The present mode of certitying, 
levying, and collecting the Cess in the City, seems reasonable. The Police Rate is founded 
on ’Sherrard's Valuation, altered and amended. 

The Collectors arc appointed by the Grand Jury, and continue from Term to lorm, 
until removed. The Grand Jury Officers are a Secretary, Treasurer, Inspector of Accounts, 
and the Tax Collectors. The Clerk of the Crown is not paid by Presentment, since a salary 
was given to him out of the Consolidated Fund. _ 

The Insiiectors-Geucval of Prisons have entire control over all Gaols ^d Asylunm ; the 
Gaol staff is enormous. In executing public works, the Grand J m-y appoint a Committee as 
Commissioners, who advertise for Conti'acts; in repairing roads partly ui the City, and partly 
in the County, both Grand Juries act jointly. The mode of proceeding is, that affidavits 
are lodc^ed ivith the Treasurer by two persons sweariug to the soin which they think 
necessary to be presented, and instanc<s5 have occimred of the Grand Jury striking down 
to one-half the sum sworn to, and the same persons afterwards swearing, tliat the wtiolo 
repair was well done at the reduced amount. . „ 

All accoiuits of Gaol expenditure are examined by the Board of Superintendeuce. 

The Inspector of Accounts checks the returns of arrears made by the Tax Collectors, aud 
secs that the monies arc accounted for. He has nothing to do with the reasonableness ot the 
charges, Ms audit being merclv to see that there arc proper vouchers for each item, it sk- 
penee a quart for milk Was charged, the Inspector would pass it on a proper voucher as the 
prices are fixed by the Board o? Superintendence. The Inspector only passes what is spe- 
afically presented for; he assmnes that the validity of t^e eliai-ge, is dm^^ 

Presentment. IS’o book or account exists to show the funds and habihties of the City, noi ho 
it stands with Government as to advances of public money. And advices have been made 
by Government, without the knowledge of the Grand called .

— The i-cpair.s of roads are loukiil after hy tlio Overseers, and the 
erection of buildings by Coumiissionors. Tho Presentment is rounded mi an affidavit of, 
the probable expense; Contractors arc then advertised liU’, and tondei'S sent in on the 
Presentment. Mr. Soinplc the City Ai’cliitect gives in tlio affidavit and plans for buildings, 
and is paid 5 per cent, on the presented amount. 

Ahltrmmi Perrin Knows of no member of any City Board whatever, who is in any 

way interested in Contracts for works connected with such Board. Alderman Archer Ina 
publicly mixed up iny name with such practices, but I decidedly deny h.aviiig .any such 
coimexton, except that some building materials were purchased .at my gr.anitc quarry by 
one of the Contractors. And Mr. 'Butler did not do so, until he had gone round, and 
ascertained that my price was lower than any other. 

Ah'ennan Arrhf-r.~\ inquired of the several persons working at Grange Gorman, and 
Richmond Bi-idowcll, and fonnd that all the materials wore got from Alderman Perrin, 
a self-appuirited Commissioner to superintend the buildings ; some of the road Contractors 
also took their materials from Alderman Perrin, and Alderman Carolan complained to 
me, that for granite be took from Alderman Perrin, be no sooner got an order at the 
Bank I'rom the Treasurer on account of the Prcsontmoiit, but AUlernian Perrin’s servant 
was at his elbow in the Cash Office, for payment of the granite. \_The Commisdont-Ts 
here infiinrik-i/, lhaf titeif knd been appointed to consider all supijeslionx for the amtiulment of 
the present state of the Grand Jury LaiCf hut that no mailer of u personal nature could be 
entertaiued by them.'] 

Alderman Perrin. — Know.s of no instance of an accepteil tendoi' being allowed by the 
Grand Jury to be incve.ased, except in the case of Mr. Cockbuim, a respectable builder, 
whose tender showed cm the faoe it, a clerical error to a .small ainount, which he was 
allowed to rectify. Begs in conclusion to ohsorve, tliat the repairing of roads should bo 
entirely taken out of the hands of the Grand Jury, and put under tiio Board of Works, 
or some other competent authority, having an Engineer to look after them, and then the 
roads would be kept well. 

Ahiennan Archer Entirely concurs in Alderman Perrin's opinion, that the care of the 

roads should be taken from the Grand Jury, .and if they wore, the cost of repair would not 
be half of the present charge. But objects to .any Engineer or Architect being paid by 
a commission on the amount to be expended; he should have a fixed salary.

Henry Farren Darley, Esq. called in and examined. 

Is Treasurer of the Grand Jury to tho City of Dublin. H.as been very x-ecently elected, 
but the validity of his appointment is the subject of a suit in the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. The Cess in Dublin is got in by parochial Collectors, who account weekly for 
the money received by them, and at each Terra raake a return of Insolvent arrears. 
Complaints sometimes made, that from intimacy between the Occupiers and the Collectors, 
houses have been returned Insolvent, .and so escaped payment, which ought not to be so; 
it has been also stated, that houses were returned as Insolvent, whicli'^had re.aliy paid 
the Collector. Doe.s not think any thing of this kind can now occur, for the Collectors 
are not only changed from parish to parish, but the retmms of Insolvent houses are very 
strictly ex.ammcd into. W ould be a further' check, were these lists posted up on the 
Churcli or Chapel dooi's, or other conspicuous pkco.s in each parish, .as the resident Rate- 
payers would detect idl the iiTeguIarities. If a small additional per centage were allowed 
on the recovery of the Insolvent ai-reai’s, a portion of them might, pcriiaps, be got 
in, bat they are generally due out of the very poorest parts, or by premises that are 
locked up, or empty. 

Being very shortly in office, is unable to offer any opinion as to the appointment of 
a Permanent Body, to act between Presenting Terms for the Grand Jury ; but thinks 
that whatever would facilitate payments to Contractors after their work was finished, 
would _be a great improvement. IViU furnish the Commissioners with copies of the last 
parochial returns of Insolvent bouses.

Mr. Samuel Searanebe, called in and examined. 

AVas appointed Comity Surveyor of Meath, in 1834; served his time .as a Civil En- 
gineer, to Mr. Vignolcs, and practices a little for ]u'ivntc individuals. Has had no occa- 
sion to ask for leave of absence, and hohls no other office. Has only one Assistant, tu 
whom he trusts particular descriptions of ivork ; the repair of roads, lie leaves to Ihni 
eutirely, but the laying out of now i-oads and large works, or nuisoury, he inspects him- 
self. The As.sistant is confiued to three Baronies ; in the othei’ Bai'onics, he docs all 
himself. His Assistant is of a better class than usual, and to induce him to continue, lie 
gives him 10/. a-veav out of liis own pocket, in addition to the 50/. allowed by the 
County. At certain times of the year, from the end of Simimov Assizes to the beginning 
of October, he has little or nothing to do, but the Contractors must tlien begin theu- 
work, to account at the November Scssioii-s. The accounts passed at Sessions must after- 
wards pass the Grand Jury, although there is no advantage to pass a second time, and 
if the Contractor could be paid, when liis work wiis approved of at the Sessions, he 
could undertake the Coiitr.act for a loss sum. Tlio Meath Contractor.-; are usually poor 
men, who, while worlciug at the 00011 X 101 , have to borrow subsistence, at about 10 per 
cent. 

Driv’cs over new ivork, to see that it is well done. In Meath, the roads are kept in 
repair by three-year Contracts. Difficulties have been experienced in dealing with default- 
ing Couti-actors, ivhosc recogni 2 ancc,s have been estreated, as the Secretary of the Grand 
Jury could not swear to the liand-writing of the Sureties ; the only punishment, was stop- 
ping the Contract money. Tlieve is no proper provision in tlio pre.<cnt laiv, to enable 
County Surveyors to finish the repair of roads neglected by Contrnctoi's. 

The three Baronies in charge of the Assistant, amount to 50,000 Plantation Acres, 
and there are 350,000 in the whole County. Does not consider the times foi- holding the 
Sessions well fixed at present ; in the three worst months of the year (November, De- 
cember, and January,) there is no expenditure on the roads ; the Contractor gets the Sur- 
veyor’s Certificate in the beginning of November, and he is then safe, and pays no fiu'ther 
attention to the work. It would be better for tlie roads, were tlio presenting and account- 
ing Sessions at the time of the Spring Assizes. 

It would be an improvement, if the Contractor could get one-half his money on the 
Surveyor’s Certificate at the accounting, and the other half at the adjourned Sessions. 
Another fault in the present Law i.s, that sufficient time is not allowed to examine all the 
Applications for i-oads, for the Surveyor has only ten dav-s before the Sessions to go 
through the whole County, and decide on every case. Tlio Contracts arc all entered 
into at the Assizes; ten days notice required for new Presentments, c.xccpt as to repair 
Contracts. Tho present system of certifying the work may open a door for jobbing, but 
the state of tho main lines is known to many of the Grand Jury themselves, wliich must 
bo a cheek on tho Surveyor. The ci’oss roads are mamtained by what is called daminy 
Pre.seutments, the average highest price being 25. 9d. per perch. Is quite aware that there 
is frequently a private understanding among the bidders for a Contract, and a friendly oppo- 
sition among them. Such bidders are, in the country, called stalking-horses. Admits that 
the remedy woiJd be more effectual against Contractors, if they could bo summarily sued 
at Petty Sessions, and that the form of bidding or offer for the Contract, was signed 
by the proposed sureties, in presence of a Magistrate, tho Petty Sessions Clei’k, or a 
Constabulary Officer. 

Tho printing work of the County is done by Contract. The Secretary of the Grand 
Jury sells pruited forms to tho applicants for Contracts at so much each, and charges 
for filling up the forms. 

Ho has beeii frequently offered presents by Contractors, and they have been forced 
on liim at Tiim. He has been watched when coming out of Lis house, and country 
people would bring poulti-y to his servant, saying the fowl were sent up from the mar- 
ket by the master. Ho could never find out the particulai- Contractors who did tliis. 
On one occasion, _ on returning to his house, his servant pointed out to him a sheep that 
had been driven into his paddock by some Contractor, but he had it instantly turned out- 
again. He did not report this circumstance to the Sessions. . 

There are two Inspectors of Weights and Measures in the County, who go round, compai'- 
ing the shop-keepers’ weights and measures with the standard. 

Some defects in the existing law would be removed, if the Grand Jury had power to' 
contract for work, should aH the offers seat in, be considered too high, and this woul4

«ente(l for; and jnore time than ton days should bo given to the Surveyor to examine 
the Applications. The Contract sjsteiu works well in Meath ; the old cost of repair which 
used to be about 6s. a perch, is now from Is. 6d. to 2s. 

The laboui'crs employed by the Contractors, arc very often obliged to take their wages 
in provisiomi (charged much more tliaai tlie market price.) from a shop-kecpei* who gives 
n-eclit to the Contractor, and receives the Presentment, when it liecomes payable. Sees 
no obiectiou to have the Coutvactors’ iiccounts tinallv passed at Sessions. It was decided 
in Meath, that the Sin-veyor could not be compelied ];iy the Grand Jury to give ]ii,s 
Certificate for a road, anti the Treasurer would not pay the Presentment '^without such 
Certificate. Knows of attempts to fm-m new roads, which coidd be of no general pub- 
lic use, but lias lieard of no useful line being rejected by Grand Jury.

Majors fj'oodicard and Palmei\ Inspectors General of Prisons, called in and examined. aiajors tvoodward 

aufl Pfllraer. 

In their periodical inspection, do not cheek the Provision liooks in the Goals as to the 
quautities eutered. The gross expendituvo paid by the Grand Juries for the Goals was, last 
vcar.£10{),000, but .all Uut appeared in their return to Parliament was £72,000, ns no ac- 
counts were received from the Dublin Goals, and costly repairs on new buildings were not in- 
cluded by them. 

Major Palmer . — We volunteered the tabular inform.ation of expenses, which 1 admit is 
very loosely made up, but the object was to exhibit .such a comparison between one Gaol 
and' another, as might induce Boards of Superintendence, and Grand Juries, to lessen 
expense. I never examined Provision hooka with a view of discovering frauds. 

Major Woodicard . — Seeing the accounts and hooks apparently fair, and kept .according to 
the Schedule, never added up the items. Considers 4<i. per day a very economical price; in 
Queen’s County it is only Zd. In Don’y Gaol, a supper is given to the prisoners, who 
thereby daily receive a greater quantity of provisions than allowed W the Act, but 
believes some authority or opinion was obtained yem*s ago from the Com-t of Queen’s 
Bench. The cost of dieting priaoneis in Ireland was once three times greater than it is 
now, and it is in rcforciice to the former charges, that he reports the present numagement pf 
certain Gaols to bo economical, although there are other Gaols where the expense is still 
lower. The Bridewells arc left entirely to the Inspectors General of Prisons. Sometimes 
the market price falls below the Contract price, in consequence of which Contracts were 
given up at Waterford. It is our united opinion, however, that there is no fraud iu the 
Mcounts. The- mode followed by umny Grand Juries in looking after the Gaol accounts is 
very loose; sometimes it is done by themselves, sometimes delegated to a Committee, but 
there is not sufficient time minutely to scrutinize the charges. 

In payment of the Goal Officers’ saltu-ies, no proof of good conduct is called for ; nor 
do the Chaplains invariably sec the provisions. Several Boivrds of Superintendence get 
their medicines from the Apothecary’.s Hall, which is fir cheaper than aUowing a local Apo- 
thecary charge for every prescription. Admits that in some Goals, the Beguiations 
requiring Pass-books .are not attended to, and is quite satisfied that the Pass-hooks and 
Provision-books arc loosely kept, and not compared by Grand Juries. 

Major Palmer In mauy Go.als, there is no Pass-book. In others, an allowance of 2d. 

a-day is made to certain prisoners to clean out the wards, but I am clear, that it is illegal 
to present for any such charge.

Brooke Taylor Otiley, Esq., called iu and e.xamined. 

Is a Commissioner of the Board of Public Works._ Explmns the practice of advancmg 
money to the Counties to carry on works, repayable in a certain number ot yeju’s by instal- 
ments. By some Counties the loan is repaia in a less period than stipulated for, m conse- 
quence of over-payments on account of interest. Suppose £1000 lent to a CoMtj% repay- 
able in ten years, by ten yearly instalments, with interest at 6 per cent. 1 he Coimties 
alluded to, present the first year £50 for interest, with the tenth of the capital ; ^d they 
continue presenting £50 a-year for interest, although the £1000 is periodically reduced by 
£100 every year. These extra Presentments for interest arc carried to the credit of the 
loan, which by this means is paid off in seven or eight years mstead of ten. Admits that in 
this way too much is presented for, and that the Rate-payers are over assessed, and that per- 
sons becoming liable to rates in the ninth or tenth year of such a loan, escape alto- 

gether, the burden having been thi-own on thefr occupying predece^ors. AU advances are 
made in Exchequer Bills; which are at a discount m Ireland, the interest being lower than 
in England, and a longer term of payment for them. This loss falls upon the Counties, 
who must accept these depreciated Exchequer Bills, as if they wctc at par. 

No loan is granted fo? the making of a new road, imtil the Board sen^ down an 
Engineer, leho feports fnyonrablT on it. Knoys of t-»o lines of ro^ constmcled Wtween 
two towns in Cavan, where one was quite sufficient. One of these hues made by Present- 
ntent, and the other by Government grant. A County Surveyor lately recommended

the construction of a line, which, on the report of tho Board’s Enwincor, was disallowed. 
If tho Dublin stalf of tlic- Board was increased and moveable, no doubt the County 
Surveyors cmiM be done vvithinit. and the repairing of tlici'oacU loft with tho Assistants. 
Now lines t-oiild lu.t be entrusted to tlie Assistants. Wliei-e grants of money are made 
by Governmenr, the Board is bound to oxcifiitc the work. 

Gertaiu vr>..il- in tho County hL.yo are rcp.iired by tho Board under a special Act, 
whicii inako< the Prosentmout for repayment impei-ative. The c.xpcnse is accounted for 
to tho Audit Otfico. nov has llio County any powei’ to interfere, or to dispute the Pre- 
sentment. These l o.irls were Ibrmei'ly under charge of the Inland Navigation Bo.ard 
whose powers and duties were transfevred to the Board of '\\'orks. When an Engineer 
is sent down to inspect any proposed lino, for which a loan is asked, ho is paid by the 
County at the rate of a guinea a-day, and actual travelling expenses ; but this allowanco 
is deducted by the Booi’ct from tho Engineer's .salary, and cari-ied to the public credit.

3fr. Henry Stohex, called in and examined. 

Appointed County Savvoynr of Kerry in 1S.14; served an apprenticeship to Mr. M‘Kenna; 
has two AssistantswhoavoprincipaUy employed in attendingtotUebusinessdonoby Contractors. 
In some, but only a few instance^, luis actLal on the information of bis Assistants ; would act 
on their information as to roads if favourable, but not otherwise. In his report to the Grand 
Jury, ho states the eases wlicn ho acts on the information of the Assistants; occasionally tikes 
land surveying, used to take a great deal uf that business. Has not boon more than four months 
out of the County .since his appointment, nor more than one month at a time. Is sometiines 
employed to prc[>are Maps or Plaus .and make Surveys, by pci-sous intending to apply lor 
Presentments, and is paid by the party. Does not think the Grand Jury has a right to 
direct him to iiriko Maps or Phins unless when tho Applications have been already passed 
by the llo.itl Sessions. Before ti & 7, Wm. IV., the Surveyor was bound to do so by 
desire of the Road Session'^, but he is not so reipiirod by the last Act, which requires 
a Map to be laid before the Se.><ions hytlie person applying for a Presentment. Charges 
lor Survey and hlap at the rate of two and a half guiuens per mile. Is in general em- 
ployed by the applieanU tonuikc the i\i;ip, r.iid vceoilivts but one case in which he was 
uot. The Kerry roads arc generally kept in repair by Contract at about nine pence a 
perch ; does uot think furnpiRes clesir.ible. Nearly A8U,0l)0 laid out witliiii a few years on 
ro-vds in Kerry : A37.000 in loans from the Board of Works, and «i like sum of grants and 
subscriptions for new ror.ds, of which sum £7Ut)0 was borrowed since hi.s aiipuintment. The 
great majority of tho new roads are now tinishod. A great evil in the o.xisting law is, 
that the lowest otfer must be taken, which is vev_v disadvantageous, for persons bid 
Bometimes from bad motives. Like in all Institutions and departments, a discretion 
should be given, not necessarily to take the lowest offer ; but to prevent lavoui’itistn, on 
the other hand, a limit should be fixed. Tho insmiiig of prompt payment to the Con- 
tractor.s would Ijo a most salutary auicudmcut of the law. Oontract.s ai’c at present made 
twice a-ycar, and tlieir execution is put off to the last moment fiom want of money to carry 
on the work. A saving of 10 or lo per cent, could be made, if the Contractors could 
be paid in proporiion as tlio work wont on : the labourers could also bo paid in money, and 
not iu provismns, but it js impossible to correct this system, .so long as tlio Contractors are 
kept out ot tucir money alter tho work is finished. A majority of tlie Contractors are small 
fixrmcrs. liaving sons and servants, who help them in the work, and who are paid by tickets 
on a shop-keeper. Sometimes a shop-keeper becomes tho Contractor, in order to make the 
labourers Ills customers, and very gcuorally the surety for a Coutractor is a shop-keeper, with 
the siuno view. Tho loss to the labourers in being paid iu provisions is great, I'rom bad 
weights and measures, Lcside.s the price charged, being on an average '15 per cent, above the 
m.mcef. About £5500 a-yeav expended in repairing roads in Ken'y, in which County there 
are y^U miles ot road. T hey have incroased in the proportion of 5 to 9, while the expendi- 
liiro has diiuiuishcd. Tlie period Contracts were at first for 7, then for 3, but now are for 
5 years. 

W ould not like to leave the roads entirely to an Assistant, would give him the drudgery 
work, but £50 a-year can only bring out an iuferior class of men. Could no doubt leave te 
an Assishint the repair ot roads, and seeing it done. A fair salary for a class who co^d in- 
spect a line ot a day’s journey, say 10 miles round, would be £100 a-year. Roads not 
under Contract arc more troublesome to look after than the others ; frauds and endless tricks 
are committed in the laying down of materials, and people do as badly, and as little as they 
can. 1 he rock on which many Surveyors have split, is in strictly enforcing the road Cqn- 
^icts, which gets thcm_ into bad odour with a superior class who countenance tlie Contractors. 
The remedy in my opinion is, tliat the Sessions should have no control over the payment, 
but onl}- oyer the ordeiung of the work. Thinks all roads slioidd be kept in repair by tie 
Board of W orks, who execute the work nioro cheaply than the County Contractors; the 
average cost is 7i'f. a perch iu the Grant roads under the Board- Every lino of 12 or 16 
miles is^under an Overseer, with stewards or gangsmen, and the repair is som.etim.es done 
by day’s work, at other times by task work. Counties would get by this systcip tfieirwork 
done moro cheaply than at present, which is tho worst possible to the Contractors jyjcf 
Labourers, and tlie most c.xpousive to the Counties. The more a road is takeft Qf, ti.%..

The Road .Sessions arc schloin well atteiideu, iniless a Dispensary, 
or somethiug of local interest, i-s to be passed. The Ces.s-p.\ycTS do not attend so well as 
the Magistrate.s. 

Applications for Dispensaries arc chiefly got vip as situations foi* young Doctors. With 
competent Assistants, mure than one County, if not large, couM ho suporiutoadoil by the 
same Surveyor, say Kilkenny aurl Carlow, but Counties having many roads would recp'iirc a 
Surveyor, ami thinks that less than one Surveyor for each County v.-ould iiitrod.uce confu- 
sion, .ami interference at Road Sessions, where t!io .Surveyor must always attend ; ns to the 
Engineering duty, Iiowovcr, eanm.t say that tlie ehaigc of two Coiuitios would be too nnieli. 

The County' Sitrvoy’or should bo the servant of the Grand Jury. Douhts whether the Poor 
Law Guardians could .superintend the repmr of roads in the Union, for as .a Body, they nre 
not possessed of the pro 2 >crty'. general juibrmation, or standing in society, proper and ncces- 
sjiry for p.arties entrusted with such power. The elected Guardians would be good associ- 
ates with the Magisti’ates at Sessions, far better than the Rate-payers, it would onliirge the 
bench, and put on a superior clasi of pcr.sons to the present ; and a Pannel should be called 
for, and absentees lined. Magistrates Iming no property or residence in the Barony ol'teu 
attend, when a point is to he carried, and out-vote the residents. Thinks a Committee 
between Assizes would be very advantageous, to authorise prompt payment to Contractors, 
and payments to them tjuarterly, or in proportion as they progressed with tlieir Contracts, 

(certified by the Surveyor.) This 2 ’Gneipto is already acted upon in executing now lines 
of some extent, and secs no reason wliy it should not be c.vtended to repairing roads, 
costing a certain reasonable amount. Wlicn the repair is conJ 2 >!eted, the Contractor 
notices the Surveyor to inspect it as soon as possible, being an.xious to liave the work 
off his Iian^, and the long delay before the Contr-actor is afterwards paid, is very 
grievous,

Mr. Jcffrk-.i Kinyshy, called iu and 'examined. 

Had a letter from Lord Morpeth, intimating that a cnmiminication made by him to his 
Lordship, respecting the Grand .lury system, was vei'erred to this Commission. Thinks 
that Government advances should be repaid only' once a year, at Suniincv Assizes. H:s Coimtj’ 
Book had been adopted by Dublin and Tipperary, and ho was anxious to bring it ])articu- 
lariy before the Conimissiouers, that they miglit rocommeiui it to the Counties, and himself 
to Government. here rcynnsled for any svyffeMiiins In; hnl to ofer ai the several 

points circulated hy the Comims.nimer.’!, and in the order iu irhich they iren- — witness 

observed I see t'h.at I can do very little for you ; it would be quite imjiossible for me to 

answer in that manner, but I will send in written statements, which I heg may' be appended 
to the Report. Has beeufor five years engaged in drawing put the County books, with 
the sanction of Government, and is at present actually starving; and wrote to the Lord 
Lieutenant, soliciting some support. His County Book is not made to sell, like a literarj' 
work. In 1837 stated to the Chief Remembranrcr the favourable Rejiort on his Book made 
by the Dublin Society', and by' the Judges, and asked for some testimonial wliidi would en- 
title him to compensation Irora Government; but the Chief Remembrancer declined. Saw 
Colonel Yorice on the subjeetj but got nothing. Must admit that ho w.is very severe on 
the Marquis of Nonnanby, about the crimiu.al returns of Ii’eland, but he gave^ fair notice of 
what ho would do. Hopes the Commi-ssiouers will recommend a pension to him, or that the 
Grand Juries, bv a now Act of Pai’liament, may be authorised to present so much to him. 

The County boss, Poor Rate, aud ail other taxes should be collected by the s.amc person, 
and at one time, which would save much expense and .innoyaiico. In collecting 
taxes a varying per centage should be given, in order to encourage the levying of the 
smallest assessment. The Baronial Collectors send in to the Grand Jury lists of arrears, 
and their poundago is not paid until the arrears be accounted for. But the County accounts 
and books are at present all badly kept and framed. If the ready money system could be 

introduced, and that Contractors could receive advances on nccount during the progreM oi 
tbe work, it would be of great importance, for in nn agricultural country like Ireland fhcro 
is no ready money to be got at all times, and it would lo nn improvement of tlie Jaw if some 
authority were establislied to make such advances to cniTy on public woi^fe. The advanoea 
by Government should he paid off as soon as the Cess comes in, by which the 5 per cent, 
interest on the loan would be saved j and there Should be an early levy on every parish, m 
time to meet what may be called ready money purposes. All baknees in Bank, and vine is- 
oharged queries, would soon vanish under a new system of this kmd. mil semi in detailed 
SDSwers to the Comitrissioners, and trusts his claims will be considered and recommended, ^ 
he hM been at groat expense in printing his County Book, and calling pubhc attention to the 
^hode ef keeping the aceonnts.

Mt. Henry StoJu-s, called in aiul t\n*tlier examined. 

Thinks a control over the Road C-'ontractors should ho in the more resijcetablc class— tk 
Grand Jury, rather than in the Road Sessions. Each Session.^ must have at least oue 
gistrate, and the Sessions are held twice a-year. Secs no difficulty in paying the Contractor’ 
at Sessions on production of the Surveyor’s certificate, without waiting for the As.sizes • but 
quai-terly payment or advance by a Grand Jury Committee wouldbo still hotter. Thc'nowcr ^ 
pay should be m the better class, for they arc less corrupt. Believes there Jias been corruntion 
on the part of Surveyors, but there would be less fear of this before the Grand Jury than 
before an inferior body. The Grand Jury never rejected liis certificates, but Road s4sion- 
might do so from bad motives, for tiierc arc many men returned to the Road Sessions who 
would act so. An appeal from their vote to the ‘Grand Jury would euro this evil 
The County roads repaired l)v the Board of Work-s have more traffic on them' than the 
other roiul<, and in the average of seven pence a perch— the pay of the Orcr'^ccr.s is in 
rliidcd. but not that of the Superintendent. The country is full of old road stcwanls whn 
know the value of labour, and could keep the people at work. ’ 

Hears many complaints of the manner in which the Cess is charged in Kerry by town 
lands, ploughlands, and what is called yneeves, estimated by the number of head of cattle 
which a locality at one time was supposed able to suhsist. this is a most uneciiial ami -ir 
bitrary scale. * 

People who caimot read nr write, or speak English, are sometimes members of the Road 
be.ssions. Keeps a diary ofliis proceedings, and reports to the Grand Jury the seneral 
state ot the County roads. Resides at Tralee, which is very centrical, and the County is 
now entirely opened up. One man, at a yearly salary of 100/,, would not be sufficient to 
superintend the whole roads in the County. Never heard of a Surveyor asking from anv 
Arclutcct a shai'e of his fees tor superintending the erection of County ‘Buildings^ Has oh 
served a great increase of traffic, from opening new roads. Cabirciveeii has sprung up from 
a Jianilct to a mai-ket town, and great improvement is going on on all sides. Can*scc it in 
the houses now erecting by the farmers, and the women anil children are all better shod and 
clotiied than torraerly. If a public officer is not well paid, you cannot depend on his honesty. 

mUiam Sharman Crawford, Esq., called in tmd examined. 

Published, m 1831, a painplilet on the management of the business of the County Down 
In the present kw there is a deficiency of power to present for local roads in parishes; it 
w oulcl be a remedy were the parishes or districts concerned, allowed to assess themselves 
ihe County Surveyor shodd not be permitted to take prii-ate business. The system of the 
s urveyor mapping a new line of road is bad. The person moving for tlio road should be 
idlowcd his e.vpense m getting it surveyed, if the Acsentment passes. Appiives of the 
idea of Surveyors of a high order, to look after larger districts than Countiesfand an inferior

^\’■e classify the Gaols as to their o.xpcuse, in this way ; First chiss, average yeai^- cost of and Palmer, 
pack prisoner 13/. ; second class, 15/.; and third class, 18/. The Governor and Turnkeys 
are appointed by the High Sheriff'. We consider one Turnkey sufficient for 30 prisoners. 

There is no rule* laid down hy Law as to the salaries given to the Gaol Officers ; all is entirely 
laft to the will of the Grand Jury, who are themselves changed twice a-ycar, and may 
increase or cUminish the saliu-ics as often. -.it.** 

Sometimes we are referred to, before a Governor or Turnkeys are appointed, but not 
alwavs Two vacancies of Governors of Galway Gaol vcceutly took place, and were filled 
mi by the Under Sheriff, without reference to us. The Governorship of Gaols, has, it is 
well Icnown, been sometimes sold; but we think no pei-aon should ho appointed, who is not 
qualified to carry out the improved system^ of discipline. i , • ^ ^ j 

^ The Provision Book should show what is brought m, and also what is daily issued ; and 
the Board of Superintendence ought to auebt it. We cannot know whether there be frauds 
or not or whether more provisions are paid for tlian the number of pnsoners roqmred ; aU 
this should be seen after bv the Board and the Local Officers, but too many people are concerned 
in the matter. In the Dublin Gaols, the Officers arc allowed rations, for their Sidaries arc 
small- one prisoner’s ration for each ; the Governor also di'aws, and formerly he was daily 
allowed more than one man’s rations. Judge Perrin gives much attention to the manage- 
ment of those Gaols. There is a column in the Provision Book for Officers rations. Ibis 
practice commenced from an idea that Turnkeys could not go out to mm-ket for themselves, 
without an absence which might injm-e the dLSCiplme of the Gaol. Considers the rations 
wortli 10/ fuvear. A sufficient salary would ho far better tiian these rations. In the Gaols 
of Clare Down and Limerick, tliere are no Local Inspectors. A Medical Gentleman 
votantcere to do the duty iu Chu-e, aud the Goviraoi- is perfeetly suffieient m Dom.-Locul 
Inspectors nro not necessary, when there are good Gaol Offlceiu, Di. Gibson s s^i^y in 
Limeriek, is ISW. a-yoar, having been raised m cons^ueiice of the savings he effected m the 
mice of provisions.

Thinks some of the Oonnty Sm-veyora not equd to the Enpmoi- duties they have to 
norfoJm sSas ntoin? roads, Vidges, &c!

Et ides ce. Baronial Collectors at present receive nine-pence in the pound, and pay three-pence to their 

18M 1 & 41 . deputies, who do the work. Knows of no instance of a deputy charging more than authorized 

by his warrant. Tin) otlice of Baronkl Collector is quite useless. It is a great evil in the 
e-xistiiig system, that Contractors are not paid off as soon its their work is certified hy the 
Sm-veyor ; the loss t.) the public from increased charge to cover the delay, is at least 25 per 
cent. : the Contractor luvs to get credit in a provision shop, and the poor labourers must t^e 
their pay according to the truck system in goods and provisions. 

The Boards of Guardians who appoint a Collector for the Union might authorize the same 
person to collect the Cess, and the elected Guardians should be associated with the Magistrates 
at Sessions. By the present mode of electing Rate-payers as associates, by lot. many men 
quite incompetent for the duty are appointed. ' ‘ 

All _ Medical Institutions sliould be controlled by the Guardians. Fever Hospitals are 
most important Institutions, and they might be extended by adding a few wards to some 
centrical Dispensaries. Wlien a po<,ir man is attacked by Fever, and Las ]io Hospital to go 
to, his wife and children (all sleeping iu the same bed.), are also .speedily attacked, wliereas 
by removing him at once, the progress of the disease is chocked, the family is saved for months 
from destitution, and from coming on the Poor-rate.s. With tlie view of keepino' down these 
Rates, nothing i.s more itnportant than adeqvurtt Medical Relief, within tlie Union. 

lirand .Juries are a good deal in the hands of their Surveyor. None hut resident Gentlemen 
should be on the tirand Jury, and that is the principle of the Act. but it is defeated in practice 
Thinks a standing Coinunttee of the Gi'iuid Jury between Assizes would be a considerable 
iiuprovomont. Grand Juries are not now composed of the same class of men as formerly. 
The Grand .Jury should be only a Court of Appeal ; they .should not reject any Presentment 
passed at Sessions : iind tliijiks their i-ejcction should be traversed as well as a Presentment. 

WilUom Sharman Crawford, Esq., called in and furthei- examined. 

There is a great necessity foi* amending the Grand Jury Act, as to road nuisances. The 
Act specifies a number of things u-iiicli, if done, .subject the party to the summary jurisdiction 
of the Magistrate.s : but thevvording of the Act is defective, and in many eases, the Act can 
in conseqncnce bo violated w'itli impunity. Has heard complaints in the Grand Jury Room 
against tlie Surveyor for not completing the unfinished work of Road Contractors ; but it is 
another defect in the Act, that althougli the Surveyor is empowered to finish such Conti’acts 
there is no fund put at his disposal to carry them’ on. When the High Constable of the 
Barony sends notice to the Churchwardens of each parish, a meeting is called within 30 days, 
to applot the propoi-tion of Cess on e;ich Townland; but no funds are at the disposal of the 
Churchwardens to pay for tlie expense of the applotment. and the applotters ai-e paid by an 
extra assessment on each parish, which is contrary to Law, but there is no other way of 
remunerating them. The special Road Sessions liave not lialf time to do the business 
betore them, and there is no power of adjournment ; the accounts are therefore necessarily 
scrambled over by the Surveyor in a hui'vy, and he has supreme power, and mio-ht certainly 
revenge himselt on some Contractors. The passing of the accounts should not be on the 
&ame day with the presenting ; there should bo four Sessions, two for Presentments, and two 
tor Accounting. The Sessions is at present compelled to accept the lowest offer, and a roan 
who may have defrauded the public must get the Conti-act if his offei- is lowest. There is 
very httle competition in Comity Down; for the old road jobbers have an understanding with 
each other, and can exclude new bidders. A discretion however in rejecting the lowest offer 
might open a door to tavouritism, and would require some proper check. The Grand Jtut 
are authorized to prosecute^ defoiiltiiig Conti-actors : but no power is given to them of paying 
frie neces^ry expense. The duty of inspecting weights and measures could be done by the 
Police. The sum_ allowed by the Grand Jury Act for material dep6ts on roads is only one 
pound; but this is quite insufficient, and it should be at least doubled. The Surveyors’ 
Assistants have oOf. a-y ear, which does not pay their expenses, and they Iiaveiu consequence 
to toke some other employment. If a higher salary were allowed, the Assistants could give 
their whole time to the duty, and tewer of them would he required. 

If the Contract Road-repaii* system came into general effect, a good deal of Superintend- 
ence w-ould be saved, and some ot it might be done by the Police, who in our pai-t of Ireland 
T'hrS Contractors should be fined for not keeping water-

prisoners get the mixed diet. Potatoesare supplied by Contract at 05. pcrbaiTelof 24 stone, Jonvary, 1841. 

OT 'i^d. per stone, with some little ditference of price dui’ing the time the old potatoes are m,. AJexTvviison. 
scai’ce, and the comiug-iu of the new potat<;es. Meal is conti'acted for delivery in the Gaol 
at £10 a-ton; but the Lunatic Asylum pays £13, and the County Infirmary pays £10 15s. 

These two Institutions could get elieapcr Contracts than the Gaol, because they can pay the 
Contractors at once, while the Gaol has no money until the Assize.s. The kind of potatoes 
supplied to the Gaol are lumpers, which in the Queen’s County arc of a very good quality. 

One of the Board of Superintendence once proposed, that no lumpers should be used in any 
of the County Institutions, and a full Board was summoned, who decided that the lumper 
(n-own in the County, was of a superior quality to that in other places, and continued it. The 
land of the District is on a limestone bed. Lumpers ai’e rather scarce in Maryboro’ market, 
and it is tliis kind of potato that lie has seen iu the houses of acquaintances and i-espectable 
Gentlemen. He does not give as much milk to the prisoners as is given in some other 
Gaols because the change of measure from Imperial to Irish makes a difference ; and in some 
Gaols the Imperial pint is used, but in otliei-s the Irish measure is retained, being the 
quantity sanctioned by the Gaol Act. Prisoners in Mai'yboro’ Gaol occasionally get in 
their own provisions ; there are at present 1 0 such prisoners in custody. The prisoners are 
put to woric at different employments. The Gi'and Jury advanced £100 for the pui'chase 
of tools and materials, and a manufacturing account is kept and laid before the Grand Jury. 

The blanketing and clothing for the prisoners are all manufactured and made up in the Gaol. 

One Turnkey is sufficient for 30 prisoners, if they be kept in one yaa'd, but it is difficult to 
classify them. In Maryboro’ there ai-e 8 classes oi^ai’ds, and one Turnkey is required for 
each, without regard to the number of prisoners. These classes are prescribed by the Act. 

He visits the Bndewells, and is accountable for their management ; the keeper of each is of 
the class of a Turnkey. Hus 9 Turnkeys in Maryboro’ ; one at £40, two at £25, and the 
rest at £30 a-year. Each Turnkey teaches his owu class, aud thei'e are five classes of male 
and two of female prisoners. There are also two Turnkeys for Debtors, who do not teach. 

If his number of prisoners increased to 160, it would be no increase of his trouble, as he has 
a full establishment of Turnkeys already. Sees no reason why the Governor of one Gaol 
should be paid more than that of another. Has a Pass Book ana Provision Book j the Local 
Inspector compares the Pass Book with tire Provision Book, and initials the entries ; these 
Books are kid before tbe Board of Superintendence ; it is countersigned by the Chairman 
of the Board, andthi’eeoftheBoard swear to its accuracy before the Gi-and Jury. A Store 
Book accounting for the quantity of provisions delivered in, is also kept, and the Contractors 
are paid according to the quantities entered in the Store Book. The bread and milk is 
brought in daily, but a store is kept for meal and potatoes. The milk is given out to the 
prisoners as received from the Contractor, aud in the Contractor’s measure, without taking 
the cream off. An allowance of £20 is made to the Gaol Apothecary for attendance, the 
medicines being got from Dublin, As to the issue ot soap, about a couple of ounces per 
week is allowed for each prisoner, and given to the Tm-nkeys for their respedave classes ; 
somewhat more is allowed to tbe female ’Turnkeys, who have more washing to do, but each 
class washes its own shirts, and there is a fine imposed for wanton tearing of the shuds. 

The Local Inspector visits the Gaol twice every week, walks through the Gaol and yards, 
and asks if there be any complaints, or any articles wanted ; does not visit each cell, but he 
sees' all the prisoners. The charge for mediemes was enormous, when supplied by 
Apothecai'v The fuel used is a mixture of coal and turf ; sometimes coal is cheaper tiiaji turf, 
even when brought by the canal from Dublin. The old Turf Contract was very high, but 
he lent £70 himself, to break up the old system. The Contractoi-s have peat i^uence 
with the Gess-payers, and endeavoured to get his salary reduced, as he reduced their charges : 
but the Board of Superintendence supported him ; aud when the Cess-payers mdptood the 
matter, those who were against him changed their mmds, and apprped ot his conduct. 

Keeps a profit and loss account of the labour done in the Gaol; Weaving, Cabmet-makmg, 
and other trades are carried on by the prisoners, and the demand is greater t-^ian he could 
supply. The Lunatic Asylum required 30 pairs of blankets, which he was unable to pr^ 
vid^ Could hardly give an average of the daily profit of the labour, hut each prisoner gets 
one-third of his earnings. There is not constant emplovment for aU the prisoners. Has 



seen Glasgow Bridewell, where aU the prisoners work, and support the Institution; Maryboro 
conld also support itself, if ' we had the same facOities for matenals, and workmen, asm Glas- 
gow. The labour hours in Scotland and Ireland are different under their re^ective Gaol 



Acts. In Ireland, the work hom-s ai-e from 7 to 9 in the morning, and agam from 10 to 3, 
after which school opens, and there is no more work for the fay. There is no school in 
Glasgow Bridewell ; and if they do not work, their diet is stopped, and they are put m irons. 
Halt- an hour a-day is all the indulgence in Glasgow; there are 
prisoners are chiefly Weavers, and the manufactui-^s f matenals 
up, and there ai-e more calls for work in Glasgow Bridewell than cp 
keen’s County is an agricultural county, and out of every^ twen y prisoner , , , . 

one can be coi^ted a handicraft man ; tie others must be taught a trade or m

Mr. Alex. Wilson, the wholo day. The Scots’ Law could no do'ubt be introduced in Ireland, by changing the 
present Act. and giving power to the Privy Council to frame regulations on the subject; and 
thinks more stringent rules might be made in Ireland. Fie has a small stripe of ground 
within the walls, which he uses as a gai'den ; but he never allows the prisoners to work in it 
nor ought jnisoners to he employed in any work, except for the public benefit. The prU 
sonei-s clean out their own cells, and two men of each class keep their own wai*d clean • 
remuneration w.as proposed for this, hut I objected to it; the best conducted prisoners are 
selected for this duty. Considers the diet in Richmond Bridewell to bo illegal, for bi-oth 
with ox-heads, and also herring, arc served out to the prisoners, and three diets per cliv are 
given. Tried broth in Queen’s Coimty when milk could not bo got, and it was rather ohe.apcr; 
but the Maryboro’ prisoners preferred the pot.ato diet, although prisoners in any large Town 
would pcrliaps prefer bread. The Chaplain does not see the delivery of the provisions, it 
would be impossible any where for liim to do so ; but ho tastes the milk, sees the potatoes 
and asks the prisoners if they have any complaints. The Chaplain can rectify any complaint, 
as he is entitled to buy better provisioii.s at the expeuse of the Contractor. In Winter, tlie 
milk is sometimes complained of, which at that soa.son cannot he helped, hut the complaint is 
made known to the Board. Have different Contractors almost every year, for there is a 
sharp contest among them. Complaints are also brought from the Board, to the Grand Jury, 
against any of the Gaol Officers, but the Turnkeys are not called before the Grand Jury. 
I dismissed a Turnkey at once for being drunk, and reported it to the Local Inspector, and 
Board of Supcrintondenco. I am bound for their good conduct to the amount of £3,000. 
My appointment is by Law in tho High Sheriff, but I was chosen by a Committee of the 
Grand Jiu’j, of which Committee the Sheriff was a member.

Mr. Edward Russell. Efhoard Russell, Assistant Enginoci' to the Boardof Public Works, called in and examined. 

Was Superintendent of the central district of roads, having about 200 miles under his 
chai'go, I'unning through Galway, Limerick, and Clare. His Salai-y £150 a-ycar, without 
any other allowance for his district duty, but luad an extra allowance for new \\’’oi-ks executed 
under the Board. His present Salai’y, as Assistant Engineer to the Board, is £300 a-year, 
besides travelling expenses. There were nearly 100 miles of new roads eonsti-uoted imder 
his inspection ; the roads he luad iu charge were for the most part originally made by Mr. 
Killally in 1822 by Government Grants, or r.ather they wore for tho gi'eatc'v part old roads 
improved. In repairing mads the Board of Works does not confine itself merely to surface 
repair, hut by degrees completes the work left undone in the first instance, many of the 
roads being handed over to the Board in Clare and Galway were imperfect, merely gravelled, 
not substantially metalled. The Clare roads were the most expensive to put in order and 
maintjuu, from the inconvenience of materials, great traffic, and being defective in their 
origiiul construction; but the animal Cost for the entire was under Is. a perch. The repair 
of the County Galway roads, imder cliarge of tho Boai'd, is from Ad. to Id. a porch, and 
any expenditure over that sum was for perfecting the roads loft in a neglected state ; has 
often cumpared the cost of Roads repaired liy the Board and by Contraetor.s for the Grand 
Juries. The Board advertised for Contractors for the Clare Vo<ids, hut coidd not got a 
single proposal so low as the Board itself could do the work. The Board is supplied by 
conti-act with all material.?, aud get the work done cheaper than tlie Grand Jury can by their 
Contractors. Proposals for supplying these materials aa'O sent up fi-om the (Jounty to the 
Board, and the prices are cheeked by the Superintendent, who is resident and acquainted 
inth the locality and taeility of procui-iiig those materials, as well as the district value of 
labour. The materials arc laid on by day Labourers, under the direction of a gangsman. 
The difference in the cost of repaying the roads in charge of the Board, as compared with 
those under the Grand Jury, mainly arises— 1st fi-om the constant use of materials of good 
quality and supplied by contract, and paid for more promptly than the Grand Jm-ies can do 
2udly, the price is checked by a resident Ofiicer acquainted with the price of labour; 
3rdly, the labourers are better up to the work from being constantly employed not like exb'a 
hands, lured for a few days or weeks by the Grand Jury Contractors ; and the work is carried 
tlirough with greater briskness and economv. In some instances, however the Board’s 
i-oads may seem dearer than those kept up by the Counties, but that arises from making 
improvements, mamtaming, and frequently building gullets, bridges, and other masonry, wliich 
does not come fivhly under the head of maintenance, and for which the Grand Jury on their 
roads_ make a s^ai’ate Presentment. Eight pence a-day was the wages paid to labouring 
men in Clare, Galway, and Limerick; the gangsmen get Is. a-day, and they ai-e very 
capable men, being for some time in the Board’s employ, and' picked out for them skih and 
conduct from tho day laboui-ers. There was no compLunt of the smallness of the wages, it 
bemg the rate of the Country ; the men work from b to 6 in Summer, with interval,? of half 
an hour for breakfast andanhour at dinner. In Summer they lived on potatoes and butter- 
milk ; in Winter on potatoes only, with little exception. 
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He was for the most pavt of the yeav i-iding backward and forward on the Roads in his Evidekce. 
district. The Board would i\ot be likely to get Contractors to maintain their Roads at so — 

low a rate as Grand Juries, who only keep their Roads in merely a passable state, as the January istl. 

Board requires much more lueUiUing to be laid on, and gi'eater care to he taken of the Roads, Ed\vai7Russell 
Ho Irad Overseers under him for each 12 or 20 miles of Road, who received the materials ' “ ' 

from the Contractors, and kept the ckiily accounts of tlie khourers. These Ovei’seoi’s wore 
naid about 12s. a-week, and they gave general satisfaction to him. He would tine them for 
nefflect of duty, or if the case required it, ^rould I'oport them to the Board. Each Gangsuurn 
haS from three to four miles to look after. The new Roads constructed by the Board were 
kept in repair on an avei'.agc from id. to 7f/. a 2>erch. Cannot state positively the average 
cost of re^iaiving Grand Jury Roads, many of which should he maintained for a very small 
sura from being situate in a very remote district, and so very defective in their original 
construction as to preclude anytliing like a heavy or general traffic. It is to be observed, 
that the Roads generally repaii-ed by the Grand Jury Contractors wear down very fast, if 
not sharply looked after, and although the rate at which the Gonti-act is taken may appear 
low, yet, as it is frequently necessaa-y to gi'ant Presentments at the end of a few yeai-s for a 
general repair after the expiration of the contract, the expense of maintenance is therefore 
much more than appears by the rate per pei’ch at which Contractors can be obtained by tho 

Grand Jury. , m, , 

Many of the Roads taken up by the Board wore not substautnally made. The Derrybryan 
Road, in tho County of Galway, for instance, was merely formed and fenced with a very 
slight coat of bad gravel, but no broken stone as metalling ; this Road has been by degi-eea 
perfected and metalled throughout. Many other Roads were given up in a similar state, 
particularly in the Connemara di.striet, the entire of which have oecn improved. 

Tlic Board would now be likely to get Contractors at a reasonable sum to maintain these 
Road-s, from being so much improved. 

Tlierc may be with some an impression that the Board’s mode of maintaining Roads is 
more costly than that adopted by the Counties, which perhaps has aj'isen in some degi-eefrom 
the cost of repairing Post Roads ouanapplicationfrora the Post Officeauthorities, andimderthe 
ffircetioE of the Board. First, it is to be observed, that no application is made for a repaii- until the 
Road is very bad, in most cases ueaidy impassable, consequently a thorough repaii* under such 
cU'cumstane4 -will be more expensive than mere patch work, as generally adopted in 
maintenance only by the Grand Jury. Secondly, as tlie -work is one of immediate necessity, 
and the time for repairing the Road very limited, Contractors for materials may dem.and 
somewhat more than if afforded a longer period for its fulfflmeut ; and thmdly, as the work 
is carried on not by the Board’s own men, but by such hands as the Comity Suvveyor can 
obtain, as tbc X'opau* of tbo Post Roads must bo managed solely by him. although the money 
is advanced by the Board in the first histance, and afterwiu'ds chai-ged to the County. 

These repairs <arc invariably called for in a bad season. , r i i i 

lathe year 1839 the Board of Works contracted with the Inistecsof the Malahide 
Roads, in the vicinity of Dublin, to maintain those Roads for the annual sum of £1266, and 
from tho improvements made in their first yeav of raaintonance the Board reduced the annual 
smn to £1136, and saved a very considerable sum, he believes so much as i300 on this 
reduced estimate, which tho Board proposed to apply to improvements, although the average 
sum expended on those Roads under tho management of tlie Trustees for seven yem-s 
preceding was £1300. and it is ailmitted that the Roads were never kept in as good repair, 
to which, he has no doubt, the Tru.stecs would bear testimony. t. j j 

The MuUin<var Turnpilie Trustees gave up their Road to the Board m very bad order, 
and tbe Bom*d improved it ; but as the Trustees did not like to advance the sum which the 
Board judged necessm’y for the fepair of so main and leading a line duinng one very bad 
season (and which sum might afterwards he saved) the Boai’d gave tho Road back to the 
Trustees.

It is bought in small quantities in the market for the City Gaol, 
but ihe' County Gaol is supplied by fai-mers. Medicines in the County Gaol cost 26/. 3s. 
Id. for the past year, and 10/. 9s. 7d. for the City Gaol. ^ The simie Apothecary attends 
both Gaols, and is paid by Presentment. The Medical Officer is a check on the medicines 
furnished by the Apothecai’y, for no medicines ai-e given but by order of the Physician, and 
the Apothecary swears to the correctness of his account. No rations arc allowed in the 
Waterford Gaols to the Officers. Cannot explain why meal supplied to the Dungannon 
Bridewell is charged 18s. per cwt., and only 1 3s. per cwt. at Lismore Bridewell. 

There are 7 Tuimkeys, who are allowed to he appointed by the Governor. Only 7 wards 
or classes in the Gaol. Two fomer Governors were dismissed for neglect of duty, and a 
Tuj'nkey was transported for misconduct. The Matron is paid 30/. iv-year, and a Nurse- 
tender m the Hospital, 10/. The Clerk keeps the Committal Book and Journal, but has 
no hesitation in saying that the Gaols would be better without Clerks. 

Cannot tell on what principle the soap and candles used in the County Gaol are greater 
in proportion for the number of prisoners than in the City Gaol. The matter is left to the 
Governor’s discretion, who issues the articles through the Turnkeys. All prisoners in the 
County Gaol ai'e kept in prison dress, but not in the City Gaol until after conviction. In 
the County Gaol, the prisoners manufacture their own clothing, and also for the City Gaol. 
Cannot exactly explain the difference of 600/. between the annual account of expense appear- 
ing in the Inspector.s’-General Retm-n to Parliament, and in the Retuim of disehai’ged pay- 
ments for the Gaol, returned by the Grand Jury to Parliament : but both these Retui'ns are 
not made out on the same principle, and he is satisfied the difference must aa’ise from exten- 
sive i-epairs to the Gaol buildings, paid for by the Grand Jury, but which the Inspectors- 
General did not consider as an item to be charged in the cost of maintaining the prisoners 
for one year. Dean Lee is Chaplain to the County, and the Rev. Mi-. Sargent to the City 
Gaol. Rev. Mr. Fitzgerald is Roman Catholic Chaplain to the former, and Rev. Mr. 
Mori'issy to the latter. These Chaplains do not the whole duties i-equired by the Prison 
Act : it would be quite impracticable for them to do so, but they attend twice a-week, exclu- 
sive of Sundays. I attend three days evei-y week. The Chaplains see the provisions, and 
inquire il' they be any way objectionable. Is persuaded that the Chapbiius see all the pri- 
soners of their own denomination, and they ai-e extremely attentive in giving general religions 
instruction to the prisoners. The Protestant Chaplains do not deliver a sermon, but read 
prayers and give a lecture. The Boaa-d of Superintendence does not meet every month.

Robert Rowan, Esq., Local Inspector of County Antrim Gaol, at Carrickfergua, called in 
and examined. 

The price of supporting prisoners in Belfast Bridewell is lower than at Cai-rickfergus, but 
the diet is of the same mixed quality ; the cost in Belfast is Zd. a-day, and at Carrickfergua 
3|rf. Could get provisions cheaper in Belfast than Carrickfergiis, by employing a person to 
watch the markets. The Grand Jury enter into no Contract for supplying the Gaol with 
provisions, but pay for them at the weekly Belfast market rate, which the Grand Jury 
think a better system than the Contracts. There is no general market at Carrickfergus, 
nor storage in the Gaol for a -week’s provisions ; potatoes in store would require to be turned 
over and picked, but there is no room for this. Keeps a Pass Book and Provision Book as 
a check ag^st the Purveyor who buys in the provisions. The Board of Superintendence 
do not always compare the Provision Book, but this is done by me, and by the Board when 
there is a discrepancy in the account. The Purveyor is allowed the highest price in the 
Belfast Saturday market ; he supplies not only provisions, but also fuel, and whatever else 
is requisite, and an allowance of 10 per cent, is given to him by the Grand Jury, on the 
amount of the bills, to cover his expense. The same person has been acting as Purveyor 
for 20 years back. ° 

^ There are eight Turnkeys now, there was another, but he was dispensed with by the 
Governor. The separate system is not established at Carrickfergus. The Turnkeys are 
constantly looking after the prisoners, who in wet weather crowd all into the school, there 
being no other place for them. Six or seven prisoners sometimes sleep in the same cell. A 
lamp-lighter gets 12/. a-year, beades rations. Admits that his duty could be very well 
done by one of the Tiirnkeys, -without adffitional expense. The Clerk gets 45/. a-year and 
rations ; he keeps all the Books and Accounts, and acts as Deputy Governor -when the 
Governor is absent with prisoners in Dublin, or at the Quarter Sessions. Understands 
there is no Clerk in Armagh Gaol. There are three Chaplains in the Gaol, one for each 
denomination, — Established Church, Roman Catholic, and Presbyterian,— who examine the 
provisions in turn. Besides his salary as Governor of the County Gaol, the Governor is 
allowed 25/, from the Town of Carrickfmrgus, as the Town prisoners are under his charge. 
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Rffo. Mr. D'Arcy, Local Inspector of Galway County Gaol, called in and examined. vn^CE. 

The Prisonei's now cost Ad. a-head per day. There used to be no Contracts made by the 1S41. 

Board of Superintendence or Grand Jury, for the supply of provisions, and the charge to Rev.Mi. D'Arcy. 
the County was very heavy in consequence. The Grand Jury at last resolved to have 
Contracts, and empowered him as Local Inspector to enter into them, which he did in Octo- 
ber 1838, for one year, and this mode has been since followed. Received from the Inspec- 
tors-General of Prisons certain blank Forms to be filled up, respecting the number of pri- 
soners» and the general expense of the G.aol. which he referred to the Governor. The 
difference between tlie actual Gaol charge presented by the Grand Jury, and the sums 
returned to Parliament by tlic laspecfcors’-Geueral of Prisons, arises from these two returns 
not being for the same period of time, although both of them are for 12 months. A sum 
charged by the Grand Jury for solitary Cells is not in the Inspectors’-General Return, 
because the money altiiough presented, is still iu the Bank unexpended. A wine press was 
at one time agreed to be built in the Gaol for oh; a sum of 12h was afterwards allowed for 
it and charge upon charge followed, costing I60h and ultimately becoming an extra apai-t- 
ment for the Governor. Nothing of this kind could now occur. It was also the practice of 
the former Governor to put in a Tow estimate for the expense of supporting the Gaol, but 
by the time the Assizes came round, application was made for the sum necessai’ily expended 
over the estimate, to reimburse him, and it was imperative on the Grand Jury to make this 
second Presentment at once. At Spring Assizes 1839, 500/. had to be presented to reim- 
burse the Governor for auditional expenses; there was an imperative Presentment of the 
same kind at Summer Assizes, and tlieve was an arrear due to the Gaol of 430/. unknown to 
the Grand Jury. An end has been put to tliis system, and the whole expense is now con- 
trolled by a Board of Superintendence. 

The Bridewells all require great revision. A woman recently was sent from Galway to 
Ballinasloe, for trial at the Quarter Sessions. She was detained there several nights ; she 
had no bed, nor proper sustenance, nor clothing, and bad been taken to Ballinasloe, and back 
to Galway, in very mclement weather. She was instantly sent to the Hospital of the Gaol, 
but died on the third day from fatigue and ill treatment. He reported the case to the 
Inspectors-General. In last month, 26 prisoners were sent to Ballinasloe for trial from 
Galway ; they were kept in the Police Barrack, for several nights in wet clothes, without a 
bed, the Bindcwell being small and defective. , . 

Thinks the management of all Gaol expenditure, should be under some general Audit 
Board in Dublin.

16 MINUTES OF EVIDENCE BEFOEE COMMISSIONERS APPOINTED 

for only a smaU sum at one Assizes to cover tbe Gaol expense, and afterwards to bring in a 
Large account, whicli must be imperatively presented for, did not for some time attract notice, 
but there was great discontent when it was understood. 

Robert Rowan, Esq., called iu and further examined. 

Has examined the documents from which the Inspectors-General of Prisons prepared 
their return to Parliament of last year’s expense of County Antinm Gaol, and finds the dis- 
crepancy to ho merely apparent. If potatoes were laid in for the supply of the prisoners, 
there would be a loss, as the quality soon becomes much detenovated ; there would be no 
such difficulty in storing meal. 

Rev. Mr. Jameson, called in aud ex<imined. 

Is Local Inspector of Carlow Gaol. The annual cost of Turnkeys is £160, and not £120 
as rctui’iied by tbc Inspectors-General. The Clerk gives only occasional attendance. Each 
Turnkey teaches his own class. Is Chaplain as well as Inspector of the Gaol, and his aUow- 
auce as Chaplain is £30 late currency. A Pass Book and a Provision Book are kept in the 
Gaol ; all articles ai’e entei’cd in the Book by the Head Tm*nkey as received. The Pass 
Book and Provision Book are not compared, nor is stock at any time taken of what is in 
store. Admits that if the Head Turnkey and any Contractor xmderstood each other, there 
might certainly be fraud. The provisions ai’c supplied by a yearly Contract from Novem- 
ber to November. Tlic fuel is chiefly coal brought ft'oni Waterford; believes about two 
stone per day allowed for each fire. Turf is very dear in Carlow, and Coal is cheaper. 
Cannot explain how the expense of fuel is less in jSd'aryboro’ Gaol than Carlow, while there 
are fewer fires in the latter than in the former. Medicine for the prisoners is supplied by 
an Apothecary in Carlow. Ciumot explain how the cost for soap and candles for Cai’low 
Gaolis greater than in either the Gaols of Antrim or Ai-magh, which have many more 
prisoners, but will inqubo. The Medical Officer of the County Infirmary attends tlie Gaol. 
The Turnkeys get rations, and also coal and candles ; the families of two of them live inside 
the Gaol. The Governor or Head Turnkey delivers out the rations to the prisoners. The 
discrepancy between the luspectors’-General Return of Expenditure, and the sum actually 
discharged by the Grand Jury, arises from new roofing part of the Prison, which the 
Inspectors-General did not con.sider as comiug within the object of tlicir Return. The 
Grand Jury do not go through the Accounts of the Board of Superintendence, nor are they 
ever examined by Witness, but he checks the Contractors’ hills before they go into the 
Board. 

During the Sessions and Assizes, bread is always served out to the prisoners, as there 
would not be time to cook potatoes. The bread is supplied by Contract at per lb. ; 
only one proposal sent in last time, which was accepted. The Governor gets no rations, but 
he has an allowance of fuel ; cannot state the quantity. The provisions ai’C received from 
the Contractors, sometimes by the Governor, at other times by the Head Turnkey ; hut no 
examination is made to see that the quantity charged corresponds with the quantity issued to 
the prisoners and Officers, as set forth in the Diet Book.

Rev. Mr. Jameson called in with Major Woodward, and fui'ther examined. 

There are four looms in the Gaol, and some gain is made on weaving. No account is 
given to the Grand Jury of the profits of the labour, but it is given in to the Board of 
Superintendence. There is no Ledger, or Profit mid Loss Account, as to the cost of pro- 
visions ; nor have we any book in which the Gaol expenditure, in regular form, is made out. 
Cannot at present explain the irregularity in the Diet-book, as to mPk, nor how the charge 
for soap is greater than in Prisons having four times more prisoners. The Secretary of the 
Grand Jury is Clerk to the Board of Superintendence. 

Major Woodward . — Explains that the statements of Gaol Expenditure received by him 
from the Local Inspectors are not for the purpose of auditing ; were it so, the Table appended 
to the Inspectors’ -General Return would be very slovenly. That Table is wholly our own 
plan, and is not required by the Prison Act ; we prepare it merely to enable Grand Juries 
to see the difference of charges for the same mfiucles in different Gaols, Having heard 

Mr. Jameson’s examination, I beg leave to put a few questions to him ; 

Q. Is the quantity of provisions consumed compared with the quantity charged ? — No, 

Q. Do you compare the Pass Book ?~I admit that I have not done it, but I wiE. 

Q. Is there any examination whether the quantity consumed is the proper quantity ? — 
No, besides the belief that the Governor or Head Turnkey would not issue more than was 
pr<mei* ; but I admit there is no check on them, 

Q. Do the families of the Turnkeys get rations — Yes, of fuel, two stone each. 

Maj^ Woodward . — It is not consistent with the Prison Regulations, that families shonld 
live inside the walls. The charge for soap and candles in Belfast BrideweEfor 125 prisoners, 
is £12 4«., whUe in Carlow for 79 prisoners, it is £43 7r. 9rf. These items wo got from the 
respective Local Inspectors, and upon their authority print them in our Table. 
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Sir Edward Stanley, Inspector of the Dublin Gaols and Bridewell, called in and examined. 

A Provision Book is kept in Newgate, which is examined by the Board of Superintendence. 
The Board do not cheek it so minutely as to ascertain, that the exact quantity of provision 
taken in corrospoiids with the number of prisoners, but give it a geucra! kind of examiaatioii. 
I. however, sometimes compare it strictly, but I do not visit Newgate daily. "When the 
accounts are rendered by the Contractors, I then see that no more provisions are charged for 
by them daily, than it appear.s by the Gaol Book there were prisonm-s on each day ; and the 
Provision Book and Gaol Book are kept in a manner that would enable any one to check 
the quantity of provisions which ought to be issued every day. All the Gaol Officers get a 
prisoner’s allowance as rations : and certain untried prisoners, who are employed as sweepers 
111 the wards, get daily a loaf and milk ration, by order of the Board of Superintendence, in 
addition to their proper allowance as prisoners. The Contractors all swear to the accuracy 
of their accounts in Court. The Grand Jury minutely examine the principal Officers, before 
passino- their salaries ; hut the Turnkeys are not brought in, unless complained of. The 
Board*of Superintendence lay a sworn account of the Gaol expense before the Grand Jury ; 
all Contracts for provisions arc entered into by the Grand Jury on advertisements. Sealed 
proposals are called for, and the Grand Jury determine which to accept. 

The Grand Jury refused, some years ago, to give the Inspectovs-General of Prisons an 
account of the expense of the Dublin Gaols. The present Contract price for the prisoners 
in Bridewell is 4<f. a-head ; the price of potatoes is half-a crown per cwt. ; but Contracts 
could be got cheaper if made for a year, and there is a great loss at present to the Public, 
from the Contracts existing only from Term to Term. The sixmo Contractor supplies at 
present the bread and milk ; the price for new milk is per gallon, and '2tt. a gallon for 
butter milk. There is a particular mixed diet given at Richmond Bridexvcll, which is con- 
trary to law, and he is endeavouring to get it remedied ; the Officers of the Bridewell all 
<^et rations. No rules for the management of the Dublin Prisons were made by the Court 
of Queen’s* Bench. The Governor of the Bridewell 1ms a garden supported at !iis own 
expense, but prisoners sometimes work in it. The Mexlical Officer occasionally recommends 
prisoners to bo so employed, and admits it to be a dii-ect violation of the law, if the Governor 
has any prisoners worlcing in bis garden, without the authority of the Medical Officer. 
The Bo.xrd of Superintendence are aware of prisoners being employed in this manner at 
times by the Govcrnoi’, for the men work in their prison dress; the Inspectors-Gencral of 
Prisous'^are also aware of it, but thinks the Judges are not. AH prisoners having a trade 
work at it in Gaol, and the Labour Account is kept by the Governor. Never liimsclf looked 
into the account, and docs not know whether or not it is kept correctly ; but a certain profit 
from the labour of the prisoners is every Term brought to the credit of the public.

Bea. Mr. Hawkes, Local Inspector of Boseoramon Gaol, called in and examined. 

Lives at French Park, about 10 miles from Roscommon. Tlie cost of ^et is considerably 
less within the last two yeai‘s. Contracts ai-e now made by the Board of Superintendence, 
which was not the practice formerly. The Surgeon ot the County Infirmary attends the 
Gaol without salary, as he receives an additional salary fi'om the Infirmary, under the Act 
of Parliament, should he also attend the Gaol. The Governor has 200/. a-year, besides 
fuel, a garden, and apartments The garden is about one acre, is a very fine one. Ihe 
produce entirely belongs to himself ; no prisoners have wo^ed m it, during the Ifmt five or 
L years. The Governor always resides fn the Gaol. The Deputy Govjnorhas40/. a-j^im, 
and there ai'e 10 Turnkeys who get clothing ; one of them is paid 30/., and eight of them 
25/. each ; they have houses in the town. Tlio Deputy Goveruor is paralyzed, and one of 
the Turnkeys is very old. When the Governor is escorting prisoners to the Sev ens, the 
Gaol is in charge of the Deputy Governor. There is also a Master of the W orU who 
has 50/. a-yearrand 10/. for ahouse. There is a permanent Officer who gets G. a-yeai, for 
cleanmg the se;vers, and running messages. There is also a Barber who receives 4/. ajear 
Last year tbe Wardsmen received 56/. ; they were prisoners

Until within the last two nr throe years, the Board of Superintendence 
wore not much in the halnt of attending : init a good Uo.il of fuss was m.adc by the Inspectors 
General of Prisons, about the c.xpense of the Prison, ami the Board arc now very attentive. 
Judge Perrin also directed the matter to be investigated. Formerly Mr. Corr supplied 
cvcfvthing, and the price w;is double (he present amount. ^Ir. Corr supplied all, because I 
suppose 110 other person would bid. The Board of Superiiitcndenee consists of 12 Grand 
Jurors, who meet once a month. Tiic County Court-house is snpplie.l with coal from the 
Gaol store. The Grand Jury tiiought they were paying too nnicli for coal, supplied by the 
Court-house Keeper and reipiested tlio Board of Superintendence to supply a proper quantity. 
Is not aware tiiat it is illegal for the price of the coal supplied to the Court-house to be 
eliargcd in tlic Gaol expenditure. Tlic quantity is 50 tons, and 130 tons were used in the 
Gaol at per ton. Coal is much clicapcr than turf. The law requires the male prisoners 
to bo clad, but the Grand Jury refused to do it. and it was not brought before the Judges. 
There has been some profit on last year's Labour Account, hnt there xvas none before. The 
Master of the Works keeps the account, which is audited monthly by the Board of Superin- 
tendence. He buys in tlic materials, sells the work, .and accounts for the profit. A 
Schoolmaster was appointed four years ago, xvho teaches the males, and by the recommen- 
dation of the Inspcctors-General, the prisoners ax*e now taught in tlic Chapel, and not in 
the war<ls. By their recommendation also, the more respectable female prisoners were kept 
iu the lobby, distinct from the prostitutes. A Turnkey remains in each ward the whole day, 
and conveys the prisoners to the Work Yard. The roads in and about Roscomiuon have 
been repaired by the materials broken in the Gaol. There is no Contract for the repair of 
such Roads, but the Master of tlic Woi-ks brought out the materials, repaired the ro.id, and 
tlie e.\pense was repaid to the Gaol, by a Presentment of 127/. No Pass Book is kept, but 
there is a Consiuiiption Book. The imperial quart measure is given to the prisoners. 
Now Milk costs 2d. a-quart.

Dr. 'W. Gibson. Dr. JV. GU/S071, Local Inspector of Limerick City Gaol, called in and e.xamined. 

There is no Inspector for the County Gaol. Got stoves erected at one pound a-piece, 
which saves fuel, and answers better : the stove is in the centre of tlic Day-room. One 
bushel of coal a-day used to be consumed, but half of that quantity is now sufficient. Ko 
clothing is given to any prisoners. A Visiting Book, Account Book, and Provision Book 
are kept, but no Pass Book, as there is no Contractor, except for milk. Have found it in 
Limerick more advantageous to supply without Contracts. The cost per day is a fraction 
over 3^<f. ; in the County Gaol, where they have Contractors, the daily cost is 4d. per head. 
The Governor has 130/. a-ycar, and there is still too many Turnkeys ; two were reduced in 
1839, leaving nine yet. The Head 'I'unikey is a sort of Deputy Governor and is paid fifty 
guineas a-year. A Clerk has 20/. a-year ; he should be a person, to check the provisions, 
and weigh out the meal. T wo prisoners, sentenced to hard labour, ai’c employed in cooking, 
without pay. There is then the Hospital Nurse and Wardsmen, who are untried prisoners, 
and receive 6d. a-week. But the whole establishment of the City Gaol will cease at Spring 
Assizes, 1842, under the operation of the Municipal Reform Act. A good deal of expense 
is incurred in giving rations to poor Debtors, from disregarding the provisions of the Lords’ 
Act, under which they could be quickly discharged. 

There is the same trouble in taking care of 1 00, as of 300 prisonei-s, and sees no reason 
for classifying the salaries of Governors. The Government should appoint these Governors, 
for the prisoners are all committed for trial by the Crown. The High Sheriff has no 
responsibility for the custody of the criminal prisoners ; he is liable for the escape of 
Debtors, b«it their number is greatly diminished by the Acts relating to imprisonment for 
debt ; and the Crown should relieve the Sheriff of all rcsponsibilty. The appointment ought 
not to be be in any Local Body, but in the hands of the Crown. All meditmes required for 
the Gaol slionld bo got from the Apothecixries’ Hall in Dublin, and compounded as was 
requisite. Oiigiit not to be a Coroner's Inquest attended by Medical Officers in every case; 
It may bo right to Imvo an Inquest, but it is perfectly useless to be feeing a Medical witness, 
where the circumstances of the death are well known. 

The charge for Printing is very high for Limerick City. Is not acquainted with the 
subject; the Printer, a most respectable gentleman, is invariably a member of the GrandJury. 

The Limerick City Cess is collected at 9d. in the pound, and the Poor Rates for 4d. 
Thinks it would accelerate the collection, if a small premium were allowed to those who would 
pay in their Cess or Rates against a certain early day, before the Collectors went out. Visits 
the Gaol every day, and sometimes twice. No fuel or rations are given to the Gaol Officers, 
nor is there any authority in the Prison Act, to give either. His salary was raised by a 
vote of the Grand Jury in 1824, of which he produced a certified copy to the follo.wing 
effect : — “ That G-om the picseut superior state of our City Gaol, together with the 
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savlnf' Tvhicli has taken place in the expenditure to the Public, under the superintendence, Etioencf. 
andbv the exertions of Dr. Gibson, the Local Inspector, we feel oui“seIvcs called upon, in 1841 

justice to that Officer’s assiduity and attention, to present an increase of 50/. per annum to ‘ 

'his salary, to commence at this Assizes.” 

Barnj D. Gihhous, Es'j., Resident Engineer of Kingstown Harbour, called in and examined. B. D. Gibboo*. E»q 

Was formerly Comity Surveyor of Wexford. The roads made and repaired under the 
Grand Jury Act, are tally lower than under the old system of Supervisors. Duties are 
thrown by that Act on Surveyors in tiiiishing neglected Contracts, but no funds are put at 
Ids disposal for the purpose ; and lie had himself to raise funds on hisowncreditat the Bank, 
which IS a very objcctioii.nble practice. Had four AssisLants in Wexford, cacli of whom had 
a district, which he was obliged to visit once every six weeks, and to keep a Diary. _ Twice 
a-year ho travelled over iill the roads himself, having the Assistant of the district with him, 
and he saw whether the remarks in the Diary were well founded. This tour took six or 
eiffht weeks, workiug so very hard, that he changed horses in his gig three or four times 
a-aay. Does not tliiiik that a Surveyor is necessary to see all the repairs of roads ; any 
intelligent person is competent. A certain degree of information is requisite, but it does not 
require the qualifications of iin Engineer. 

Small farmers are bad Contractors. They have no capital ; and steal from their farm the 
labour it should receive The season when agriculturists have little to do is very suitable 
for road repair, .lane and July are rather idle months for the farmer, but they arc the best for 
working quarries, drawing materials, .and sometimes for laying them on. December and 
January, ami Immediately :iftcr potato digging, are also good months for laying on materials 
and opening up drains. , , l ^ 

It would improve the Law, were there some permanent body to overlook the County 
business, when the Grand Jury is not in existence. The Road Sessions arc badly commsed 
of Cess Payers chosen by lot. The attendance of Magistrates and Cess Payers at Road 
Sessions is very uncertain and irregukir. If any project that excites interest, or about which 
an individual uf influence is an.xious, or that has raised a contention, is to be brought forward, 
there will bo a crowded attendance, and sometimes of Magistrates having no property in, or 
otherwise interested for, the district to be taxed. At the Adjourned Sessions, where merely 
the Tenders arc received, it has ocenrrod that the whole proceedings hare fallen to tJie 
ground by reason of the non-attendance of a Magistrate to take the Recognizance. I have 
seen instances of not a single Cess Payer being in aitendance at Hoad Sessions. In the 
County We.xford, with which 1 am l.iost acquainted, tlic class of persons ol whom the associated 
Cess Pavers arc chosen, is tar superior to that in most other parts of Ireland, _ but I do not 
think the mode of selection judicious. The Poor Law Guavdiaus, in my opinion are better 
^elected c.xccpfc where the election had been turned into a political contest. Very unht 
persons .ire now sometimes chosen as Associated Cess Payers 1 luavc known an mstance of 
a man who could not read or write, being one, presiding as a Cess Payer. It ^so occurs that 
some Gentlemen of the first rank in the county who happen not to be m the Comnussion of 
the Peace, are named, and they seldom or never attend. On the whole, I do not think the 
Cess P.avcrs as at present chosen would form a good tribunal ;^and I have kimnn them 
at Ross to have entered into an nnderst.anding with each other hotore going into Court as to 
what Applications they would rcicct and what support, in short I seldom ioimd them capable 
of acting independently of local influence, and unless they have a personal interest, _ or are 
influenced bv those that have, ihev almost invariably oppose everything that would increase 
the Tax. no" matter how obvious or pressing the necessity for the improvement. 

The Contractors have no capital, and the Presentment lor the work does not P^*oduee 
them money for twelve months to come. This is a great evil; for the 
little by the work ; the labourers are paid on the Truck system at some shop, losing at the 
least two-pence out of every shilling, and the work is not satisfactorily earned on or done. 



It would be difficult to name the limit of the loss incurred by the 1 i;uck system of paj ing 
labourers ; I am satisfied that itamounts from 20 to 25 per cent. It is 
both as regards the interests of the country and the poor labourer, whose sure distress

vation ; but I was obliged, in order to adhere to this rule, to permit an irregularity to take 
place at Sessions, by haTing applications for payment passed there without certificate, liable 
to the result of mv examination between the Sessions and Assizes. This, 1 consider tho 
lesser of two ovils‘ but it was, so far as the application for payment went, making a nullity 
of the Sessions Court. ^ ^ -l , ^ 

There are no roads in Wexford under charge of the Board ot Works, but the County 
borrowed lai’gely from the Board, to finish about 80 miles of new roads. A gi-cat- ]>ropor- 
tion of the duties, at present discharged by tlie County Surveyors, could be done by cheaper 
men, indeed every thing, except new lines and masonry. Respecting the erection of Gaols, 
model plans could be prepared in Dublin, and as the internal arrangements with reference to 
secm'ity and classification are on one common principle, all that is wanted is diminishing or 
increasino" tho quantity of acconimodatiou ; Court-houses, oi' other Public Buildiugs, could be 
all ovecte'S. after model plans and specifications, without incurring the heavy_ expense of 
employing Engineers on every occasion. While County Surveyor, ho did a little private 
practice. ”His views of the defects of the Grand Jury Act, he took the liberty of submit- 
tino' to Lord Morpeth in a letter, of which the following is a copy, viz ; —

My Lord, It is evident that we are about to have Poor Laws introduced into this country ; but 

til" gratuitous I'elief must be confined to the old and those incajiable of labour, and that assistance to 
the able-bodied must always be by eiuplovnient. It is well known to those acquainted with Ireland, 
particularly the Southern and Western Counties, that the most utterly destitute — those who lack food 
to support nature— those in fact whose suffering from absolute hunger, during the months of June 
and July in each yeai' baffles all description, are the agricultural labourers, and especially those miser- 
able creatures who have congregated from various causes into the country towns- Owing to the humanity 
and kindness, to those dependent upon them, which distinguish the yirintipal proprietors of the County 
Wexford, and which has justly earned for them the proud character of being the best landlords in 
Ireland — there is fai’ less of this squalid misery than in almost any' other part of the kingdom ; but 
still enough to make it on object of vital interest to devise some means for its relief. To point out 
one mode of doing so to a very great e.vtent, without increasing the taxes of the County, is the chief, 
but by no nieaus tlie only object of what I am going to propose — namely, “ a total change of the 
present system of expending the money raised by Grand Jury Presentments for County Works." I 
should be sorry that it was inferred, from my proposing such a change, that the late alterations in tlie 
Grand Jury laws bad not produced important improvements in this County — their effect has been (if 
all Contracts entered into had been fulfilled, and the Contractors consequently paid), an increaxn of 
4QG miles of road more than was ever before kept in repair, and a decrease of 1 3601. per annum in the 
total expense ; but my objections to the present mode of repairing and maintaining tlie public roads 
by Contract entered into with the lowest bidder e.r&-~^rst, that the money doen not go to employ thost 
that most need it — ^the Contractors generally are small farmers, who are thereby diverted from their 
legitimate eraploynnent, and in their endeavour to fulfil their Conti*actby tlie labour of those who 
ought to be occupied by the farm work, both farm and road w ork are ill attended to and neglected. 
Where the Contractor has to hire labourers, the case is still more lamentable : for, being utterly desti- 
tute of capital, he is unable to pay the unfortunate laboui’ers till the Presentment money is received, 
which as the law stands cannot be for neai'ly a-year ; and in the interim he gives orders on some 
country shopkeeper, who supplies the laboui'er with goods at an exorbitant price, and charges two 
pence in the shilling besides fur the advance ; in shoi't the atrocious inipositious which both Contractor 
and labourer are obliged from their necessities to submit to exceed all belief. 

2«a'. That from the failui-e of Contractors to fulfil their Contracts, owing to vai'ious causes, such 
as their taking the works at an inadequate price, want of any capital, deaths, &c., &c., it often occun 
that a road of great importance is out of repair, and tliereby most serious loss and inconvenience arc 
inflicted on the public : it is true that in such cases the Contractor is not only not paid, but is liable to 
severe punishment by having the bond of himself and bis simeties estreated* ; but this is a poor satis- 
faction to the public for an impassable road in the mean time ; instances of such failure must continue 
to occur from the number and description of persons who take those Contracts. It may be said that the 
County Surveyor may cause such roads to be repaired ; but I ask where is he to procure the means of 
paying the labourers whom he employs, for which the law makes no provision ? 

Ara. The difficulty, I may say iinpoMibillty of procuring an improved or satisfactory execution of 
the work, or an avoidance of those slovenly nuisances which are so great an annoyance. I have been 
forced to mulct the Road Contractors in tfcs County in the last eighteen months to the amount of 
£2000 ; whicli, though lost to them for ever, has by no means produced the effect expected. I could 
mention several other very serious faults, if I did not dread swelling this communieatiou to an 
unreasonable length, but I cannot omit noticing the loss of time and expense uselessly incurred, by 
over three hundred men, to which number the Contractors in this County amount, having to attend 
Road Sessions four times a-jear, Assizes twice, besides attendance at the office of the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury to procure, fill up, and lodge the various forms required by the statute, and the expense of 
bringing persons to those Sessions to become their sureties, the scenes of drunkenness and vice that 
attend those meetings are such as may be expected from the dissolute character of many engaged in 
those pursuits. 

The plan that I propose is, that the Grand Jury, as at present constituted, should determine what 
works ought to be undertaken, and what roads should be kept up, and should vote a certain sum for 
that purpose to he raised. That those works should be executed by “ day’s work” — that is to say, by day 
labourers employed immediately under the County Surveyor and his Assistant. That weekly returns 
of the expenditure on each work with the proper vouchers should be made to the Secretary to the 
Grand Jury’s office, who should keep all the accounts; and that on these returns being checked, 
persons appointed for the purpose should attend at stated places and pay them by putting the money 
earned by each man into his own hands, and that the whole should be under the superintendence of 
the Board of Works. I shall not enter more minutely into the detail, but I have considered it long 
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and anxiously, and have discussed it with the most practical men in the County, who have invariably 
approved of it. The expenditure to the County for repairs of roads is from 10 to 1‘2 thousandpounds per 
annum. This sum judiciously expended in the employment of the able-bodied poor m>ist have a most 
beneticial eftect, and observe that the natiu'e of the worlc is peculiarly favorable, as the time most 
fit for carrying it on is when the labourer has no employment at agricultural pursuits — namely, 
June and July ; besides that the younger branches of a poor family when properly provided with 
implements may be most usefully employed, and earning something in aid of the common stock, instead 
of growing up in idleness, and often vice. It will perhaps be urged that this erajjloyment exists at 
present, but this I most positively deny, the Contractor liaving no cash capital, is unable to pay 
labourers, except by orders on shopkeepers, to which I before alluded, audit is an universal remark, 
that instead of being benefitted by having such Contracts they acquire dissolute aud idle habits —neglect 
their farms, and are finally ruined ; and where laboui'ers are employed, the Contractor has no idea of 
providing them with jn-oper implements. I have seen a man endeavoui'iiig to earn something break- 
ing stones with the pole of a:i axe for want of a Immmer, and tlie employer would not make the 
necessary advance to procure nne. In sliort, as I before stated, the employment is confined to the 
farmers, who thoi’eby are prevented from paying the necessary attention to either their farms or the 
roads, and I can clearly prove, that not ten per cent, of the sura levied goes to the employment of 
those who really want employment, namely the day labourers, who have nothing else to depend upon 
for their support. Throughout Ireland the sum available on this head for the employment of the 
poor can be little short of half a million annually, and unlike the benefit aiusing from other public 
works that arc temporary, this re-occurs every year, and without interfering with the employment at 
harvest, spring work, &c. it is too bad not to turn such a sum to the best possible account, in improv- 
ing the condition of those who sadly want it ; and independently of this paramount object, 1 would 
stake my existence, that as far at least as this County is eoncerneti the cost to the Public would be less. 

Anticipating the observation which some will make, that this developes no new source of employ- 
ment, I beg again to repeat that it is quite a fallacy to think so, for most assuredly, not one thousand 
per annum out of the twelve pa d in this County for the repair of roads is expended in the employ- 
ment of those that really require it.

John Martin, Esq., called in and cxatoined. 



Is Clerk of the Crown, and also Sessional Crown Prosecutor, of County Derry. Is aware 
that no Preseutraent can now be made except luidor the Act 6 and 7 Wm. 4 c. 1 16, and that 
each Presentment, must have the section autltorizing it, set forth. {Here several FresenU 
ments in the last printed Quere-buok of the Cou7ity, being pointed out to him where neither the 
Act 7ior the Section was stated.} Admits that he never sees the Presentments, until they are 
brought into Court by the Secretavv of the Grand Jury, andlianded hy the Judge to witness, 
duly dated. Has no check on illegal or irregular Presentments, nor anjr opportunity of seeing 
them, until they have passed the Court. Admits that a serious question might arise, if the 
the levy were resisted, of «a Presentment declared void from the informalities iu the passing 
of it. Believes that the Presentment for Gas-tittings in the Court-house is authorized by a 
Local Act, saved by the Grand Jury Act ; will inquhe about this. The printing work of the 
County is done princip.ally bv Conti’act, entered into with the Grand J ury. The Presentment 
for the Court-house Keeper' and for the e.xpense of the County Surveyor going to inspect a 
granite quarry iu Scotland, at the time of building Coleraine bridge, were added to the other 
Presentments, after the whole business Wiis over. Does not make an Affidavit of his 
emoluments as required by the Act, nor are the emoluments of the Clerk of the Peace read 
out in open Court. Never reml any of the Affidavits in open Court, nor looked at them. 

In prosecutions carried on by him as Clerk of the Crown, receives a fee on issuing a 
Summons ; the Act of Parliament giving Clerks of the Crown salaries abolished fees formerly 
received from prisoners, but left the fee on Summonses. Is not aware that this point came 
before the twelve Judges, but recollects a case of a regular bill of costs being made out, m 
which it was disallowed. If the Crown Solicitor relieved the Clerk of the Crown from 
prosecuting certain cases, fees are charged against the Crown Solicitor for copies oi 
inations &c. in prosecuting the same eases. Admits by the terms ot his Patent and the 
Salary-Act-of-Parliament the Clerk of the Crown should prosecute these cases, without 
receiving any fees wliatever ; but that the Crown Solicitor not only rebeves him ot the 
trouble of prosecuting, but pays him fees besides. Is aware of no authority for this exwpt 
usage, and understood there was an opinion of Mr. Blackburne, when Attorney-General, in 
favour of the charge, on a case submitted by Mr. Bourne. i , n x * 

The Presentment of £13 16s. lid. for sweeping chimneys is under some old Contract, 
which he never saw. Isaware that no Contract is legal for a longer period than .vyear no 
section of the Grand Jury Act specially warrants this Presentment, but knows the sum has 
been presentedfor, during many yeai-sback.

8rf. for a copy of each Information, and for the 
Indictmont, and fees on every rule in the case, but a private party would not be charged for 
this. Knows of no principle or autliority for charging these fees, except the u.sage of hb 
office, which lie found. o.xistuig, when appointed, and has since continued. 

Patrick Fitzpatrick, Enq., Clerk of the Crown for County Galway, called in and examined 

Knows not the particular authority of the Presentment for printing lists of Jurors: it is 
not required by the Juror's Act, nor authorised l>y the Gnuid Jury Act. Never sees the 
Presentment-book ; ail is done at Sessions ; andls often very ill off for the authority to be quoted 
as waii’anting tlie IVcsentmcnt. Sometimes, Presentments are arrested by the Judge on 
this ground. Makes affidavits of his emoluments before the Judge, in open Court.

Charles Lanyon, Esq., called in and examined. 



Was appointed County Surveyor of Kildare, in 1834, and transferred in 1837 to Antrim, 
at a yearly Salary of £300, witl’i £50 for an Office and Clerk. Is also Surveyor of the 
County of the Town of Carriekfei’gus, for which he receives £30 a-ycar. Has got no fees 
for any private business done bv him, connected with works to be presented for. Has been 
paid for mapping new lines of County road under the old Act, but never received any fee 
for roads executed under the existing Grand Jury Act. Has twelve Assistants, whom he 
confines to their respective Districts, superintending repairs, and measuring of road matei’ials 
The forming of any new lines is done by himself. It would be a great Joss to the County^ 
wore not the materials received from the' Contractors for metalling strictly measured by his 
A.ssislants. Docs not think lie could manage another County in conjunction with Antrim 
having at present as much to do as lie can ; if he had a large stall’ allowed him, it mio-lit 
just he possible, but a great quantity of work could not be got through by one Siirve/or, 
wiiliout (lifficidty, and does not tliink he could do it efficiently. Tbo County has expended 
£90.000 In new roads, besides £20,000 a-j ear in repairs. If tbc Assistants were not entirely 
under the control of the Surveyor, they could not be managed. The present system works 
well with proper Assistants. Does not know liow an acreablc tax for road repairs would 
answer ; in Antrim, the Geueral Valuation is in force, and it is most desirable, that all rates 
should bo le-. iod on ono general prineblo ; tlie Poor Rato Valuation, as he understands is 
founded on the actual value, and the General Valuation, on what the actual value should’be, 
The usual cost of surveying and laying out a new line of road, is about £5 a mile ; the cost 
of kcejfing ordinary i-oads in repair, ranges from Ad. to ^s. a perch, according to the traffick 
on them; but there are roads about Belfast, the keeping of which costs yearly from £*>50 
to £300 a mile. ' j j ~ 



Attended the meeting m Dublin of the Countv Surveyors; docs not recollect whv the 
meeting proposed the repeal of all existing Road Acts ; the resolution to protect Surveyors 
from actions at law in entering on ground or taking road materials, pursuant to Presentment 
was occasioned by the e.vpenses which a Surveyor incurred in defending himself for an act 
done m tiio discharge of his public duty. Thinks it was the ease of Gray of Ferma- 
imgh. Another resolution of the meeting was, that where no tender had been given in for 
the execution of some important leading line, the Presentment might not fall to the ground 
but the Grand Jury should have power to get the work done notwithstandioff 

The Grand Jury should also have power to accept a tender for a less amount than the 
Presentment. They always take the report and statement of the Surveyor on the business 
^ Lis own department, and may in consequence be said to be so far quite in his hands. The 
Grand Jury should have power to increase or lessen his salary. A great check to imorove- 
ment in road-makmg is tho bad character of the Contractors; there is no ready money to 
pay them off when they finish their work, and respectable people will not therefore come 
forward with tenders. Does a_ considerable quantity of private business ; and bis appren- 
tices supply hiin with a staff, without which he could not do the County business in laying 

Present law. The County 

Staff by Itself would not be sufficient. Prepares no Maps or Specifications for applicants 
for new works ; did so once, and gave his opinion to the party against the proposed work. 

In Antrim, one half of the suin ot certain Contracts is presented before the work is done, 
and no mconvemence has been felt m that County from the Contract System. It would be 
weU if all the Contractors could be paid half-yearly. Admits it would not be safe to pay 
them in advance, for the Contractor should have an interest in keeping his roads in repmr. 
Tho average repair Presentments in Antrim are about £20. ThelBoard of Works pav 
t^heir Contractors qumderly, and if this mode, or even a half-yearly one, could be adopte'd 
by Counties, it would tend much to economy. Cannot say there would bo any difference in 
the present expci^c, il the generid repair of the roads were given to the Board. 

Ihc Contract System m repairing the roads which have not great traffic, is a good one; 
but on great lines, and near large manufactuibg towns, it would be dangerous to entrust the 
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care of the road to one solf-intcrcstcd individual. Tlic Truck System prevails greatly 
between the Contractors and the labourers, and cannot be got rid of until the Contractors 
are paid more rpiickly. At present, no money can be paid between one Assize and another, 
that is, from March to June, and July to Fcbrn.ivy ; in Contracts amounting say to £30 and 
upwards, the Treasurer siiould be autlir.rised to make advances to tlic Cohti-ac-tors as the 
work wont on, upon periodical certiticatos from the Surveyor, and ho s’aould iiave also power 
to advance to the Surveyor tlio funds necessary to complete Coiitraeis neglected by the Con- 
tractor; the completion of the Contract is thrown by the Act ou the Surveyor, but no 
money is made applic.ible for the work. 

Thinks it would be most useful if a General Act wore obtained, enabling private companies 
to construct canals, or erect piers, cliarging certain li.\ed rates or tolis; in some cases, a 
stone tram road might bo inoro advisable tlian a canal. This would open up new markets 
for corn and agricultural produce, and also benefit the fisheries. Knows ciisos iii County 
Antrim, where individuals would be quite ready, as a private speculation, to build smalt 
harbours or piers, of great importauce to the surrounding district, if they would be allowed to 
charge dues. 

Considers tliat the putting the repair of roads under the Poor Laiv Guardians wonld 
degenerate into jobbing. It is supposed that the repaying of roads can be done by any one ; 
on the contrary, ho is satisfied, tliat to repair roads properly reiuiircs a knowledge of road- 
makin'v in all its branches. Good Road Overseers are very :-cavco: a man to uuderstani.1 
the business must be brought up to it. Made Plaits and Specification, s for Ballyinoney Ses- 
sions-House, without charge to tlie County. An Architect would charge 5 jicr cent, ou tiiL=( 
amount, besides travelling expenses. His own travelling expenses ou official duty in the 
County, amount to £150 a-year. 

Mr. Edicard Vavghan, called in and examined. 

Is an Engineering Surveyor and Land Valuator, residing in Dublin ; formerly resided’in 
County Tyrone, and is acquainted with tlie working of the Grand Jury Sj stem. Suggests, 
that a Barony Map should be kept in each County, showing by different colours, the lines 
of road strictly maintainable by the County, and those that were less so or not at all. The 
Counties at present have no certain knowledge of tliis, and repair cross or bye roads, not 
chargeable on the public. The expense of the Map would not exceed IO 5 . per County for 
each Assize. All roads that a certain number of Cess-payers required to bo repaired, should 
be put in the Schedule of Presentments, and the Schedule should be posted, like the usual 
County Notices.

Mr. Doxones, called in and examined. 



Lives in the Coimty Wexford, and considers many changes necessary in managing its 
Fiscal business. Thinks tliat for road purposes, there should be a body foi’med of two 
representatives from each Paidsb, chosen by tlie Rate-payers, instead of the Road Sessions; 
the Poor Law Guardians could never do the work; tliey cannot do their own proper work 
as it is. Tile farmers feel aggifieved at a Spi-iiig Levy ; one Levy in the would be 
sufficient. The cess is collected bv deputies who get four pence in the pound, the Baromai 
Collectors charging nine pence to the County. The Office of Treasurer should be abolished, 
and the cess paid into the Bank, who would be glad to keep it, and who would pay all drafts, 
without fee or expense. 

Charles Lanyoxi, Esq., further examined. 

States that he has hastily pat tosethea his suggestions on some points under consideration 
of this Commission, and now produces a statement to the following effect :

Sections 7 & 8. — The Returns made by the Bai-ony Collectors are generally objectipnable, and 
feequently no Return of the Rate-papers is made at all.

Jt might be better to appoint the associated Cess-payers by the votes of the Rate-payers, sinukr to 
Poor lIw Guardians. Certaiulv, a more iutelligent and respectable class of men would be elected 
than is now appointed by the Grand Jury. The practice at present is, that each Grand who 

represents a Barony, nominates the associated Cess-payers for that B^ony, ^d there ^ m^mg to 
prevent him from nominating siuch persons as entertain the same opinions as himself, with respect to 
4 >proving or disapproving of an Application for a new Road, or some other works. ,, c ^ 
the Barony of East Naugh, in county KUdare, there was an associated Cess-payer for bi^ei 
Sessions 1839, who could neither read nor write, and who did not occupy six aerta o , m , a 
labouring man; and at East Ophaling Sessions for Summer 1840, there was but one ^ss-payer 
attended, and he was quite deaf, and nearly blind. There appear noffiing 
Guardians to act as associated Ceas-payers ; on the contrary, it would be 
an interest in approving of useful worH to create employment m their 

Poor, while, at the same time, their election would be a check on unnece y p A— _ 

Magistrates would not attend Road Sessions, the Cess-payers should ehoote a Cbanman out of their 
Own Body. Swearing Witnesses at Presenting Sessions is unnecessary. (.See sec. iO.j

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Evidence. Section 1 1 —Posting Notices is of little use, as required by the present Law. When Notices are 

* posted, they seldom are allowed to remain more than a few minutes ; one Contractor will post a Notice, 
lie FebrvaTy, 1841. and his cotnpauion will take it immediately down, if they dosireto keep the miit.ler private. (Seoscc.l6h 

Section 16 It might be better, if the Surveyor would make the Apnlication for every public 

Chas. Lanyon, Esq. work. He ought to be best informed as to the necessity of the work, nndthe e-Kpense of executing it. 

The Surveyor might make out a Schedule or List of the Works required in c:icli Barony or District, 
describing the Works, their situation, and their probable expense. Tiiis List to be lodged with the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury, for public inspection. The Secretary to furnish the Clerks of Petty 
Sessions," and, perhaps, Police Stations, with copies, which could be printed oft at a small expense, and 
the Secretary should be particular, when summoning the Ccss-pajers to Sessions, to send each a Copv 
of this List within such reasonable time before each Session.*!, as to give them an opportunity of per- 
sonally examining the Return of the proposed IVorks, if they thought necessary. 

Sessions to have power to direct Surveyor to make application for Works at ensuing Sessions, if 
they think Works are omitted in last List’ which should have been included. By ihe Surveyormaking 
application for all Works, the necessity of swearing Witnesses, as to posting of Notices &c. would be 
obviated. 

Section 17.— The business of Presenting Sessions might be confined exclusively to the consider- 
ation of Applications for new Works, and a longer time might be allowed betu’eentue Presenting and 
Adjourned^ Sessions, because it does not apiiear there is sufficiu.c. time in 30 days for _ Surveyors to 
make Plans and Specifications for the Works approved of at Presenting Sessions, or time after the 
Surveyor has such Plans prepared, to allow of persons wishing to propose for the Works, to maturely 
consider such Plans and Specifications, previous to proposing for them. 

The allowing of Contractors’ applications for payment might be referred to the Adjourned Sessions, 
and those Adjourned Sessions miglu not be held until a shorter time before each Assizes. This would 
give the Surveyor an opportunity to inspect the Works going to be accounted for at Adjourned Sessions, 
while he would be e.vamining the Works passed at Presentment Sessions, prepaintory to his drawing 
the Plans and Specifications. While, at the same time, it would give Contractors a better opportu- 
nity to have their Contracts more complete, when accounting. Applications for Dispensaries, Deserted 
Children, Malicious Injuries, &c., &c., might also be considered at Adjourned Sessions. 

Section 23. — The provdsion in the clause of giving the Contract to the lowest proposer has been 
generally complained of. In amending it, it will be difficult to prevent abuse. It might perhaps be 
desirable to add certain disqualifications, viz. : If the lowest proposer hud .any other Presemment 
uncertified, or delayed in the e.xecution beyond the specified time, or was surety for other uncertified 
Contracts, or was proposing for the work, otherwise than as a bona fide Contractor, or liad Iteen dis- 
qualified by the censure of the Grand Jury, or liad offered bribes to any person holding a public office 
in any County ; then, in such cases, the lowest proposal to be rejected, and the next proposal considered 
in like manner. 

It is likely these disqualifications would tend to hold out an additional stimulus to Contractors to 
execute their Contracts creditably, while at the same time, it would recognize the principle of receiving 
the lowest Tender. It frequently happens that one man can really do work more I'easonaLly than 
another ; be may have a better knowledge of the business, and therefore do it with greater facility, or 
he may be more convenient to the work, and therefore can do it cheaper than a stranger, or from 
many other causes, aud the public should of course get the benefit of those advantages. 

Sections 39 and 40. — As long as the Grand Jui-ies are only left the ungracious power of dismissing 
the Surveyors, it is not likely the Surveyors will find their situations so easy as they expected. It 
might be better if the Crown would pay those Officers when it appoints them, or allow the Grand 
Jury to appoint them, subject to His Excellency’s approval. 

Section 42. — It is generally admitted that the duty of a County Surveyor is too extensive to he 
efficiently performed by one man. If the County of Kildare is taken as an instance, it will he found 
there are in it 500 miles of Roads under Contract, and it is imperative on the Surveyor to inspect 
those 500 miles at least six times in each year, and supposing he travelled on no other road but one 
under repair, he should pass over 3,000 miles in the year, or 1 5 each day for 200 days, while he would 
be left but 1 00 other days in the year to prepare Maps, Plans and Specifications —to inspect the 
progress of Public Buildings, the e.xpense of which annually exceeds four thousand pounds — and to 
attend Sessions and Assizes, &c., &c. From this statement it appears manifest, that one person would 
not have sufficient time to discharge bis duty satisfactorily. It was necessary to appoint Assistants, on 
whose Report the Surveyor must depend to a great extent, and aserious question may arise, whether, 
these Assistants are not a positive evil ? They are placed between the Contractors and the Surveyor 
and may have a good influence or a very bad one. 

It might be worth trying, whether, if the Counties of Ireland were each divided into three or more 
districts and a Surveyor appointed to each, being independent of each other, and only accountable to 
the Grand Jury, or the Government, as the case might be, would the duties be more efficiently 
discharged ? The salaries of those district Surveyors might not in the total exceed the sum at present 
paid to the Surveyors, Clerks, and Assistants. And although this would apparently diminish the 
salary of the present County Surveyors, it would not virtually do so, because tbeir travelling expenses 
are at present indeed very considerable, which under the proposed regulation would with their estab- 
lishments be greatly lessened, It is also to be hoped, that when three or more Surveyors would be in 
each County, a praiseworthy emulation would be created that would operate beneficially for the public 
good. The Grand Jury would also have an opportunity of making a selection from these Surveyors, 
when Plans or the Superintendence of important Works would be required. .Under these circumstances 
Assistant Surveyors would not be necessary. 

Se CTION 54 — This Section would be a very useful one, if there had been a fund created that could 
be made available at once, for the pui'pose mentioned. 

Section 55 — There might he a provision in this Section for charging the expense of making a new 
line of road, as well on the County at large and adjoining Baronies, as on the Barony through which it 
passes, because although it may not be a Mail-coach Road, it may be of considerable imponance to the 
County at large, or neighbouring Baronies — perhaps more £ than the Barony through which it is 
made, and which under the present law, must bear all the expense. 

Section 130. — It does appear just and reasonable that a Contractor should have the power of 
appeal to the Grand Jury, should the Surveyor vexatiously withhold his certificate. 
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The Grand Jury, on examining; witnesses on either side, to have the power of allowing the Applica- 
tion if til®)' sli^ll think fit, although the Application had not been approved of at Sessions, on account 
of the certificate not being attached. Tiie party the Grand Jmy decided against, to pay expenses of 
witnesses, &c. 

Section 1 47. There does not apswar to be any tidvuntagc in having Barony Collectors appointed at 

each Assizes. The practice of the Grand Jury is, to appoint the same person at Summer Assizes, that 
had been appointed at the previous Lent Assizes, which leaves the ]iarties in the same state as they were 
before the present enactment, when they were only appointed at Spring Assizes, ^vitli this diftei'cnce, 
that there is additional trouble given to those public officers by bringing securities to ^Vssizes, &c., with- 
out any object being gained, and also subjecting them to considerable e.\pense — the Treasui'ei* or his 
clerk alone charging 7». 6rf. for each bond. There is a sum of about £800 per annum paid in the County 
Kildare, to Barony Collectors, and it might be worth considering if their duties could not be more ser- 
viceably perfonnetl in another manner. Supposing the £T20 a-year paid to the Inspector of Weights 
and Measures in Kildare, was added to the £800, and the County divided into 2 Districts, it cannot bo 
doubted that two serviceable and intelligent men would be found to collect the tax in those districts, as 
well as to inspect the weights and measures, for a salary of £250 per’ annual: this woidd save the County 
each year a sum of £420. The duties required by the present Collectors in making out bsts of Jui-ors, 
&c., are very important, and generally very imperfectly done. A slight alteration in the mode of levy- 
ing'the tax, womd leave no difficulty for two men to discharge this part of the County business. 

Section 151. The word “ In(iabltaiit'' is objected to in this clause, because at the meeting to 

appoint Applotters, the “ Inhabitants” of a dlstiict are always considerably more numerous than land- 
holders. Tlie inhabitants who are not assessed may appoint Applotters to assess the landholders. This 
word was also in the 36th Geo. III., and was generally objected to. There is sometlilng very fair in 
giving the persons only who are assessed the right to vote in those matters, and to let the number of 
voters represent the property, as in the case of the election of Poor Law Guardians. 

Section 162. This Section appears to answer the purpose Intended. Perhaps it would he further 

improved If the Contractors were prohibited from getting materials at any other place but that men- 
tioned in the Specification, For this purpose the Surveyor should make himself acquainted with the 
several places in his district, where materials are, and should be able to report to Sessions, where such 
materials could be procured, with the least injury to the landholder, consistent with the public conve- 
nience. The Surveyor should also make a full report to the Grand Jury, of how far each Contractor 
complied with the terms of his Contract ; and it might be desirable if the Grand Jury would direct 
that all defaulting Contractors should at once be proceeded against before the Assbtant Bairister or 
Petty Sessions.

Mr. Robert Browne, Secretary to the Grand Jury of Carlow, called in and examined. Mr. iiobt. Brovroe. 

Receives fees on Recognizances and Proposals for executing work, agreeably to the Grand 
Jury Act. If people filled up their own forms, I am tbo person on whose opinion Ae Ses- 
sions would rely, for the correctness of the form. Charges^ Is. 6J. for form as to Dwerted 
Children ; this is before bringing the case before the Sessions. I myself pay the Printer 
for aU the blank forms which I use. All the County Printing is done by Contract. A 
salary of £20 a-year is allowed me for being Clerk to the Governors of the County innr 
mary, and I have also £20 Orycar for being Clerk to the Boai'd of Gaol Superintendence. 

No Presentments are ever made iu the Grand Jury room after the Judge comes into t e 
town, except in cases of Malicious Injury ; all the other fiscal business is nmshed the ay 
before the Judge enters. The Grand Jury present £25 a-year for a Court-house Keeper, 
and considers they were entitled to do so ; is not aware that the Grand 
only £10, and cannot explain why Court-house Keeper at Tullow is paid £ more an 
authorized by that Act. » , « . . t. 

The monies for the Gaol are accounted for on the oaths of tlie Contractors, w o swe 
the quantity supplied. There is an account certified by the Gaoler, and m some ^ 

detailed one. Never tried whether the quantity of provisions charged eorresponded with 
the quantity that should have been consumed. If 22 tons of provision, mstead_o 5 ^®^® 
certified by the Gaoler to have been received, tlie charge -would be paid, for all is lettto the

The Gaol Presenrmonts are Jiot ckssilied. At Li jt Assizes, there was a Presentment over 
the Contract amount, tor x200, to reimburse the Contractor for .additional prisoner.s. Ho 
contracts to .subsist cerf.ain immbei“ of prisoners at so nnicli per he.id daily : if the number 
o.xceous tlic numbor conti-actoil for, ho is i)riid e-xtra. Could got no Contractor at Loiiaford 
except Harris. The Board of Superiiiteudeace could sometimes lay in provisions more 
cheaply tlian they coiild contract for their supply. Is not able to e.xjdain tlie Presentment of 
£:20(J in the Query lxr>k, oii account of a previous advance of £342 3s. 9d. It cer- 
taiuly .appears to be a sum twice preseuied for, but the Treasurer should be referred to. 
The item of TO/, for blankets to tl’.o ]'rj-;;>;KV.-, is vovy ’-ijh ; he often asked for some expla- 
nation, but could got no auswet'. Tlieve lias been no Sciiool kept in the Gaol for two vcars 
back. The Medicines arc sup-plied by Cont'-.ict wiiii tiie A])othccary, for 25/. a-year'; the 
County Printing is also done by Contract. The times of holding Sessions is advertised in 
the Nen-spapers. Chargo.s a fee of 4.v. nnon Applic.ations, and 10.?. on Burning Present- 
ment:', but used to do the Aiipiieations ibr '2s. Por a Propos.'d ciairges 1.?., a Bail Bond Is. : 
but latterly charges 2.'-. for Pruj:o.sals : for a .Spr-citic-itiou -5.?. and Application as to Deserted 
Ciiihlroii, 2s. ijJ. Has p.aid 3(i?. to the Printer for printing SpeciHcatioii blank forms, and 
pays the Comity Surveyor's Clerk for furnishing him with copies of Specifications aud Plans 
of Work. Two years ago it was proposed to reduce the Baronial Collector.s’ percentage 
to sixjH'nco in the pound, but the Grand Jury rejected the )>roposals. Considers the Collec- 
tors go out too soon after the Assizes, to levy the (-cs.s: and knows some of them to have been 
levying in last August, only four or live weeks after the Summer Assizes. 



John CoitU-s, Esq., Secretary to County Antrim Gimid Jury, called in and examined. 

There are 14 B.-ironies in Coimty Antrim. It is not now usual to get Proposals for 
Contracts tilled up in his office ; the Applieant.s do it themselves. Does not at present think 
th.it half a dozen are iiiled by liini. Ho would cliai-gc Is. for an Application ; 6d. for a 
Prnpi^.sal and Tender : l.v. foi' a Bml Bond : and 1a-. ,a page for n Spccincatidn. There is a 
folerabie market at (Jarrickfergu.s, lint 1: is regulated by the Belfast prices. The Grand 
.lury never asked tenders for supplying the Gaol with provisions. The Purveyor receives 
the highest Beltast price, with 10 per cent, commission. Does not recollect that this 
arraugement was ever hrouglit before the Judges of Assize. The Purveyor’s Accounts are 
submitted to a Committee of the Grand Jury, and the items arc fretiuently discussed. Is not 
invaro wliethei* the Accounts arc vhccked by referring to the number of prisoiiei's in the Gaol. 

The Inspeetom of ^V eights and Measures are of a respectable class in life; they adver- 
tise the days on which they will be in oerteiii towns; the fees received by them m-e mere 
trifles. Thinks the Hc.ad Constable, and Sub-Inspectors of Police, might ^o the duty. 

Does not believe there i.s any authority for Presentments to a Court-house Keeper ; mid 
PresentmeDt.? to a Solicitor for Law business are equallv without authority. 

Propo.sc5 abolition of p’-osenf mod.;* of appll.-.tiou “for Works, Airroads should be 
measured anci scheduled in classes. The Sessions to meet previous to the Assizes, and 
.letcrrame .)n ilio iiiiwimt of iiionoj; t,i be oxpcnilod on tile Peblie 1Vo:-ks of tie Barony for

not like to oppose his neighbours; - Sees

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Surveyor’s certificate should be final aud sufficient authoi'ity to pay the sum contracted for. 
Admits, however, tliat were a Surveyor inclined to favour a Contractor, he could do great 
injury. All Proposals to execute work should be accompanied with an engagement at foot, 
bv securities for its due perfonnaucc, if accepted of. 

’ Knows the Baronial Collectors, .sometimes fi’om good feeling, advance the Cess for some 
Rate-payers. Tbev arc onlv entitled to their poundage of Drf. on the condition that all 
arreai's are paid in. 

Some thiuo-5 are assessed under the Poor Rate, which ai-e not to be found in Mr. Griffith’s 
Valuation, flopes care will be taken in amending the present law, to give the Grand Jury 
power to accept a lower sura than that estimated for. They_ must, at present, either take the 
lowest now, or reject the Application altogether, while .sometimes the Contractor would do the 
work for less than the estimate. Hands m the following paper, entitled “ Observations,” &c. 

Observations on the present Grand Jory Law, 6 & 7 Wm. 4., c. 116, with Suggestions 
FOR ITS lUPROVEltENT. 

At present, there ai-e Presentment Sessions, for the pui-poseof considering Applications for Present- 
ments, &c., &c., held pre\-ious to each Assizes, and witliin 30 days after these, Adjourned Sessions are 
held for the ptu-pose of opening such sealed Tenders aud Pi-oposals as in the mean time have been 
lodged mth the Secretary to the Grand Jui-y, and for taking security for the performance of the Work. 
I propose to make one Sessions answer the purposes of both. 

And I also propose to do away mth the present method of making Applications, pointed out in sec. 
16 of said Act, namely, by two Cess-payers. 

My plan is as follows : — 

The County Surveyor should be required to report to the hrst Presentment Sessions, to be held in 
each Barony after the passing of an Act of Parliament, all Roads which he may conceive to be of so 
local or private a nature that they should not be maintained at the public expense. 

The Bai-onial Sessions should take into consideration each Road mentioned in bis Report separately, 
and should, in the margin of the Repoit, by the Cliairman, state the opinion of the Bench ■with regard 

Th^Report and opinion should be banded to the Secretary, to be by him laid before the Grand 
Jury, at the ensuing Assizes. Evidence might be heard by the Grand Jury, either in support of the 
Surveyor’s Report, or in opposition to it; aud the Grand Jury might either present, tliat such Roads, 
or any of them, should continue to be maintained at the public e.vpense, or that they should not. _ 
The Presentment, in either ease, should he open to be traversed, and the Traverse should be tned 
at the same -\ssizes at ivhich Presentmeut was made. i. 1 1 i xr

Court finding, as is at present frequently the case, after discussing the Application of one set of Cess-

present alphabetical arrangement of the Applications separates far from each other, if the names of 

John Coates, Esq. the Applicants begin with letters in distant parts of the alphahet. 

As each work shall be approved of, the Secretary shall produce all the Tenders and Proposals 
lodg^ed with him relating thereto, and on opening them, the lowest Tender as at present should be t^en. 

The Chairman should write the word “accepted” on the same, signing bis name as Chairman thei'eto' 
Tl)is woidd at once be the approval of the work, and the acceptance of the proposal. 

The Contractor and his Sureties should then, or at any time more convenient for the Coimt durin? 
the Sessions, come fijrwar-d and acknowledge their hands and seals to the document, and themselves to 
be bound in the amoinit stated in the Recognizance. 

It would be necessary, in carrying out this plan, to change the forms of Recognizance and Tender 

I propose that every form of Tender should be accompanied by a form of Recognizance, that the 

Secretary shall prepare them as hitherto, and sliall furnish to every person applying for a form of 
Tender, a Recognizance also, receiving for each Tender a sum not e.vceeding and for 

each Recognizance, a sum not exceeding . But I think the Recognizance might 

he so embodied in the same paper with the form of Tender, that one document would at the same 
time answer both purposes ; and it might be so contrived, that the Secretai-y could have them so fully 
prepared before giving them into the hand of the proposers, that the Contractor would only have to 
insert the sum for which he proposes to do the work, and to obtain the signatures of his sui’eties, aud 
subscribe liis own name to tbe document before returning it to the Secretary. Each person so signing 
should add the name of the Parish in which he resides, and his occupation or profession as follows, viz:— !

This wouM save the time which is now consumed at Adjourned Sessions, in signing the Recogni- 
zances, and in writmg out such parts of them as cannot under the present system, be done, until tie 
Contractor is declai-ed. 

It is this saving of time, together with the excluding of Cess-payers from making Applications, 
and consequently saving the time consunred at the Presentment Sessions, in making inquiry into the' 
posting of Notices and other formula?, which makes it practicable to do the business of both Sessions 
in very nearly the same time that is now occupied at each. 

It mav bo objected, that as the County Surveyor alone would he entitled to originate works to be 
diMus.'ied at Sessions, Cess-payers would be deprived of an opportunity of exercising that proprietor- 
ship over the public Works of which they now have the pri-^ege, aud that a County Sui-vevor might 
refuse or neglect to npply tor Works which it would be very proper to apply for. 

But I think it must appear that tlie right of applying is only ti-ansferred from the proprietors to 
their paid agent, who is responsible for his acts, and to provide against the County Sui-veyor^ refusmg 
or omitting to forward Applications for Works that might be considered improvements. I would 
suggest the propriety of making it imperative on him to include in his list of Works to be handed to 
the Secretary, any work which in a Requisition signed by any two Magistrates, or by any five or more 
Less-puyers, he should be required so to do. 

In case ot a new Road or Building being desired, the cost of which would exceed £50, when not 
ongmated by the County Smweyor, he should be required to do so by a Requisition signed more 
uumeiously. _ It sboiUd not be required of the Surveyor to prepare Specifications, Plans, &c., for such 
a work, prei-ioi^ to the Sessions at which it is to be first discussed. It should however, be placed at 
in published by the Secretary, at the end of liis Notice advertising for Tenders,

. I have often heard that the handbills used by myself iu this Connty, for advertising for Proposals, 
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have been very speedily torn down again, by interested persons. When this liappens the public are 
kept in the da»-h. 

I would suggest, that when tlie places appointed for posting these Notices be settled upon, there 
should be a board fixed thereat, which could be locked up every evening, and opened again every 
mornin". for a given time, by the Constabulary stationed nearest to it. One Constable might have 
several o£ these under his care. 

Smiths’ shops, Mills, Kilns, and other public places, might he appointed for placing these hoards at ; 
and if a Notice should, even during the day, be torn down, it could be replaced during the evening, 
by the person in charge, who should have an extra supply for this purpose. 

The expense of advertising would be repaid by the competition which It would most likely elicit. 

An advantage winch may be expected to result from the system of doing all the business at the 
Presentment Sessions, without an adjournment, is, that the persons brought in as sureties, will be so 
brought in, on a day when the business of discussing the woi'ks will be going on, instead of on a day 
when nothing btit the mere business of having themseh'es bound comes viuder tbeir notice. They 
will thus be almost compelled to take an interest in the public works, and may themselves at a future 
Sessions become Contractors, or at least comjjetitors, for worlc. 

There will be a saving of time to the pubbe : — first, there is the saving of time spent in posting 
Notices by the Cess-payers ; second, the time in attending on clerks, to have their Applications and 
Notices filled, I might call one day to each person. It will save them attendance at Adjourned Ses- 
sions, which is another day— this twice a-year is equal to four, and supposing that only 1,000 indivi- 
duals in the County were engaged in the business, there is time consumed eipal to 4,000 days, which 
is value at least for 4.U00 shillings, or £200 indirectly saved to the public, in each County. Besides 
this however, these individuals generally spend a little money in the Sessions Towns, which would be 
saved if they remained at home, while the occasions of temptation to drink ardent spirits would be 
lessened. 

If it be intended to continue to form tbe Sessions Courts of Magistrates and Cess-payers, I think it 
would tend very much to have a more general representation of the county, if instead of the present 
plan of the Collectors of Cess returning 100 highest Cess-payers iu the Bai-ony, they should be re- 
quired to make a return of ten of the highest Cess-payers in each Parish, or denomination of about 
the extent of a Parish, as one part of the Barony may be much more valuable than another ; and as 
the Grand Jury Cess is applotted in propiortlon to the value of property, the persons living in this 
valuable part of the Barony must of course pay a higher tax than those who live in the less valuable 
parts. The consequence is, that almost all the highest Cess -pavers may he, and frequently are, from 
this one valuable district. If tbe object be to obtain information at Sessions, from all parts of tbe 
Barony, it would be better secured in my opinion, by taking a return such as I propose, and let the 
Grand Jury name a certain ntimber, say two, out oi each Parish, or denomination, to make up the 
list —one half should be ballotted for as at present. 

It would be a convenience if the Applications for building recesses for stone on sides of roads, for 
rent of Petty Sessions Rooms or Houses, and for the salaries of Keeiiers of District Bridewells, were 
allowed to be considered at the Sessions of the Bai'ony in which they are situated.

John Francis Blake, Esq., Secretary of County Galway Grand Jm-y, called in and exauiined, Blake, Esq. 

The Printing work was advertised for, and is given to the lowest bidder. Admits that 
there is no authority to present for printing Lists of iiersons liable to serve as Juvor.s ; also, 
that only 14/. is allowed by law for tbe keeper, of the Court-house, but 45/. is presented. 

The Presentment for 51. for stationery to the Under Sheriff is under the old Act 35 Geo. HI., 
c. 55. Admits that there is no authority for such Presentment in tbe last Grand Jury Act, 
and that no moneys can be presented for, e-xcept by virtue of the Grand Jury Act or of an y 
Act saved by it, and that the Sheriff’s Act is not so saved.

Is County Surveyor of Kildare since October, 1836. Had been five years apprentice 

with Mr. Griffith, andwastho Surveyor of Louth for two years previous to 

appointment. He was ti’ansferred at his own desu-e. The Louth Grand Jury not gi 
the Ml salary uader the Act, and he did not pull very well with some of the gentry . ^ home 
of them found fault with every thing he did, and oomplamed Jn general that notog WM 
done right. Was present at the late meeting in Dublin of the County Surveyors. Dissented 
from the resolution, which proposed an amending clause mtho Grand Jmy Act, txmg ±duu 
a-year as the Surveyor's salary. Thought a maximum should be fixed, but not a mimmnm, 
as the Grand Jury would lose all power oyer a Surveyor, if his salary were independent of 
them. Has had some slight dHorenocs with the gentry in Kildme, but considers taself 
well treated by them. Refused on one occasion to make a Plan of Works for tbe “ 

Superintendeuco, not considering himself hound by law to do so ; received a commumcafton 
from Government on this subject, and as to certifying in duphrale the 
Contract. Made the plan immediately afterwards, and would have done so when ““d 
had he understood it to bo Ilia proper duty, but regarded the matter as if it were an ormary 
AppUcant proposing work for Presentment, and requh-mg him to prepare plans More any 
Presentment passel Will not again refuse, now knowing it is part of ta 
Does not classify his work in the County. Has a general inspection over ® ; 

does not do all new work himself. His Assistants, m some cases, have sur y . 
laid out a lino. Acts on the report of the Assistants to a great extent and m some CMOS 
without seeing the work. Does no private business. Is not paid for making ou

Specitications for ne'w work at the desire of Applicants. Nearly all the County roads kent 
in repaU* by yearly Contracts, at an average of sis pence per perch. 

Mr. W. Henrij, called in und esamined. 

Is one of the .‘issistauts to the County Surveyor of Kildai'e. Subscriptions to Dispensaries 
are di-opping off. There are about 700 miles of road in the County, tvhich are all under 
Contract except about 100. He attends the Road Sessions. Some of the Associated Cess- 
]xtyer» are highly respectable, but sonic are niucli the contrary, and very ignorant. The 
Baronial Collectors receives nine pence in the pound on the County Cess, and to Deputies 
they allow £8 or £10 half- yearly, for helping them. Some Collectors have no Deputies 
The Deputy warns the Cess-payers of his district, to pay in to the Collector the rate acr^nst 
a certain day, and what is not received in this way, is collected by the Deputy. Th^ Pre- 
sentment of £30 to maintain a person to be educated in the Lying-in Hospital of Dublin is 
made under some old Act ; no authority for it in the Gi-and Jui’y Act, which repealed all 
old Acts. 



Bth February, 1841. 

John Yates, Esq., called in and further examined. 

Grants certificates in some cases, without himself seeing the road. Is not aware that 
every certificate is presumed to be the result of a personal insiiectiou of the work. Visits 
the Baronial roads, but not periodically. Complaints were made that he did not sufficiently 
often see the roads in the Barony of Carberry, but he bad been there five times within the 
last six months. At the late meeting of the Surveyors, one of them acted as Chairman and 
the other as Clerk. The meeting was called to consider certain suggestions'to be made by 
the Surveyors, for an amendment of the Grand Jury Act. They met as a Civil Engineer 
Society, and it was thought desirable to pass certain resolutions. He dissented from some 
of them, They were not requested eitlier by the Board of Works or the Government to 
suggest improvements in the law, nor by tlie Grand Juries. Two of the resolutions were 
to the effect ot raising their ow-n salaides, and fixing them at a permanent amount. They 
suggested no resolution to raise the salaries of their Assistants, that not being any object of 
the meeting. When the Surveyors were originally appointed in 1834, an inei-ease of salaiy 
was contemplated bj[ them to cover travelling expenses, and the late meeting of the Sur- 
veyors had this in view. Admits that no such increase has been ever proposed or provided 
for, by the Grrand Jury Acts passed since 1834. Only three miles of new road have been 
constructed in Kdehu'e, since his removal to it. Tlie repairing of the roads could ho 
entrusted to the Assistants, but a cheek on them would be useful : but an ordinary Assistant 
would, to a very great extent, be competent to see after the repairing of roads. Has some- 
times refused his certificate for work passe'd bv the Assistant ; and the Assistants being more 
on a level with the Contractors, would find it difficult to refuse certifying, if they had not the 
Surveyor to fall hack on. Requires great caution to act upon the reports of the Assistants. 
Few gentry now take Contracts, except for the building of a Bridge, or some considerable 
gentry act very independently, and stivnd off", but he mixes with some of them. 

riunks it would be a great advantage, if quai-terly payments could be made by some per- 
manent body^ to Conti'actors, for at pi'esent the Contractors can I'eceive nothing on accoimt, 
and m^t wait until the year is out. It was proposed by the County Surveyors, that Appli- 
cants for works should lodge a Map, giving a particular description of the work, although 
not a strictly correct one. By the last Act the expense of this preliminary mapping is 
thrown on the Applicant, and the Sessions require a Map before entertaining the AppHcation 
at all, and call on the Surveyor for bis opinion. If tie work is approved of, a second Map 
IS then made by the Surveyor himself. It was suggested at the meetingtiat the Surveyor 
should make the preliminary Map, at the expense of the Applicant, and if it passed, tliat 
this e^ense would he added to the Presentment. Does not think it would take more time 
than SIX weeks in the year to be mapping new works. Does not think that a few Surveyors 
attached as a St^ to the Board of Works, could get through the work of all tie Counties. 
Must admit, to be c^did, that the Surveyors at their late Meeting proposed no increase to 
the Assistants salaries, with a view of keeping them down in their present position. It was 
proposed^ to increase their number but not their salaries. 

H model plims for Court-houses, Session houses, Gaols, and Bridewells, prepared by a 
competent Architect, were sent down to he worked out, does not think that the Assistants 
would generally be quahfied to act on them without an Engineer or Architect. 

XI. X Assistants have farms, and reside in their disti-icts. Without some such aid, 
the Assistants could not disclimge tieir duty on the present salary of £50 aryear. 

Mr . TV . Henry, called in and further examined. 

The Assistots to the Surveyors undergo an examination before the Board of Works, as 
to their knowledge of the general business of repairing roads, surveying, and partially as to 
masonry. _ The s^v is £50 a-year, and no travelling or any other expense is allowed, but 
some are mcuired. . . There is no general rule as to the_ number of in ajQy one 
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Count;r, all depends ou the Grand Jury for tlie time. Has a district under charge of 18 
miles, ill one way, and 10 in :motIier, foruiing a complete division of the County. Is em- 
ployed lour days every week, aithougli so much time is not absolutely iiceesSjU’v, Has I've- 
([ue'ntly drawn new maps of roads, and Specifications for bridges. \Va^ never a candidate 
fora Sprveyorship. Very generally oft'ered presents by Contractors, or bidders for Contracts. 
Acquainted with 13 or 1-i As5.istants in the neighbourhood, not one of whom Is capable of 
talcing such presents. Knows of one inskince, but not in County Kildare, of an Assistant 
.accepting a bribe. The (iase c<anio before the Sessions, but an I b U dated' two days before 
the meeting of the Session, and just to cover the transaction, being produced. uotlnn<i- could 
be made of it, but the Assistant soon afterwards resigned. It is generally ruraonred that 
every gentleman interested in works makes presents, but believes it is unfounded, and the 
cliargo against Assistants is not confined to them, for Surveyors have been b\- the publi'- 
sometimes also accused of taking presents. Served an apprenticesliip, and passed .a food 
many yeai-s under tbe Civil Engineer constantly kept by the Duke of Leinster. 

Would be a great im|>ro\-enient, if the Coiiti'actors could be paid <:juartorly, or so soon as 
the work -was done. 1 hey used to borrow from the Treasurers ; but now' they get ••reJit 
at Shops, whei-e the greater part of the money must be taken in provisions, of the quality, 
weight, and price that the Sbo]}keeper pleases. Formerly the Treasurers themselves used 
to pay the Contractors in meal and provisions, but they have dropped this trade. Has seen 
a pamphlet on the i-osolution,s passed by the County Surveyors at their late meeliug. Present 
system of passing accounts at Sessions for woi'k, is bery bad ; for it is necessary to coi-tifv 
tile work before it is really done, in order to get jiaid at the Assizes. 

Sir John Kini/smills, called in and examined. 

In reference to a letter recentbj addressed by him to Lord Morpeth^ on the subject of the 
County Assessments, stiUes that he was desirous of calling the atteution of this Commission 
to certain I'ates paid in England out of the Consolidated Fund while rates for the same 
purpose in Ireland are thrown upon the Cess-payei^. Withiu the last three or foui‘ yeai’s 
the particular charges alluded to, have been transferred by Government to the Consolidated 
Fund, as will appeal’ on reference to the Act ; and a similar provision should be applied to 
Ireland. 



Michael Sharkey, Esq., called in and examined. 

Is Secretary to the Grand Jury of the County of Roscommon for many yoai’s. In loans 
of money from the Board of \Vorks, tlie Grand Jury continue the .same amount of Present- 
ment for the interest in the second and succeeding years, as they did tlic first year, (as origi- 
nally proportioned by tbe IBoavd,) although the loan itself is periodically reduced by instid- 
ments paid in on account of the Capital ; and in this way the whole loan is levied on the 
County ill a shorter period than was agreed on with the Board. Frequently remonstrated 
with tire Treasurer on this point, who said it was of no consequence as the surplus Present- 
ment for interest was added to the iirstalment for payment of tbe principal, and tlrat he 
always got credit for same in settling the instalments with Mr. Paine, the Secretary of tlie 
Board of Works. 

The salaries of the public Officers in this County are presented for in advance, and have 
been so for the last two years back ; has heard lately this to be contrary to law, and that 
the Judges so decided; the point had been i\aised once in Roscommon, but on a discussion 
by Counsel, the Judge flatted the Presentments. 

The Apothecary receives 42?. a-year for supplying medicines to the Gaol : this is under an 
old Contract of some years’ standing, entered into previous to the present Grand Jui’y Act, 
on account of which the Gmud Jury declined to intei’fere with it ; recollects some of the 
Judges appeai’ed disinclined to fiat the Presentineut, stating that there ought to be no such 
Contract entered into, and that it was not binding on the Grand Joi’yto continue such Contract. 

Advei’tisements are issued, asldng tenders for printing work. The Quere books are not 
printed by Mr. Tully, who has a Contract for the County work, but by Mr. G. Shea, of 
the City of- Dublin, and that under the directions of the Treasurer, for which he receives 
£40 annually. 

There are at present but two Coroners in the County, the. Inquests cost from £2 to 30^. 
each, and sometimes less ; but it is quite common for them to hold Inquests that are useless 
and unnecessary, and frequently to give exorbitant allowances to medical witnesses for their 
attendance, which in some instances might be dispensed with. 

The Cess-payers express great discontent as to the expense of the Dispensaries, and say 
there is much abuse in these Institutions. 

The Court-house is at present supplied with fuel by the Board of Superintendence of tbe 
Gaol ; Mr. Morrow is Keeper of the Court-house of Roscommon, at a salary of £14 a-year, 
but he formerly got £60 a-year, and that by a Contract for keeping the fumture and 
every thiiw in it m order, &c. he resides in it, and has separate apartments of his own ; _he 
keeps an Ordinaiy in it during the Assizes, where some of tbe Grand Jury, the Bar, Solici- 
tors and others dine and breakfast. The apai’tments and Jury Rooms were furnished by 
the County at an expense of about £1000 : during the time of the Assizes the public officers 
^ep there, and occupy Rooms attached to their respective offices.

For the convenience 
of the public lie h.is since summer Assizes 183G, (with the sanction of the Grand Jurvl 
fixed times and places whore he attends to fill up those Applications, &c. for such as rnav 
call on him previous to each Presentment Sessions, as formerly several Presentments were 
rejected and nilled for informality, in not being conformable to the present Act, having been 
filled by the people themselves. Believes he generally fills about two-thirds of the AppU- 
cations in the County. ■ ^ 

The Assistant Gaoler he believes is labouring under paralysis ; he is son-in-law to the 
Governor of the Gaol. The Governor formerly held some lauds in the neighbourhood of 
Roscommon, which he tilled and formed for his own immediate use, but he is very constant 
bitterly in his attendance on the Gaol. 

The County Cess is now collected and for about two years back at the rate of 6d. per 
pound ; where there was competition, some persons ottered to do it from 4d. to TJie 
greater poi-tion of this being a jiasture country, and few small tillage Cottagers, there is 
little trouble in collecting some of the Baronies. Several Baronial Collectors' have deputies 
to whom they allow from 2rf. to 3rf. in the pound out of their own 6d. -, has heard lately 
that the Poor Rate is to be collected by Wardens, who are to have from 3d. to id. in tfie 
pound for their trouble. 

In some cases, the associated Cess-payers arc respectable, but in others less so ; tliinks it 
would be an. improvement if some of the Poor Law Guardians were also to be associated 
with the Magistrates and Cess-payers. 

Knows an instance or two, of their being no Magistrate to attend at the Road Sessions 
and all the parties interested present, bad to adjourn to another Barony, where there wasaii 
attendance of one or more M-ngistrates. 

The greater portion of the County Roads are kept in repair by Contracts formerly for 
seven years, but latterly for three years. 

Is satisfied there would be a saving in the expense, and probably more competition, if the 
Contractors could be paid quarterly, and it would be useful, were there a Grand Jury 
Committee, or some permanent body to see after the County business between Assizes and 
Assizes, and the accounts for the Grand Jury, previous to the succeeding Assizes. At present 
the County Surveyor’s^ Certificate is conclusive at the Sessions, and the Grand Jury at the 
Assizes depute a few ot their own number to inspect the Applications and Accounts, who 
mark their fiat on the face of the Presentment in the Quere book. 

^Tote Circulars, by direction of the Grand Jm-y, to the Keepers of all the Bridewells, 
stating, that the prices charged^ for provisions supplied to the prisoners in their custody 
must not exeed the cost of subsisting the prisoners m the County Gaol. 

Begs to suggest as an improvement in any amendment of the present Grand Jury Act, 
that the Adjourned Sessions may be dispensed with, as it frequently happens the Magis- 
trates and Cess-payers take no interest in attending them, and often but one Magistrate is in 
a,ttendance to approve of the Sureties, accept the Tender, and witness the Bond, and some- 
times IS obliged to request bis attendance for that purpose. Many of the Contractors said it 
was time enough to enter into the scenritv after the Assizes were over, and when they were 
certain of the Contract been granted them by the Grand Jurv. Suggests that all the Tenders 
for such works as have been approved of at the Sessions be lodged with the Secretary of the 
trrand Ji”'}' within^ one month from each respective Sessions, and the Sureties to be 
approved ot by the Grand Jury, and alj the Recognizances to be taken before and witnessed 
by the Swretaiy ot the Grand Jury, within a tortnight after each Assizes in the County town, 
on a day hxed m and for each Barony for that purpose. Would also humbly suggest that 
the Magistrates voting at the Presentment Sessions be confined to the Barony in which they 
reside or have property, for it sometimes occui-s that they attend from distant parts of the 
County to vote for some particular Presentment, by solicitation, and have a majority over 
the Cess-payers, who were often heard to say their attendance was unnecessai-y, so long as 
the Magistrates could outvote them. Would also humbly suggest that a small fine be 
imposed by the Judge ot Assize upon Cess-payers, who codd not show cause for their non- 
atten^nce at the Sessions, and that tlie Cess Collectors be liable to a fine of 51. for not making 
out their Retuim of Ce^-payers m time and m due form, and delivering the same the first 
imperfect g^Wly the last day they will hand them in, and that very

John Morrow, Esq., called in and examined. 

Is Deputy Clerk of the Peace of the County Roscommon, and Acting Clerk of the 
Crown tor same, dso Acting Clerk of the Crown of County Mayo. Is also sole 
Inspector of Weights aM Measures for the County Roscommon, for which he receives a 
^_ary of 40/. a-year. He goes round the County mspecting the Weights and Measures 

durmg 

He receives 30/ fo^ctmg as Clerk of the Crown in Roscommon, andaboutthe same sum 
for acting in Mayo. He was also_ acting at the same time as Clerk of the Crown for County 
Eeitnm, but had to give it up, as it interfered with his other duties. 

Accounts to the Clerk of the Peace of Roscommon for all fees received. His own salary 
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is 100/. besides hi-s expenses. Cannot oxaetly state from recollection the amount of fees 
received for the Clerk of the Peace, but he accounts for them all to his Principal. When 
the Crown Solicitor applies for copies of Information, he cjiargcs him, and also charges for 
Grown Summonses required by the Crown Solicitor. Admits, that as Clerk of the Crown 
and of the Peace, it is his duty to prosecute certain cases, now often prosecuted by the 
Crown Solicitor ; and that if the Crown Solicitor did not interfere, lie would prosecute them 
free of expense, but as the Crown Solicitor does interfere, he is so fai’ relieved of the duty, 
and charges besides for copies of the Informations, which has been the constant practice of 
the ofBce. The Act 49th Geo. III., cap. 101, gives salary' in lien of fees, formerly chai’ged 
to prisoners. 

Is Keeper of Roscommon Court-house, and lives in the building. Has £14 of salary for 
this, paid to him by Presentment. Occupies five rooms and a kitchen. Fifty tons of Coal 
allowed for fires in the Court-house, by the Board of Superintendence. 

Has four fires in his own apartments, and two fires twice a-week in other parts of the 
building. The County furnished the several rooms in the Court-house at an expense of 
about £1000, and this'^property is under his care. 

During the Assizes his ivifu keeps an Ordinary for the convenience of the Bar, Juries, 
&c., but he has nothing to do with this. The Clerk of the Peace has a bed-room iu the 
Court-house, furnished at his own expense. The Clerk of the Crown has a room as an 
office, and the County Treasurer has also two rooms in it as offices. Knows not by what 
authority, the Coals ai'e supplied hy the Boai'd of Superintendence. The Clerk of the 
Peace occasionally assists in discharging the duties of his office, such as swearing iu witnesses, 
and other matters at Sessions, and acting as Clerk of the Peace at Assizes. 



Jolm Kelly, Esq., Surveyor of County Roscommon, called in and examined. 

Served an apprenticeship to his father, who is a Land Surveyor in County Down. There 
are eight Baronies in Roscommon, and about 700 miles of ro^. and gets over the whole 
work in a certain way, without an Assistant. Had oue until two years ago, and on his 
leaving him for better employment, decliued having another. The quantity of stones for 
road repair is never measured by him. Has ascertained that a certain breadth of road 
requires a certain quantity of materials, of a certain weight. He requires the Contr.uctors to 
put on two-thirds of this quantity in Winter, and one-third in Summer, and furnishes each 
Contractor with a book, in which he enters the quantities of materials laid on by him. From 
practical knowledge of what each heap of stones on the road will on an average contain, and 
from the general state of the road itself, can satisfy himself of the fulfilment ot the Contract, 
and the Contractor besides swears at Sessions to the accuracy of the cnti'ies in his book. 
By this course, the expense of Assistants is saved to the County. 

April and October are the best periods for repairing roads ; does not like laying on mate- 
rial in the dry weather. About half a ton of materials per perch, is laid on leatBug lines, 
but a quarter of a ton is sufficient where there is a good sub-soil. In some cases, however, 
a ton per English perch is requisite. The expenditure of roads is increasing, and interior 
and cross roads, and bullock tracks or driving passes, ai’e in a bad condition. 

Roscommon being a grazing County, the Cess-payers are of a wealthy class, who generally 
take an active part at Sessions. The roads ai'e principally kept in I'eprdr by Contract. 
Magistrates attend pretty regularly ; in any important case, where a canvas b£^ taken place, 
the Magistrates out-number the Cess-payers, but in ordinary eases, the latter out-number 
the former. No Magistrate should vote in a Barony where ho neither resides nor has 
property. Never prepared Maps for any Applicant for County Work, and if the work is 
approved of, he must re-survey the whole, for the Applicant’s Map could not be adopted. 
There is a Committee of the trrand Jury to consider Proposals for roads, and to view the 
work. Superintends a road in the County maintained by the Board of Works, the repair 
of which is defrayed by the County. Gives rather more attention to this than to some 
other roads ; has to see it once a month, and to report to the Board. The repaii’ costs 
about a shilling ar-perch, on a thvee-year-Contract, got by public advertisement ; the other 
County roads average from lOrf. to Is. Irf. per perch, and such of them as were taken up in 
a bad state, cost for a time Is. 8<f. a perch. The Contractors pay their labourers when they 
are paid themselves, which is long after the work is done. The Contractor sub-divides the 
line into small portions, sometimes five or ten perches, and an imder-Contractor takes this. 
If one of them does his portion badl;^, the whole road gets out of order. This was the old 
system under the Supervisors, but it is now wearing away. Did not attend the meeting of 
the County Surveyors. 

If he would leave the County for a month, would first ask the leave of the Grand Jury. 
He was last Summer in London for three weeks, and in coming to see the Board of Works 
in Dublin, but did not ask leave. 

From 20 to 26 miles of road have been made since his appointment. A very heavy 
ex^nse was incui’red on one'line, in crossing a bog. __ _ _ 

Thinks the great leading roads should be repaired on different principles than interior 
roads. Direct lines from town to town, or on great thoroughfares, ought not to be left 
entirely to the direction of the Counties, for in passing through different Counties, one part 
may be well repaired and the other not, so that the whole road is out of condition. Great 
lines should be repaired by the County at large. A revision every seven years of the roads

S. H. Rowan, E»q. Sidney H. Roican, Esq., called in and e.tainined. 

Is Governor of Downpatrick Gaol since 1«31. An Apothecary got last year £2“ for 
atteudance on the premises ; the Medicines arc procured from the Apothecaries’ Hall, Dub- 
lin. There are a good many liros necessary in the G.iol ; the Debtoi's are divided into 
Master and Poor Debtor.s, and two are confined in each room ; there is a fire in each of 
their rooms, one in the Guard room, one in the Porter’s Lodge ; there arc firos in the Dav- 
rooms and in the Hospital, with a certain alio trance of fuel to the Governor ; in all, 54 fires 
Coal is used, and nearly 18 cwt. a-day is burnt. The Governor has five rooms, and fuel for 
foiu‘ of them. Ton Turnkeys are kept, and those of them that arc unmarried, live inside. 
There aro also two Matrons for ihe iemale prisoners. The profit on the prisoners’ labour 
is worth from £60 to £100a*year. In this Gaol, all pfisonera are clothed, but in some other 
Gaols only tiie poorer prisoners are clothed. The Turnkeys get no i-atious, but au annual 
allowance of £2 for clotliinu’ is given them. An allowance of 4<f. a-weok is made to prisonei's 
who act as Wardmen. The Schoolmaster has £50 a-year, besides £12 a-yeai- for actim? as 
Clerk. He lives in the Gaol, superiutejids the Work department, and keeps all accounts. 
The deputy Governor or Gaoler keeps the different Gaol Books, makes out Criminal 
Returns and the Calendars. Besides the two Matrons, there is an Assistant. The Matron 
who superintends the washing, receives a certain quantity of soap : and luilf-au-ounce per 
week Is allowed to each prisoner. The Board of Superintendence meet on the fii’st Moadav 
of every month : pidutod placards or advertisements are posted up through the town, invit- 
ing tenders to supply provisions I'or one month. They had to give up the system of vearlv 
Contr.acts, for there used to be nothing but comphiints from the prisoners. The b*idders 
send in a sealed s.imple of their potatoes, and four pounds weight of each sample is boiled, 
and examined by the Board ; and what appears to be the best quality is accepted, if the 
price be fair : but if exorbitant, the ne.xt best sample is taken. Mciil is laid in in quantities 
and stored, which is found by experience to be the cheapest way. Could not make a satis- 
factory Contract for twelve months’ supply ; the farmers in the neighbourhood are not large, 
and could not, ff’om tlieh' own land, supply a year’s provisions ; could get no biddino- from 
them for so long a period, as their .stock would bo insufficient. The deputy Gaoler is often 
three weeks away, attending the Quarter Sessions. During his absence, provisions are 
weighed out by the principal Turnkey and Clerk, and a ticket given of the quantity. The 
daily cousumptiqa is entered in the Provision Book, and at the Assizes compared withthe 
delivery of provisions. At all times there is a considei'jible loss in potatoes. They are 
bought in unwashed, and ai-e served out washed from the Gaol Store ; the difference in a 
year is great, so tliat it is quite impossible that the quantity charged by the Contractors can 
correspond with the quantity issued to the prisoners. Tlio waste in buying in wholesale a 
quantity fresh from the farmer, and giving them out washed, in retail allowance to the 
OTisonei-s, is very serious, and the loss must'fall upon the establishment. The potatoes about 
Downpatrick grow in general large ami wet, the land being rather highly manured. Thinks 
a Contractor might be got ^vho would undertake to subsist the prisoners at so much a-head 
per (lay. The Coal used iu the Gaol i.s purchased iu Summer, when it is cheapest. 

The prisoners are all employed in ditferent work. The Gaol is supplied with School 
^*1*1 Testiimeuts through the Chaplains of each denomination. Dr. Deavir 
ordered in Douay Testaments for the Roman Catholic prisoners. The common version is 
^leny used, and is read in the School, w’hieh is held two hom-s every day in the Chapel. 
Ihe space is partitioned off for classes. The Kildare-strcet School-books ai*e used. They 
were provided at the original establishment of the School, and still remain'; has’heai-dno 
objection to them. Spelling-books were charged ' thi-ee-pence a-piece. A circulating 
Library, of the description fm-nished by that Society, is also in the Gaol ; and if any of'the 
prisoners ask the Schoolmaster to have a Bible in his cell, it is given him. The Chaplains 
attend twice every week, and preach on the Sabbath. The Presbyterian Chapljua also 
attends on a week day, on his own class. 

The Gaol, wMch is new, and cost a great deal of money, was built to' accommodate 216 
prisoners, but there are 240 m it at present. Many Debtors are at all times confined in it. 
and very httle advantage is taken of the Lords’ Act, in obtaining their discharge or maln- 
tetmee by the imprisouing Creditor. Believes, that the for£s under the \ct are so 
techmeal as to require the aid of an Attorney, which some Debtors could nbt pay for ; there 
is some defect in the Act, giving the power of discharge only to the Court from which the 
proceedings issued, and the Assistant-Barrister sits only four times a-yeai*. Has. been Mm- 
selt subjected to expenses, for which he could not be repaid. In Writs of Habeas Corpus, 
must bring up the prisoners to Dublin, and is only allowed three-pence a mile for the dis- 
‘d t that the actual fare, and necessary expenses, shoiddbe 
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V2th February, 1841. 

James Goodwin, Esq., Secretary to the Grand Jury of Kildare, called in and examined. 

Was appointed at last Summer Assizes, hU brother being Joint Secretary -with, him for 
many years previously. Cannot c-Kplain the item in the printed Query -Book, making a 
Presentment to the Queen’s Printers for supply of Statutes to the County, and does not 
know who ordered these Statutes, but knows that the Government supplies the yearly 
volume of Statutes gi-atuitously. Many Presentments do not certainly set forth the Act or 
Section authorising them. A charge of eight-pence a-mile is presented under the head of 
Incidents for carrying about the Records from Sessions to Sessions. There is no authority 
for this in the Grand Jurv Act. Was not aware that one item illegally presented for, 
vitiated the whole Warraiit, and that the levy of ail Cess whatever could be resisted. 
Admits there is no authority to present for Stationery, supplied at Sessions, but it has been 
always done, and the Stationery is requisite. Knows there was a great discussion m the 
Grand Jury Room about the Presentment in favour of a woman to be educated as a Midwife ; 
but is not aware that the Act of Parliament, ^formerly authorizing this charge, has been 
renealed. Charges as fees Is. on Recognizances, and iid. for blank h orms, but another 6d. is 
charged if he is asked to fill up the Form. Never objected to the people filUng up their 
own Wms. The Police got orders not to distribute the Query Books, in consequence of 
which a small charge is presented for their delivery throughout the fom'teen Baronies of 
the County. The Lists of Jurors are also printed. Is not able to produce any Act of Parlia- 
ment authorising such printing. Presentments for the Salaries of County Officers are made 
in advance. Considers the class of persons now associated at Sessions, to be the greatest 
hinderance in working out the present system.

Mr. Alexander Harrison, called in and examined. 

Is Surveyor of County Monaghan, served an Apprenticeship to Messrs. Gale, Brabaaon, 
and Sberrard. Was formerly Surveyor of Queen’s County. Had tlie Monaghan roads 
divided into four classes— mail coach, other leading lines, cross roads, and bye-roads or green 
lanes The two first ought to be kept up in constant repair, the cross roads m occasional 
repair and also the byc-roads, if for public benefit. Once in three years the cross roads 
and once in seven years these bve-roads, would require a proper mspe^ion and repair. Ail 
Applications should be made by the Surveyor or his Assistants. Has four Assislauts, 
whose salaries are made up to £70 a-yeiir each, by subscripnons irom the &unty gcntlemeu. 
Does not Ibilik the County Imsiness could bo done by the Assistants without a Surveyor. 
Certain Post Poads in Monaghan arc repaired by the Board of ^\orU; he supeiintends 
this repair, hut receives no cstr.i pay for doing so. Tim roads under the Board cost more 
than the County roads, because the Board require their Contractors to put on a certoa quan- 
tity of materials whether appiireiitly required or not. Tlicre is tor the same reason, less 
competition tor the Board's roads, because the work must be done wjhm considerably less 
time than the Oouutv allows to tiielr Contractors. Did not attend tlio late m'eb"? “f 
County Surveyors. Knew one object of it was to obtain an increase m their

Denies the accuracy of this statement in so far as regards himself. Mr. Butler’s plans for 
alteration of the Court-house were not adopted by the Grand Jury. The County offered 
£40 of a premium for the best plan, which sum was divided between two Architerts who 
sent in plans, but both of them were finally rejected by the Grand Jury, and a middle 
plan adopted, without any additional expense. 



being a compiunication from the Royal Institute of Architects, I beg to state, in forwarding my 
explanation, that I regret much that the complicated nature of the circumstances will oblige me to 
be rather more prolix than I could wsh. And also that much private personal matter must necessarily 
be inflicted upon the Commissioners in explanation of an affair with which the public have nothin^ 
whatever to do — which has been satisfactorily explained to, and set at rest by, the body necessarily 
most interested, the Grand Jury of this County, and which is now brought forward, more from a 
persevering [lereotial malignity, than with any view to the furtherance of the public service. 

Before entering upon my explanation, I must premise {and beg the Commusionere will bear in 
viiiid) that in the 6th & 7th Villiam IV. c. 116, Architects are in no way recognized nor made 
mention of, save in the 7 1st section, and then only “ when invited to competition by public adver- 
tisement. and to be employed, if thought necessary, by the Grand Juries in superintendmg the work 
on such terms as may be determined on.” ’ 

On the 20th January, 1838, I received His Excellency the Mai-quis of Normanby's commands to 
prepare Plans, &c., for Court-liouses. I accordingly did so, but my Plans were not approved of by 
the Board of Works : It then only remained for me to procure Plans from an Arebitect. Of coiirsa 
the whole profession (in which I have a number of acquaintances) was open for me to select an 
individual from, but JIi-. Butler being at that time a particular intimate, and having b^ore I was 
appointed County Surveyor, a. previous ani original Agreement him as to all m-chitectural 
which I might obtain for him, I of course gave the preference to him ; our waiting upon 
Mr. Drummoml was merely to ascertain if the County Surveyor could substitute an Areliitect’s Plan 
tor his own, or if it would be received? Mr. Drummond’s reply was, “of course the Government did 
not care where the Plau came from, provided it was a good one, and approved of by the Board of 
Works. ; Accordingly, Mr. Butler prepared his Plans on chance as to their being received or not on 
Uicir being presented by me, and they were accordingly put forward by me to the Grand Jury of the 
County of Kilkenny, at Summer Assizes of 1838. Mr. Butler was then present, and to show how 
little the Grand Jury considered Mr. Butler at all in the matter, upon an application to grant 5 per 
cent, for the Supenntendence, tt was refused, one of the Grand .Jury (Mr. Bailey, of Morelands 1 
sajmg, “ K It IS to be given to oim County Surveyor, Mr. Carter, I will vote for it— otherwise not.” 
I then stood forward and explained how Mr. Butler had prepared the Plans for me, and begged the 
5 per cent, should be aw-ardeJ him, which it was. It was thus solely through my personal inauence that 
P«bhcly introduced to the County of Kilkenny. I could easily have applied to any 
other Architect and obtained Plans by paying him for them, or even on the speculation of Veing breuglit 
prommendy before the public I cannot see how in this instance, there lias been any iotrfereL 
with a public Architectural Work (or rather read Irish Architect) by a County Surveyor 

With respect to the Gaol Plans the facts are these :_Mr. Butler having got some intimation that 
alterations would be required to the Gaol of Kilkenny, volunteered his sefvices, and prepared as a

I again wrote to him on the 1st Januaiy, 1840, a Letter, marked “not pn'rato,” of which the following 
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\5th February, 1841.

Is Local Inspector and also Established Chui’cli Chaplain of the County Meath Gaol at 
Trim. The potato diet is ^iven to the prisoners, the potatoes being partly supplied by 
Contract, and partly bought m the market. The Governor’s salary is 276/. a-year. The 
Clerk who also acts as Store-keeper, receives 60/. a-year. Any profit made by the labour 
of the prisoners, is merely nomind. Nine Turnkeys are paid ; six of them have charge of 
the prisoners, two act as Watchmen, and the other is Gate-porter. Admits, that if the 
Turnkeys id their duty, the Watchmen would be unnecessary. The Turnkeys are not all 
County Meath men, and it is rather desirable they should not be so. The Turnkeys are 
recommended by the Inspectors General of Prisons. A range of rooms has been built for 
them within the Gaol, and they are allowed fuel. The old 'lurnkey at the gate remains by 
mere sufferance. Candles are also allowed to the Turnkeys for official purposes, as they 
have during the night to go through the prison with lanterns. The prisoners read to 6 
o’clock in Masses, of which there are six. There is also a Matron for female prisoners. 
The Schoolmaster gets 25/. a-year, and he is required, as the Turnkeys are not competent, 
to teach. The Clerk receives the provisions, and issues them daily to the prisoners. The 
Governor has many duties to discharge,but sees no objection to his keeping tlie Gaol accounts. 
Must confess that 60/. is a high salary for the Clerk, with reference to what is paid in all 
other Gaols. The Schoolmaster occasionally assists the Clerk, and is paid by him. The 
charge for Medicines is 66/. ; thought it would be improper in him to interfere as to this 
item^ which regularly passes from year to year, but formerly they were supplied by Contract, 
for 36/. a-year. Some years ago, there was, on one occasion, rather an increase mthe num- 
ber of sick prisoners, and the Grand Jury doubled the former allowance, which has been 
kept up ever since. 

The Pass Book is laid every month before the Board of Superintendence, and is compared 
•with the Cousumption Book, by the Providore or Clerk. The Contractors are -not paid 
according to what they deliver, but according to the quantity weighed out to the prisoners. 
The entiues in the Provision Book ai'e totted up monthly. The provisions, -when sent in, 
are weighed in the lump, but in issuing them to the prisoners, each man has his allowance 
weit^hed separately in retail. This occasions a considerable loss, and there is also loss by the 
was'Sing of the potatoes, but the Contractors are the sufferers, as tliey are only paid accord- 
ing to the daily issue entered in the Provision Book for the prisoners. There is o^y 
accommodation in the Gaol for two days’ supply of potatoes. The same Contractor has for 
many years supplied turf to the Gaol, and he is, perh.aps, the only man that cmild do it. 
Coal could be got from Navan, landed at Drogheda. Straw is supplied by half-yearly 
Contract.

Or, in the event of my putting vour Plans, &c., succcsstully forward without allowing the intervuntion of 
any other competitor, you to give me one-third of wliatever the per centage allowed m“y Oe. 

These are ray proposals, an answer to which I beg may he forwarded on or before the 31st instant, as if some 
arrangement he not entered into before that time. I shaU feel myself at perfect liberty to look elsewhere, and do 
the best I can." 



This is the whole sum and substance of the matter, and is, I conceive, rather “ a statement of 
facts relating to tlie interference of the Architects of Ireland -with the County burveyors, than that 
set forth in the communication from the Royal Institute of Architects. . 

For the truth and confirmation of these statements, I beg to refer to Mr. Devereux, uow for 
eighteen years Secretary to the Grand Jury of the County of Kilkenny, or to any of the Grand 
Jurors actively eneasrei for years past on the panel. 

In conclusion I have to apologise to the Commissioners for the tediousness of this explanation ; hut 
I trust I may claim their indulgence, when they consider the magnitude of the charge attempted to 
be made ag^nst me~orie whicli has been perverted by personal malignity from its ttue be^g, and 
made to serve a private personal motive (tni'ough an Honourable Institute and Body), on ecre e»c« 
of procuring a public good. I trust, however, the Commissioners will perceive that Ito. BuUct from 
theKeginning was never officially or legally employed by any one, as he w^ told by Mr. Tighe, on 
the Grand Jury at the time ; and that I had therefore every right to resist to the uttermost every 

attempt made clandestinely to infringe upon my duties and privileges. , . . u a 

My character as a gentleman, or professional man, has hitherto stood with the world wd the 
County to which I am Surveyor, unimMached, as the enclosed Testimonials wiQ vouch, and after this 
explanation, I trust the malice of any individual will not be able to produce any unfavourable 
impression upon a Tribunal in whose estimation I would necessarily wish to stand well.

Mt. Henry Clements, called in and examined. 

Is Sm*veyor of the Western Division of Galway County, and also Surveyor of the County 
of the Town of Galway. Was oi-isfinally appointed to the solo charge of the County, but 
the road business increased so much, that he could no longer perform the duty himself. 
Two Assistants were allowed to him in 1837, and two more afterwards, but disagreements 
taking place between them and the Grand Jury, the latter memorialed the Government for 
a second Surveyor ; and the County, for roa'd j)urpose.<, was divided into an Eastern and 
Western division ; he retained the Western division ; the additional Surveyor was appointed 
to the Eastern, and neither of them have any Assistants. Considers that he has five-eighths 
of the Countv roads in the six Baronies composing his division. The Assistants used to 
report to hini the state of the road repairs in their districts, which he, in general adopted ; 
and it was on this point that the differences with the Grand Jury took place. Considers the 
Assistants could properly report as to the repairing of roads, but they are not competent for 
buildings or masonry. Does some private business ; has made Plans and Maps for persons 
applying for new works, and was paid by them, but has never received any fee for passing 
or certifying works. iSover made such an objection as *• such a gentUvmn has got his read, 
but he has not considered me.’’ The Grand Jury never rejected a road which be recom- 
mended : remembers one case of a proposed road, strongly opposed by a gentleman, but it 
passed. Recollects a particular bridge on Lord Wallcourt’s estate, respecting which there 
was a hard fight. It was a very essential and necessary work in the district, and passed the 
Sessions, but was thrown out by the Grand Jury. They said, that if his Lordship contri- 
buted a portion of the expense, they would ahso contrilmtc by Presentment. There are 
some works done in this way in the County : and knows of a road in Conemai-a, one-half of 
the expense being contributed by the County, one-fourth by the Board of Works, and the 
other one-fourth by Colonel Thompson, the proprietor. 

Often thought it would be beneficial, if some plan could be settled, to fix all the road 
works once in seven vears; this would limit the expense, ‘and save much discussion and 
trouble to the Sessions and Grand Jury. The average cost of repair in Galway is five peace 
a-percb. Has not chai'ge of the roads in the County, which are under care of the Board 
of Works : they have their own Superintendent stationed at Clifdcn, at a salary, he believes, 
of £150 a-year. Understood from that Officer that he has 150 miles of road in charge. 
Unless the Assistant is a good one, he is an annoyance to the Surveyor. Did not attend the 
meeting of the Surveyors; but feels it a hai’dship that there is no allowance for travelling 
expenses, which average from ten to fifteen shillings a-day, as he has extra horses to hire, 
and on this account many Surveyors travel as little as possible. 

Has heard of associated persons on the Road Sessions, who were not Cess-payers in the 
County, and did not reside in it ; such persons were brought merely to secure the influence 
of a superior ; and frequently’ the highest Cess-payer is left out. Has a separate allowance 
for the Surveyorsbip of the Town of Galway. Lives there, which is the centi’e of his 
division. Had frequently gratuities oifered him, hut never received any of them. The Mail 
Cai- Proprietoi- ofl’ered him a free seat, when inspecting the post-road, but is doubtful wlietlier 
he ought to continue availing himself of the ofi'er. If the Contractors were paid quarterly, 

, the work would be done better and cheaper, and the poor labourers would be paid m money, 
and not obliged, as at present, to take provisions charged exorbitantly. Sometimes a 
gentleman takes a Contract, but the vrork is done by one of his tenants.

Mr. William Mackenzie, called in and examined. 

Was Surveyor of the County Wexford, which situation, after much correspondence, he 
resigned. States that he sent in a Memorial to the Lord Lieutenant accusing Mr. Gibbons, 
the former Surveyor, Mr. Harvey, the Coimty Treasurer, and Mr. De Rinzy, the Grand 
Jury Secretary, of collusion, and praying for an investigation into their conduct, and into 
his own. Can prove that documents were falsified to obtain money for Road Contractors; 
the backs of old passed Presentments being torn off, and pasted on new Applications which 
had never passed the Sessions. Found the Secretary charging far higher fees than allowed 
by the Grand Jury Act ; and that the Treasurer was mixed up with the Road Contractors, 
and advancing them money at 7^ per cent., and paying himself when the Presentments 
became due. Discovered that a Contractor, who was hound to finish a specific work for a 
fixed sum, was allowed by Mr. Gibbons to get an additional Presentment to complete the 
same work.

Mr. William Mackenzie called in and further examined. 

The case of falsification alluded to by him. was for Presentments to Mary Bolton and 
Thomas Redmond, Ballagheen Baxonj Sessions, j^ovember, 1838.

One great detect 
r he the County Surveyor is not in a position to resist the solicitations 

Grand Jurors : and no small part of lus own inisfovtiine arose from his checking a &i and 
Tnror in an attempt to apply a County Presentment for the repair of a private road of his 
own and leading to his own turbary. Mr. Gibbons had .allowed this private road to be repau 
It the niiblic expense, but he resisted it; and the Presentment which had passed at the 
lelsioiS ^vas subsequently quashed by tlie Grand Jury, when he explained to them the 
facts The Grand Juror in question, and some other persons, never forgave him toi tnis.

Sib, — The Board have considered very fully, the grounds of complaint against you, with reference 
to the proceedings of the Deeps Bridge, a case which involved not only a great degree of dcceptioa 
practised on them, hut a very gross system of negligence, by which a Contractor was allowed to pass 
off work utterly inferior to that agreed upon, and by which serious losses would have been incurred 
by the Coimty, and inconvenience to the public, and they do not see that they can recede from their 
former decision,’not naving received any such satisfactory document in your favour from the Grand 
Jury, as would justify them in overlooking so serious a breach of your duty and trust. 

The Commissioners must therefore require you to resign your situation, within three weeks of the 
present time. 

Should you however, uot take advantage of the Board’s offer, and press for a re-investigation, as 
to the facts reported on hy the Board’s Engineer, they will recommend His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant to accede to your request, and at the same time submit the propriety of extending the 
investigation, so as to embrace the charges that it is understood have been, brought against you, hv 
persons iu the County.

Mr. Gibbmis . — A Contract was entered into by the Board of Works for the building of 
Deeps; the piles were to be kyanized; the work was put under the chai’ge 
of j^. Mackenzie, the County Surveyor. He reported that the kyanizing was done hy a 
totally new process, and the Board, anxious to learn this process, called on him for an 
account of it, which he sent up. It was seen by me and I at once said, that the whole was 
a falsehood, and that any one acquainted with kyanizing would detect it in a moment. I 
was ordered down by the Board to inspect the work, aud found the whole matter to be a 
fabncation, and that Mr. Mackenzie never looked after the work hut had drawn upon his 
imagination. ^ 

I admit my conduct was very bad ; I was imposed on by the Contractor 
and shodd not liavc adopted his statements to me. But the Board of Works in their letter 
M I3th July, say that my neglect might be overlooked, if the Grand Jury would pass a 
.Resolution in my favour, and I now produce the following Resolutions passed at last Summer 
Assizes, and Printed iu the Query Book

The 
memorial was directed to be read.l 

Mr. Harvey . — The memorial contains the grossest misrepresentations. Admits that he is 
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in the practice of mddng, from his own private funds, advances to Oontractoi^, charging 
them the current rate of discount ; but never had any other connexion with any Contractor, 
nor any interest or benefit in any Presentment whatever. Regrets to have to say, that he 
advanced money to Mr. Mackenzie, of which he never received any proper account. 

iV/j'. Ds Rinzy . — Charges 6^. on every Presentment, and 3 a Qd. on any order of payment. 
For filling up the blank forms mentioned in the Grand Jury Act, he never charged more 
than the allowed fee ; but if asked to do any work not specified by the Act, considers that 
he is entitled to charge according to the time and trouble, like any other man. A few per- 
sons, but not many, fill up tbem own forms; if they all did them, it would be his duty 
to receive them, without fee or reward, and never objected to persons filling up their own 
forms. Produces now the original Presentments alluded to by Mr. Mackenzie, as beinf 
falsified. [The 'papers here were 7ninutehj examined, and bore no marks of being torn off or 
pasted on a<jain.'\ They were signed by the Chairman immediately after the rising of the 
Sessions, it not being observed, that in the multiplicity of papei*s signed by him in Court, 
these had got mixed with other papers. Will not say anything I’especting Mr. Mackenzie 
at his back ; but had he attended to-day, as ordered, his whole conduct would have been 
laid open to the Commissioners. Believes tliat it is the Icnowlodge of this has di-iven him 
away, as he could not face them. The County Cess is mostly levied by Deputies, at Zd. in 
the pound, the Collector receiving %d.

Mr. John Uuffeij, called in and examined. 

Resides at Banagher. States that he memorialised the Lord Lieutenant complaining that 
County offices were publicly sold, and that he was ready to prove the charge. Being now 
requested to explain the case, mentions that Mr. Briscoe, a Baronial Collector, paid 2001. for 
his appointment, and that he Iiad brought this and otlier matters before the Grand Jury, and 
the Judge, but without eflect. States tliat Mr. Fitzsimon, late M. P. for the County, and 
now a Magistrate in the Head Police Office, Dublin, is aware of the facts. 

Nicholas Fitzsbnon, Bsq., called in and examined. 

Recollects Mr. Duffey mentioning this matter to him, but a great majority of the Grand 
Jury did not eoncm* with Mr. Duffey. His own recollection of what passed is now very 
imperfect ; Mr. Duffey felt strongly, but believes it appeared that the out-going Baronial 
Collector was deficient 2001. in his collection, which Mr. Briscoe pmd in. Cannot say 
whether Mr. Briscoe was surety for the defaulting Collector. Has no personal knowledge 
as to the truth of Mr. Duffey’s chai'ge, that more money is levied by the Collectors than is 
warranted ; but the belief is very general, that from the fractional divisions of the levy, more 
is in the whole levied paid into the County Treasurer.

Foists for Consiobration resphctino the Revisioh of Grand Juht Laws as to 
Fiscal Pa ters. 

I. As to securing an equal Apportionment of tho County Clnirge amongst the several Baronies 
and an equal applottment upon the several Townlands. 

II. As to the manner of levying tho County Cess by the several Collectors, and the manner in 
which tlie same is secured, paid in, and accounted for, by them. 

III. As to dispensing with, or consolidating any e.xistlng County Offices, paid in tho whole, or in 
part, by Grand Jury Presentment. 

IV. As to reducing the salaries or emoluments of any County Officers or persons paid by Grand 
Jury Presentment. 

V. As to improving the management of the several Asylums, Hospitals, Infirmaries, Dispeusaries, 
Gaols, Bridewells, or Institutions whatever, now supported in the whole or in part by Grand Jury 
Presentment, or juaking any change in the laws relating thereto. 

VI. As to the execution of Works paid for by Grand Jury Presentment, and the manner in which 
the same is now regulated and controlled. 

VII. As to the Expenditure in general, of monies raised by Grand Jury Presentment, and the 
manner in which the same is checked and accounted for.

SUGGESTIONS. 

EARL O’NEIL, LIEUTENANT OF COUNTY ANTRIJI. ! 

[You will please to observe that my Observations relate solely to the County Antrim, as I am not 
acquainted with tho operation of the Gfrand Jury Laws in any other County.] 

1. This is, at present, regulated by the new Valuation, which, although by no means a fair Valu- 
ation of Land, is all done on the same principles. I consequently think the applotment on the Town 
Lands is equal. 

2. This is satisfsictoi-ily arranged by a Committee of the Grand Jury. Collectors’ securities are 
carefully taken, and their Deputies’ books so aiTanged, as to make fraud very difficult. 

3. The Officers at present employed, are all necessary, and not overpaid. 

4. Same answer as No. 3. 

5. Improvements may be made in Infirmaries and Asylums, and some new regulation is necessary 
as to the support of Dispen-saries, as private subscriptions cannot be depended on, for them, after the 
Poor Laws come into operation. The Gaols and Bridewells are well aiTanged. 

6. The execution of these Worlcs seems to be properly regulated and controlled by the County 
Surveyor. 

7. In Anti’im, the Expenditure is closely watched, and every account cheeked at the Assizes, be- 
fore Presentation, for the Judge’s fiat. 

8. The Antrim Grand Jury appoint a standing Committee, to act from Assizes to Assizes. Tho 
appointment of a more responsible Body might be an improvement. 

EARL OF QOSPORD, LIEUTENANT OF COUNTY ARJIAGU. 

1. When an applotment is made fairly, according to Mr. Griffith’s Valuation, it is considered to he 
tolerably correct. It would appear, that the taxation upon Towns should be taken out of the Baro- 
nial assessment entirely. Then let the applotment on each Barony be mode according to the local 
Presentments, adding thereto proportion of County charge (lessened by the levy on the Towns), di- 
viding the amount thus remaining, according to the annual Rental of each. 

2. Every Collector should have a book, with the name of each individual in each Townland, witli 
the sum of nis assessment opposite his name ; and every Cess-payer to have a right to see the assessment 
set down against liim. The security given by the Cess Collector in this County (Armagh), is by a 
rate of the Grand Jury, the bond of the Grand Juror, who recommends him, which has hitherto 
been found sufficient, and unless the money is paid In proper time, the Collector loses lus Fees, 

3. There can be no doubt that the public business be got done for less money. 

4. Answered in above. 

5. The laws now existing, by charging the whole expenses upon landlords, is unjust. The public 
at large benefit by all these Institutions. Every tax upon land is a tax upon the income of the 
landlord ; a mode of assessment to which no other class is subject. 

6. To attend to the common repair of roads requires no professional abilities of any high order ; 
and .this part of the duty was formerly performed satisfactorily by Barony Inspectors. The mode 
now in force, is most expensive, and does not appeal' to be any improvement ; the present men are 
not capable of acting as Architects. It might be preferable to allow the Cess-payers to applet 
themselres in each District to a small sum, for the repair of Townland Roads, to the Grand Jury,

8. Some regulation is necessary, but cannot pretend to say wliat. I ti-ish bore to observe, wliether 
it would not be desirable to cliange the mode of paving cxjionscs of Widiesses who prosecute at the 
Quarter Sessions? At present, when a AVitness is ordered any sum ibv expenses, the Clerk of the 
Peace gives h’ln an Order on the Treasurer of the Ccunly for the iiniomit ; the Treasurer, on re- 
ceiving this Order, delivers to the Witness a Check on the Bank and which requires to be coucter- 
signea by the Clerk of the Crown, and presented I'or payment at. the Bank, by the Witness, in 
person, whieh is extremely incouvoniont, wlien tlio Clej k of the Crown resides out of the County, 
and the Witness, also, may reside out of the County, which frcc]ncnlly oecni-s ; so that Witness may 
rem.vin several days from his residence previous to liis receiving a check for !iis money, signed by the 
same Officers. 

M-tRCJCIS OP irEADFOBT, UEUTEXANT OP COOKTV CAVAN. 

1. According to the ^blluation, at present progressing to raatiivity, which fixes the scale and rate 
in proportion to tpiality, and not according to quantity. 

2. Indispensably necessary to be revised and amended, as will appear from tbe serious losses sus- 
tained by sever.al Counties, from the insolvency of their Collectors ; — to give this point mature consi- 
deration would require time. 

3. The duties of County Treasurer should be discharged by the Secretary to the Grand Jm-y, not 
50 much in point of prudence, as to simplify and facilitate the despatch of business. 

6. With regard to the manner in whieh roads are repaired, I am convinced a better mode might 
be adopted, though I am not prepared at present to point out one ; except, that I am of opinion, 
Magisti-ates ought to have more control over the Bond Makers; whereas, now, they have none 
whatever. In most cases, I have seen the repairs take place at such times as best suits the time and 
convenience of those employed to do the vvorlc, and I think generally in the worst and most inn|)p]-o- 
])rlate seasons, and the stones arc hardly ever sufficiently broken, render it utterly impossible for one 
Surveyor to siiporlmend and manage properly, the roads of an entire County. I have also seen hedges 
cut down, and trees defaced, for the ostensible piu-posc of improving a road, whereas, a little altera- 
tion to the repairs was only necessary. 

Loan OXMANTOWN (now EAllL OF HOSSF,) LIEUTENANT OF TUB KINCf’s COUNTY. 

1. I should think that no change can be made until the completion of the Suiwcy and Valuation. 

2. The laws ai. present existing, if in force, would, I think, be quite suflicient. 

3. I do not ..ee why the duties of the Clerk of the Crown should not be pcvfoi'incd by tbe Clerk of 
the Peace. 

4. I do not think the salaries admit of reduction. 

0. I believe the roads might be kept in repair on cheaper terms, by h system of Contract, for several 
years, so that each road shall be constantly attended to. It might be difficult, however-, to devise 
proper checks. 

LOUD CROFTON, VICE-EIEUTENANT, OP ROSCOMMON. 

1. I conceive that tire County charges cannot be equally apportioned in all Baronies, as some require 
mony more bridges and means of cariying off surface water than olherK ; ihciv roads, from the lay 
of tlie ground and want of material, must be more expensive to keep in order, and large leading roads 
(not being mail-coach roads'), must be supported by tire Bni'onies through wliicb they run. From the 
late Government Survey and Valuation, no difficulty can exist as to an equal njiplotment ; an object 
most called for injustice, as for instance, a townland (Corroy), in this neighbourhood, containing 93 
acres, is charged with County Cess for 217. 

2. It would be desirable tliat the Collector of County Cess should ho obliged to collect from each 
holder of land according to his occupation, and not as at present, have the power of making one or 
two solvent persons’ property amenable to the defalcation of others in the same townland. In failure 
of distress upon certain occupiers, to obtain the deficiency by special levy next Assizes. 

3. I would recommend all Fees to the Secretary of the Grand Jury to be abolished, that he attend 
M usual, and be obliged to fill Applications, Tenders, Notices of Applications, and Presentments.— 
That all printed papers for same be supplied them the same as other County Printing— by Contract ; 
and that it be considered whether his salary ought not to be increased in consequence. T be evil of (he 
existing system causes parties to apply for larger Presentments than necessary, to recover expenses, 

and small works are left undone. ^ 

4. It appe^s that the present mode of auditing the accounts of the County Treasurer could be 
spared, by a Committee of the Grand Jury performing that duty 

5. The establishment of District Fever Hospitals would be most desirable. 

Jr® present control, requiring the County Surveyor’s certificate, works well. 

7- The preseut checlvs appear sufficient. 

8. That the Grand Jury should have the power of appointing a Committee, in coniunction with the 
County Surveyor, to superintend the laying out aud formation of new works, from Assizes to Assizes. 
Although there appear six Coronets for this County in the list of Coroners, there exist but two, one 
ot whom only disclmrges his duty ; a change in the appointment and removal from office is most de- 
sirable. Also a change m the amount of their qualification, which, from being too high, and the 
emoluments small, prevent efficient persons taking the office.

Country, as relative value being only eontempiated. This measure has been productive of beneficial . Wat^kpord. 
results to the Landed Interests of tho County of Waterford; the Valuators having been chosen Richard Keane, 
from the most intelligent and practical cLuss of resilient yeomen, the cost of Valuation was about £3 
for each 1,000 Acres — tho aggregate expense of the Commission not e.xcoediug £2, 500. 

2. The Barony Collector levy tho County Cess according to lists furnished them at tho same time 
with the Treasurer’s Warrant, and general statement of County T)-easurev. The aggregate salaries 
of Colleotor.s amount at Is. iu the pound one year with another, to £1,500 per ammm. 

3. The Treasurer should bo also the Collector for tho Couuty, giviag security to the Crown for the 
mean annual Fiscal Revenue, raised by tho Grand .Jury, aided in tho duty by O.iicers and uon-com- 
missioned Officers, selected from the Constabulary. The earth only rendering its produce once in 
e p , p1i year, Grand Jury taxation should only bo collected once in eacli year, at a coiiveuient period 
subsequent to the harvest. Tire duties of Coroner should be discharged by the resident paid Magis- 
trates in the several districts. The offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace, might be 
beneficially consolidated. The Constabulary being a National corps, under the orders of the Lord 
Lieutenant, independent of County control, should be paid aud clad at tho expense of the Consolidated 
Fuad. 

4. County Officers reduced in mimber, should be carefully selected and liberally remunerated. 

5. Presentments for Fever Hospitals and Dlspeusaries, are governed by the Voluntary principle, as 
the grants made in supply of them depend on the amount of subscriptions, inadequate iu many districts, 
to carry out the benefits derivable from these establisliments, under a searching Medical Inspection. 

Presentments for other Couuty establishments being of an imperative nature, and governed by per- 
manent Boards, it would be advisable that a uniform mode of nccouoting should be adopted by these 
Boards of Superintendence. 

6. The execution of Works paid for by Grand Jury Presentments, Is generally defective, from the 
ignorance and incompetency of the hands to which they have been entrusted. A sufficient number of 
Mister Workmen for each division of the County, properly trained, and furnished with suitable im- 
plements, might beneficially impai’t requisite iostructioa, adapted to an improved system of Road 
making, combining permanency with economy. Wliere the County Surveyor withholds his Certificate, 
on which alone the Contractor receives payment, ho must be considered an unfortunate sufferer, for 
want of a competent knowledge of the nature of the work he has undertaken. With a supply of 
well iusti'ucted divisional labour, organized by the Couuty Surveyors, they would become valuable and 
dffimeiit Public Officers. At present their functions are coaoparatively inefficient, as It is humanly im- 
possible that a County Surveyor can personally afford the requisite attention to all the lines of road 
under Contract for repairs, together with tho additional new lines in progress. Applications for Present- 
ments, submitted for primary investigation to M.igistratcs and Rate-payers at Special Sessions, are 
too often hastily passed or rejected. As to tliese rejected, however meritorious they may be, there is 
no remedy left to the applicants. There are districts tu tho Couuty of Waterford, which have con- 
tributed tfieir quota of County Cess for upwards of 4U years, without a Presentment for the repair of 
a road being granted to them. Rate-payers in such districts, must regard the present system os unjust 
and oppressive. 

7. Over the expenditure of monies raised by Grand Juries under the imperative Enactments, 
there is no sufficient controlling power, — over the expenditure of Presentments where Grand Juries 
exercise a diseretioiiary power, the only check and mode of accounting, is the Certificate of the 
County Surveyor, legalized at Baronial Sessions, of the due completion of the Public Worlcs con- 
tracted for. Whether the Body empowered to tax a County, and regulate Its Fiscal Revenue, should 
be appointed directly by the Crown, or as it is now mediately, by its Nominee (the Sheriff,) or should 
emanate by electioa from the Rate-payers, which would seem more constitutional, ate subjects better 
adapted for more practical consideration; but considering the Grand Jury system as intended to be 
continued with modifications, perhaps some sort of permanency might be imparted to the Body, the 
Grand Jury at each Assizes selecting 5 or 7 of its members as a Fiscal Board of Control, during the 
interregnum from Assizes to Assizes. The Board to hold montlily meetings, attended by the County 
Officers, at the Assize Town, or other moro couveulent place — that the expenses of each Member com- 
posing the Board be moderately defrayed, as some of the most intelligent and efficient might fiud it 
inconvenient to meet the expenses incidental to the discharge of their duties, — such members should 

officio compose a portion of the succeeding Grand Jury, in order to render an account of their 
{Stewardship. The brief existence of Grand Jury powers, renders the results of their deliberations fre- 
quently injudicious. 

THE EARL OF WICKLOW, LIB0TENANT OB’ WICKLOW. WrcKLOW. 

1. The Valuation under the 6th & 7th of Wm. 4; c. 84, effects agreat improvement in this respect. Earl of Wicklow, 

ike Survey is now nearly (if not altogether) completed. 

2. The law, in this respect, is considered to work well at present. 

3. Nothing can be done in this way, that would not be attended with, greater loss than gam, to the 
Ceuaties,

6 . No change necessary in the Law, respecting Gaols and Infirmaries, the late Act hainng given 
ample means for raising moneyfor the support of the latter. The power of GrandJurles with regard 
te Fever Hospitals, is, perhaps, too much limited. It appears that the Treasurers of Fever Hospi- 
tals and Dispeusaxies are now required to prove their accounts on oath, while the Treasurers of Infir- 
maries are only required to g[ive Certificates : there is no reason for this distinction, and it tends to 
ttme confusion. 
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6. When the Surveyor is active, intelligent, ami lionest, the existing law works well, but ther 
being no appeal from the opinion of tlie Surveyor, Coufi-actors are stibject to considerable inconv * 
nience. 

7. This is weU provided for, wheit the Surveyor is cninpotent and ac.ivc. 

8. It is doubtful if the incimveuience of convinuiiig the powers (as suggested) by the Grand Jurv 
would not more than counLerbalance the advantages that niigiit be espeefod iVom it.

1. Though there is much inequality in Townland applotmcnt, it would bo, perhaps, advisable,' to 

wait for the completion of the fjrdnarce Survey, as well as ihc \hilna:ioii under the new Poor Law 
before this quere is made a subject o" legislation. ' 

2. All matters referred to in this quoro, require amendmen:-. In levying Coim.y Cc.ss by Co'lec- 
tors, there is a want of uniformity of system. Some Colloti,o'’s distrain and recover from one or two 
or more solvent proprietms of a townland, and leave them to collect and a[)pif>t (perhaps costs inclu- 
ded) on the small Proprietors. Other Collectors going more carefully ami minutely to each in- 
dividual. The former system occiire principally when a villawo is held in joint tenantry, but not 
always so ; this is objectionable, by the facility it gives to injustice to the ])oor. I would, "^therefore 
suggest the Higli Clotistabie or Collector be required to nialcc u list of every indivirlual paying Cess' 
however small the amount, that any person collecting public Cess, or demanding it, except the High 
Constable, (under power of Attorney), not requiring a .stamp, should on conviction, he subieettoa

nalty. I should suggest, that the High Constable’s Book, containing the names of his 
the quantity of land, and amount eacii person wa.s as-sessed, should also contain a column 
marked “ Cost by distress, or otherwise,” and also, the date of payment, followed by the initials of 

the Collector. That this Book be laid before the Graiul .lury, on the first day of their meeting 

The instructions to the High Constable to contain a printed form, to be served on any person of 
whom Cess is claimed, stating the day, between the hours of nine and five o’clock, the amount would 
be called for ; if not then paid or sent to the High Constable’s office, in days, between 

hours after such demand, a Distress Warrant to issue, and costs to be defined. This would cause 
regularity and provide against any injustice to the poorest Cess-payer. The date upon which the 
High Constable commenced his collection should be notified to the Treasurer, or person in whose 
name the public money was paid to the Bank, and that lie should remit, once in every fortnight, 
i^ter he had commenced his collection. • This minute detail and Labour, would give security to the pub- 
lic and justice to the poor man. The utmost facility of inquiry in evory ea.se of complaint, would pre- 
vent gcutlemen of property being noiniunlly High ConstabieL, and acting by deputy. I do not think 
one shilling in the pound too great a remuneration to the High Constable. 

3. The two Officers of Treasurer of the County, ami Secretiiry of fho Grand Jury, are quite un- 
necessary ; I would constitute one Officer to be Secretary and Treasurer. All money being now paid 
by checks, the Treasurer would be in constant .'•-ttemlanee on the Grand Jury. 

4. There is a general impression on the minds of the Public, that considerable reductions should be 
made in the salaries of County Officers. The Grand Jury of County Galway, by a vote, reduced 
some of the salaries 25 per cent., but the Judge disallowed the Presentment ns illegal. 

5. This is a very difficult subject to treat of, and I premise by saying. I wish the whole power of 
taxation under this quere was taken from Grand Jurors, tliat there should be a County Board to meet, 
say monthly, in each County, to communicate with a central Government Board, 5n Dublin to re- 
port to aud receive instructions, from the Dublin Board, and thus have the relief of the poor attended 
to in every p^t of Ireland. If this be not done, the County Hospital. Lunatic Asylum, &c.. should 
alone be taxed on the_ County at large. I would have all the local Dispensaries taxed on the Baronies 
m which they \vere situated. There should be no part of Ireland without a local Dispensai-y for the 
poor; at every Presenting Sessions in the Barony, there should be provision made for the local Dis- 
^nsana One Dispensary when Baronies were small, miglit answer for two or more, the e-xpense 
being thus locally placed, the Cess-payers would be more equally taxed, relieved and satisfied. 

b. I have no alteration _ to suggest in the present mode of repairing Roads bv Contract. With re- 
spect to_ new Roails, I think, in all cases where they are required, the Pluns'and Estimates should 
be submitted to, aud approved of by the Public Board of Worlcs, contracted for them, the money ad- 
vanced by Government, and repaid by the Counties or Baronies, in the manner Presentments to the 
Board of Works are now made. _ I think the County Surveyor should make slvoleton Baronial Maps, 
insert the roads of each class paid for by Presentment in each Barony, and mal<c them into three 
dasses— 1st, mail-coach roads, 2nd, post roads, and 3rd, narrow roads; describing the number of 
Mrches of roads of each class, and the total number in each Barony. This would be useful to refer to, with 
the object of either adding to or distontinuiiig roads.

‘^'^‘ition before the Grand Jmj unless to give an opportunity of discussing the Acts of Par- 
Lament referred to, which discussion is mevitabie, the only result being a memorial to alter the law, 
on these Presentments. This class of Presentments has so increased of late years, that I trust the

Sir —I had the honour of receiving a Circular from yon, accompanying some points for con- 
sideration from the Commissioners appointed to revise the Grand Jury Laws, as to Fiscal Matters, 
and I beg to express my regret, that, from the short time given, and the hun-y of other business, 1 
nm nrevented from entering on all the matters included in the points ; but as the new Val^tion has 
been for some time in operation here, I would observe, that an equal apportionment of the County 
charge among the several Baronies, and an equal division of it upon the several iownlan^ is, to a 
great degree secured, where the Valuation under the 6 & 7 Win. 4 is in force,_ it is tar from per- 
fect and it has cost and is costing the Counties an enormous sum, but it is certainly superior to the 
Poor Law Valuations, and possesses the advantage of being uniform over the County, ami it care- 
fully revised, when it has been in operation for some years, will probably be found a very fan- 
criterion. The Treasm-er is required to allocate by his Warrant, the sura on each Townland, and 
by publishing and posting in each Bai-ony, a list similar to the one enclosed, the Grand Jury has 
taken care that no sum greater than the amount ordered to be levied on any Townland can be 
raised from it, unless the inliabitants thereof are very negligent.

Dublin to GaUvay ami Westport, is as far as Athlono, a good mid woll-cared-for line of Road useful 
to every C'omity through which it passes, and deriving, by means of Tiinipilccs, some part ’of the 
cost of maintaining it, from the Province to which it Iciids. From Athloiie to Halluiasloe from 
whence branches the Westport line of Road, it crosses an angle of the County of Koscommon.’but in 
so doing, it takes a roundabout and zigzag direction, inci-oasiiig the distimi-'c, and traversing a suc- 
cession of short gravel lulls, most dang-erous to coaches heavily laden, and adding greatly and 
unnecessarily to the labour of draught in general, insteail of runiihig in a direct line over n dead 
flat, by whitdi not only all the hills, but adlstmice of between two and tlireo Irish miles would be saved 
out of twelve miles, the present length of the stage between these two Towns. The County of Kos- 
eommon has no interest whatever in ta.xing itself to shorten this line of Rond, .so important to Mayo 
and Galway, aud has distinctly refused to do so, oven when Government was willing to have made 
a free grant of half the expense. And thus these two Counties, mid particularly the groat and im- 
proving commercial sea-port of Galway, are thrown at an unnecessary distance iVoin the Metropolis 
and the mails, which might be saved half an hour going, and the same time i-ctuniing, and thereby 
afford the Merchants at Galway and Westport an additional hour to answer Letters by return of 
Post, are proportionally delayed, and always endangered. This evil, and probably similar ones in 
other quarters, must continue, while the Law remains unaltered. The remedy I would humbly 
suggest, (with reference, however, only to Mail-coach Roads, over which, as of great national 
iniportaoce, the Government of the country should always have considerable power) is, that on 
Petition from the Grand Jury, or such other Body as may hereafter be deemed to represent the 
wishes of n County or District, setting forth the steps that may have been inellectually taken, or the 
impossibility there may bo of getting a needful improvement by the Comity in whicli it is situated* 
the Lord Lieutcnint be empowered, if he should so think lit, to direct the Board of Works to under- 
take the e.xecution of such improvement, the necessary funds being advanced by Government, and the 
Mpayment of the same with interest, applotted in such proportions upon the several Counties or 
Districts benefitted by such Worlc, as he shall consider just. It is to he remarked as a liind of pre- 
cedent for thus excepting Mail-coach Roads from the laws that should obtain, in making and main- 
taining all other tiioroughtarcs, that, by the old Grand .fury Law, Mail-coach lines of Road wore deemed 
ot that importauue, that every Barony in each County, however remote from such line of Road was 
equally taxed to make and inaiiitaiii it ; and that when a new line had to bo opciioil, the parti’cular 
interests of such Baronies as it was to pass through, were overloolced. in the general advantage of 
the County at large.

There ought to be a regular scale of salaries for the Officers of Gaols in 
Leland. There is a great discrepancy, b'or insUmcc, the salary of Local Inspector varies from 
£27 I3s. lOf/. per annum, to £3U0. ’i horo arc throe rates of Counties. I think the salary should 
he fixed, and determined according to the size of the County, viz. : in 1st, 2nd, or firJ rate. The 
same remark will apply to the Chaplains, — care should be taken not to allow the appointment of a 
Presbyterian Chaiilain in Counties wlicre no Presbyterian ha.s been confined for a given number of 

years yet such an appointment has been made in an adjoining County, 'llie .salary of the Governor 

js in some cases excessive. In all cases he is allowed lodging, coal, and candles, in many, perquisites 

besides, for instance, the oflal of potatoes. In a Gaol, where prisoners are on potato diet, this 

will feed 10 or a dozen pigs. The manure sells for from £G to £8 a-year. In the King’s County, 
these items are ereditod to the County. I know that the 7lli & Slh Geo. IV., deprives all Gaolers of 
perquisites, but I believe tliat they still enjoy some of them. I think the power of appointing the 
Governor of the Gaol should be cotisidered. When the place of confinement is the Comity Gaol, the 
Sheriff may appoint, — thus a new Gaoler might be iippointed with or by each new Sheriff. It aportion 
of the Gaol be allotted for a House of Correction, the Grand Jury appoint the Governor, and the 
Sheriff may appoint a Gaoler to tlie common Gaol. I think it would he far better to alter this power, 
and to give tlie powers of appointment of tlie Governors of llic House of Correction and Gtiols to 
the Lord Lieuten.ant, making it imperative, that tlie person so appointed should have been 3 years iu 
some well managed G.aol, under .35 ycai's of ace, that the maximum of the salary should he £200, 
the minimum £UO, with coals, candles, ami Todging — that he should he under the control of the 
Board of Superintendence, who should have the powcj- of dismissal vested in them. ^ No well regu- 
lated Gaol should supply the Trovisions used in the Gaol on credit. And as instance, in several Gaols 
the quantity of provisions consumed from Summer to Lent Assizes, is piesented for at the Lent 
Assizes, and consequently not paid imtil the following Summer Assizes, that is, on a years credit. 
The necessary consequcticc is, few applicant.s for Contracts— less competition, and high pi-ices. Hence 
the disproportion in feeding prisoners, varying from 2-irf. to per bond, in different Gaols. The 
Board of Supcrinteiulonce should have money in hand, and pay every bill the fij'st Monday in each 
month. The money should not be left in the hands cl any members of the Board, nor of the Local 
Inspector. It shouid be lodged in some well regulated Savings' Hank, if lluit cannot be had, in some 
Bank or Branch Bank appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, ami drawn as wanted. In this County, it 
is lodged in T’ullamorc Savings’ Bank-, and the interest ah-eadv realized nmoimts to a considerable 
sum. I think the olhec of Clerk should be abolished, and the duty performed by the Governor, Local 
Inspector, or Schoolmaster. , • e i-vi ^

5. I am not aware of any mismanagement ; but the expense of them appears to be enormous, and

to me to be very expensive, in proportion to their utility. t, i c, ■ 

6. It is evident to me that, since Rate-payers were added to the Magistrates at Road Sessions, 
jobbing has increased to a great extent, particularly in Conti-acts for the repair of private Roads, vyhich 
are of no public utility and which were not originally made by Presentment. T he Rate-paj'crs 
always out-pumber the Magistrates, and make their own Mrangemepts, before they go into the Lourt- 
beiiae, in whatever way ti»y may be dra^Q.

7. Tlu'ee-fourtlis of tlie Presentments made by the Grand Jury, are imperative Presentments 
imposed by various Acts of Parliament, wliieli do not require to be accounted for; neither do the 
Hoads made by the Board of Works, which cost more than double the amount iu repairing, tlmu any 
of the other County Hoads, and are not lietter done. 

8. I do not think this would answer any good purpose : it would interfere witli the County Surveyor, 
and open an Irish field for jobbing. The County Surveyor should measure the Hoads made by Prel 
seutment before he certifies. I have known many instances where a wliole Prcscutment was ac- 
counted for, when not more than two-thirds of it was made.

My Deak Slit — I find by this day's Irish paper, that the Commission oii Grand Jury Cess is about to 
proceed, and thinking that any suggestion, however trivial, may he accept.iblo in this useful undertak- 
mg, I am induced to trouble you. I also wish to say, I did address a letter on this subject, to the 
Secretary of the “ Ulster .Association Committee, Dublin,” owing to my ]).avlng seen some proceed- 
ings of tlieirs in the paper, and which communication of mine might, jierliaps, have come more duly 
before your Commission. 

I approve extremely of the points of consideration, and would suggest that the County Surveyors 
are possessed of too much power, and of a d.angerous nature, in withholding payments at their will 
and without explanation, and further, by then- opinion being absolute in making payments, which 
must cause great temptation, by offei-s of mouey and favotu-s to Surveyors. 

The remedy I suggest is full power and facility to Grand Juries, to Bench of Magistrates and 
Government, or any of them, to dismiss Surveyors on just complaint, or even in general apparent 
deficiency of attention or want of slcill. I also consider ready-money labour-, or as near it as possible, 
likely to have gi-eat advantage. ’

MAJOH general O’NEIL (nQW EARL O’NEIL), M.P. POXt COUNTY ANTRIM. 

1. I conceive that this Ls completely done by the late Valuation. 

2. I think, in the Cour ly of Auti-im, this is very satisfactorily arranged by a Committee of Grand 
Jurors. Collectors’ seour-ities ai-e very carefully talien at each Assizes, and their Deputies’ Books are 
well ai-ranged, so as to prevent the possibility of fraud. 

3. In my opinion, the Officers are all necessary, and not more than sufficient to do the duty. 

4. I do not conceive the present Officej-s to be overpaid. 

^ 5. I cannot give an opinion respecting the Hospitals, Infirmaries, or Dispensaries, not having 
Visited them for some time. I have reason to believe, the County Infii-raai-y at Lisburn, is very well 
managed, and is of the greatest service to the poor of the County. The County Gaol and Bridewell 
(or rather House of Correction), are well managed, as is the Lunatic Asylum. 

6. Our County Worlcs are well executed under the superintendence oi' our most excellent County 
Surveyor, Charles Lanyon, Esq. 

7. in our County, ttie expenditure is closely watched, and every account checked, before being 
brought before the Judge for his fiat. 

8. The Grand^Jury appoint a standing Committee, from Assizes )to Assizes. The appointment 
of a more responsible Body might be an improvement. 



CORNELIUS O’RRIEN, ESQ., M.P, FOR COUNTY CLARE. 

1. I presume the Ordnance Survey is to be made tlie basis of Baronial and Townland applot- 
luents.^ I believe I am right in this conjecture, and shall therefore not hazard any suggestion as to 
the existing apportionment of tlie County charge until the Survey is complete ; though I am awai-e 
Mat it works mimh injustice. The applotments are, at present, founded on what is called the Down 
Survey, and confined to the portion therein distinguished os profitable ; since the date of that Survey, 
the larger portion, set down as unprofitable, has, in many cases, become exceedingly productive. 
Another evil to be corrected by tbe Ordnance Survey is, the great vai-ianee between the existing and 
original boimdaries of Townlands ; the consequence of this variance is, that several Townland-s are 
now Msessed for more than their actual contents, os well profitable as unprofitable, and several for 
less than even their profitable contents. With respect to the existing mode of collecting the County- 
charge, I have to observe, that it is applotted by the Treasurer or his clerk, on the several Baronies, 
by an acreable assessment on what is called the profitable portion of each Townland. The High 
Unstable coUects this and the Baronial Cess accordingly, and should tlie Cess-payers of each Town- 
and neglect to apportion, among themselves, the sum which they are collectively liable, and to do so 
m the form, and within the time prescribed by tbe existing Acts, the Collector may sue any one of 
them tor the entire sum assessed. The consequence may be, and to my own knowledge, has been, 
much individual annoyance. The only remedy I can suggest for this evil is, that the duty of making 
the applotmenl; should be transferred from the Cess-payers to the Collector. 

B. In my suggesti^s as to the 1st point, I have detailed tbe mode in which the County Cess is 
levied by iJie several Collectors ; the security given, is a bond to iJie Treasurer, bv the Collector and 
two beetles. A fresh bond is executed at each Assizes, usually at the close of the public business, 
and witliout any investigation as to the solvency of the proposed Sureties. I would suggest as a 
better plan, that each Collector should give security by recognizance, at the time of his appoint- 
ment, in double the amoimt of the previous year’s levy, and conditioned for his accounting at each 
succeedmg Assize, for tlie amount stated in his Warrant, and paying over the same, as by Law 

3. It appears to me, that the duty of Secretary to the Grand Jury may well be imposed on the 
County 1 reasurer, by whi^ a saving of about £200 per annum might be effected. Previous to the 
late Act, regulating the office of Treasurer, the duties attending upon it were extremely onerous : 
it is now almost a sinecure. 

4. It appears to me, and it is the Minion of the Rate-payers in this County, that 6J. in the pound 
would, be ample remuneration to the_ Barony CoUecton. It is is also the general impression, that the 
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Presentments now made to the Clerics of the Peace and Crown, might be considerably reduced, but 
to what amoimt, I am not at present prepared to say. 

0 . It appears to me, that no change iu the Grand Jury Laws, ns regards tliis point, can be well 
sug'gested, until the Poor Law is in full operation. It is the general oj)inion, that nil Medical 
Establishments in the County should be in connection with the Workhouses, and subject to the same 
control. 

6. As to this point, I have to ofter it as my own opinion, and that of the Rnte-paycr.s in this 
County, generally, that one Surveyor is not sufficient for the performance of his e-visting duties ; and 
from my own experience, I can say, that tlie deputies appointed to assist him are generally inefficient. 
To remedy this, I would suggest the division of the County into two Districts, and the appointment 
of a Smweyor to each. To relievo them from cxposiire to local infiueaice, I would also suggest, tliat 
they should be altogether independent of the Grand Jury, and only ameunhle to a llonrtl of Engi- 
neers, or some othei' competent tidbimal. It also occurs to me, that each Surveyor should he obliged 
to visit the Conti'nets in Iiis District, once at least, in each month, between Assizes and Assizes, and 
give, in meriting, the state of each Contract at each visit, and, that it should, contrary to the present 
practice, be the declared duty of the Surveyor to instruct the Contractor, iVoin time to time, as to 
the best mode of executing the Work. 

7. It appears to me, that the Act regnilating the office of Treasurer, shoidd he incoi’iNwated with 
the proposed one for the aineudinent of the Grand Jury Laws ; its provisions on this point are salu- 
tary, and as far as I can perceive, unobjectionable. It may be well to observe here, with respect to 
the Seven-Years’ Contracts for Maintenance, that the present practice of obliging the Contractor to 
account for the current half year at each Road Sessions, and, at the same time, to ground for the 
succeeding one, is ti'oublesomo and expensive, and, as a check on the Contractor in practice, totally 
useless. The sole chock, in fact, rests with the Suiweyor ; there is no investigation whatsoever of 
the matter at the Road Sessions ; all is left to the Surveyor, and, even by the Grand Jury, his 
opinion is received as conclusive. It is quite clear’, that the Seerctai-y may put the Contractor’s 
salary on die Querc Book, from time to time, without the aid of those idle and ex^xinsivc forms. The 
Secretary’s clerk gets a Fee on each application, and it has no other meaning. 

8. It seems to me, desirable to have the power of Grand Julies continued from Assizes to Assizes, 
as it sometimes occurs that the performance of Contracts is unavoidably postponed beyond the limited 
period. In addition to those obsei’vations, I would suggest, that no person in future should be talicn 
as security for a Contractor, other than £20, or £50 Freeholders, residing in, and having their fran- 
chise in the Barony. At present, from the facility of giving security, insolvent and malicious per- 
sons may outbid bona fids Contractors, and neglect their Contracts with impunity, as it would be 
waste of money to sue them or theii- Sui-eties. This is frequently a soiu-ce of great public incon- 
venience. It also occurs to me, that a limit should be set to the number of Magistrates empowered 
to sit at Baronial Road Sessions. At present, the Rate-payers may be, and I have known many 
instances in which they have been, swamped by a muster of Maglstrate.s, from remote districts, 
wholly strangei's to the matter in discussion, and attending at the request of some iulluential friend. 
The practice among Grand Jm-ors, of granting money to each other for maJeing new lines of Road 
through uncultivated districts, mainly, for the purpose of improving their respective estates, and 
enabling their tenants to jmy them higher rents, is much and justly complained of by the Rate- 
payers of this County. There arc niativ among them who think with me, that such Roads ought to 
be made exclusively at the expenses of the lauded proprietors. 

n. ST.VNCISU HARRY, ESQ., M.P. l^'OR CORK. 

1. By an Act, passed in the reign of Geo. IV., the County of Cork (with which County I am best 

acquainted,) was valued, and the County-charge is now raised equally upon ouch Barony, according 
to its acreage and value. I do not hear of any complaints under this system of assessing our County, 
either for County-chargo or Baronial Rates. Under the former one, the complaints were numerous 
and well founded. I .should recommend the same Act for all the Counties in Ireland ; and I think 
that the expense of valuation might bo made very light by connecting it, for this purpose, with the 
Poor Law valuation. _ • • i ^ i i' 

2. If the Collectors practice any fraud in the collections under the present Law, it is the fault of 
the Rate-payers themselves, as they can enforce from the Collector the production of the Treasmer's 
Warrant, and the projiortions on the plough-lands, hy an easy course. There is something very 
defective in the mode of putting in securities at the Assizes, for the Collectors of tlie County Cess. 
In numerous instances. Securities ai’e passed, who ai’C notoriously, (to the County), iu very tottering, 
if not in insolvent circumstances. There is great room for the improvement of the Law in this re- 
spect, and it should be made imperative upon some Officer in the Grand Jury to see that such security 
is given, as men in the management of their own concerns would require, for the faithful execution 
of the trust confided to the Collector. 

3. While the Fiscal business is left witli the Grand Jury, I do not tliiuk the present Officers can 
be dispensed with, or consolidated. 

4. I do not think efficient Officers could be bad at a lower salary. ■ , , 

5. In my opinion, all Medical Charities would be better managed, if they were connected with the 
Commissioners of the Poor Law Board, and those of each Union placed under the control of Union 
Guardians. As to the Gaols and Bridewells, I believe them to be extremely well and very economi- 
cally managed by the Gaol Boai'd of Superintendence. 

6. The execution of County and Barony work will never, in my opinion, be so well performed as 
it is desirable to have it, so long as it is required to be given to the lowest bidder for the work, or 
Presentment. The Magistrates and Rate-payers have no discretion as to the selection of a Contract- 
or ; the lowest bidder must he taken ; and in many instances, men are tempted to put in for the 
Con lea^ t from motives of spite and ill-will towards particular persons, who would execute the work 
incomparably better, for whatever might be the difference between the higher and lower bidding. 

7. I have found all public monies, accounted for under the Grand Jury Law, very correct, and 

sufficient checlcs upon the accounting. . 

8. I think that it would be attended with beneficial conset^ucnces, if power were given to Grand 
Juries, to make orders with regard to Works tmder execution from Assizes to Assizes, extending 
them to the duties of County Officers, and the general care of the Fiscal Concerns of the County. 
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In condiision, I wotikl ofter my opinion, that it would be well to take out of the hands of the Grand 
Jury, altogether, the Fiscal Business, and to appoint Boards, cither Jhirouial or Parish, or of some 
other denomination, for the keeping of Main Roads, or from the Sea, or I/iinc.stono, into tlie interior 
of the County, in it proper state of repair. I notild beg' of the Cktnimlssioiicrs to order one of the 
Schedules of Pre.scntuients for the County of Corlr, and to sec liow many hundred miles of ulmost 
Bj/v-rourls live liejit in repair in this County. I should recommend more Turnpike-roads. From 
Cork to Yotigltfil, for instance, is a Mail-coach Road, leading to ^V^ll('vfol•(l. Tlie expenses of keep- 
ing it in order is enormous, and ought to he borne by Turnpikes. 

COLONEL EDWARD M. CONOLLY, JI.P. VOH DONECJAL. 

1. The Ordnance Survey and '\''aluation would seem to aftbrtl the only unoxceptiouablc means of 
cllcctiug the object in view. 

2. The County Cess Collectors labour under disadvanttigo, by not having the sjimc power of 
Disti'Oss that Landlords possess. The Cess being a personal debt, is only recoverable off tlie iiidivi. 
dual owing it, so that if it is desired to ct-adc the payment, a farm might be let for gvaning, and the 
owner remove to another County, beyond the roach of Ci\ il Action, thereby defrauding tbe Collector 
who is resiionsible to the public. The Collector should lie relievetl irom tho noces.sity lie is now 
under, in employing a Licensed Auctioneer in all eases of Sale or Distro.ss: the dilliciilty opposed to 
the execution of their duty by the common practice of jieraons shut ting their doors, to prevent a 
Distress being made, might be obviated by ompoworiiig Jiagistrates at Potty Sessions, on sworn In- 
formation, to impose a Fine, and issue their lA'amuit to tlie Constabulary for levying it. The pre- 
sent mode by Bond and Security to the Comity Treasm-cr, seems sufficiently to secure tbe p-ffiiic 
money, ns far as the Collector is concerned. 

3. Tbe annual salary of £130 a-yeav, besides Fees, now given to the Comity Inspector of Weights 
and Measm'es, might be advantageously divided amongst a most deserving but ill-paid class, namely 
the Deputy Road Sm-veyors, who woidd do the duty effectually in their respective Bai-onies, where it 
is now performed in a very inefficient manner. 

5. I am not sufficiently conversant witli these matters, to bo able to inalcc any suggestion. All 
these Establisliments will soon be brought into connection with tho Poor Law system. 

6. yuch Works ns are executed under the supcrinteudcnce of the County and Deputy Surveyors, 
give I'vetty general satisfaction ; but notliing can be worse than tho present system, as relates to 
Contracts generally. It appears in a great degree optional with Conti-actors, whether they perform 
their ('ontracts or not, as tlie Sun'eyors do not scorn to have sufficient power to enlbrce the perform- 
ance of the Contract, in cases whore tho terms are unfavourable to tlio Conti-actors ; the consequence 
is, that monies granteil for numerous important Roads, have frequently been rc-presented, after years 
of delay in aid of other Works, to the serious inconvenience of the jiiiblic. It is tlierefore suggested 
that two Magistrates, at Petty Sessions, shall have a power of inflicting penalties, not exceeding 40s., 
for every case of non-]jerfbi'mauco of Contract, after every ten days’ notice tn the Contractors, by the 
Deputy Surveyor, to proceed with tho W'^ork : tho Fines to be e.\pondcd on the Roads neglected, in 
addition to the Presentment. 

7. The difficulty and uncertainty of procuring payment tor Works executed under the existing 
Road Acts, m-isiiig from trifling informalities on the part of Applicants, which jirovc fatal, but raora 
frequently from negligence on the part of the Officers, who do not scorn to huvo any responsibility, has 
tended much to prevent the necessary competition, and therefbre to increase tlio expense of maintain- 
ing the Roads, in some instances, fi'om 25 to 50 per cent. To remedy this, it is suggested, that 
Road- Forms, 3sc., shall bo supplied by the Deputy Surveyors, at the cost of paper and printing only; 
that all Fees to the Grand Jury’s Sccrefary bo abolished, mid a llxod salary sulisfituted in lieu 
thereof. This change would not impose any additional cxjieiiso on the (bmity, ns it is certain that 
all sueli charges are included in the Contractor’s proposal. Tliat on duo notice being given of the 
completion of the ^\’ov]c. the Deputy Surveyor shall, within ten day.s, inspect same, and if approved 
of, issue his Certificate ibr Iwo-thirds the amount of Presentment, which .shall be iiogocitible as Pen- 
non Bills are, and payable by the Treasurer, on dcimiml, tho rcimiluing third to be retained till the 
Road Sessions, to answer due performance of the raqui-sites. 

8. As it frequently happens that a tiifling sum might be judiciously upiplied, in cases of Injury from 

Floods, or other causes, the Deputy Surveyor might have a power of expending a sum not exceeding 
£10 annually, in useful and urgent cases, to be accounted for on Oath, at Road Sessions. Magis- 
trates’ Orders for the repair of sudden breaches in Masonry and Roads, should be payable by the 
Treasurer, on production of Deputy Surveyor’s Cei-tificate, as suggested in No. 7. As many 
grievous loss^ have been sustained by veiy poor persons, arising from inattention and negligence on 
the part of Grand Jm'ies Seeretai'ies, it is suggested that the Grand Jury, on memorial, shall have 
powCT of awarding such sums to the aggrieved party out of their .salaries, ns shall bo deemed propei-, 
or give them a remedy by Civil Action, for any loss by wilful neglect. As it frequently happens 
that the same Magistrate is obliged to preside as Chairman at Road Sessions and Adiournments, for 
several Baromes, at_a distance from his residence, he should be relieved from the serious inconve- 
nient and loss of time of attending from day to day to witness Bonds passed for Contracts, which 
the Deputy Surveyor could do with much more advantage to tlie public, as from their local knovY- 
ledge they are more competent to judge of the cii-cumstances and solvency of individuals proposed fs 
security. •' ^ ^ 



G. H. EVANS, ESQ., M.P. I’OR DDBLIN COUNTY. 

1. Wliere there has been an Ordnance Sui-vey published, this should regulate the applottment, and 
npportiomnent in' those Counties, when it has not been published. The Tithe Valuation would be 
the best criterion of value. 

2. No doubt, fi'om the various defalcations which frequently take place in regal'd of Baroni^ 
Collectors Cess, more care thim hitherto should be taken as to their securities, and the solidity of 
the same ; it would be expedient, if attainable, to prevent Collectors talcing securities from tbe fax* 
mers, for the payment of the County Cess, as this leads to much risk, and also to usury. 

3. It is thought that the offices of Clerk of the Peace and Crown might be consolidated, at leas 
in those districts where Patents do not stand in t]ie way. 
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4. In general, the Officers are iiuilerworkeil, ami ovcrpoui. Where no scale as to payments, each 
County has a regulation of its own. 

5. The 8th see. Win. 4, c. 1 Hi, should be repealed, and a discreliou left with the Grand Juries 
to reduce the Presontinoiit to .sm-h a sum fus might be thought adcipiatc to the wants of tlic District. 
It is suggested, that on the first application for a Disjicnsary, evidence in open Court slumld be 
required, as to the necessity of such un Kstahlishniciit. ami if graiiled, imuh more stringent than 
usual, as to the working of the Dispensary. Since u'e luu'o heoii I’isitcd liy the Poor Laws, a fewer 
number of those local Medical Cluirities will he required, cousideriiig also, that the working of the 
Poor Law system is not as yet fully developed, uud us the powers of the Commissioners are of so 
absorbing a nature, and so despotic, it is difficult to make any suggestion on this licad or ijucre. 

G. With respect to theW’’orks to bejiaid for by the Grand Juiy, on Presentments executed, it would 
be desirable that the Certificate of the County Surveyor should go more into details, and that a Copy 
of the Specification of the Work should bo affixed to the Certificate of performance, each item to be 
checked off by the Surveyor. 

7. It would he a desii-ablc object, distinctly to separate those items and sums over wliich the Grand 
Jury have no control, such as Police and other Parliniuentavy charges, from th-.-st- over which they 
can exercise a discretionary power, as great and unmerited odium is now cast on ihem, foi‘ the enor- 
mous amount of Presentments, and the aggregate charge. 

8. It would be desirable to enable a Committee of the Grand Jury, or some other conti'olliug Body, 
or persons to act as such, between the two presenting terms, to enable them to caiTy out and jierfect 
various objects, as the Grand Jiuries at present constituted, hciiig but miliemeral, possess no such 
powers. In France there is a'permaneiit Council in each Department to effect this purpose, elected by 
the Rate-payers. Many persons think the Grand Juries should be chosen in the same way: yet, I 
fear that os yet we have not arrived at that state, that would enable us effectually to work out such a 
system. 

11. .1. O’CONNELL, ESQ., .M.P. FOR KERRT. 

1. The Valuation under the Poor Law, as well os the Ordnance Survey, will afford an opportunity 
of equalizing the charge upon many Townlands ; it is at present most unequally levied. 

2. The Collectors often levy, by what m-e called " Short Warrants,” giving to an individual a 
Warrant to levy the Cess off a whole Towalaiid, on which tlierc may be 50 or 60 occupiera. This 
is sometimes complained of, and it certainly is a great saving of time and expense to tlie Collector ; 
but it is easier to the occupiers, than if he w'ent in person to each, unless greater facilities be given 
for applotinent upon each lioldlng. Another inconvenience is, that the Collectors ace often ignorant 
who the Ccss-paycvs are, and many have been deprived of their Votes at the late Poor Law Electious, 
in consequence. The Cess is paid in a satisfactory manner, but the security is not sufficiently 
stringent, persons whose property is under strict settloineiit being often admitted as Securities, for u 
very large amount. The Coiloiitor.s are also awkwanlly eircumstanced, as they ai’e liable to be de- 
prived of tlicir situations at the caprice of each Grand Jury. Tliis ought to be provided against, as 
mstanccs of gross injustice liave occurred in this respect. 

3. The County Treasurers are at present mere Check Clerks, and their offices may be dis- 
pensed with altogether, and the duty performed by tlic Secretaries. A small advance of salary 
to the latter ought to be made, or an allowance for Travelling expenses, as they are obligetl by 
3 & 4 William 4, to ti-avel into each Barony four times a-year, for which additional duty no 
allowance is made. 

4. In case the suggestion made lu No. 3. be adopted, the Treasurer ought to he allowed com- 
pensation, say, a third of tlioir present amount of stdary, for those who have not been 20 yeai-s in 
office, and half for those above tliat time. The salaiues of Clerks for the Peace ought also to be 
reduced one lialf, ui as much as they receive large sums, as Fees, upon the entiy of Processes, and 
also at the Criminal Side of the Quarter Sessions’ Court, from Crown Solicitors, for Summonses, 
Affidavits, &c. 

5. The Dispensaries requii-e a thorough reforination. In my muid, it would be better if they were 
removed from the control of Grand Juries altogether ; but at any rate, the following clianges seem 
to be impei-atively called for : — 1st. The Assessment should be on tlic District, the present system by 
which the County at large is taxed, giving fatal inducements to jobbing and extravagance. 2nd. The 
Grand Jury shoidd have power to reject the Presentments, or to diminish the amount voted at Special 
Sessions. 3rd. A power of Traverse should be given against these, os against all other Presentments. 
The Fever Hospitals and Infirmaries are not so much complained of, but require watchful superin- 
tendence. The Gaols and Bridewells being regulated by Boards, arc in general well managed ; so 
are the Lunatic Asylums, as far as I know. 

6. The system of underbidding for the execution of Works, has been complained of, and the 
puiushment inff icted upon the Contractors and them Sureties, has been but a poor compensation for tbe 
neglected state of the Roads ; besides which, the costs have often exceeded the amount of monies 
recovered. It has been suggested, that the lowest Tender should be preferred onlij in cases where 
the County Surveyor considered the sum sufficient. To this, however, there appear some objec- 
tions. It has also been recommended, that where Works of utility fail for want of a Tender, a 
power should be given to the County Surveyor, to undertake their execudon, subject to the approval 
of the Grand Jury. 

7. Tlie Contractors for repairs of Roads complain ivitli reason of the great delay in the payment 
of their salaries. This might be remedied, by authorising the Presentment of these salaries in ad- 
vance ; the first payment to be made out of the money in Bank to the credit of the County. The 
money might be drawn on the County Surveyor's Certificate, but the entire salary should not be 
drawn, until the commencement of the Assizes, or a short time before, to be fixed by Act of Paxliar 
ment. 

8. It would be useless to give continuous powers to Grand Juries, as it is difficult to keep those 
Bodies together during the Assizes. The County Surveyors should be obliged to visit the different 
Roads, &C., four times in each year, and to keep a diary of their visits, which with their Reports, 
ihotild be laid before the Grand Juries, on the first day of their meeting ; they should be limited to 
One Assistant, whose salary ought to be increased to £100 per annum, as that sam would ensure the 
aervicea of a ffigher class of persons, than can possibly be obtamed at present. Both Surveyor and 
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LeiTimf.

Assistaut should be prohibited from engaging in any private or public Contract, except by order of 
the Grand Jury. Their engaging in professional Works for individuals, is much complained of, and 
gives rise at least to suspicions of partiality. Besides, their salaries are, in my opinion, amply suffi- 
cient, and if uofc, they ought to be made sufficient to ensure their exclusive services to the public. 

I.0IU> CLEMENTS, M.P. TOR LEITItUf. 

1. It \vill bo nece.ssavy to make periodical valuations. I fear tliat the present general valuations 
of Ireland will not be found to answer the purpose. There should also he a Court of Appeal. 

2. The same person might be employed to collect the County Cess, as shall collect the Poor Rates. 
The difficulty now, is very gi-eat ; but care should be taken that the Securities sJiould be examined 
into, and bound over in a more regular way tlian they are at present. 

3. Dispense with the local Inspector of the Gaol : also dispense Avith the Treasurer and the Ad- 
jutant of Militia. Reduce the Sledieal Officers of the Gaol to one. Tlie .Tmlgc’s Crier, and the 
baiTistcr’s Criov, might bo united into one local Crier, who might also be the Coiu-t-house Keeper. 
The Ins^jector of Weights and Mciisui-es ought to be n Baronial Officer, and not a County Offieei'. 
Might he not be paid out of the Fines ? The Coroner is, also, almost nseless ; lie cannot go to all 
parts of the County, if the County is large. 

4. Reduce the salaries of the Cliaplains of the Gaols, also the Mcilical Officers ; in many instances 
the Governors of Gaols ought to have their salai-ies reduced. 

5. The Medical Officers of every Dispensary, or otlier public Institution, ought to be obliged to 
live on the spot, and ouglit not to be allowed to attend more than one such Institution. The Gaol 
requires much improvement — Why should there be so very many Authorities ? It would be very ad- 
visable to enable the County to build Petty Sessions’ Courts, and Lock-up places for Prisonei’s, with a 
power of obtaining a site for the same, where the laud is entailed. It would add much to the respecta- 
bility of tbe Bench, if this were done, as also the making the Clerk of Petty Sessions a public Officer. 

6. Tliere ought to be some Superintending Body, who should have control over the Works, and 
the County Officers. Magistrates, iu Petty Sessions, should be given jurisdiction in all eases relating 
to the 9'c;jairs of Roads, aud an easy mode given, of enfoi'cing other Conti-actors to complete their 
engagements. 

7. Take all the Fiscal Business out of the hands of the Grand .Tory. — Form Boards in each 
Bai-ony. or Union? of Baronies, and let the members be elected by the Cess-payers. Magistrates 
ha\-ing Landed Properti/ in the Barony, to bo the ex-officio members of the Bom-d. The Board 
shall be obliged to meet cver^ tbi’ce months, and may adjouni from day to day, but should only be 
able to make Presentments half-yearly. 

8. The elected msmhers might serve for tlu-ee years, and a Comity Board might be formed out of 
tbe Baronial Boards ; there should, also, be a Committee of Superintendence, named by the Boards, 
who should have the management of the County Work.s. It must be remembered, that the Grand 
.fury ai'e, altogether, an iiTespoiisible Body, and I do not think that any amendments which may be 
made to the present Laws, relating to the Grand Juries, will ever niulco that Ihidy peiForm their 
Fiscal duties to the satisfaction of the public. It is also to be observed, that the Grand .Jury docs 
not meet for two-thirds of the year, thus leaving the County for eight months without any ruling 
Authority.

1. I would recommend that all property, liable to Poor Law Valuation, should be also subject to 
County Taxation ; so that, one valuation may, in futui-e, be available for both pm-poses. This might 
involve the necessity of a periodical County revision of the valuation of the several Unions ; but, I 
apprehend that the several Union Valuations will bo so well watched by the Rate-payers, that very 
httle revision will be required:— 1st, The Union Valuations being of compai-ativcly small districts, 
the actual state and value of the property of the Rate-payers will bo Iniown, and Unional revision 
wul be raiule at sliort intervals, and without much expense, 2nd, County Valuation is a work of 
great labour and great exi>ense. The Union Valuation descends to the minutest divisions of property, 
^dev^ man wiU know how much he ought to pay, whereas, the County Valuotion does not go 
below Towffiands. 3rd. I have had some opportunity of inquiring about the scale of valuation of four 
Unions in the County Cork, and find that the valuations are, on an average, fully equal to the fair 
“letting value of the lands, &c. H this be the case generally, tho Union Valuation might be adopted 
without revision ; but, if there were an attempt, on the pact of any one Union, to keep its own va- 
luation below the general level, as there would be as much jealousy and watchfulness between the 
MVCTal Unions as there is now between individuals of the same Union, such an inequality would soon 
be detected, and might be made a subject of appeal; the costs of revision being placed as a penalty on 
the Umon which was improperly valued, or on the Union which appealed without cause. 

ihe coroU^y of the above opinion is, that the General Valuation of Ireland should cease imme- 
diatety ; it will be utterly useless for all practical purposes : 1st, because it omits much property, which 
ought to be subject to Coiinty Taxation ; 2nd, because it adopts a scale of valuation, the result of 
Plougll^ds not actual value ; and 3rd, because it only descends to Townlands and 

2. If thiie be a good system of Comty Valuatbu, tile Treasurer might be required to publish, 

after each Assizes, the rate per pound of valuation, which each Barony would ha^ to pay, for the 

Baronial Assessment, and the general rate for the County at large ; this would prevent overcharges 
on the part of the CoUectOK. The Collectors should satisfy the Chief Rememlwancer, (a person to 
whom the e^mmotion of the TreMurers’ Accounts is entrusted), as to the sufficiency of their secu- 
nties, and also, periodically, of their continued sufficiency. He should be obliged to collect from 
every mdmdual Rate-payer, acwordmg to the (See answer to No. if. He should pay 

m to tbe County Bank monthly, all sums coUeeted, and make monthly statements to the Secretary of 
toe Grand Jury, of the amoimt collected. Every precaution should be taken to prevent either the 
CoUector or other County Officer, from deriving any benefit from the use of County money. 

0 . I he situations of Clerk of the Crown and Peace may be united, but tliey may not be considered 
^ appertan^g to the Fiscal matters of the County. The duties of Treasmer of the County and 
Seoretary of the Grand Jury, may he most beneficiaUy united. In fact, considering the Chief Re- 
membrancer as General County Treasurer, I would abolish the former office, and change the name of 
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nil 1 . ration respecting the

the latter to “ County Secretaiy.” No profit shouhl be allowed to any Coiiuty OHicei- for the use of Appendix F., 
the public money. Interest tillowccl by Banidng', or profit on the sale of I'lxchefjuer Bills, should be 
earned to tlie credit of the County. 

4. (See No. 3). Thehtgbor saiai-ies would be amply sufficient for both olhees when united. 

5. Dispensaries and Fever Ho.spitals should he placed under the Poor Law System. Tberi ^ is. n . u.mm 
to be County Ho.spitals for diseases, or operations which require a high degree of medical skill. — JuryLcwsastoPUcal 
These might be supported hy the County at large, but should be subject to the .supervision of the jiatters. 

Poor Law Coiumissionei's. The Lunatic Asylums may be supported as at present, hut subject to tbe 

supervision of the Commissioners. In both cases, probably an arrangement should be made, by JIaclow. 
which Unions miglit bear a portion of the general e-\pcusc, greater in proportion to the number of Sir D. J. Norrey»,Bt. 
their own poor sent to these Institutions, as in the distribution of the chai'ges of a Workhouse. As M.P. 

to Gaols and Bridewells, I xronld phieo them niulor the management of the Magistracy of the Coun- 
ty ; a Board of Superintendenco, ajijioiutod by the Magistrates, would be fully as efficient as one ap- 
pointed by a Grand Jury ; besides, the Boiu’d wonld always be a portion of tbo Body, to whom it 
would liave to account for its acts ; whereiis, the Board of Superintendence of one Assizes maynot 
give a single member to the iie.xt Grand .Jury. The Grand Jury has hut a tcnijiorary and transient 
connexion with the County ; the Mngisti-ates always exist as a Body. 

6. 7, and 8. I am in favour of abolishing altogether the Fiscal powers of Grand Juries. The 
Grand Jury is a merely tj-ausient Body ; it exists but for a few days, — it dies with its Assizes, there- 
fore, no feeling of resjHmslbiiity can l)c expected from its members ; it wants continuity of thought 
and action. It has been jrroposed to vest County Expenditui'e in Boards elected by the Rate-payers : 
such Boards, unless elected for long ])eriods, would also want continuity of thought and action, and 
besides, would have this disadvantage, tliat the members would look solely to local objects, and would 
consult, or be subservient to, local interests and prejudices. Much abused as the Irish Magistrates 
have been, yet, now-a-days, they represent the various classes of Rate-payers fai- better than the 
Grand Juries. Let them but ael in public, (and then the public will really know of their proceedings,) 
and I doubt that County Taxation coidd be placed m safer hands than theirs. 

The entire Body of Magistrates should be convene<l twice, at least in the year, to bold County Fis- 
cal Sessions ; they should meet in tbo County Town, and their proceedings should be in public. — 

Attendance should be compulsory on all Magisti-ates, except on sufficient excuse for absence, and no 
proceeding wliatsoever should talce ]ilace, unless a considerable portion of the entire Magistracy of 
the County was present. The Chairman of tlie Sessions shoidd be obliged to reiJort to the Lord 
Chancellor, the names of the absent Magisti-ates, as the Foreman of the Grand Jury now does, (or 
ought to do), to the Judge of Assize. Tlie Magisti-ates should have power to appomt a standing Com- 
mittee of Mnglstfatcs, to whom, (with the County Seci-etary) some of the powers of the entire Body 
might he delegated, as Ciises of sudden emergency (e. g., a bridge falling) — ^the Committee might 
either contract for repairs under a certain amount, or make arrangements for a temporary passage, 
until the regular Fiscal Session ; or in case of a Presentment approved of by tbe Sessions, but wliei-e 
the Contractor, or the amount of the Contract, or the Sureties, were not approved of, tlie Committee 
might seek other Contractors, accept other Sureties, or take measures to have the work done on 
cheaper terms. The Comity Secretary being the responsible Officer of the Magistrates, no act of 
the Committee should be valid without Ins sanction ; be should falce cave that common cases of repair 
should not become “ coses of cmcrgcucy,” by directing an examination by the County Engineer, who 
should report in writing, on every case brought under the consideration of the Committee. 

A power should be given to the Board of Works, (with consent of the Ixird Lieutenant), to order 
the execution of works requisite for public convenience, but refused by the Magistrates, (e. g., a road 
twice refused by the Grand Jury, maybe renaired in this manner, but a bridge cannot be so repaired). 

The Magistracy would, in my opinion, feel themselves more responsible for the proper manner of the 
Fiscal a^ains of their County, than tho Grand .Juries do, as at present constituted, and I think, that 
County affairs would bo better managed by this Body than by Grand Julies. 

J. n. TAinOT, ESQ., M.P. FOR NEW BOSS. New Ross. 

1. The Government Valuation now making, or the Poor Law Valuation, but I would prefer tho M.p!* 

former os being most simple. 

2. I am. not awnre of auy mode that would improve the present. 

3. The Treasurer, if removed, should be left a life Interest in his salary. I therefore, would prefer 
having his services. Tlie Treasurer, Seci-etai-y to tbo Grand Juiy, and County Surveyor, are checks 
on each other. In this County, last Summer Arizes, when serious charges were brought and proved 
against the then Surveyor, wo found great advantage in having a Treasurer and Secretary, who were 
privy to details that e.xposed many facts. 

4. I do not see any real benefit from reducing too low salaries of Officers. I tbiuk the Secretaiy 
of the Grand Jury ought to have Fees, regulated by the Act. If he were paid a larger salary and 
not allowed Fees, I do not think the attendance would be so regular or busluess done to such 
satisfection as at present ; besides if the office was open without charge, a host of speculators would 
come forward on the chance of getting Presentments, who now consider the probabilities at least of 
success, previous to paying the fee for filling the necessary papers ; the Fees should be defined 
however. 

5. The Medical Department in each Poor Law Electoral Union, should he under the Guardians. 

Dispensaries now exist and are paid for highly by tbe County, which are of use oMy, compwatively, 
to a few ; the Grand Jury are bound to give a Presentment equal to the subsCTiptions._ A few 
wealthy persons and their tenants, might cut out a convenient district for a friwd, and give him a 
good salary, the greater pm-fc of winch is paid by the County, while real pauper distress areleft with- 
out any medical advice vffiatever. The Guardians who are elected by the Cess-payers would be able 
to remedy this abuse. i. n * c t 

6. I am decidedly adverse to imposing the duty of laying out money on the County Surveyor, l 
think for this reason, as well as to avoid temptation to such a responsible Officer, as weU ^ to keep 
him clear even of imputation, by those whose money he may deem it his duty _ not to citify, that he 
should never be required to expend anv money bimself ; and in order to avoid the diliicffity of so 
restraining him, there should bo a Body to whom he ought to refer for redress,^ when Contractors 
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'TSAI.EE.

leglect roads ; Rniug tlieir Securities is not sufficient, as the Comity often is at loss to a considera- 
ble amouut by the neglect of Contractors, besides the incouveiiietice to the public. 

7. I du tliiuk u Board elected of pensous of a property ijiialilicatinii, would be a much more pre- 
ferable Body for the public interest, tlmu a Grand .hiry as at present constituted. A Board would 
have time to ivclgh matters, and make imjuiries, which caimot be done by the best regulated Grand 
Jury, besides, tliat Body being appointed by one iuJlvidual, never cim Jiavo the weight or confidence 
that un elected Board would liave. This Board, or the Board of Guardians could regulate Dispen- 
saries, and Medical Charities ; and, meeting frequently, would enable the County Surveyor to have a 
Court to appeal to, in case Contractors refused or neglected their duty, and the Board could, in such 
cases, be einpowei’ed to advance money to other's to finish the Contracts so neglected. 

MACaiCE O’cOifNELL, ESQ. il. 1‘. FOR TRAEEE. 

1. As to securing an equal apportionment of County charges amongst the several Barouies, and an 
equal applottment upon the several Town Lands, it strikes me tliat the comparative circumstances of 
the several Baronies, ought to form an element in the calculations necessary for the appoi-tionment of 
the County cliarge. Equality of pressure, aud muot ere equality of amouut, should be the object. 
To charge poor aud rich Bai'onies equally in amount, or to allix the same sum ou two Baronies, oeu 
of which is of double the extent of the other, the value of the Laud being acre for acre neai'ly the 
same, seems at least rather unjust. As to an equal applottment on the several Towulands, if equality 
in amount be contemplated, the same objection will apply. 

2. As to the manner of levying the Coimty Cess by the several Collectors, and the manner in which 
the same is secured, paid in, and accounted for, the establishment of a uniform manner, and a 
certain time for collecting the County and Barony Cesses is much to be desii-cd, Much of the trouble 
of collection might be avoided, and the money received early, if it was understood that individuals 
paying in. their Cess to the Bank appointed by the Grand Jury, within a reasonable tiure after the 
declaration of the Applottment, would be allowed a poundage or per centago ou the amount, say equal 
to that now allowed to the Cess Collectors. The Bank receipt would be a vouchor to the Cess Col- 
lector when he came Ms round, and his business would thus be ligbteuod, while he would have more 
time to enforce the Cess from the unwilling or refractory. I believe that tlie provisions of the Trea- 
sui'et’s Act are still frequently evaded, by the Collectors not paying in the money as it comes into 
their hands, or else by their paying it into the private account of the Treiisurcr, who only transfcia 
it to the public account (on the approach of the Assizes). 

3. As to dispensing with, or consolidating any existing County Offices, paid in part, or in the 
whole by Grand Jury Preseutinont, , many Counties Iiave suffered from the j)oculation or misnianage- 
ment of County Treasurers, — why not do away with the office altogether ? The Into Act leaves the 
Treasurer very little to do, except to receive his salary, and undergo an oecitsiouid jobation from the 
Chief Remembrancer. The Banks appointed by the Grand Jury, to receive the County money, could 
and do make all payments, and all the duties might be done by tho Secretary to tlie Grand Jury, 
under the direction, if necessary of a Committee of the Grand Jury, usliercinaflcr suggested, or indeed 
•without the necessity of such a Committee. A small addition should be made to the salary of the 
Secretary, but even in that point tliero would be a saving, and tho County niouey would fructify from 
Assizes to Assize.s, for the benefit of the County. The Secretary to the Grand Jury has had an 
increase of duty and expense since the late Grand Jury Act passed. Ho is now obliged to travel over 
the County to the different Rood Sessions, and no ^owance is made him for his expenses. This 
should be remedied. 

4. As to reducing the salaries or emoluments of any County Officers, or persons paid by Grand 
Jury Preseutments, tho rate of payment of the Cess Collectors varies in almost every County, and 
frequently in neighbouring Baronies. Perhaps uniformity is not desirable, but oconotuy certainly is : 
thus in the County Kerry, tlie Grand Jury allowed tho Barony Head Constables, or Cess Collectors, 
nine-pence in the pound on their levy. Frequeut offers have been made to collect at the rate of siw- 
•oence, and even four-pence in the pound. The parties so offering have been perfectly respectable aud 
solvent, and the securities tendered undeniable, and yet the larger sura is given, to persons not more 
respectable, in some instances woi-se mai-lcs for the money, and whose securities are not a jot better than 
those tendered by the parties refuseA An enactment pi-ovidlug tliat the Grand Jury should taJee the 
lowest offer, provided sufficient security were tendered, would prevent exti'avagauco and favouritism in 
these matters. The enquiry into the solvency of the securities, would necessarily be and is at present 
sufficiently stringent. 

5. As to improving the management of the several Asylums, Hospitals, Infirmaries, Dispensaiies, 
&c. uow supported in the whole, or in part by Grand Jury Presentment, or laaldng any change in the 
Laws relating thereto, provision should be made for defraying die expenses of Lunatics transmitted 
to the District Asylums ; at present any charitable person procuring the admission of a pauper Lunatic 
into, say the Limerick District Asylum, is saddled with the entire of the expenses of the conveyance 
and custody of the iudividual in transitu, from perhaps the most remote part of Kerry or Clare. 
Formerly there was a depot at Tralee and I believe at Ennis, where such patients were received, the 
expenses of conveyance paid, and the parties properly forwarded in due course. Next as to Dispen- 
saries. Here we have a most fruitful source of jobbing ; a young Medical Man has no sooner arrived 

at home with his diplomas, than he sets to work to provide mmself with a Dispensary some district 

in the neighbourhood of his home is selected—his friends and relatives from all quarters, subscribe— 
tbejob is hurried through before the Road Sessions, and comes to the Grand Jury with a list of 
Subscribers collected from all points of the compass, and an amount in money scarcely ever under 60 
or 80 Guineas. The Grand Jury have no power to refuse — ^ihe County is saddled with an equal 
amount in money to the private Subscriptions, and the Doctor is provided for. The Grand Jury 
should be empowered to enquire into the nec^sity for the establishment, and that being proved, should 
have a discretional power as to the amount to be raised on the County, which should not exceed a sum 
equal to, the amount of private Subscriptions, deducting all Subscriptions of parties not resident, or 
not having property in the district ; fmther the Grand Jury should be authorized to limit the salary 
of the Meffical Attendant, and to provide that a certain sum should be laid by, in ordinary years to 
meet contingencies. At present no Assizes pass by in Kerry where three or four new Di^ienearies do 
not Come before the Grand Jury, who must make the grant. Frequently the election for Doctor is 
contested-^he Candidates bring In their friends as Subscribers, and wlioeTec succeeds, the County 
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must pay in proportion. Thus in the village of Castle Gregory, a contest for the Physicianshlp to a 
job of this sort brought in Subscriptions to the amount of 1 40 &uiiieas. The County had to advance 
1 40 more — and thus £2;) 1 arc pnul uominally for the care of the health of a few Paupers, or nearly 
so, wlio have Tralee on tlie one side, and Diiiglo on the other. In one case the marriage of a young 
Doctor wtis, us I have Ireurd delayed until the Presentment passed for a Dispensaryfor him — and in 
his district are two Dis[)ciisary liouscs, in neither of ivhicli does he reside. In the case of the Valcutia 
Dispensary Jicc nhilliiigii is rcMirucd as exfHiiided for Medicine, for so was Vaccine Matter termed. 
Twenty six pounds per annum is alinwed the Doctor for tlic keep of a horse, (his district consisting of the 
Island of Valentla, which is only six miles long, by about four in extreme breadth,) and he takes the 
balance of £110, amount of private SuLscrijrtions and public money, as liis salary. And this the 
Grand Jury cannot prevent. Ymmg num are, it is said, actually being educated as Surgeons &c. on 
the expectation of coming in for some of those jobs. i\nd all tins jobbing could be prevented, by 
giving the Grand Jury the powers I mention. With regard to Gaols, there is a good deal of 
quackery going on as to instituting Schools, and teaching Trades in tlieii- precincts : — this will 
certainly furnish the Inspector’s-Gencral of Prisons with something to report on, and will increase 
the expenses on the Counties : what other objects may be answered I know not, I am sm'e that com- 
plaints will be made of attempljs at proselytism in the b'cliools, and I would merely ask, — are^you to 
teach trades in your Prisons, and not in your Poor houses ?. 

6. As to the execution of works paid ibr by Grand Juiy Presentments &c., the County Engineers 
have I understand lately had a meeting, and have circulated tlic results of theii- deliberations, I should 
think much useful matter might be found thei'ein. 

7. As to the expenditure in general of xnonios raised by Grand Jury Presentments &c., a good 
deal of mismanagement in the expenditure of these monies has been caused by the provision of the 
Grand Jury Act, which jn-ovides that the person putting in the lowest tender shall be declared the 
Contractor for executing and keeping in repair public works. A sldlful person will propose at such a 
rate as will enable him to execute his w;oik well, and repay him for liis tune and trouble. An igno- 
rant and heedless person, perhaps inlluenced by pique or malice towards another proposing pai’ty, puts 
in a tender at such a rate, as is quite insudicient for the execution of the work properly, but which 
being the lowest, must be taken. He easily gets persons equally heedless with himself to become 
securities, unfortunately in Ireland, people are too apt to become security for, or to recommend 
almost any individual — in consequence tlio work is not done. The Conti'octor and his secui-ities are 
sued — they frequently turn out insolvent, and in the end the same routine is to be gone through again, 
with probably similar results. I would suggest that when tenders ax’e put in for any work, the 
County Engineer slioxild put in at the same time a sealed statement of the lowest rate at which he 
thinks the work could bo pro))crly done, allowing a fair profit for the time, labour, and monev to be 
expended, keeping of course the mnount a sewet ; and that the tender which comes nearest tohis esti- 
mate slxould, having ascertwnod tlie solvency of the proposer, and his securities, be accepted. 5 

8. As to continuing the powers of Grand Juries from Assizes to Assizes &e., I am ot opinion that 
until a system of Couuty Boards is adopted, the powers of Grand Juries may be usefully continued so 
far as relates to tlie matter.s stnteil. 1 have mentioned one case above ; care should be taken to secure 
the attendance of Gentlcincuon the Committee or Committees, to which I would propose to delegate 
these powers, and the entire Gr.and .Tury might ho adi’antageously assembled during the inteiwals 
between the Assizes, to receive tlie reports of, fill up vacancies in, or perhaps re-appoint these Com- 
mittees. The Grand Jury having thus a eliaractcr of continuity given to it, we should not have so 
many strange and incoiisi-stent acts. And in particidai’ the jobber would be discouraged from mailing 
repeated applications on tlic clmnce of finding a favourable Grand Jury. I have known the same 
matter mooted at four dill'orent Assizes, and it probably will be again brought forward before ibe 
Kerry Grand Jury, at next Spring Assizes. There is a fertile source of jobbing and pcijiu'y to wliich I 
would beg leave to direct attention, I moan what are called burning aud malicious injui’y Presentments. 
A man will allow an old Boat, (this has occurred in the County Clare,) or a defective house, or out- 
office to bo burnt, and then eiideavoiu’ to come on the Barony for the value of a new one. Again, the 
negligence of a servant allows a house to be burned, or catdeto be injured, (drowned, gored, &.c.) be 
will swear liimself out of the scrape — impute malice — and his employer looks to the Barony for payment. 
In these cases thoRoad Sessions and Grand Jury arc not the p'oper tribunals. The eases should be tried 
either before the Assistant Barrister, with a Jury of the Barony, or the Judge of Assize, with one oi 
the County. The evidence of tlie Police shoxild be allowed duo weight, and the state of the) District 
taken into consideration. If such a tribunal decide for the claim, let the Presentment be compulsory, 
but at ail events take away the jurisdiction from the Gi’and Jury, and afford some means of pumshing 
the perjurei-, as the jobber will sufficiently suffer from being refused his ginut. 

WILLUM VlLLlEIia STUAHl’, ESQ., M. T. i’OR WATEREOED. 

1. Obtain a fair relative valuation of the seversd Baronies in each County, getting rid of the 
system of Ploughlands, let the County rate be levied as a Poundage rate, upon that valuation. There 
were loud complaints of the unfairness of the applotment of the Couuty charged upon t^e several 
denominations In the County of Waterford united, a local Act was obtained for the vajpatiop of tjie 
County — the evil has been much mitigated since the valuation was completed, thoyigh some still wge 
that we have not yet obtained a perfectly just relative valuation. 

2. In the County of Waterford the Collector is fumisliod witli a Book by the Tpeasurer, contain- 

ing tho Nome of each landholder, and the valuation of his holding extracted from thp Valiifttion 
Sheets under tho Act, and tho Collector apportions the sum the Warrant call? upon to Ipvy upoq the 
seversl holders according to this valuation. It would be au advantt^e if the Treasurer wore autho- 
rized in mulling out his WaiTaut to omit fractions, and to insert the rate per pound at tJie nearest 
evpn sum over that actually necessary, and to eariy forward the Balances that wqi44 oyof' 

collected, to the credit of the next levy. As under tho Poor Law, the Collector at each Assize? gives 
security by Bond aud Warrant of Attorney (in stamp) on a srun equal to double the usi^ amount 
of the levies on the Barony. This mode gives unnecessary trouble to tbe Collectors, Officers, and 
Grand Jury, and in many instances the Collectors cannot get as good security es miebt bo required 
if the security were to stand whilst they continue in office. Time will not permit much investigation 
into tbeir security, neither is JudjpRcnt entered on the Bogd, end a Iftt* Act of iPaihament makes 
such Bonds void in certain cases. 
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4. The County Officers usually reside in the County Totvii, ami tiicir duties often become much 
more labonous from the sitiiaticu ; that Town not being central, tho ciraiiustmicc lias not been sufficientlv 
attended to in the classification of the parties. Waterford is an example of this, ami it is desirabl^ 
that Counties should have the power of increiising the sMury of the Craiid Jury's yecrctai-v to a 
certain amouut, subject to the approval of the Presentment Sessions. Ho might be obliged to^liaw 
an Office in some central Town. ^ 



5. Instead of tliero being one general Fever Hospitid for cadi County, there sliould I think be 
District Fever Hospitals supported in the same manner. 

6. _ It is very desirable that tlie Orand Jm'y should have the power of cancelling Contracts whim 

parties have failed to fulfil them. ’

1. A just ad valorem applotmeut of the Grand Jury Cess is essential ; this, I believe, has been 

carried into efl'ect in such Counties as the Government \'ahuition and Survey lias been perfected in 
The old mode, at present used in most Counties, is extremely unjust ; iiiuiiy persons in this County 
(of Wexford), hold a large number of acres, for which they pay no Coss. ’ Others arc assessed for a 
groatei' number than they really hold ; and an acre, worth only 5.i. rent, pays iis much Grand Jury 
Cess, as one which pays £5 rent. •' 

2. I consider the present mode sufficient ; there must be a similar maeliincry established, iftlie 

present is abolished. So that, I see no uso in any change. It would bo most unwise, and kceed- 
lugly unpopular, to suffer tbe Police to have any thing to say to the collection, or to mix it up with 
tliat Establishment. ^ 

3. I do not think auy change would be beneficial ; I think tlio Treasurer, tlic Secretary of Grand 

Jury, and County Sm-vej'or, all useful, and a very great cheek, one upon tho other ; which necessary 
check would not exist, it the offices were consolidated; also, the present men should be pensioned a 
dispensed with. ‘‘ ’ 



4. In this County (of Wexford), oui- County Officers are not by any means overpaid. 

5. Decidedly, this whole system requires to be re-modelled. ■ I would put tliem under tlio Boai'ds 
of Local Poor Law Guai-dians, no matter how adverse the Medical Profession might be to it. The 
preseut mode of public support for Dispensaiies, &c., depending alone on tlio amount of 'private 
subscriptions, is wholly inadequate. A Dispensary, in a rich Disti-ict, obtains from the Grand Jury 
sometimes too much ; wliereas, in a )wor District, wliore there arc many paupers, aud few Sut 
senbers, the Grand Jury ai-e restricted from grouting sufficient aid. 

6. If the County Surveyor is botli honest and capable, all is right ; but, if be Is not llie want of 
permanency, m either the Road Sessions or Grand Juries, renders flieir control or assistance quite 
useless ; they have not time, during their Sittings, to investigate or detect IVmuls, and their functions 
are at an end, before they come to the knowledge of delects. 

7. The fomei- Answer appUes to tills. The County Suvvcjoi-s should not liuve the c.tpcnditure 

of any mote County Money than what they have at present. The iudlvidnal who oversees, and cer- 
tifies, dearly shonid not, also, be the Expoiidcr of Money, or tlio Undertaker of Work ; it has already 
led to fraud, and would afford great temptation and opportimitv for it ^ 

8. A permanent Grand Jury, or rather. County Board for 'Fiscal Business, eonipesed of resident 
Gentlemen with a propetty qualification from Land within the County, eleoted by the Eate- 
pajets penodieaUy IS the true dan. This would erfend to Counties, the same vliso prineipl. 
for *0 management of Aeir Viscal oifairs, which eaists in the new Town Conneils in Towns, nnL 
the Corporation Bill.^ The Judge at Assises shonid still have a certain control, say, in the way

Pesent mode of vouching ^d checkm^ aU accounts, whilst it needlessly increases the 
duti« of the County Treasurer and Clerk of the Crown, does not improve the security of the County 
neiota; and from the constant enactments made without due inquiry and consideration, Counties 
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labour uncloi* greater lUsiul vantages in cUecldug tlieir expeiuUture, than are under the 59tli Geo. the 
3rd. The 1st aud 2nd Victoria, cap. 59, lias, from its blundering- wording, locked up a large sum 
which shoidd have come to tlie credit of the Police expenditure.

4. I conceive that some regulation might be made by apportioning the salaries and emoluments of 
County Officers, to the size of the Counties. The County of Carlow, which is neai-ly the smallest in 
Ireland, pays, in most instances, the maxinunn allowed !>y Act of Parliament. 

5. I believe the niiuiagement of the several Asylums, Hospitals, Gaols, Dispensai-les, &c., could 
not be improved by any alteration. 

6. I believe I am borne out by the opinion of many of the neighbom-ing Counties, and by expe- 
rience in this County, that the appointment of County Engineers, lias by no means answered the 
expectation. The roads are in a inucli worse state than before such appointment took place, and the 
County Tux more than double. 

7. I am not awai-e of a better than tlic present chock. 

8. I am not awai-c of any good arising, unless in the event of the death of a County Officer or a 
Collector of public money, in which latter case his security would be liable. 

IION. W, J). LK P. TRENCH, FOREilAN OF GALWAY GRAND JURY. 

1. I believe I do not clearly understand the first paj-t of this question. I consider- that there is at 
present as equal an apportionment of the charge by Grand Jury Presentment for the Counties at 
lai-ge, on the several IJai-ouics, as tlio defective state of the applotment, aecortog to ancient surveys, 
regardless of value, will admit of ; and that the system applied to a corrected survey and valuation, 
would eflectually secure a fail- equal applotment, not only upon the ToAvnlands, but upon the occu- 
piei's of the soil within those Townlands. 

This survey and valuation, will he to he had upon the completion of the Poor Law valuations 
without further trouble or expense. And I would advise that the present existing power of visiting a 
part of any Townlandforthe Cess clue upon the whole, or upon another part thereof], save where there 
IS Insolvency, should be abolished, ns oppressive in itself, and often most oppressively used. And 
further, tliat instead thei-eof, the Applotment should be made, and varied, in the manner, and os often 
as the Poor Law A|)plotmeiits shall be made and varied ; taking tliem always as the guide, 

2. The County Cess is supposed to be collected by the High Constables, appointed by the Grand 
Jury, who give security by bmul, for tlioii- duo collection under the Treasurer’s Wai-raut. But in point 
of fact, they do not collect, but appoint Siib-collectoi-s who do. They, in many instances living at the 
exti-emo end of the County, from the Barony tliey act for. There is no legal assistant to Grand 
Juries, by whom these bonds may he prepared. The want of such an Officer, and the power to pay 
Ms taxed Bill of Costs when not otherwise pajiable, is in this case, but much more in Conti-acts, suing 
upon Contracts, and such like business, much felt; and I tlunlc that such an Ofiicci- ought to be appointed 
for their Assistance. 

In respect to the mayinev of Collecting I have alreiuly suggested some alterations which need not lie 
here re^ieated. But as to Accounting, I consider payment of the amount of tlic Wan-ant a full 
account. But this payment is Bometiines made, and a Wtu-rant nevei-theless sought for, to reimburse 
the High C’oiistable for arrcui-s loft uncollected. This in some instane« may be unavoidable, but 
generally it would be very desirable to prevent it. For this purpose the High Constable, making 
such requisition, might ho requh-ed to produce u certificate from the Poor Law Guanlians of the 
Union wliei-oiu the arroar occuiTcd, that .such arrenr ivas uecesswily outstanding, and giving the 
reasons why. 

The loom knowledge of the Guardians within their own Unions, would enable them to do this ; mid 
if the Assessment for the Poor Law, and for the Grand Jury puiqioses, were made to end at the same 
periods of the year, the Collector of the former would have to satisfy the Guardians, who would not 
only have local knowledge, but also time naii-owly to inspect, and who are personally interested in 
doing so, before he came before the Grand Jury. And these remarks I consider ai-e equally applicable 
to insolvent arrears. 

3. If a legal adviser ho appointed to the Grand Jury, I think he would be the fitt^ person to ap- 
point as Secretary to them. And as vacancies occui-, if the system of appointing Clerics of the Crown 
for each Coxmty, bo, as it ought to ho adhered to, then I consider that the Clerkship of the Crown, and 
the Clerkship of the Peace, might be joined together with great benefit to the Counties. 

I think the appointment to these offices ought to be iu the Crown. The appointments to them by 
Lords Lieutenants of Counties, is more open to favouritism, and less likely to produce efficiency. 

I consider the appointment of Prison -keepers by the High Sheriff, as very objectionable. 1 see no 
reason under the improved system of prison government, for holding him in any way responsible for 
the safe custody of its inmates. I lo^ upon it that this responsibility would be better put upon the 
Govei-nor of the prison, and if necessary let him he bound with sureties for his conduct therein. I am 
of opinion that the Governor is appointable by the Grand Jury, and that the Sheriff can only appoint 
to what is called the Sheriff's Prison, and that only so far os safe custody goes. But this is a disputed 
point, and ouglit to be set at rest. The appointment of the Governor of a County Prison is of too p-eat 
consequence to be left as it practically is, in the hands of a Sub Sheriff. I think it sliould be with all the 
officers to be retained, mentioned in Schedule S of the 6 and 7, William the 4tb, except Criers, m 
the hands of the Crown. I say the Appointment to the Governorship of the County Pnson is practi- 
cally put into the nomination of the Sub Sheriff. His agreement with the High Sheriff invariably is 
to save his superior harmless, free of all expense and trouble, and that be (the Sub Sheriff) shall have 
all patronage and emoluments attached to the office. 

These agreements may contain more than, this, but this I bdieve them invariably to contain. IE 
then, a vacancy occurs, as it almost always must, while the Grand Jury is not sitting, the Sub Sheriff 
appoints a person to fill it. Need I say that he has much infiiuencc in forming the Grand Jury, 
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wliich is to confirm this appointment. Need I say that he has strong- powers oyer tluit Grand .Jury, 
liowevcr formed, when formed? and thus ho practically nominates to this important oliice, some 
relative, some friend, |)Ci’haps some purchaser, utterly re,^ardless of the litness ot the msin for the 
station ; and thus is the County interest sacrificed for the coitvenienco or (miohimoiits of an Lnlividiuil. 
Instances of this worlcinjf of the present practice can iic yiven, hut i(s prohahility not to s:iy certainty, 
is so obvious, that ntcre would he waste of time. In ciuso of vacancy, the Local Inspector of the 
Prison should appoint a person to act till the proper authority shall make an a|)po]nlmeiit. 

In the present system, wliicliis a wholesome one, of lodj-'iug all County Monks in the Han!:, I do 
not think a Treasimer would he at all wanted. I consider that the Haiih I'cmg furnished ^with a 
certified Copy of the County Hook, should pay nothing except what wjis certified, hy that Hook as 
being' duly accounted tor, works in progress, mid orders under the law for sudden lireaekes, together 
with Judges’ orders for expenses to prosecutors. 

Nor even these except hy a. check from the appointed Officer for that purpose, which eheclcs for all 
purposes not set forth in the County Books, should dearly ami distinctly set forth the purpose for 
whicli di'awn. These Checks should he progressively immhorcd from Assizes to Assizes, and an 
account kept in the Bank, as with uuy other person or Body mailing' lodgments, showing a Dr. and 
Cr. account wherein these checks would he entered. 

TIuls far is safe and easy. But then comes the qnestioii, who to appoint as thcOHiecr to draw 
these Checks ? I would name the Secretary to the Grand Jury, particularly if lie he tlio description 
of pcrsim T have recommended tliat he should be, and appointed hy the Crown, and lie might he requi- 
red to give security. But, whoever this person should he, lie slioiihl ho rcipiired to keep a Hook 
similar to that kept at the Bank ; and a half-yearly comparison of tlicsc would settle the County 
accounts, and save tlie large sums which now go to the Chief Remembrancer, for no good purpose 
whatsoever. This Officer being to draw chcclis as well for discharged queries, a.s for payments for 
Works in progress, orders for repairs of suddou breaches, and Judges’ orders ; to enable him to do so, 
the same documents now required for the obtainment of money on tliese accounts, must go to him, to 
be kept hy him, with all the vouchers at present reqiurcd in the audit of Troasin'Oi’’s accounts. And 
surely a certificate of comparison, and agreement by the Bank, and these Vouchers, would enable the 
Grand Jury to make tliis audit. _ , . 

I would strongly recommend that something should now ho done by the Commissioners, to apprise tlie 
public that enquiry is making, and that vacaiieics now open, or filled^ hy recent ap[ioii!tmcnt, cannot 
be considered as vested interests, should the Legislature think fit to interfere with them, riiere is 
now in Galway a vacancy for the Governorship of tlie County Prison, filled pro tcm. hy the Siih Sheriff, 
being liis second appoiutuieut to tliat olHee witluii the year, and I suppose there is, or is about to he, 
a vacancy to the Secretaryship of tho Grand -fury, for my table is covered with canviussiiig^ letters to 
appoint to the place. How little must a Grand .Juror’s oath ho supposed to avail, when it is sought to 
obtain promise of supjiort before the case comes to ho considered. 

4. I was ever of opinion that it was good economy to pay tlie public servants sufficiently. I do not 
therefore recommend any more upon this liciul, than I have already said upon the subject. 

5. 'I believe tlie management of Asylums, Hospitals, and Infirmaries to ho good. Hut one 
County Hospital or lufirruary must, I consider, be of very limited use. An Hospital with Fever wards 
or separate huildiug for Fever, should be attached to, at least each Poor-lionse Union, and supjiortcd 
solely hy taxatiou on the Land, and the supervision placed in the Poor Law Guardians. The existing 
system of raising aud managing Dispensaries is, by much, worse than defective. _ The abuse and fraud 
they give rise to, caunot he too immediately put a stop to, by a total rojicnl of all laws rckatiug to 
them. This strong opluioii is founded upon facts within my own knowledge. But ^ I ant saved 
the pain of entering into detail in its support, by the ample rej^iort of the Poor Law Iiupiiry upon the 
subject, which the Commissioners have before them. Fortunately those Institutions arc abolishing 
themselves. 

There is abroad au opiniou that the tax about to be levied for tho cose of tho poor, ought to suffice 
to cover all theh wiuits, or, that if not, the powers of the Guardians should he extended to meet 
them. Hence a very general refusal to give any further subscriptions, for either Fever Hospitals or 
Dispensaries, even where it is admitted they have been well conducted, and most useful. 

I could not, however, recommend to leave tbo poor thus destitute. I think the Poor Law Guar- 
dians should have power to raise up as many Dispensaries and Fever Hospitals within their Uiiions, as 
to them shall appear to be either temporary or permanently requhed ; aud that the supervision of 
these shall be iu them. Thus good provision would he made for all that will bo wanted, aud no more, 
and fever at once met, where fever may appear. The expense for this should be wholly borne by 
the land, and raised as tlie Poor Law tax will be raised. I have no fear of giving this power to those 
Guardians, that is, watched as they aa'e by each other, and by those they represent. I nave no fear 
of their taking too extravagant a range under it, but I may have some apprehension of their being 
too steingent. However, both for the purpose of taldng tme temptation of patronage from them, aud 
for the purpose of obtaining proper medicines, and Medical Attendants, I would place the pm'chase of 
the former, and the appointment to the latter, in the Army Medical Board in Dublin. One Attend- 
ant might suffice for several of these Dispensaries and Fever Hospitals, and the Poor Law Guai'- 
diaas would be able to certify to the Board how many would be required for the Union, and wbat 
each 'would have the care of, and a salary could now be named as the maximum. 

So far as I know of the management of Gaols, save as to the appointment of officers, it is excel- 
lent, and ought to be left as it is, aud not sacrificed to an untried system of Provincial Gaols, as re- 
commended by the In^ectors-General of Prisons. But it is worth consideration whether Bridewells 
ought not to be made Houses of Correction also, where imprisonments for short periods may he the 
pumsliment delinquents are sentenced to by Petty Sessions. 

6. I think the execution of Works by Grand Jury Presentments is, since the appointment of 
County Surveyors, as good as the system permits, and the regulation and control equally so. But, I 
am of opinion, tliat no ro.vd cau be kept in repair by Grand Jury Presentment unless such Present- 
ment m^ces a permanent Contmet. I think this description of Presentment should, therefore, be 
altogether abolished. Graud Juries will not make Presentments of tins description till the roads ais 
nearly Impassible, and the sole in many places broken through. Presentment being then made, the _ 
Contractor willuot make the repair till near the next Assizes; first, because he knows that the County, 
Sinrveyor will tiien come to look at it, and secondly, because he will thereby be noafer the time of 
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payment. In the meantime, bad becomes worse, and though the County Sui'veyor sees the road 
smooth and good, the fii-st lieavy rain brealca it all up ; the soft spots whore tlie solo liad been broken 
through, sink, the water lodges in the holes, and day *by day they get deeper and deeper, wliile CiU's 
and carta, which always follow in the same track, cut it into ridges', and there is no means of filling 
up and levelling reserved. I am averse to giving the cxjwnditure of money to County Sui’veyors ; 
nevertheless, I would of two evils choose the least, ami I fee! quite sure that the least would be to re- 
(lulrc them to keep in rcjiair such i-oads, as m’o not permanently contracted for, until proper permanent 
Couti'actors could be liad. 

7. Every attempt to imjn-ove the Fiscal Laws which govern Grand Juries lias failed, aud this, be- 
cause tlic system is in itself vicious, and incapable of producing good. Heaping check upon check in 
order to meet some glaring abuse, has perhaps added to it, perhaps conquered it by making a worse. 
Under the present oiieroso and expensive system, gentlemen, for tbeir own convenience, will go to all 
the trouble and ex[>cnsc tho law iiillicta, in order to have the County about them accessible by their 
carriages, and they will, so far as this convciitenco carries them, sec that all is right But to otlici-s 
who have not this motive, the preparing the necessary proposals, posting notices, attemlmico upon 
Special Sessions, where they may nut meet a Bench of Magisti-ates, or meeting them not obtain 
Presentment : Attendance at Assizes if they do ; and wlicrc again tliey may lose it, with all tlie sub- 
sequent forms aud attendances in order to malcc account, togetlior with risk of traverse, is more thiui 
any but a person who makes roml-maltiug a trade, would undertake, and he ouly could do it speculating 
upon being rc-imbursed by some Presentment, at some time, for the time lost aud expenditure made 
u[Hm all. Tiic wliole system is bad as bad can be, but I liardly know how to do better except by 
abolisliing the raising of monies by Grand Juries jJtogetlicr. Nothing coidd be better iu tiicory than 
opening the Grand Jury Room to all who choose to enter while the Fiscid busauess is, oi- rather ought 
to be under consideration. Nothing, as fai- as I liavc seen, can be more subversive of all considera- 
tion than the practice — the Foreman reading the Applications at the top of his voice, molics the few 
Grand Jurors, who ai'c sufficiently interested in the particular matter going on, to bear the pressui'c 

and noise that is near hiiii. These few represent the Grand Jury for tho time ; their pai'ticular 

iutoi-est being past away, they make way for another few, who may have their jiarticular interest 
also, and so, the husinotss is got through ; but as for deliberation by the collective Grand Jury, it is 
ouly had in very piwticular instances. 

With respect to amendment of tlie existing laws, I would much wish to turn the attention of tho 
Commissioners to shortening and imjiroving generally, tlie great lines of Mail Coacli Roads, between 
Dublin and the various towns of Mall termination. Tiiis ciui, I approhond, bo only done by actual 
survey of tlie best linos to take between post-town aud post-town, tluougli which Mail Coache-s travel, 
and by forcing luloption of them, lowering their hills, and lllliug up their gripes, and widcuiug whei-e 
nccessai-y. But the resolutions of tlic assembled County Suri’cyors, at a meeting on thcTtli Septem- 
ber last, which I presume the Commissioners have before tbciii, will save me much that I would 
otlicnvisc have to say. In what they say u])on tho following sections of tho 6th and 7tli William 4t!i, 
cap. 116, i concur, namely — 1, 1 2, 2.'1, 27, 37, -11, 43, 4'), 52, 52 and 20, 55, 61, 84, 103, 1U6, 121, 

1 24, 12!h 130, 134, 156, aud I5l,‘. In resjicet lo sec. 4, I think it would bo u.seful, that Stipen- 

diary Mugisti'ateii would be allmvwlto sit, and licld (jiuilified lo act ns Chairmen at Special Sessions. 
Ill respect to section 11, I tliiiik 10 days too little, and 30 days too much notice ; perhaps 20 days 
would answer all the puv|)oscs. To the observations of the Surveyors on the 17th section, I give my 
coiiciirreueo, provided wliat is done under it, shall be done at ’'tbo reixinmicndation of the County 
Surveyor's, i concur also in what these gentlemen say lui to the 5 Ith suction. But, if the neglect 
of the repair of the road be ciiiiseil by too low a Contract, luiil it is the general cause, how can ro-im- 
bumomeut bo made to any body for cilbetually repairing it, out of the sum contracted for? The 
fault is iu tbo pretty theory of forcing aeccptaiice of the lowest Contract tendered, 'wlioi'c sureties can 
be had. It is one of the most irksome and expensive pieces of economy, quite enough in itself to 
mar any system to ivliich it may be a|iplied ; all engaged in the transaction know m'cH what tlie 
result must be, yet, the law forces thcui to proceed. A roiul tiius contracted for must lie some time, 
before tbe Surveyor could bo at all sujiposod to interfere. If then tlio sum contracted for was origin. 
ally too little, it. niiwt, by tlio time of his seeing the road, be still more inoilcquate, and tlie tiurveyor 
Ciiuuot witli it, do iuiytliiug effective. The matter must lliuvelbro lie over till tlio next. Assizes; the 
road is in the meantime getting n’orse and worse. Well, at tho As-sizes the Grand Jury rescind the 
Contract, but they liavc no Oliiccr to sue the Sureties upon the Bond. But let us .suppose such an 
Ollieer to exist, tliat ho does sue, and succeeds, in nine cases out of ten he will liiid them to bo paupers, 
and uo moi-k for the costs. In the mean time tho road is nearly lost to tiic public, every day nudics 
it worse, nevertheless, nothing can be done till anotlicr ypcciul Sessions, when if Conti'act be made at 
all, it must bo at a rate much beyond that, which would, iu the first instance, have cllectually done the 
work. I cannot therefore recommend peraistnnee in this expensive lino of economy, but recommend 
that tho Special Sessions bo allowed to adopt, and the Grand Jury to confirm, the lowest tender 
made that the County Surveyor will certify the work can be douc cftectaally for. In the remarks 
upon the 57th section, I dont know why they made use of the word “ small” as attached to bridges. 
I think it would be better left out. Section 80. I think the rccomniendatiou to i^ow £5 as tlic 
maxiiuimi for depots of materials or milestones, too high, and that £3 would suffice ; and I would 
recoiumeud to insert finger-posts also. In their observations on tlic remaining sections of tho Act, I 
dent concur. On the Acts subsequent I dont think it necessary to say anytliing. They ai'e chiefly 
local, and if to be retained, will be embodied in the new Act of course. 

8. I do not think the continuance of the powers of Grand Juries: from Assizes to Assizes, would 
bo at all beneficial for any purpose. They could not bo kept or brought together. They have no 
powers over the execution of Ih-escutments, and if they had, they would be found too unwi^dy and too 
Ignorant a Body in supervision, whether of -work in progress, duties of County Officers, or the gene- 
ral care of tlie Fiscal concerns of tho County. 

So far I have considered the interrogatories of tho Commissioners, under the siqjposition that the 
system of Grand Jury Presentments was still to be continued. But as I think thw uo power of rais- 
ing and expending money should ever bo entrusted to an irresponsible Body, and least of ^ to Grand 
Juries, I would stroiigly advise that the whole machinery should be abolished, and an entire new sys- 
tem be resorted to. I^or this purpose I would raise a I?ublic Board, amenable to the Lords of tbe 
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Treasury and to Pai-liainent. But, before I go further, allow me, in order to obtain for my plan an 
unbiassed consideration, to divest it of all supposition that I am fancying myself endenvoiu'ing to 
create office for myself ; exclusive of my knowledge, that I should not, just now he selected for office 
I need only say, that I have a retirement allowance «s Comnnssioncr of Customs, nud half-pay as* 
Rear Admiral, that together aflord me more emolument than any place this new Board, if adopted 
could ofier. ’ 

Surely the great duration of the Grand Jury system, tlie numberless attempts to improve it, and 
the necessity for present inquiry, are, or ought to be, more than enough to condeum it. Each Magis- 
trate, each Cess-payer, goes to the Special Sessions, canvassed upon the several mutters that come be- 
fore bim, and mostly decided as to the part be will take there, and so too of the Grand .Tiny. I have 
spoken of it as the worst of irresj)onsible Bodies, for the purpose oflevying and cxjioudiug public money 
and a long and attentive experience has justified mein doing so. The hiiiTy with which business 
must be done, the obstacles that the present law places in the way of doing it, the jn-ivate interests 
of those to whom all is entrusted, and the impossioility of maldng the going .Judge of Assize a suf- 
ficient check even as to tire legality of tire proceedings, at once show, that this is an ineligible mode 
of taxation, or of ordering e.xpenditui'e. 

I have already said, that I would adsise to put the whole matter into a Board — suppose I name the 
Board of Works ; they have already within themselves, with the addition of tho County Sm-veyors, 
all the materials necessary for the purpose, an additional Commissioner or perhaps two, and four or 
five clerks excepted. I would liave an average account taken of the monies misod by tlie several 
Counties at large, and the several Baronies in each County, say for the last ton yciu's, and cause that 
amount to he levied by half yeaidy levies as before, and jmicl into tho Bank to tlic credit of this Boai-d 
together with the balance in the Ti'easurer’s hands. All works in progress, and all permanent and 
other Contracts to be pereisted in, and the payments for them to be made from this Board, under the 
County Surveyor’s certificate, with whatever fui-ther inspection they may find necessary. 

Wim these several Counties at large, aud these several Baronies this Board would be to open separ- 
ate accounts, and these accounts should be balanced, closed, and published, and distributed through the 
several Baronies interested therein, half-yearly. If the levy fall short any where, this Board should 
have power to increase it so as to prevent arreax’ ; but I think this will never occur. I feel quite sure 
that there would be every where a considerable and growing redmidauco, after covering eveiy addi- 
tional expense of this Board and all its increased appendages. Where this should be the case I 
would i-ecommend to allow it to accumulate for, say three yeai-s, to meet sudden unexpected culls, and 
then to place one-third of it, and so each successive year, in aid of the tlicn levy off dio Bai-ony or 
County at large so eircumstancetl. 

This Board should be empowei-ed to make permanent Contracts for ronaii-ing roads txa now, and, 
where no Conti-actors satisfactory to them could be had, to repair, and keep In constant repair, the 
roads, themselves. New Works of all kinds might ho still made to emanate from the Grand Jury, 
provided the County Surveyor shall first recommend it ns necessary. If, upon this recommendation, 
the Grand Jury shall adopt it ; they should then apply to tho Board, through tlic Couuty Survoyoi-, 
to send to the next Grand Jury, Plans, Estimates, and, if for Roatls, Surveys, certifying that the line 
of Road is the best Ime the Countv affords. This Application of tho Grand Jury, the Survoyor 
should send to the Boaa-d, with the least possible delay, accompanied by fiiU observations from himself, 
for the guidance of the Board. If then, the next Grand Jiuy shall authorize the e.Noeution of the 
Work, and certify the same to the Clerk of the Crown, he should place tho amount of this expendi- 
ture as an addition to the levy in the usual way, whether by one or raoro payments ; and, after the 
roadshoUbemade, an addition to the holf-yeai'ly levy equal to the expenditm-e per perch, over tlie 
whole perches levied for, for the number of perches the new road contains; aud state to the Board 
what he has done. 



Grand Junes should also be allowed to present for shutting up roads become useless, upon the re- 
commendation of the County Surveyor ; and whenever such Presentment shall be made, the Clerk of 
the Crown should deduct from the levy, the number of pci-ehes, calculatwl ns above so shut up, and, of 
which, the Coimty Sui-veyor should certify him ; and he, the Clerk of tho Crown, upon receipt of the 

Surveyor’s certificate, should send to the Board a copy of the Presentment, of tho Surveyor’s certifi- 
cate, and a certificate from himself, stating the amount by which the levy wotdd be reduced, that their 
books might be regulated accordingly. They would be to make every expenditure of every sort or 
kind, and m them I would, perhaps, place the appointment of minor officers, and in the Crown the 
appointment of the higher-guarding the Medical Depai-tments as I have already advised. Ilespon- 
sibihty would thus be placed where responsibiHty ought to rest, nud, if abused, tho public would know 
to what account to place the abuse. ‘ 

In tmting.itis scarcely possible to give sufficient detail for any plan; and it is, therefore, that I 

have alrewy said to the Secretary, that I hardly think the Commissioners will arrive at what they 
w^t without mva voce examination. I feel, nevertheless, that I could put this plan into working 
order. _ I have no wnsh to submit myself to this examination, hut I shall deem it mv duty to do 'so 
should It be requned, my expenses being paid, or to assist tlie Commissioners in any other wav, they 
may think I can be usefiil to them. j’ J 

But if it shall be deemed necessaiy to have levy and expenditure, without responsibility, let it, in 
kgb preference, be made by the Poor Law Guardians in eacli Union. In tlieir constitution, know- 
ledge, and genial fitness, they aremevery way far more eligible. I have aJi-cady endeavoured to 
show howlwgely they must ho used under either alternative. They are a permanent Board, com- 
posed so ^ to have intimate knowle^ of every part of their several Unions ; they ai-e elective annu- 
ally by those whom they assess ; admit Peers, which Grand Juries exclude ; they are intimately con- 
^cted mth the people whom they represent, and possess at least as full practical Imowledge ns any 
Grand Juries can possess, o ■> 

Detail of arrangement for this plan and for general check under it, would not be difficult : it would 
be in a great degree drawn from what I have already said, and if required I will enter upon it.

3. The office of Treasurer might be altogetlier abolished, the duties of which, by the 1 st & 2nd of ■ 

Victoria, have merged in the County Batd^er. Tiic formal duties might be perfonned by the Seers- j 

tary, who might he remunerated by some increase of Salary. The office of Coroner might be abolished, • ‘ • i- 

and 'the duties of that office performed by the Magistrates, who would attend more closely to the 

duties than the majority of the Coroners of Ireland, most of whom ai-c of the lowest gi-a<le, and worst 

possible private charactei’s. Of coui-se there should be compensation given to those deprived of the 

office of Coroner. 

It would be important to empower the Grand Jury to appoint a Solicitor, to see all matters con- 
nected with the Grand Jury legally enforced. 

4. The Salaries of Surveyors in Counties do not remunerate them so as to cover travelling 
expenses, &c. ; while in Counties of Cities and Towns, where they have a very limited compass to 
survey, they are overpaid. The Clerk of the Crown is paid considwably more in Counties of Towns 
than the Secretary of the Grand Jury, who has to go tlu-ough ten times his work — the latter is not 
sufficiently paid. 

5. Dispensaries should be wholly supported by Grand Jury Assessment, and placed under the 
management of the Foreman and Secretary of the Grand Jury, and subject also to the control of a 
Boar3 of Superintendence, to be selected by the Grand Jury at each Assizes. The system of volun- 
tary Contribution falls too heavily on the diaritable and humane, while others better able to support 
these Institutions coutl'ibutc, as the law is at present, very little towards them. It would be most 
desirable, as well as a great saving, if the Gtiols belonging to the County and the Town of Galway 
were united, — ^thc Grand Jury presenting for any prisonei-s belonging to the Town at a fixed 

6. No payment exceeding one-third should bo made on account of Public Works, until the entire 
contracted for was finished, and given up to the proper Officers. 

No Works to he undertdeen until sufficient Securities were entered into by Contractor before the 
Secretmy, and also subject to the approval of County Banl«r. 

7. Sums presented for Public Works to remain in the County Bank until such time as Works wei’e 
fully approved of by the County Surveyor. 

8 It would bo highly beneficial, and tend vastly to prevent abuse, to continue from Assizes to 
Assizes the power of Grand Juries, or of at least five of them, including the Foreman (the Foreman 
to be selected by ballot, by those summoned, and answering their names in Court, when called as 
Jurors, prior to tlic Jury being swora by th(! Clerk of the Crown.

1. I am of opinion that this might be regulated by a poundage on the Poor Law Valuation. 

2. I am of opinion it would he better to liave a regular Government Officer appointed for this 

purpose, in every Barony, who should he required to give sufficient security, to lodge the same, as 
the money in charge of tlio Treasurer of the County is now lodged. . , , , 

3. I am of opinion that the Chief Constables and Privates of Police might bo done away with, 

and two respectable Serjeants of that Body, only, retained in each Market To^vn, with power to call 
in the assistance of the military where pliysicul force became necessmy— by its means sm immense 
would be saved, and I am decidedly of opinion, tliat no inconvenience would result, but that on the 
contrary, the duty of the Police would be far better performed, than at present. I am of opinion, 
that the duties of the County Suiweyor should he changed ; that he should be the pmson to do ^ 
public Works, Repairs of Roads, &c., employ and pay tlie people of tlie neigbbourbood by the day tor 
their labour in such Works, and render an account to the Grand Jury, similar to what a steward 
would to his employer, and not allow these tilings to be jobbed by faimei-s, as at present. By the 
County Surveyor employing the poor labourers on the Roads, a double saving would be effe^d, not 
only the public money would not be jobbed and wasted by fanners, and the works so badly done, 
that they immediately require a fresh expenditure, but also tlie numbers of poor m Poor-ho^cs 
would be greatly diminished, for the County Surveyor would employ tlie i>oor labourer, instead of 
having liim idle, as the fai-mcr does under the present system, m order that he may have the 
whole profit to himself. _ „ . , r i. .. 

4. I am not for reducing the salaries of the County Officers. As the consequence of such re- 
duction would be, that the offices would be filled up by a less respectable body of men, and the 
County consequently put to greater expense in the end by their mismanagement. 

5. I am of opinion diat these institutions are wdi managed under the present system. 1 am 
not aware at present of any diange in the Laws that would he an improvemrat. 

6. I am of opinion that all these Works should be executed directly by the County So^eyor, 

and not left to the jobbing of Farmers, as at present. I think the County Smveyor should em 
ploy the poor, but able-boffied labourers the day at these Works. Carts and horsM, also hj the 
day; that these should be employed from the people of the neighbourhood the wrak w^ 

locally situated, and not have men brought from one neighbourhood to another, consequently tee 
people who paid the tax would always have the benefit of the expenditure amongst th^ pubhcly, 
of precisely the sum they paid, instead of giving the benefit of pubhc works to mdividuals. i 

thinlc the County Surveyor’s salary sufficient for this extra duty. • 3 xv 

7. I am not aware how this could be improved in general. The expenditure ’teaer the 

head of “ contingencies,” the ;Grand Jury find it difficult to chock ; and this, I think, requires 
alteration. , , , x 

8. I fhink this absolutely necessary, so far as to carry out with good faith the arrangements 
of the preceding Grand Jury, otherwise the individual has no contracting party to deal wite. 

But great care should be taken that one Grand Jury cannot bind up another, so ss to nullity 
their powers altogether. The subject should be approached with grfeat caution ; but I have seen

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much inconvenience ai'ise from one Grand Jury being iiltogethei* irresponsible to the acts of the 
former, thereby giving great inconsistency to their acts as a public Body, and occasionally fAiiti ng 
individual Iwclship and injustice. 

iOlim DiCKSON, ESQ., FOREMAN OF LEITRIM GRAND JURY. 

1 . I conceive tliat tbe Government Valuation will be quite suflicient, us it is based on tlic Ordnance 
Survey, imd subject to the revision of Local Appeal Committees, np]>oiutcd by tbe Grand Jury. 

2. I tliiulc the present mode is quite sufficient, if the Law is strictly adlici'od to. 

3. The only office in my opinion, tliat can be dispensed with is that of County Trciisiirer, the 
duties of ryliich might be discharged by the Seci-ct.'iry of the Grand Jury, for a small addition 
to Ins present s.alaj'v ; but, at the same time, I conceive there should be no interference with the pre- 
sent Treasurer’s, (many of them having served for a long period) but in cases of vuenney by death 
or resignation. 

4. 1 do not thmk that the Comity Officers are overpaid at lu’esent ; so fur from it, that it is my 
opinion, the Seci’Ctary of the Grand Jury does not receive snflieiciit r'cmmicral,ion ; his salary in fho 
County (Leitrim) being only £120 per annum, and his Fees projKirtionubly small; whilst he hiwto 
discharge, in my idea, the most laborious duties in the County, and to boai’ all his truvoiling 
e.'qicnscs. 

5. All the Institutions named (as far as my knowledge loads nio), apjKiav to be conducted with pro- 
priety in tills County. 

6. I think tlic present Law is quite sufficient if it be properly enforced. 

7. The same as lost. 

8. I do not think any object would be obtained, in coutinuiiig thcpowoi-sof Grand Juries from 
Assizes to Assizes, and it would be quite impossible to jirevail on County Gcnlkiincn to devoto more 
time than they do, to the Fiscal aftau’s of the County : for attending the Assizes twice ii-year (in many 
instances) at a considerable distance from home (instance myself close upon fifty miles from the 
Assize Town), and being absent each time from eight days to a foitnight, coupled with their weekly 
utteudance at Petty Sessions, (as they ai’c generally Magistrates), is, iu my opinion, as much public 
duty as they can well perform.

HONORABLE J. VEREKEll, LATE FOREMAN OF LIMBRIOIv CITY GRAND JURY. 

1. I do not see how this is to be done with effect until the new Ordnance Survey comes into ope- 
ration ; there arc, however, load Acts in Counties of Cities which often militate against the geiiei'ul 
Act, and which ought to bo repealed in any new enactment ; in Limerick for iustuiiec, St. Micltael’s 
jiorish, which is the rich part of the Town, is o-xenqiteil from all Grand Jury Cess, o.xcept £‘l(iO 
Hrltish per aiiniirn ; and although its Commissioners feel that from .£1,200 to £1,500 would he only a 
fail’ propoi-tion for It to pay, they have no power to collect or raise any udditioiml sum, for Graml 
Jury purposes, under the Local Act. Tlio consequence is, that all tlie new imjirovoments in Prison 
Discipline, Roads, Public Works, Lunatic Asylums, Police, &c., &c., are borne altogctbcr by tlie 
Libei-tios, wliich are thus impoverished by a grievous tax from 10.r. to 12.v. per acre. 

2. Provided the Grand Jury do thcii’ duty, tuvd get ii now bond ti'om tbe (.'nllector, willi new 
bonds from two solvent Seciu-ities at each Assizes, for double the amount of the levy ; I do not see 
how the present system can be improved. ' 

3. I do not think any existing ofBco could be consolidated or dispenseil with. The Inspector 
General of Pi’isous is a ]X5rfect suiecurc, mid u.seloss now ; that the Grand Jury appolute Local 
Boards, who meet regularly. I suggest that tliis office should bo abolished. 

4. _ The salories are sufficiently low, us it must ho im object to sewirc efficient mid rcspcciablc 
iiublic Officers ; but since the punislimeiit of Death lins been nearly aliolished, the Cb.-iplniiis of Qiuils, 
1x)tb Protestant and Catholic, have little to do — ^thoiv eniokiincnts might be reduced. Coi'onci’s also, 
in iny opinioo, arc too liiglily paid for the work performed. I would suggest, in a County, Two 
Gttiiieas, aud in a City, One Guiaea for each Inquest as quite sufficient,' and tiie smne siiiii for 
Medical Attendance, at each Inquest, when found necessary. 

5. It woidd be a great improvement to build Convalescent Wai’ds, apm-t IVoui the uiain building, 
aud as much ^ possible to classify diseases and ooeidenfs. At present, a miiu recovering from a 
(hseasc requiring tranquillity imd rest, may have Ids bed actually toucliiiig that of a patient dying in 
the ra^t exci-uciating tortures. I would also suggest, that each Grand Jury should nominate a 
Locid Board, suppose eight, half of whom should be Magistrates, to superintend the interior economy 
of Hospitals, &c., aud to control the expenditure of the Public Money. 

6. The excimtion of Public Works requii-os much amendiucnt. The County Inspector does not 
think the superintendence of the execution of them a part of his business ; as lie is nontinated by tlie 
Lord Lieutenant, and only rcmoveable by him, ho ts very careless about the opinion of the G'rand 
•*“7: The Ii^oc^T of County of City of Limeriek is also Inspector of CIju-o; resides in Ennis, 
and IS seldom m Limerick, and his absence is a great injury to the Contractors and to the public. I 
would suggert that every InspMtor should make a Report at least once a fortnight, of all Roads, 
Worla, &c., m his District, -vriuch Reports should be lodged in tlie office of the Seorotaxy to the 
Grand Jury, open to public inspection, and afterwards be laid before Presentment Road Sessions, and 
then belore tlie Grrand Jury, to entitle Elector to receive liis salary. 

7. T£ the Grand Jury do their duty, and appoint an intelligent Committee of their Body to exa- 
mine tbe &xpendihire, and to check off the Vouchers os they are accounted for by the public Officer, 
wlioev-er he may he, I <lo not see that any improvement is necessary in the present system. 

8. I would not contmue the power of Grand Juries from Assizes to Assizes, *it would bo very 
irksome to wuntry Gentlemen, who, generally speakmg, would not, and in many cases, could not 
attend, and it would give an opportuni^ to those who arc technically called “ Jobbers,” to carry 
their omi mea^res, by being always on the spot, to the prejudice of the County at large. Besides, 
the iload and Presentment Sessions virtually continue Grand Juries at present, ns the Cess-payers 
to be associated with tlie Magistrates, ai’e nominated by the Grand Jury, at each Assizes. 

SIR SAMUEL O’iLVLLEY, BART., FOREMAN OP MAYO GRAND JURY. 

1. It appears to me, these objects could be best attained by levying a fixed sum half-yearly, by the pound 
valuation, pursuantto the Ordnance Survey and Valuation of Ireland ; one half to be paid by the Tenant, 
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the other half by the Landlord. I -n-ould think 3f?. per pound, or Cess, to be paid by the Tenant half- 
yearly, and 'M- per pound <ir Cess, to be paid by the I^amllord, lialf-yeai'Iy also, would yive an 
ainjile Fund, to l<cep in repair all c;;istiii:^- Rua'ls and J)rid"-ea, and to make continual iind vast 
iniprovomonts. Mr. O’Coniieil wa-s the fii-st [)erson ^vho suggested such a plan as this, I thiuk. 

*2. Th<! County Cess is as well levied, paid, and accorintcd for as can be, under tlio present system. 
On the foregoing Piau, it would be much simpler and eiisicr to collect, and certain to be duly 
accounted for. 

3. I think the Clerks of the Crown should he paid from the Consolidated Fund, and appointed for 
Circuits, not Counties, which eiuikl ho oHected by iulding Comities to surnviiig Clerks of the Crown, 
as vacancies occurred iii the (bounties. Tlie Clerks of the Peace should be paid from the Consolidated 
Fund also, both were origiuiiliy, paid entirely by Fees, and there is more reason for jiaying either from 
the land of the Counties, than there is for paying^the Judges or the Assistant BaiTistei', or the Officers 
of any other Court. I think the Constabulary Force should be paid from the Consolidated Fund ; 
they arc a suhstitute for at least 10,000 ti'oops of the Line. Ireland, with the Constabulary, bas not 
25,000 men in it, and no uatioii of Eiu-ope, with so liu-go a population, bas so small a force to preserve 
its iiitornal tranquillity. 

4. This is a question requiring so much consideration, that I am unable to give to it an immediate 
answer. On the one liand, justice to the people requii-es that public Officers sliould not be overpaid ; 
oil the other liaiul, public Officers rcquii-o to be adequately paid, to procure trustworthy persons, ami 
ensure an efficient execution of office. 

5. I thiak every Jirtielo supplied to every County Institution should bo by sealed Tenders, on duo 
advertisement, to be opened in public, at the Couuty Special Sessions. Prisoners should never be 
einployeil to make articles to undersell the honest, industrious, and wcll-conducted artizan of the 
country. It reduces unnaturally au<l improperly the price of the work of tiro honest and well-con- 
ducted tradesman, and it gives a good opportunity for fraud and peculation in the Gaols. All 
articles made or maaufruitured by Prisouci's should be uniformly exported for sale — ^in that way they 
would be most useful. 

6. Works jiaid for by Grand Jury Presentments are of two kinds : — 1st. Works executed by the 
Board of Works, and by Commissioners, which neither the Special Sessions, nor Grand Jury have 
any kind of control over, cither in setting the Contracts, or seeing that the works are really executed; 
and tlieso works so executed by the Board of Works and by Commissioners, cost generally double or 
treble what the Special Sessions and Grand Juries could get them executed for. 2nd. Works ap- 
proved by Special Sessions, and set for execution by public competition of bidding by sealed Tenders 
ou public advci'tisement, to be oMued in public at the time advertised, and then presented for by the 
Grand Jury, for the amount of the Contract only. The due execution of these works, of course 
accounts for them, and them due execution is generally talcen good cai-e of by the County Surveyors. 

I would think the appointment of a general Inspector for each Circuit or Ireland, to report half- 
yearly, at the Assizes of each Comity, on the state of all finished works within it, would be a useful 
measure. 

7. Money which has been approved at the Special Sessions is fully accounted for by the execution 
of the Worlts pursuant to Contract. Money raised in the name of the Grand Jm*y, but expended by 
the Board of Works, or by Commissioners, over which neither the Grand Jury nor Special Sessions 
have any control, I do not conceive to bo accounted for in any way at all useful whatever ; the 
Forms adopted by the Board or Commissioners may be for accounting, and, I must add, no measure 
could bo more useful than the ro-establiahmont of a Board of Public Accounts in Dublin, where the 
Irish people could see and get copies of tho Accounts of ail Public Works in Ireland. 

8. Grand Juries are one of tho most onciont Institutions of tho Realm ; their main object was to 
protect the subject of the Realm from frivolous and Iiarrossing prosecutions, by serious inquiry before 
actual trial. Grand Juries wore composed of the first men of the County, called by the High Sheriff 
in presence of the Judge, sworn before Iiim, in open Court, and sent immediately to proceed with the 
discharge of their important duties, in the administration of , the Criminal Law of tho Country. An 
Institution so ancient and so important as Graud Juries, should never be meddled widi in any way to 
lessen its utility or its respect with the people. Calling Grand Juries before the arrival of the Judge, 
and making them representatives of Baronies, has done much to lessen the respect for, and confidence 
of the people in them. Continuing Graud Juries fi’om Assizes to Assizes would strip them of all re- 
maining confidence and respect, and reduce them to the level and character of some Turnpike Trust. 
The practice of levying taxes by Presentment is of modem date, and the former practice of levying 
taxes in the name of the Grand Jury, to a great amoimt, which the Graud Jury can neither refuse, 
modify, or control, has been of a fai' more recent date. recent laws, the power of Grand Jmies 
to levy tuxes by Presentment, for the execution of Public Works, has been nearly entirely restricted 
to Works previously approved at Special Sessions, and for wlncli Grand Juries can onlj^ grant the 
amount of the actual Contract entered into by public competition, of sealed Tenders, advertisedfor and 
opened in public on the specified day ; in this provision, I consider the system as good as can be 
made. Graud Juries, however, should never be called or sworn, except in the presence of the Judge; 
they should then proceed at once to the full examination of all the feills of Indictment, which would 
secure the very best attendance and attention to that inmortaat duty, and after its terminatiou, they 
should go through the Fiscal Business of the County ; for which in every County of Ireland there 
would be ample ume, and the Fiscal Business would thM have a real publicity, which now it has not, 
for though public, it is unattended, save by the Jurors, the Contractors, Reportei's, Applicants, and 
some few Inhabitants of the Assize Town. It will be seen from the foregoing, thatthe real power in 
Fiscal Assessment is not with Grand Juries, but with the Sperial Sessions, where any power of con- 
sideration is given, and with Parliament alone, where no power of consideration is given. As to the 
first, the Special Sessions, experience has shown to me, a change of constitution is most manifestly 
wanting. I beheve I was the first person who suggested the introduction of Cess-payers into these 
Bodies, butinitspiesentform, it is not a very useful or effective provision. That those who pw should 
have the superintendence of expenditure, so far as practicable, is a principle so manifestly right, 
I need only mention it. I have proposed that the Assessment should be divided beti^n the 
holders of land in perpetuity, or for terms tantamoont to it, and those who occupy the soiL The 
holders of land in perpetuity, or for terms tantamount to it, would be well represented bv the 
fSft Freeholders eff the Barony, arising from land held by such a tenure as I have named, the 
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occupiers of the soli would be well represented by a number of the Ingdiest Cess-payers cqtial to the 
number of such £50 Freeholders. To avoid Elections on such matter.' ■' '

Sir,— 1 have had the Jionov to receive your Letter of tlio Ifitli instant, containing certain Queries 
from the Commissioners appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, to inquire into the Grand Jiu-y system 
in this Country, and shall reply to them in the order in wliieli they are made. 

Fii-st Query.—" Whether the Commissioners are right in understanding that the principle of the 
“ Townlaud V.nluation is to ascertain tlie quality of the soil, and determine the quantity of produce 
» it is capable of producing, liavlng regard to such improvements as the land may have undergone 
“ in point either of draining or fencing ; and ascertaining the value of the produce by a a-Ked scale of 
“ price.” 

I beg to state, that in the General Valuation, placed under my direction, tile Valuators in each 
case, value the land according to the nature aud depth of tlie soil, and the quality of the sub-soil 
all the local circuinstauces being taken into consideration, which include peyiaanent improvements of 
every kind. In fact, the land is valued at the rate it would reasonably let for to a solvent Tenant, 
on a lease of 21 years, if the standard prices for agricultural produce contained in the Act were the 
average prices at tiie principal markets of Ireland, at the time tlie valuation was made. 

As some erroneous opinions prevail respecting the system according to wliich the valuation, is con- 
ducted, I have thought it advisable to append to this Letter, a statement of the manner in whicli the 
valuation is really carried into etteefc in its several stages, with a view to show that great pains are 
taken to render it relatively equable throughout. ^ 

In regard to the second Query,—" Whether they are right in iiuderstandiug that you thinlc any 
" diffei-enco m ‘.the valuation of lauds in one Poor Law Union, and of lauds in another Poor Law 
" Union, if complained of. might be so for aiHusted without mucli difficulty by you, as to malce the 
" Poor Law Valuation tlie temporary basts of County assessments, until the General Valuation as 
“ now going on, is completed.” ’ 

I am of opinion, that by following the system of Chock Valuations, adopted by me for the General 
Valuations (see paragraph in the Outiiue), I might be enabled roughly to adjust the valuation of 
different Poor Law Unions, so as to reduce them, in some degree, to the same relative scale of value, 
but if these Check Valuations he extensively required, I shall be obliged to add considerably to the 
present Valuation Establishment. And in this ease, it will be necessary to make provision for the 
payment of the Check Valuators, &c., to bo employed on this particular duty.

Outline of the System followed in earnjiny into effect the General Valuation of Ireland, 
UNDER THE VI. & VII. \V»i. IV. CAP. 84. 

PREPARED By UICn.lRD GRIFFITH, ESQ., COMMISSIONER OF VALUATION. 

The General Valuation of Ireland, placed under my direction, is regulated by a scale of prices for 
agricultural produce, introduced Into the Valuation Act, C & 7 Wm. IV., c. 84, whicli scale of prices 
was founded on the average prices of agricultural produce throughout the principal maritime mar- 
kets of Ireland, during a given jieriod, when the value of agricultural produce was considered to be 
low. Thus the scale of prices being taken from the actual average value of each commodity, may 
be considered to be relative, whether the average prices at the present, or a future time, be higher or 
lower. 

In carrying the Valuatlou into effect, the object to be attained was, tliat all lands throughout 
Ireland should be valued relatively, according to the standard prices of the Act, and that the same 
scale of value adopted in the Northern Counties, should be coatlaued thronghout, so that the lands of 
the Counties of Derry and Antrim, which were first valued, and those of Cork and Kerry, which 
mil be the last, shall be found, on the completion of the Work, to be relatively valued, all the pecu- 
liar local cii'oumstances of each being taken into consideration. 

Previously to commencing the valuation, of the Counties of Derry and Antrim, in the year 1830, 
I ascertained that the general average prices for agricultural produce, throughout the principal 
markets of Ireland, for the preceding Jioe years, were one eighth, or 2s. Qd. in the pound higher than 
those contained in the Act, and consequently, the amount of valuation, according to the Act prices, 
should, in each case, be one-eighth less tlian if the valuation were made according to the then 
prices. 

In order to carry out this principle, I found it necessary to relieve the nnnds of the Valuators from 
all care, eice^^t the determination of the value of the land uuder consideration, the land being si^- 
posed to be in au ordinary situation, that is, from 10 to 15 miles distant from an export market, 
without reference to the scale of prices contained in the Act, or to local circumstances, whether in 
addition or deduction. The object to be obtained being, that the scale of value for certain, qualities 
of land in an ordinary situation, adopted in the Counties of Derry and Antrim, should be preserved, 
and to ascertain that this has been effected, I am in the habit of sending some of the best Valuators 
who had not been employed in the commencement, from the Midland Counties, where they are now 
Mgaged, to the Counties of Derry and Antrim, aud other Northern Counties, to value certain Town- 
lands, the value of which had been weU ascertained, and having received their recent valuation, to 
compare them with the Original ; and I have the pleasure to state that these Checks have, in all 
proved satisfactory, and I have no doubt that the Valuators at present employed in the Western 
and ^dland Counties are valuing the land on the same scale as that on which we commenced. 

The general intructions given by me to the Valuators were, that they should value the land on a 
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liberal scale, that is to say, iu the saino manner as if employed by one of tlie principal landlords of 
the Country, who wfis about to let tlie land to a solvent tenant, on a lease, say, of 21 years ; that 
they were to jiid^e of tlie value of the laud, not by its appearance to tbu eye, but by digging up the 
surface, and by this means ascertaining tbe nature, quality, and depth of the soil, and the quality of 
the sub-soil; that land of the same quality and cireiunstauccs, though badly farmed, was to ho vauieil 
at tlio same rate Jis similar laud well fanned, clean, and in good order, but that all permanent im- 
provements, such ns drains, good fencing, good roads, &c., were to he taheu into consideration. By 
this means, the industrious fanner, who tilled and mammed lits land well, would not be taxed more 
n tliau liis indolent neighboui', who was similarly cu-cumstanced, but wbo ditl not tivlie advantage of his 
situation. 



It is to be observed, that laud clean, and in a high state of cultivation, may, by impHirfcct tillage, 
and a succession of white crops, be deteriorated in a few years, and consequently it would 
be unjust, in a. permajwnt valuation, to rate the land high, solely on account of ite being' well culti- 
vated at the time tbe valuation was made. On the other hand, land, wliiuh is in a bad state, owing 
to misruaimgemont, should not bo T.'dued quite as low as its pi-esciit condition would suggest. 

Lands which have never been tilled, are valued as pasture, though, from the nature of tlie soil and 
sub-soil, they ..may bo capable of being tilled and improved. Such land is valucil at a jiriec per acre 
proportioued to tbe number of cattle, sheep, &e., it may be capable of grazing diu-ing the year, the 
price per head being reg-ulated according to the usual price per bead, jiaid in the neighbourhood for 
grazing, the quality of the lierbage being taken into consideration ; of course, where the soil and 
sub-soil are good, the quality of tbe herbage will be superior, and the value will bo regulated accord- 
ingly. I have entered into this detail, in consequence of an erroneous opinion having prevailcfl, tliat 
in the General Valuation, lauds wei'e valued at the same rate, according- to their natural quality, 
whether improved and cultivated, or in a state of nature ; but this is not the fact, the land being 
valued in each case, at tbe rate it would reasonably lot for by lease to a solvent tenant, in the state ia 
which it is found. 



It will not be necessary to enter into all tlie detail of tbe system that lias been adopted in 
carrying tbe Valuation into effect, ns such detail is given at length in my Rook of Insti-uctions 
to the Valuator. • It will be sufficient to observe generally, that in commencing the valuation of 
a County, it is usual to divide it among a eevt.'iiu number of Valuators, in jiroportion to its ex- 
tent, giving to each a Barony, or District to value. Every Barony is divided into Ptu'ishes and 
Towulauds,* on tbe OrJuance Maps, in addition to which, tiieso Maps distinguish all Bogs, Lakes, 
Rivers, and Sti'eams, all Roads, Bye-roads, and Plantations, together with all the principal divisions 
of fields. 



In eommenciug the valuation, the Valuator divides the Townlaud under consideration into a 
number of lots, according to the variation of tlio qualities of the soil and sub-soil, talcing care, 
in arable districts, that no lot shall contain more than 30 acres, statute measure, and that the 
boundaries of each of the lots shall, as tar as possible, coincide with the boundaries of farms. 
Having dug up the soli in many places in the first lot, and made up his mind as to its value, 
from a careful iuspectiou of the quality and depth of the soil, and the nature of the sub-soil, he 
entei's his opinion of its value in the Field-book, and marks it Lot No. 1, juiil, at the same time, 
dots round the boundaries of the lot on the Map, and marlcs it also No. 1. In this miuiuer he 
proceeds tlrrough the Townland, and in continuation, tln-ough the Barony or Di.strict. 

When the valuation of a Barony is completed, the Field Books and Field Maps oi-e sent to my 
office in Dnblln, and subsequently on the receipt of tbe Field Books and Maps of an entn-o County, 
the s^nd operation or check valuation is commenced by my sending down a Valuator, in whose 
experience and judgment I place great reliance, to re-value a certain portion of each of the districts 
witliin tbe County. _ Tliis Valuator uses the same Maps, and values cacli Townland according to the 
same lots or sub-di visions adopted by the first Valuator, but he has no access to the Field Books which 
contain the prices of the first Valuator. 

The Check Valuator, according to cn'cumstances, re-values from one-fourth to one-siitli part of 
each Barony or Disti'ict, and when he has completed his work, his valuations are placed in a tabular 
form opposite to those of the original Valuator tor comparison. 

Where considerable differences occur between the origiiml and clieck valuations, which sometimes 
Aough rarely ^ppens, a second Clieck Valuator is sent to re-valuc the same Townlands in the 
District in which tbe differences occur ; and if tlie two check valuations agree, wliicli is almost 
unusually the case, the prices of the first valuation are altered relatively, and .thus m^e to agree with 
those of the check valuations. By this means the valuation of the several Baronies of the County are 
reduced to one relative scale for land in an ordinary situation. 

The next consideration is the allowance to be made for local circumstances, all of which, whether 
they be in addition or deduction, are considered, 

AUowawes_ in 1st. They are made in consequence of vicinity to Cities or Towns. 

2nd. Vicinity to Limestone Quarries, to Sea, Manure, or Turbary. 

3rd. Good Roads to Market, to Sea, Manure, or Turbary. 

4th. Climate which includes a mot^ately elevated situation and shelter from iniurious winds. 

^ In mantiine Districts, say within eight miles of a good market and sea-port, land in an ordinary 
sitimtio^ tor the re^oas aheady mentioned, is reduced 2s. 6d. in the pound to bring it to tbe scale 
of the Act ; approachmg within say four miles of a considerable Town, an increase of Is. in the 
pound IS iMde, oa account of superior advantages of situation arising from the facility of procuring 
manure, vu^ity to markets, &c.; approaching still nearer, the value on account of Town influence is 
proportiooably m^e^d within two mUes to 8s. 6d., at one mile to 14s., at half-a-mile 26s., and the 
gardens close to the Town to 40s. in the pound — ^that ia, land which in an ordinary situation is valued 
at 2Us. per acre, is mereased to 60s. when close to a maritime Town, containiuff from seventy to one 
nundred thousand Inhabitants. 



In like addition^ ^ moderate scale, are made for land approaching smaller 

lowns and Villages, and Tables for this purpose referable to Towns of all sizes have been constructed 
to assist, but not absolutely to limit the judgment of the Valuators. 

It is to be observed, that the scale of addition for Town’s influence does not reach the fidl Rent 



A Townland ia siimlar to a Towntiiip in England, and it usually contains from 200 to 500 acres. 
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iiuid for conTcaience, or what is called accommodation land, the land being valued as if rented by a 
farmer for the production of ordinary crops, imder tlio most favoui-able circumstances. 

DEDUCTIONS TO DE MADE ON ACCOUNT OP LOCAL cmCUUSTANCEH. 
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The prlueinle upon which deductions are made from the value of land as compared with laud of tho 
same quality m an ordinary situation, is slmihu’ to that whicli regulates the increase. The ciroum- 
atances tending to diminish the value, being 

1st. Distance fi-om Markets for the sale of produce. 

2nd. Difficidty of access to Markets on account of had roiicls. 

3rd. Distance from Lime, Sea, 5Ianui-c, or Turbary. 

4th. Elevation, aspect, eximsurc to injurious winds, &c. 

Iq re^'avd to mavkela, ns the average of the sea-port markets were those from wliieh tlie scale for 
agricultural in oduce contained in the Act was formed, in determining the amount of deduction to bo 
made from land in nii ordinary situation, say live miles from a imu-kct Town in the interior of the 

County tho din’ercnco between the in;u'kot viiliic of iig-ricultimd produce at that Town, as cqmpai-cd 

to the sea-iiort markets, i.s first determined. Tlius in many interior inaa-kcts the prices vary from 
l,v. to l.«. iu the pound below tho maiitiine markets. For e.raniplo, when the dliiei-cnco is Is. 6rf. 
in tho poimd, the dcduotioii from laud in an ordinary situation in the neighbourhood of such a Town, 
instead of being 2.v. (jd. will be 4s. in the pound, to bring it to the Act pi'iee ; and where tho distance 
from tlic local niai’lcct is say ten statute miles, tlie deduction will be about 5s. in the pound, and so on 
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in proportion. _ . • e n e 

Similar deductions are made for land in elevated and exposed situations, varying iroin 2s. to 5s., 
and in some cases as much as 10.v. in the pound over and above tho other deductions. Thus 
arable land of similar quality and depth of soil, one situated within ten miles of the City of Derry, 
and the other at an elevation of 600 feet in the numutams of the Western part of the County of Tyrone 
would each he valued in the fii-st instance at say Ifia. an acre, to reduce that in tho uci^hboiuhootl of 
Derry to tho scale of the Act, -Jf or two shillings would bo deducted, making the valimtioii according 
to the Act 14s. per acre, but from the other the deduction would be first on account of disliuicc from 
market Is. Cul. in the pound over and above that neai’ Deri 7 , nest for elevation and bad climate say 
2s. Od. in the pound, nialdng altogether a deduction of 6s. 6«. in the pjouiid, and thus tho land origi- 
ually valued at iG.s. per acre is reduced on account of local circumstances to 9s. 6d. _ _ 

According to tins system, allowances, whether in adilition or deduction, are made in all distri^a on 
account of local circumstances ; and to iiisiu-e uniformity, Tables have been calculated for the vicinity 
of Towns, dividing them into ten classes according to their size and population. 

The whole of the allowances, whether in addition or deduction on account of local cheumstances, 
being made for an entire Barony or County, a Schedule of tho ameiuit of tire valuation of e^li 
Towniaml so corrected is prepared ; hat as only -}■ to ^ of the whole lands are checlccd, and feitring 
lest any error of importance should have escaped the observation of the Valuator, I am m the habit 
of sending an intelligent Valuator into tiio County under consideration, who is directed to show the 
Schedule of the valuation to the principal landed Proprietors or Agents of the DisUact, and to ask 
their opinion as to whether in their judgment tho relative value of the diflbreut Townlauds lias beeu 
preserved. As in tho courso of this 'investigation m.any persons are consulted, several opmious will be 
given respecting the relative value of certain of the Towiilands, and if it iijipears that some particulai- 
TownlaniU lu-e considered to have been unequally valued us compiu-cd to others, the_ Valuator 
proceeds to those Townlauds, and having- oxaminodthem with cure, reports to me jus opraion as to 
whether any alteration should or should not be made in the amoimt of the value ot the iownlanOs 



ifaving gone through this ordeal, Schedules containing the amount of the valuations of the several 
Parishes and Townlauds in each Ihu-ony are in-inted and disti-ihuted as presenboA bj tho Act. 
Special Vestries arc then siiiunu.ncd to meet in each Parish to consider the propnety of appeabng 
against any pm-t of tho valuation as compai-cd with another, and subsequently tlie Coimuitl^es et Appeal 
appointed by the Grand Jury to hear and determine Appeals in ouch Barony meet for th.at purpose, 
but owing to tiic pains tliat have been taken to insm-o relative accuracy m the valuation, Appeals aro 
rarely imwle, or at least few that m-c not abandoned on explanation being given at the meeting ot the 

In regai-d to the diftcronce between tho valuations of land adopted by me mider the Act, and the 
actual lotting value, I have to ohsci-vo, that oiu: valuation is about 25 per cent, under t^fuU or ra^ 
rent value, but very iieai- that of many of the principal landed Pi-opn^etors of the coimtry. ihus m 
the Parish of Aughaloo, County of Derry, the v^uation of tho ’lownlands as eontamed in the printed 



Schedule rarely diftered so much as one shilling in the pound from the Proprietor s rental ; the same 
fact was observed respectiug tho rentals of the dhreront London Compames, as well m of other 
Proprietors m tho County oV Den-y, while the full rents 

usua*lly 25 per cent, above die amounts given in the printi^ Schedule. Similar lacts were observaUe 
in other Counties, and I have lately noted several reraai-kable comcidences of the same land m the 
Counties of Tyrone. Cavan, and Monaghan, &c. so that it woidd appear that the sede rf value 
adopted by me under tho Act is nearly tliat of the great Lauded Proprietors of Ireland, but wn- 
sidiably below the rack rents. Acting on this knowledge I have unhonnly rephed to appheabon^ 
from the Guardians of Poor Law Unions in different parts of the country respecUi^gt^^ 
that should be made to tho amount oontmned in the pimted Scheddes of the General Val^toro to 
bring it to a Rent value, tliat if one-tted be added, the result wiU give v^y nearly die full Rent 
value of the land under ordinary Proprietors.*

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In regai’d to Houses, the value is detei'mined by measurement, according to the nature, qualitv 
and state of repair of the building, and the result is deduced from Tables ctilculateJ for the pm-pose^* 

la these Tables, houses are divided into three principal classes, iiaaiiely, now, medium, iiudold but 
each class is again subdivided into tlu-ee. ’ 

Thus, the first subdivision of the new class, consists of a house built or ornamented with cut stone 
of very superior solidity and finish. ‘ 

2ni Very substantial building and finish without cut stone omaincnt. 

3rd. Ordinary building and finish. 

Medium. 1st. Not new, but in sound order and good repair. 

2nd. Slightly decayed but in good rcpim’. 

3rd. Deteriorated by age and in tolerable repair. 

Old. 1st. Old, but in repair. 

2nd. Old and out of repair. 

3rd. Old and dilapidated, scarcely habitable. 

Having ascertdned the cubical contents of the house, the Valuator next dotormiiicK to wliich class 
it belongs, whether new, medimn, or old, and to which division of any class : if to the first of the new 
he will find the price in proportion to the content, to bo five times greater iban if it had been the 
last of the old. 

On the above principle, six Tables have been calculated, each of which is acUi]itcd to a pmticular 
variety of building, |tho price being reduced in proportion to tiro reduction in tire value of the materials 
used. Thus, there are three Tables for dwelling houses. 

1st. Slated dwelling houses, built of stone or brick with lime mortar*. 

2nd. Thatched houses, built of stone or brick with liitrc mortar. 

3rd. Thatched houses, having dry stone, or rnud walls. 

In like manner ther*e ar*e Tables of a similm,* land for office buildings, the prices being propoilloned 
to the diminished cost of building offices as compared to dwelling houses. 

The valuation of houses by measurement, according to the above system, lias given very 
general satisfaction, and in consequence, appeals against the valuation of dwelling liouses or other 
buildings are rarely made. In fact all houses are measm-ed and valued at diftcrent times, by two 
independent Valuators, and where tire first and second valuations agree, and tlicy rarely differ so 
much as one shiliing in the pound, there can be little danger of want of uniformity in the scale. 

The house valuation Tables are calculated for houses hr the Country, but tlrcy ai*e likewise available 
for houses in Cities or Towns. The prices according to the cubical coirtcuts, being rncrensed in 
proportion to the actual rents paid. 

Houses in Towns are always more valuable in proportion to their cubical contents, than houses in 
the Country, and houses in the principal streets of tire same Town, much more valuable than in the 
hrterior. Thus in the best shop street of a considerable Town it is usual to multiply the prices given 
in the Tables by five, to equal the average rents, in the second class streets by three, and in thc^back 
streets by two, and so on. 

According to the Act one third of the amount of the value of all buildings is deducted, previously to 
rireir insertion in the printed lists, and consequently to determine the full value of any house' or 
building, one half is to be added to the amount given in the printed Schedules. 

With a knowledge of the above facts, there can be no difficulty in using tbo General Valuation, as 
the ground work for all local taxation, but as this valuation does not sub-divide the Townlands into 
farm and tenements by name, though the valuation lots as already mentioned are usually co-extensive 
with farms, a sub-applottment will be required within each Town'land, which sub-appiottment for the 
purposes of the County assessment, has already been made in most of the Northern Counties.

The Cess-payers of O’Neiland East take leave to call yoiu- attention to the enormous extent to 
which Local Taxation has reached in this County, especially when compared with that part of other 
Counties— Down in particular, which from its o.xtont and general circumstances might be expected to 
be double the exiwndilure of Armagh, while in fact it will he found not to exceed one-half more. We 
are aware of the weight of those Presentments which come under the bead of “ imperative,” hnt, we 
cannot help thinking, that a proper representation from your Body, to tlic Commissiouers employed 
on the revision of the Grand Jury Laws, would have the effect of diminisliing those in various parti- 
culars several of them relative to Public Officei-s. 

We consider the office of County Treasurer to be uncalled for, in times whan so many well estab- 
lished Banlcs are ready to do the business, without expense to the County. It having heeu fully 
demonstrated, that the offices of Clerk to the Crown and Clerk of the Peace may be centred in one 
individual, wc eonccivo that a considerable saving may be effected in tliis pai-ticMiir. Although 
something has been done towards a saving, under the head of Printing, &c., we consider that a still 
further reduction might be effected ; ten years ago, the whole Printing of the County did not exceed 
£100 and now it is £500 a-year. We consider a saving maybe effected tmder the bead of Coronere’ 

Inauests, by transferring that duty, whenever practicable, to those Stipendiary Magistrates, who have 
become so numerous tliroughout tlie Country. We are fully convineed that a Baronial Board of Road 
Commisslonors, elected by the Cess-payers, and mceting once a month, would ^ a much bettw system 
foi- keeping the Roads in good repair, because a closer inspection would be effected by the Cominis- 
sioners attending their Board-meeting, and being interested in the e.xpenditure of the money, than 
can possibly be done by the County Surveyor and his /\ssistants, and monthly payments to Con- 
tractors would enable them to contract at a much lower rate. , ^

Tlie County Trcasui'er, the Cleric of tlie Crown, the Clerk of the Peace, the Sheriff, tbe Judges’ 
and Sessions Criers, the County Sui-veyor nn<l bis Clerk, The Inspector General of Prisons. 

We tliinU it our duty to state our opinion, that the Salary fLxed for the Court-house Keeper is too 
low, and such as to preclude our getting a ti-ust-worthy and cai-eful Person to fill the place.

LETTER FROM IV. PATON, ESQ. 

(See Armagh Grand Jury Memorial, p. 85.) 

Armagh, Utli Janu.iry, 1841. 

Gentlemen, At a Meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town of Armagh, lujld for the purpose of 

petitioning against the present system of Grand Jury Taxation, I Imve been requested, as Chairman, 
to lay before you the following observations. 

1st. That although the Proprietors of Lands and Dsvelllng-Houses are in no way benefited more 
than others, they iu-e snhjoct to an inconv. Tax by Grand .Jury Assessment, to the extent of nearly 17 

S r cent, upon the produce of said descriptions of Property, from which all other classes of Her 
ajesty’s Subjects are free. 

2nd. That the taxation of Farm Houses (which are in most cases built by tlie farmer himself), 
tends to prevent an outlay which every fi-iend to Ireland ought to encourage. The ettect of the tax 
in this case is to perpetuate the Mud Wall and Thatched Hoof, which, by placing their occupants at 
the raerey of every Midnight Legislator, is injurious to the Peace of the Counti-y, disgusting to the 
eye of the Travollor, and prejudicial to tiie Health and Comfort of the greater portion of the popula- 
tion of this Kingdom. 

3rd. That the taxation of Dwelling-Houses, however ohjeetioimble it may appear in Country 
DisU-icts, is still more so in Towns like Armagh, where the addition of die Municipal Taxes and Poor 
Ratos, now about to come into operation, will swell the taxation upon Houses to at least 30 per cent., 
or neaidy one-third of their entire yearly value. 

4th. That this oppressive taxation will completely put a stop to Building, and. the further extension 
of the Town, which must be evident, when it is taken into consideration tliat this additional taxation 
amounts to £li0 per aniimn on Five Houses, lately built on speculation by one individual m Arraagli, 
being an iucroiise of about .£700 per cent., and all others are aft’ected in the same proportion. 

5th. That this o-xcessive impost came upon tbe occupiei-s of Houses unawares, for until the Spring 
Levy for 1840, when the Act of the (itli and 7th of Win. IV., chap. 84, came into operation, they 
never contemplated its oifect, wliieh has been to increase the ainomit levied on House Property in 
Armag'h, from an average of £300 per aimum, to about £2,300, the amount levied Inst year ; and 
which Sum, in all probability, is under what the average will be of future yeai-s. The proportion 
which the Town formerly contributed of die charge on the Barony was one-thirteenth, now it is 
one-fourth. . , - , , 

6th. That it appears to the Inhabitants of Armagh, that such an extensive change could not have 
been contemplated by the Legislature and its effect must be to alter, in a matenaJ degree, die relative 
value of House Property— to injure all Trades connected with Building— and every species of 
Manufacture. , t i. , • 

7th. There is in die present case, at least apparendy, just cause for the Inhabitants of Arm^h to 
complain, inasmuch as, after being subjected to this enormous taxation, _ they cannot travel upon any 
principal Road adjoining the Town, without paying Toll for the use of it. , 

8th. That notwithstanding the allowance for Repairs made in the valuation of Houses, the Property 
in them is not equal to as many years’ Purchase as Landed Property, though it is taxed with the 
same per centage, and if the Proprietors, in order to give an additional permanence to such Property, 
wish to Insure its Value against Fire, they are agam taxed by the Government m an amount nearly 
double tbe charge made by the Insurance Office for uudertaldng the risk. 

With such a strong case, tbe Inhabitimts of Armagh confidendy anticipate from jo^ Gmtiemen, 
a favourable recommendation in your Report to Government — ^in full reliance upon which, they have 
not thought it right, at presout, to take any further steps for obtoining redress. 

Having thus executed the task assigned me by my fellow Citizens, I shall not further trespass on 
your valoahle time, and beg to subscribe myself, with great respect, Gendemen,

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SUGGPgTIONS OP JOHN HANCOCK, ESQ. 

Lnrgftii, 1st Fehrcary, 184J. 

Gentlemen, — I take the liberty of writing to you, being fully impressed wltli the manifold evils of 
the present system of Grand Jury Laws. 

I am a Magistrate of tire County Armagh, and have tho honour to servo on the Grand Jmw as 
Agent of the Right Plonble. Loi’d Lurgan. 

At last Assizes a Committee of Six wtvs appointed, of which I am one, “to examine tho Broad Sheet 
or Imperative Presentments, nud report to the Gi-and .Jury at the next Assizes tho several Acts of 
Parliament, by which it is compulsory on tlie Grand .Tiu’y to Present for the several items therein 
contained, or any of them, and the limits of any, -within which the Grand .fiu-y may exercise a discre- 
tion as to the amount, and what duties and services arc, or ought to bo performed by tho respective 
Coui't Keepers, Coroners, aud other Officers, for their respective Salaries ; also, tiie Committee shaU 
report what would be a reasonable Salary for such Officers, where the Grand Jiu-y have a discretion 
as to the amount.” 

As your Commission has issued, subsequent to the appointment of the above Committee, I thinic it 
is very doubtful whether any Report will be made ; if there should, I shall take the liberty of sendiug 
a copy. 

I tlimk the evil of the Grand Jm’y Laws is, giving luilimited powers of taxation to an iiTespousible 
body. 

The Grand Jury are a temporai-y and irresponsible body appointed by the Sheriff, aud tliey intbeir 
turn ^point the Cess Payers, whose appointment is temporary, and wlio are not accountable to the 
Rate Payers for their acts, to he associated with Justices at Special Sessions. 

The only system imder which you will have a fair and satisfactory taxation to the Rate Payei-s, will 
be by on Elective Body, with power of appeal in certain coses. 

^ If the Grand Jury were ever so well selected, the limited time permitted and used by them for the 
discharge of their fiscal duties presents a serious evil — Uius, in disputed cases at the Assizes, from want 
of tiine to inquhe into the merits, we are often obliged to vote for or against men instead of measm-es; 
a cm-ious instance of tliis kind occui-red at a late Assizes, at Armagh — for some yeai-s Parish Cess has 
been abolished, and last yeai’ a number of Applications were laid liofore the Cos.s Payers at Special 
Sessions, for tlie Repahs of Pai-isli or Vestry Roads, whicli had not previously been on the County: 
considerable discussion took place as to whether these were PiMic Hoads witliin the meatiuig of the 
Grand Jury Acts, and the Cess Payers ultimately ruled that they were, and recomiuended the Roads 
as such to the Grand Jui-y. When the first of these Roads came before tho Grand Jury, it happened 
to he one which none of the members present knew any tiling about, ami it was rejected because it 
had not ^ea on the County previously, and its rejection formed a procedcut for rejecting all similar 
eases. Howoveij when^ half the Baronies were disposed of, one of the romiiining Parish Roads wiis 
supported by an influential member of the Grand Jury, who washed it ropiilrecl.but after a long debate, 
was rejected, on the grounds 1st, that the Griuid Jui-y had not, IrgaUi/, the power to grant the 
Money, and 2nd, because all the other Roads of a similar description Inid been rejected. The 
Gentleman demanded a reference to the Judge, who decided tlmt tho Gj'aiid .lury had the poieer to 
grant the Money, if they chose ; after that, all the Parish Hoads supported by a member of the Grand 
Jury were granted. Had time allowed, the question ivould have been fully discussed on the first 
Road, all the Roads would have shared the same fate. 

Taking it for granted that yon will he anxious to receive information hearing on the subject from 
My source, bowevw humble, I beg leave to suggest what appears to mo tho best mode of liaving good 
Ko^ at a reasonable rate, aud most satisfactory to tlie Cess Payeto. 

All Laws now in existence, enabling Grand Juries to raise Money by Presentment, after a 
certam date, to be repealed. 

All Monies required under the powers of this Act, to be levied by Warrant under Seal of Baronial 
Commissioimrs, or by the Order in writmg of the Judge of Assize, m all cases of Ainieal from Barony 
or bounty Commissioners. 

The Cms Paym’s in each Barony or Hiilf-Barouy to elect a certam number of Commissioners, to 
vTsoo Commissioners, their number to be determined by ai-ea or population, say one for 

eacn l,5U0 acres, or 1,500 population, which over gives the greater number — no qualification to ho 
required except that of paymg Cess. The Election to be once in 3 years ; in case of death or reslg- 
Mtiou, reminmg members to fill up vacancies. The Paving and Lighting Act, 9th Geo. IV., chap. 
W, to be followed for the mode of Election, merely changing it to suit the Barony instead of Town. 
Ihe CommissionoM to meet at least once a month, on a day most convenient to themselves. Five to 
toim a tiuor^ Meeting to be open to the Public. Any number of Magistrates of tho County, not 
exceeding half the number of Elected Commissioners, may attend, take part in, and vote, at each or 
aaymeetmgof the Commissioners. r >

To issue a Warrant to Clerk of eaeh Barony, containing the proportion of County at Imge. 
Charges including repayment of Loans to Govornment. (Jounty Surveyors to be ahoLished, and 
Baronial Surveiiors appointed by the Bas'ony Boards, and the appointment to be confirmed and 
approved of by Boai'd of Works. 

The ranking of any New Line of Road of any greater extent than 3 miles, to be under the super- 
intendence of an Engineer, sent down for the occasion by the Board of Works, on application from 
County Board — ^tliis Engineer to Survey and Map the Line. His e.xpenses to be paid by the Bai-onics 
interested. 

Bmonial Surveyors to perform all the duties for Baronies, tliat County Surveyors now do for 
Counties. 

County Boards may order a Barony to bem- a part, of the expense of a New Road, which, although not 
actually situated in a Barony, yet manifestly benefits it. 

Cowt-Iiousr.s and BruhwclLi to ho built and maintained at the Cost of Baronies benefited. Lord 
Lieutenant may order Court-hous(?s to be built — in c.iso of refusal, power to rent a Court-house. 

Fever Hospitals and Dispensaries to bo supported by ISai-onies benefited, under similar regulations 



to those now in cxistoiico. 

CoroJiei-i to he paid at mice, by Cheek from Clerk of Barony in which he holds the Inquest, on 
sen^ng the copy of the Jurors’ findings. Payment to bo made as follows — £1 for each Inquest 
where Coroner travels less than 10 miles, and £3, if over that 10 miles. R Coroner be detained for 
more than 24 hours by the Inquest, to get .another £1, and to receive £1 additional for each 24 boors 
he may bo detained. Medical '^tnesses to be paid at the discretion of Bai-onial Board, on producing 
Coroner’s Certificate. 

Constabulary. Onc-half the expense to be defrayed by Barouy in which the Police tiro residing, 

and the other half by Consolidated Fund. Inspector to send liis Report of the Force to Baronial 
Clerk, instead of Secretary of Grand Jury. 

Superannuated Constables and Turnkeiis to bo supported by County at large. 

Witness in cases of Felony to be paid their expenses at once by Clerk of Croivn or Peace. At the 
end of the Sessions or Assizes, the Court to certify the List of Expenses actually paid, and the Clerk 
of the Crown or Peace to present this List to the Clerk of the County Board, who will imme- 
diately reimburse him, and cliavgc the same to the County at large. 

Couuty Board to ^lerform all duties required to be done by Grand Jury, under the Weights and 
Measure Act. . ■ 

Treasurer, In all cases where practicable, a Bank to be Treasurer. All Monies to be paid by 

an Order on tlie Treasurer, signed by the Chairman and two Commissioners, and countersigned by 
the Clerk, who shall enter same in his Books. No Salary for Treasurer. Accounts to be audited 
every half-year by Chief Remembrancer. Prison Act to remain in force. County Board to do what- 
ever the Grand Jury is required ; not to affect ls< and 2nd Will. IV,, chap- .33. 

Paymentof Contractors.— AUContrdetorsto monthly— a Sura not exceedmg three-fourths 

the amount of the Work actually done, remaining one-fourth to be paid at the end of the half-year. 

No Money to be paid without Surveyor’s Certificate. Contractors to give Security. 

Compensation fir Malicious Injury is by 135 Section. After Accounts have been audited, they 
are to be printed, and circulated through the County. 

Re-enact aR Nuisance Clauses. , . . 

The foregoing contains the leading features of what strikes me ns an improvement m the present 
system. I propose to abolish the office of Treasurer in every place where a Bank can be mt, making 
Ao Clerk keep the Books. I am induced to do this from the exceedingly compheated maclunery now 
in use for obtaining County Money. The hardship is shown particularly m the case of Witnesses’ 
expenses. I shall give an instance : this Town is fourteen miles from the County Town ; last Sessions 
the Assistant Ban-ister ordered a Witness 5s. for her expenses, and the Clerk of tlie Peace gave her 
an order on the Treasurer for the 5i. ; but before she cmuld obtain Cash for this she had to walk to 
Armagh, present this to the Treasurer, and get from him an order on the Bank, countersigned by 
the Clerk of the Crown : and if these Officers do their duty there is no other way at present of 

M2 
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obtaining Money ; so tlmt the Woman had 28 miles of a walk for her 5s. In si previous case I naiti 
tho Witness myself and took the Clerk of tlie Pence’s order, endoi-scd by tlic Witness to the Trensm-o^ 
but he refused to give me the check in my own name, and the Rank would not pay it without tlw 
cndoi-semeiit of a Witness, so I lias;l to bring it home with me for endorsement. 

Thnt tlie monthly payments to Contractore v.-ould ho inueli more cconomicnl than tho nresenf 
system, is fully exemplified by the worldng of tlio Timipiko Acts. ^ 

_ I sliould detail much more on the evils of the present system, hut that I condiule yon had informa 
tion from so many miurters that even these suggestions which I fake the liberty of sending mav be 
anticipated ; slionid, however, any of them be found worthy of further enquiry, 1 shall ho most liannv 
to furnish every information in my power.

SUGGESTIONS OP CHAKLES G. FORTH, E.SQ., SURVEYOR OP THE COUNTY CARLOW. 

By the present Act applications are made by two persons wlio arc interested, not so much for the 
public good, as for their own, cither in their local position or as a source of empiovmeiit ; and to 
remedy the defectof this system, power was given to the County Surveyor (Citli & 7th Wm. TV. c 
116, sec. 15), to apply for Roads, &c., that were not considered worth the expense of application 'bv 
the Jobbers. ^ 

These two persons, firstly, serve various notices and lodge an Application with the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury, who, secondly, produces it at the Special Sessions, wliere, it is supposed, the merits ai-e 
discussed ; thirdly, the Secretary iidvertises for Proposals from Conti-actors, and having received them 
fourthly, Adjourned Sessions are held, the Me^istrates and Cess-payers being a second time summoned 
together, merely to open the Proposals and take the lowest. 

In place of the foregoing routine, I would propose the following : 

Firstly— That the County Surveyor, by day of (fixed at the Assizes), furnish 

the Secretary of the Grand Jury with a List of all Roiuls, &c., to be repaired, and Specifications for 
the repairs of same, who, secondly, advertises for Proposals from Contractors, and having received 
them ; thirdly, Sessions to be held, the Magistrates and Cess-^iayei's being only once called together 
to open the Proposals and to judge of the merits. 

The view of the two will then be thus 



Proposed System. 

1st — County Surveyor lodges documents for all 
Roads necessary to ho repabed. 

Abolished altogether. 

3rd. — Advertisement for Proposals. 

4th. — Sessions to consider the Applications and 
Proposals. 



Present System, 

1st. — Notice sei-ved and Applications lodged by 
two persons, for such Road as they may be inter- 
ested in. 

2nd. — Sessions held to consider whether the 
aforesaid Application is useful or not. 

3rd. — Advertisement for Proposals. 

4th. — Adjourned Sessions for opening Pro- 
posals. 

The advantages appear to me as follows 

1st.— That the Roads will more generaUy he kept in repair. Before tho appointment of the 
County bittveyors,_ the Mam Lines and such as were Avenues to Goutlemeu’s scats, were tlic only 
ones attended to, since then the Cross-roads have, in most instances, been put in order, principally by 
the exertions of the Coimty Surveyors, and now, by making the Applieatious, this duty will enable 
mention a strong instance in tliis County of the diffusion of 



the repair of Roads-^t the first Sessions I attended, for the Barony of Rutlivilly, the number of 
Appbcations vvere only seven, since then they have steadily increased, and at present amount to 84. 

2nd.— Simplicity, as it would be umneuniberod with a host of forms, which were intended to give 
publicity, but in practice have, in that respect, totally failed. ^

a^EMES—HsTiiig casiiaJlj seen in tie pubHo printe, n copy of a. Cironlor nddrcBsed by yon to 
Members of Parhament, requesting that they will “ favour you with any suggestions which may 
occur to them on any of the pomts therein mentioned,” I beg leave, although not one of the class to 
whom toe Circi^ was addressed, to offer you a few suggestions on the subicct: premising as my 
warrant for so domg, that 'I occupy a situation, which perhaps, better than any other, qualifies me 
for forming an opmon on a particular portion of the fifth point referred to in that Chcular, namely — 

‘ As to impro-rag the management of the several Asylums, Hospitals, Infirmai-ies or Dispensaries, 
“ la^ refa^g thSeto ” ^ Errand Jury Presentment, or mekm g any change in the 

On thispomtjGmtlemen, I beg leave to represent to you, toat the greatest possible difficulty is 
expenenced, m fanctog a^_ person who can be induced to take upon himself the office of Treasurer 
to_a Fever Hospital and Dispensary, when the two are united into one Institution. Tliis difficulty 

arises chiefly frotn toe circumstance that toe Act (6th & 7th Wm. IV., cap. 116, see. 81) requires 

that m cases m which a Dispens^y is united to a Fever Hospital, the Treasurer shaU keep tho 
founts ot each sopoxate ; and that the Applications for Grand Jury Presentments for each, shall be 
distmct. *' 

Ibo consequence of wbicb requirement is, that the labour tothe Treasurer (who in all coses parforms 
the duties of the office gratuitously), is thus unnecessarily doiiUed, and thereby rendered so irksome, 
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that few, howevei’ wiUIog, have it in their power to devote their time to such pur^Jose. That this 
regulation is not only umiocessai^, but injm-ious, I hope will be evident, from the following consi- 
derations. 

The Law in its present stale permits Grand Juries to present in tlie case of a Fever Hospital, any 
sum not exceeding double the amount of private subscriptions and donations, obtained for the support 
thereof, and in the case of a Dispensary an equal amount thereto only. The Subscribers being all 
cognizant of tins fact, do, in almost every single instmice, permit the Treasurer, if so disposed, to allocate 
the entire amount of their subscriptions to tlio Hospital, and it is witli diificulty he can induce them 
to appropriate a sulficient portion of their subscriptions to meet the necessary expenditure of the 
Dispensary; the consequence of which is, that if the funds of the joint Instilutionho. sufficient to 
meet the expcnditui'c thereof, the funds of the Hospital department will be redundant, wliile those of 
the Dispensary department will be deficient — a difficulty which at present can only be met by cliarg- 
ing an undue pvoj)ortion of the expenses against the former. It is, moreover, obviously useless, to 
require the Treasui’or to declare upon oath, what amount of subscriptions he receives for each depart- 
ment of the Institution, separately, when it depends almost exclusively on his own will, in what manner 
he makes the appropriation between them, the Subscribers generally either leaving this to his own 
judgment, or desiring tliat the whole may be appropriated to the Hospital, in order to obtain the 
larger Presentment. 

If it were imperative on Grand Juries to present a double amount for a Fever Hospital, there might 
he some ostensible use in the regulation in question, but as such is not the case, aud as they actually 
do not, in every instauce, present a double amoimt, no evil could result from allowing them a discix!' 
tionai-y power m this respect.* I beg leave, theretbre, to submit for yourconsideralion, that the Law 
be altered to the following effect, viz. : — 

1st. — That in all cases in which a Dispcnsaiy shall be attached to a Fever Hospital, so as to form 
one Institution therewith ; it shall be lawful for Grand Juries to present for the support of such In- 
stitution, any sum not exceeding double (be amomit of the subscriptions and donations whioli shall 
have been obtained for the support of such Institution, from and since the first day of January next, 
preceding the date of Applicatitm to Presenlraent Sessions, for sucli Grand Jury Presentment ; and, 
that the fact of such amount of private subscriptions and donations having been obtained, from per- 
sons having their usual residence or chief property witliin the County, shall have been verified to said 
Presentment Sessions, by the affidavit of the Treasurer of the said Institution. 

2nd. — That every Application to Presentment Sessions for a Grand Jury Presentment, in aid of 
any Asylum, Hospital, Infirmary, or Dispensary, or any of these united, shim be accompanied by the 
last printed Annual Report of such Institution, containing a list of the Subscribers, the amount of 
their respective subscriptions, and a satisfactory abstract of the accounts of said Institution, for the 
year endmg the 31st day of December preceding ; and which Report shall he autlienticated by the 
signatures of two Magistrates of the County in which such Institution shall be situate. 

3rd. — That a Fever Hospital shall be understood to mean a building chiefly appropriated to the 
reception and treatment of Fever Patients, although a portion, not exceeding one-tliird of the entire 
number admitted within the year, bo Surgical cases, or cases of other epidemic diseases. 

The objects proposed to be gained by the foregoing alterations of the Law, are respectively as 
follows : — 

1st. — To relieve the Treasiivcr of a Fever Hospital .and DIspensai-y, from the great trouble of 
keeping separate accounts for each department of the Institution, and of making distinct Applications 
for eatm, in order to obtain Grand Jux-y Presentments. 

2nd. — To relievo the Treasurer of the several Institutions therein named, from the trouble of 
making out a written statement, (and verifying the same by affidavit), of the accounts of the Insti- 
tution, from the period intervening betwceir one Application to Presentment Sessions, and the follow- 
ing; and which accounts boing fur a different period, must neeessaa'ily be dissimilai’ in almost every 
item, from those annually submitted to the approval of the Subscribers. 

3rd. To prevent an application for a Grand Jury Presentment in aid of a Fever Hospital from 
being rejected, on the grounds that other than Fever Patients have been admitted. This is a case 
which I have been informed has actually occurred within the lost year in the County of Antrim ; and 
it is obviously a gi-eal iuwdship, if a man luiving met with a severe accident, is to he turned away 
from the door of an Hospital, lest his admission should involve the rejection of a County Grant. 

I beg leave, Gentlemen, further to represent to you, that considerable uncertainty appears to exist, 
as to whether Presentment Affidavits are liable to Stamp duty. My own conviction is, that 
they 8i-e, and accordingly mine have hithei-to been written on the Stamp_ which I conceived neces- 
sary ; but I have every reason to believe that such is not tlio usual practice, and consequent^, that 
if my opinion ho well grounded, the revenue of the Country suffers to the amount of many thousand 
pounds annually, by the non-use of Stamps, occasioned by this uncertainty of the law. I copy, for 
your information on this subject, the following extracts from the Stamp Act, os applicable to Ireland, 
viz. : — 

“ Affidavit or Affirmation, made in pursuance of any Law for amending or repairing pmblic Roads, 
or made before tbe Trustees of any Turnpike, relative’to the Roads or Tolls of such Tumpilce, or made 
for the purpose of granting thereon any Presentment of any Grand Jury, or for raising money 
for the repair of Roads, or any other public purpose, or for accounting for any public money, or 
discharging Queries on Presentments. ' 

When the amount of money to be presented, raised, or accounted for, shall not exceed £20, 2s . ; 
when such shall exceed £20, and not £50, 3i.; when such shall exceed £50, and not £100, 4i.; 
when such shall exceed £100, and not £200, 5s. ; when such shall exceed £200, 6s. 

Exemptions. Affidavits, made before any Justice ot’ Justices <f the Peace, or before any Com- 

missioner or Commissioners of any public Board of Revenue, or anv of the Officers acting under 
them, or before any other Commissioner or Commissioners appointeu or to be appointed by Act of 
Parliament.” 



* The amount of Subscriptions and Donations obtnined last year, in the County of Armagh, forffie mppoit of the 
Newry Fever Hospital, was £ii 10s. 6rf., na certified to the Grand Jury of that County, hy my affidavit, at Summer 
Assizes, 1840. The Grand Jury presentedthe sum of i680, being satisfied that so much was neccMMy tomeettha 
expenffiture, but refused to grant double the amount of subscriptions obtained, on tbe principle that they would not 
establish a precedent for bo doing. 
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It appears evident to me, that the exemption above quoted {and which is almost univei-sally teJeea 
advantage of), was never intended to apply, except in cases of Trials pending before Justices of the 
Peace, or except in matters hronght lielove such Justices, for tlieir own liiial decision ; for if such be 
not tlie intention of the e.\einption, the foregoing enactment of Stamp-duties is periectly nngatorv 
A clause might, perhaps, with advantage, he introduced into the Grand Jui-y Act, to sot tins imnor- 
tivnt matter at I'ost. ^ 

Trusting that you will excuse my having trespassed so far on your attention, and tlmt this com- 
inunication will be taken into your consideration, in franiing the projected improvements in the 
Grand Jury Laws,

inJETING OE COUSTY SUKVETORS. 

At a Meeting- of the County Surveyors, assembled in DvUin, on Monday, the Tth September' 
1840, 

Resolved, — That the following recommendations be made to Her Majesty’s Government to 
improve tlie present Grand Jury Law, of the 6th aud 7th Wra. IV., c. 116, vrz. 

Sect. 1. — All former Road Acts should be rejwaled in toto. 

4, — Sti[>endiary Magisti-ates should be admitted to act as Cliainnen at Road Sessions, to regulate 
and legalise proceedings, and the Grand Jury Secretary to have tlie power to adjouim the Coui-t to 
any convenient day, in case of non-.'ittendaiiec of any Magistrate. 

Because frequently great inconvenieuco is felt for want of a Chaii’inan, and Sessions often fail 
thereby. 

11. — Thirty days’ notice should be given before the fii-st Sessions, instead often. 

Because Surveyor has not sufficicut time for inspection. 

12. — Remove doubts iis to Applications for County Works being made at County or Bai'oay 
Sessions. 

Because this Section is conflicting, and all Works should be applied for wliere locally situate. 

17. — The Road Sessions’ Bench should be allowed to increase and extend the money and perches 
applied for. 

Because insufficient Estimates m’e often lodged, and the Measurements are not made to projier 
extent. 

23. — Power should be given to Grand Juries to raise the amount of Applications not contracted 
for, to be payable as described in section 38. 

Because great piiblic mischief is caused by failure of Bonds bemg taken, which now stops the 
Work consented to by the Cess-payers. 

27. — Hills and Hollows and Walls to be included in Works to be certified. 

Because like time should be allowed for making proper Plans and Sections. 

37. — Power to be given to Grand Juries to present Costs of defending Traverses for Damages 
and Inutility, and of Actions brought against the Surveyor. 

Because at present tliere is no distinct Clause empowering Grand Juries to defend such Claims, and 
Sui-veyor may ho ruined by Actions brought but not tried. 

38. — Power to be extended to the presenting for Worlcs not contracted for, or taken at too high a 
rate (such Bonds to bo rejected by the Grand Jury). Sworn proofs of necessity should be omitted. 
The words, “ although such Application shall not be lodged or approved of,” also should be omitted. 

To take all inauagenreiit of cash paymouts irom County Surveyor, tlie monies authorised by the 
Act to be presented to thorn for Sudden Breaches and all other Works, should be, in every instance, 
presented to a Committee, to be appointed by the Grand Jury, which Committee shall, from time to 
time, have authority to receive the amounts and pay them on County Sui-veyor’s Cei-tifieate, out of 
any Funds to the credit of the County, or iu the same manner os advances are made under the 12Sth 
Section, or as may be created by the proposed 54th Section. 

Because it is is highly dcsiraulc to protect the Surveyors from the unjust aspersions that they will 
always bo exposed to (although they may bo perfectly honest), if the County money passes through 
their hands. 

41 — Power to be given to tho Grand Juries to present reasonable espouses to the County Sur- 
veyors, together with such salary os they may think proper, not being less than £300 per, annum, 
payable ibrtluvlth when due. Omit the words, “ inclusive of all charges.” 

Because the salary is too small for a class of men having the profeasioual qualifications to fulfil the 
duties of a County Surveyor, to pay their heavy e.xpenses out of. 

41. — No Application to Road Sessions to bo reqiured for Surveyors’ salaries. Similar Appeal to 
be given them to the Court of Assises, as enjoyed by the rest of the County Officers. 

Because tho Surveyor has as good a right to those privileges as the rest of the Officers. 

43 . — Expenses of Clerk and office to be payable like Surveyor, so as not to be firom six to twelve 
months, in arrear. 

Because all Presentments should be raised so os to ensure payment when it is due. 

47. — Should be remodelled, as Sec. 38. 

Because otherwise they would be inconsistent. 

49. — Powers of Magistrates to be extended, so tlrat, on the view of one Magistrate, or the Coimty 
Surveyor, any two Magistrates shall have power to grant any number of Warrants at any time or 
place for the repairs of any breach in any pffijlic Wor&, such having occurred subsequent to the last 
Assizes, not exceeding £50, payable forthwith by County Treasurer to Nominee of Magistrate, on 
County Surveyor’s Certificate, out of Funds available for County or Barony respectively. 

Because sudden damages are not repmred at present, without most injurious delay, and to en- 
courage the repairs being taken forthwith, a prompt payment should be^made on completion of 
Work. 

50. — There should be no specified width. Half the expense of any leading linos of Road should 
be aUowed to be levied on the County at large. 

50.— Should be remodelled, also, as to width. 

Because it is, in some cases, necessary to make 70 feet Roads (as in Towns). It is often found 
that a Barony is obliged to pay for tho general accommodation of the County, or perhaps the next 
Counties, which is unjust. 

52. & 20.— Grand Juries should be required to present for each half-year’s salary, to Road Con- 
tractors, for the time to come. 

Because every maTi should get his money when it is earned,, and by presaating salary for the time 
past (as is the custom in many Counties), he must wait from tix to twelve months for it. 

54.— >The 8th SecUon of the BUI brought in by Goveminmits 25th Jane, 1833, should be inserted^ 
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•viz. : — “ And -wlici'eas, it is by the said first-rccitcd Act iffovided, thiit in certain cases of default by 
“ Conti'octors for kee 2 )tng Roads in repair, the County Surveyor may cause the same to bo repaired, 
“ and that the expense thereof sliall fie deducted and paid out of the sum that would bo payable to 
“ such Contractors, if the Road had been kept in proper repair, but no provision is thereby made for 
“ pronding a Fund to enable tlie County Suiweyor to make such expenditxire in the mean tinie ; and 
“ it is expedient, and would tend much to economy in such expenditure. If such Fund was provided • 
“ and also if a lilce provision •was made for expenditure in repaii-ing sudden damages under any Order 
“ of a Justice or Justices of the Peace, under the smd recited Act, or this Act. Be it therefore 
“ enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for the Treasurer of every County, and ho is hereby re- 
“ (juired, from and out of any Fund in his hands or to his credit in any Bank, to advance from time 
“ to time, during the process of any such repair's, or after the same shall be completed, to the 
“ County Surveyor, upon his application, any sum not exceeding in tire whole the sum tluit would be 
“ payable, or ought to be presented by the Grand Jury for such Work, under the pro'visions of the 
“ said recited Act, or this Act, aeeoraliig to the terms of the Conti'act entered into for the perforui- 
“ ance thereof ; and every such advance being made in the ease of such repair being made on the 
“default of a Contractor, shall be deemed to be a payment to such Conti'actor to the amount 
“tliereof.” Surveyor’s authority to execute should bo extended to all Works in case of default. 
Where no County balance is available, a Fund should bo created and kept up by Presentment, the 
amount to be according to Grand Jury’s disci'etiou. 

Because, without some Funds to work with, this 54th clause of the Gth & 7th Wm. IV. chap. 116, 
tlie most beneficial in the Act, is quite inoperative, as County Surveyors cannot be supposed to be 
liable to lay out their own money. 

55. — Form of Estimate and Map to be according to Schedule A., 59 Geo. III. chap. 84, with 
horizontal scale, exactly 12 Inches to the mile, vertical scale, 50 feet to an inch. The proposed 
width of Road to be omitted as in Sect. 50. Specification and Plans of Bridges should be uune- 
cessary in the first instance, and required afterwards from Surveyor as County duty. Estimate in 
full to describe the sise of the Bridges. The word “ mapping,” to be inserted betore “ forming.” 
protection to houses to be omitted — ten days’ notice to oe sufficient for occuplere. 

Because the most unintelligible Maps, without sections, but merely sketched off, to comply with 
the forms of the Act, are now put forwai'd in many cases. The merits cannot be properly con- 
sidered without an accui'ate Map and section, which lost is not required now. Houses are often built 
on purpose to stop a line of Road, and being protected by tliis clause, frequently prevent proper 
entrances being mode into important Towns, where no Wine-street Act is in force, or in other pe- 
culiar situations. Fifteen days’ notice is not requisite, and often inconvenient to tlic applicants. 

57. Where dift'ereuce of opinion exists between two Coimties sis to necessity, Site, or Plan of 
Bridges on the County bounds, Lord Lieutenant to have ai’bitratloii power to decide on small 
Bridges, by the memorial of either County. 

Because most injurious effects are produced by one County refusing, and by u complication of 
Forms. 

01. — Provision to be made to prevent Post-roads from being neglected, by substituting County 
Siu'veyor’s application instead of waiting for tbe Post-office Orders, on giviug good reasons foi- 
tlie necessity occurring. 

Because, at present, tbe Postmaster General is not justified in making a{>plication to the Lord 
Lieutenant until the Mails ore delayed by bad Hoads, and that is not beloi-c great mischief is 
done, and public inconvenience caused, where a small expenditure might liavo saved a heavy 
outliiy. 

80. — £5 should be allowed as a maximum for de^Kits for materials, and for mile-stones. 

Because £1 is quite too little. 

84. — Power of building inclosing walls to Hospitals to be given. 

Because doubts have arisen as to such wsdls being a part of tlie Building. 

103. — Superaunuutiou should be allowed to County Sui'veyora. 

Because tliey Jiave as good a right to it as any other public Oflicer. 

lOO Surveyors’ families should be included. 

Because the Surveyor may be attacked as well as Magistrates, 

12 L— Private individuals should have power to levy Tolls on such Bridges as they may erect 
at their own e.xpense, on getting 6d. Presentment, and scale of Tolls to bo determined bj the 
Grand Jury. Power sliould be given to Grand Juries to establish Ferries on a like scale. l?ower 
to be given to place sucli Roads as tliey may tliink proper, under the manag’oment of Turnpike 
Trusts, ou consent of Road Sessions for the Barony through ivhich the largest portion of the 
Road passes. 

Because private speciJation xviU be advanced -with due regai'd to the public interest. Ferries 
cannot bo established without some such power. Many Grand Juries •wish to relieve Baronies of 
the expense of maintenance -where the County at large, and the neighbouring Counties are most 
benefitted. •' b 6 b 

Section 124— The 21st and 22nd Sections of the BiR brought in by Govemment, 25th June, 1838, 
should be enacted ; -viz: — 

‘‘ Grand Jury shall consider and decide upon any application made under the pro* 

“ visions of an Act p^ed inthe 7th Geo. IV., intituled an Act for consolidating and amending the 
“ Laws relating to Prisons in Ireland ; and shall have power and authority, if they shall think fit, 
“ forthwith to pass a Presentment for the building, re-buiiding, altering, enlarging or re- 

“ pairing any Goal, Bridewell, House of Correction, or other Prison of such County, pursuant to the 
“ Application so approved of at the Presentment Sessions. 

“.22. — Tliat when such Presentments for the building, re-building, altering and enlarging, or re- 
"painng any Goal, Bridewell, House of Correction, or other prison, shall have been passed by the 
“ smd Grand Jury, then all the furtherproceedings to build, re-build, alter, enlarge or repair same, and 
“ obtaining the necessary plans for the same, and tbe Contracts relative thereto, shall bo according to 

“theprovisionsandregulationsprescribedbythelastmentioned Actof the 7th Geo. IV., and all 

« provisions of the said last mentioned Act shall, from and after the passing of the said Presentment, 
“ apply and be carried into effect, in proceeding under the said Presentment, any law, usage or cus- 
“ tom to the contrary notwithstanding." 
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Because tlje law is doubtful as to propoi' proceedings for building Goals, &e., and much incouve- 
nienee has been caixsed thereby. 

12.9. — The 24th Section of the Bill proposed 2oth .Tune, 1S38. should be enacted, viz : — 

“ That all bargains made by any Contractoi', under (ith& 7lh Wm. IV., to pay wages in provisions 
“ or otherwise than in money, to be void. Limit for payment to be fourteen days, and wages may be 
“ recovered notwithstanding delivery of provisions, and Contractor to bo bai'red from recovery of Meuting of County 
“such provisions back again.” Surveyots. 

Because payment in kind is most injurious to the working classes anti the public. One week is too 
short a limit. 

1 30 — Certificate of County Surveyor should be lodged only at Assizes for all works applying for 
payment ; state and progress to be rcjHjrtcd by him to the Road Sessions. Conti'octor slioiild have a 
power of appeal against the refusal of the eortlficate by the County Surveyor, Conti-aetor giving 
security for ousts should ho fail. If Contractor obtains a decision in his favour, expense to be pre- 
sented for by the County, unless in case of decidedly malicious refusal or grass neglect. Applica- 
tion for payment to be always allinved by Road Sessions, ajid subsequent Grauil Jury before an 
appeal can bo lodged, and no appeal to be given for refusal of certificate for works of niainteuance. 

Because due execution cannot be complete until the Assizes. Special works of repairs may be 
greatly injured from Sessions to Assizes, if not in charge of Contractor up to payment. Surveyoi-s 
now are obliged often to deny the truth of their own certificates at Assizes, which were given months 
previously at Sessions. The appeal will insure Conti'acts being coi'efully prepai'ed, and prevent an 
unjust Sui'veyor from injuring the Coiiti'actor. 

134. — Like Notice of Travci-se to bo served on the Surveyor, who must give evidence to the 
Court. No Traverse for Damages should be tided until the Road is marked out ; and the Contractor 
should have power to enter lands on passing of Presentment for New Road, without waiting for the 
Traverse to be tried. 

Because Surveyor's evidence Is generally called for, and considered, from his knowledge of the 
locality, to be useful in protecting the County from excessive claims. By trying Traverses before 
the marking of the ground, it often happens that land is paid for and never taken np by the County. 

It is useless delay and public loss to prevent Coiiti’actor proceeding until the Traverse for Damage is 
tried. 

156. — Penalty should be imperative against nuisances, and the uiinimum should be 5»'., with costs. 

Because, without this, they never will be abated. 

157. — Houses should be allowed to be built on road sides, in certain cases, with consent of two 
Justices and Surveyor in writing ; penalty and costs to be impei-ative without such. 

Because the prewont prevention is too stringent, and is imperative. 

159. — Penalty and costs for such injury should be imperative : the minimum five shillings, and to 
the amount of injury done ami repairs of same. 

Because the damage may he very great. 

162. — Power for getting materials should ho given to Contractors, anywhere on, in, or under the 
surface, for any public work, for which Graml Juries may present. County Surveyor should be 
allowed to give au order as well us the Justice. Penalty to oe imperative. 

Because, when Contractoi’s arc liable to pay for damages, they ought to have power to enter lands 
without the difficulties and delays experienced by the present enactment. 

16G. — Full amount should be sued for on bonds ; Contract should be deemed broken by a decree. 

Because going for special dainages requires proof of injury, very clifiicult to sustain. Doubts exist 
as to the continuance of a Contract al’ter deci'ce is obtained. 

169. — “ Complainant,” should be substituted for “ Informer.” 

Because the term “ Informer,” is odious.

SUGGESVIONS OP WU.T.IAM ALLEN, ESQ., SEC1U5TARY TO COUNTY MEATH GRAND JURY. Suggestions of 

I would suggest the following alterations in the Bill, which I think would remedy its great de- William Men, Ef- 
fects, viz . Secretary Co.Meath. 

Do away with the Adjourned Sessions that are held for the opening of Sealed Tenders and 
Proposals, and for entering into security for same, and substitute, that the Forms of Tender be pre- 
pared as now directed, and advertised in like manner, and tliat the Proposals should be lodged with 
the Secretary of the Grand Jury, ten days at least before the Assizes ; and should he opened before 
the Grand Jury without requiring security in any case, except for sums amounting to £100 or up- 
wards ; and that the Grand Jury should not be bound to give the Contract to a proposer, who might 
be considered by them and the County Surveyor to be fraudulently low, nor bound to give it to one who, 
in like manner, might be considered too high; and in such case to be allowed, at their discrerion, to 
permit the highest proposer to amend his proposal, to a rate that would be considered reasonable, or 
that the Grand Jury should in such cases bo allowed to cdnfract with another person. 

My reasons for which are as follows : — 

One of the greatest defects in the present Bill, and the cause of the roads having in many instances 
got out of repair was — ^that at the Adjourned Sessions, they were bound to accept the lowest Pro- 
posal, and if the Grand Jury and County Surveyor considered the Contract so low as that the work 
could not be fairly executed for it, they had no alternative but to reject the Presentment, and so like- 
wise in case of it being considered too high. It frequently occurs where there is mneh competition, 
that persons put in so low a price as the work could not he done for, for the purpose of preventing 
others from getting it, and by that means (the Grand Jury having no alternative), the road that was 
necessary to be done at the time of application, lay over until the next A.ssizes, and, consequently, 
became m a much worse state, which caused many of the roads to get into such a bad state of rep^, 
that subsequently it required double the outlay to put them iu order. 

The entering into security at Adjourned Sessions I consider useless, as, in general the Landholders 
and Cess-payers dont attend, being satisfied with their attendance at the first Sessions, where they fix 
the amount of taxation that can alone be laid on them, and the Magistrate or Magistrates who may 
attend, know little of the qualification of the Sureties proposed. It is true they can swear them to 
tieir qualifications, but in. general it is one Road Maker going socurity for the other. Manyinstances 
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have occiUTecl whei'c all the Prosoiitmcnts approved of at Sessions, became of no avail, from the 
non-attendance of a Magistrate ; ami it may be considered useless in other rcsjiects — ;u? the Con- 
tractor cannot be paid for liis work except on the ccrtilicalc of the Coiiiity Snrveyoi-, ntnl in tlic event 
of the Contractor not executing- his work in the given time, 1 would propose that lie should be pun- 
ished by a penalty of fii'c shillings in tlio pound, on the amount of Ids Prosc-utmont, to go to the credit 
of the Rarouy, and to be recovered from him. liy a Decree of the Miigistratea at tlie Potty Sessions 

of the District in wlueii the work is situate, who should award thcfidl sum without niitii'atiim, on 

Secretary Co. Mecith! proof to them by the County Surveyor. 

And so in nice maniiev, with any Contractor for keeping a road in repair for a i;crm of years, who 
would not have his road at all times in good and sufficient order. 

My reason for saying Petty Sessions is, that I think the Quarter Sessions would bo too far asun- 
der as to jierlods, aud that the punishment would bo much better known in the localities anil operate 
more bcnelicially ; for I am satisfied that a few examples in each locality would prevent the iicce.s 3 it.j 
of a recun-ence to puimliment, but I am of opinion that asmalier j^wnalty w<juld not have the desired 
effect. 

In place of having all Applications for Proseutracnis, or all Ajiplications for Payment of Pre- 
sentments to be accounted for, as now lodged with the Secretary of the Grand .luvy ton days before 
the day for holding the fii-st Special Ses.sions, they should be lodged with liiiii twenty days at least 
before the same time, whicli would give the County Surveyor more time to make his inspection of the 
Applications for new Preseutinents, and for payment of the ohl ; its at present he has not any thing 
like time for that pui-pose. And, by doing- away with the Adjourned Sessions, this time could he 
well afforded, besides it would give to the Contractors nearly an additioiuil inontli for cxocutiug theii- 
works between oue Assizes and another. 

The foregoing is merely an outline, which would requii-e very simple details to perfect, and from a 
long experience of practically working the Grand Jury Laws, I liave no hesitation in saying, the pro- 
posed alterations would render the present Bill a very effective measure. 

In conclusion, I beg leave toremm-k, that an outcry is often raised against the Fees and Emolu- 
ments of Public Officers, by a class of poi-soiis who never take into consideration the los-s of the 
Officer’s time, the value of his capabilities, the trustworthy discbiii-ge of his duties, together with the 
great ex[)ense attendant on the fulfilment of them ; as it is admitted that tlio time of a man of busi- 
ness is, to a certain degree, a part of capital, which if not devoted to public service, might be 
much more i-emuneratively employed; aud in order that you may havea fair opportunity to judge of the 
services and payment of tlxe Secretary of the Grand .lury of tlic County, from whoni those remarks 
come, the following may bo received and looked upou as a true and certified account :

Wlten I luul the honour of apjioaving before you in Dublin, I omitted bringing under ^oui’ Gaol, Liiue 

notice a means of reducing the expenditure of Gauls, and at the same time to cai-ry more fully into * 
eficct tlio humaiio intentions of the l^egislatiirc. Tim 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, sec. 83, autliorizes the Court 
from which tlic process of Ari'cst is-sucs, to uHbrd in certain cases relief to Dehtoi-s confined in Gaol ; 
but which, in consequence of the T'arrister’s absence from tlio County, (except at Sessions,) is not acted 
upon. When I had the lioiionr of being Mayor of tills City, I brought the subject under the conside- 
ration of Lord Morpeth, as I had when in office established a weekly Com-t tor the Dischni-ge of 
Insolvent Debtors confined liy order of my own Court for sums under 21. The person seeking relief 
should prove to me that he had hi.s Creditors served with notice as to his intention of applying for 
relief. Tliis licing done, an lu'raugeincnt was made with the Creditor that he should receive a certain 
weekly sum, for the payment of which r.ccui'ity was to be given ; wliicli being done, tbe Debtor was 
discharged. The benefit derived from this practice was incalculable ; and in order to caiTy out more 
fully the benefits intended by the Act stated, I beg to suggest to you as I did to my Lord Moiqielh in 
163(5 that the chief 3fnguitrutex of Police, or of the Town in which the Gaol is situated, shoidd bo 
vested with power in the Davrister’s absence to afford the relief intended by the Legislature. 

I beg to iqiologlzo for thus intruding on you. I am influenced solely with the view of doing goo<l, 
and which, from your kindness to me, I am satisfied will be received as intended.

1, been transferred to the 
odiacctit Counties at huge, I beg to enclose you a copy of a letter, which I addressed to the Grand 
Jury of tlic City of IJimuiuk ou tlio siil.jcct, in tlio your 1 It now breomo! noceiwury to liuvo 
some arrangement made respecting the imiling the Gaols, and Assizes business oi the Coinitics and 
Cities. I have reason to believe tliat the Grand .Juries and inhahitants ot thc several Cities and 
Counties of Towns in Ireland iu'c most anxious on the siihject, and 1 lour that if some aiTangcment be 
not made, those Cities and Towns will ho totally unable to bear a taxation for tne support oi tlicse 
establishments, as the whole cxi^amso will (the Liberties being severed fi-om the Cities) be tlu-own upon 
the ancient Cities and Towns. 

I would also take the liberty of calling your attention to the state of the Medical Cliautics, as m 
consequence of the imiiosltiou of the Pooi--rate, the snhsci-iptions to those Esta,b]ishmonts liavc in a 
great measure been withdrawn, and the Grand Juries are not as liberal m gmntmg Presentments us 
formerly ; the fines which were lieretoforo ].aid to tiie Hospitals are now paid to a different lirnd, the 
coiiseimeiice is tha1; nino-lciiUis of the ap])licmita for admission to the Hospitals lu-c refused, imd the 
neglect of the Medical Charities heeomes a jrMi/ir muvee for the inereasc oi pauperism, as tlic wiuiL 
of MccUcai Relief to a poor tmdesmua drives Ids whole liimily to seek assistance in the Workhouse. 

I always thoiiglit lliat the full and efficient support of the Medical Uiiuities ought to have pvccvduil, 
and not followed the support of able bodied lamiiers, and unless this matter be imme^ately attended 
to, the Workhouses will be incapable of containing auy lair proportion oi the appheants for relief.

From the earliest ijeriod to the reign of King .Tames the Firet, tlic jiivisiTietioii of the Corporation 
was conliuecl to the City and Suburbs adjoining the walls thereof, but in the year tliat Kicc 
granted a charter to the Mayor, Sheriffs, and Citizens of the City of I^imerick ami their successors 
“ that the City of Ijimerlck, and the houses, lands, &e., lying and extending from the wall of the siud 
City, through the Counties of Limerick and Clare, on every side by the space of tliree miles from the 
outward part of said ivall ; and also the Islaml of Imiiscattery bo a County in itself, by the name of 
the County of the City of Limerick, and that the Mayor and Coi'puration should exorcise jurisdiction 
therein.” 

It never could liave been the intention of King James, in the graiiLing of this Charter, that the 
agricultural jKjpulation of lai-gc portions of the adjacent Counties, so iiddcsl to the Corporate juiisdic. 
tioD, should be taxed for purposes from whidt they derive no benolit whatsoever, iHiymid wliat they 
enjoyed, when they formed parts of tlie Counties of Limerick and Clare. The i-o;kIs were i'e[uiired, 
the sick [trovided for, and the criminals prosecuted by tbe County ostablisiniients at an expense nine- 
tenths less than what has been imposed on them since the granting of said Cliarter. 

Tluit such an unfair and niijust inlliclion of taxation conld never havi^ been intemlerl by King James 
is, I think, proved to demonstration, by comparing the mode of taxation, the jmblie esUdilislnncnta' 
extent and population of the City and Liberties of Limerick, with the City aiiil Liberties of London- 
derry. 

King Janies also granted a Cliarter to the latter City, wlilch was confirmed and extended by King 
Chai'les the Second, ami is almost verbatim in the same words us that to Limerick. Thus “ we n-ill 
ordain, constitute, aud declare, that tiie said City or Town of Deny, foi- and lieroal'fer, be and shall 
be named and called the City of Loiidonderiy, aud that all and singular tlio Houses, Lands, &c. of 
the said City of Derry, and within aud by the space and circuit of ihrmr Irish miles to be measured 
and limited from the inidille of the said City on each and oi’ory side of the said City from henceforth 
for ever be and shall be within the jurisdiction and Liberties of the said City, and tln'it the said City of 
Londonderry and the circuits, precincts, limits, bounds, compass, lilicrties, fi-miehisos and jurisdictions 
of the same, shall, for ever hereafter, extend and sjiread itself within and through the sluice of three 
Irish miles, to be measured and limited from, all aud every part of tlic said City as aforesaid, from 
henceforth for ever, and that the Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the said City of Lnndon- 
derrj- and their successors, may execute and exercise all rights and jurisdictions within the aforesaid 
circuit, precinct, limits, hounds and compass aforesaid.” 

Here then is an exact similarity iu the Chai-ters — both Cities, which were anciently confined to the 
City and mere subm-bs, were extended unto the adjacent Comities over a space of Ihrce miles, both 
exercising Municipal authority for that extent. The conipurativc po(iulatiou is also remarkable, the 
Liberties of Limerick, being 22,G75, while that of Lomionderry is •29,958, showing that the population 
in tbe Liberties of Londonderry is larger than that of Limerick, lint tho iiiodo of taxation is very 
different in Londonderry ; the County at large and City arc ciiually beiiefitteil by having but one set 
of esta,blialiments for both, the whole taxation for these establishments i.s buriie by tbe- County at large 
and City aud Liberties, forming for the purpose of taxation as they formerly did. aud as by nature ami 
right, they ought to do, parts of the respective Baronies of the County adjoining. The Citizens of 
Londonderry pay a contribution to tiie estublishinents, and such taxation ils is reijnisitv Ibr the wants 
of the City itself, as paving, lighting, &c., us is now done in St. Miclnu-rs rurlsh, in Limericlc, at the 
same time, all the Corporate Officers, as Mayor, Aldermen, Recorder, SlierillH, tmmmonalty, See., and 
the three Miles Jurisdiction remaiu precisely as at Limerick, save merely as to tlie mode of taxation. 
Indeed, the clear intention of both Charters was, as has been properly acted upon in Londonderry, to 
give a Municipal power over the immediate City aud Disti-ict round it, but not by any moans to malce 
the imral part of sucli District subject, as it is in Limerick, to a heavy and .jppressive taxation— all the 
Civil, Cnnunal, and other proceedings, are exactly the same in both Cities. Thu Mayor Shorifis aud 
Recorder _hoU their Tholsel Court as at_I-imerick. TJic Recorder holds his (iimrtcr Sessions, and 
ti-ies ci-immals, inth tins difference, that in Londonderry they are kept in tho Comity and City Gaol, 
committed to a separate one. 'J’ho Assi.stuiit Barrister of the County tries 
Civil Bill Brocess and Local Ejectments, ns is done at Limerick. 

But the mode of taxation is different in Londonderry ; all the Estuhlislmionts are united, and con- 
sequently the taxation much lightened on both. In Liraericlt, the mode is so absurd that while in 
some instances one establishment answers for both the County and City, there are for imittera of much 
less consequence separate establishments for each. 

In Londonderry the Public Officei-s, as Treasm-er, Clerks of the Crown mul Ponce, Gaolers, County 
Surveyors, Gaol Inspertors, and the Police, are paid for by County and City jointly, while in Limerick 
there are separate establishments for County and City. 

In Londonderry, the same Gaol, Hospitals, Court-House, Offices. Lunatic Asylum, and Police 
.nswerfe both the Countj md City, tvhile the Corpomtion Local Court is held, us .t 
Limenck, m the Tholsel of the City. 

In Londonderry, ^ in Limerick, the elective franchise extends into the’ rural districts. 

In Lim^ick, the House of Industry and Fever Hospital are for both County and City. 

In Londonder^, the Judges of Assize try both the County and City prisoners, and there is but one 
Grand Jury, as is now the m ^ Central Criminal Court of Lonefon, and other places : but in 
Londonderry, as in Limerick, a City Grand Jury is assembled at the Quarter Sessions for City 
purposes. , *'

Now,_ 1 t^_I have shown the perfect absurdity and wasteful expense of the present mode 

of taxation m Limeiick, which has not ev^ uniformity to recommend it, as while some of tlie estab- 
Wents are used ffir both County and City purposes, there are others separately for the County snd 
City, though all within the City, and which ought properly to be united

tion tor bghtmg, &c., of the City and immediate suburbs, would be confined to the District proposed 
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by the said Boundary Report, 1837, or such other District as siiall be found, while the great expense 
of Goal, House of Correction, Court-House, Hosjiitals, Roads, Police, Expenses of Witnesses, Public 
Officers, Rents of Offices, &c., &c., would be paid for by the County and City jointly in fiiir propoi-- 
tions, as is done in Londonderry. 

The Liberties of Limerick ^vould bo restored to the Baronies to which they anciently belonged, with 
the exception of the North Liberties, wliich, with so much of the South Liberties ns extends to the 
Kenry or Iloxboro’ road, should be added to tbe Barony of Pubblcbrien, and the rest of the Liberties 
to the adjacent Barony of Clanwillinra, the City nnd Liberties to remain as they are for the purposes 
of parliamentary representation, as in the case of Londonderry, and other Cities and Towns both in 
England and Ireland, where by the provisions of the Reform Act, agricultural districts are added for 
representation, though still separate for ffscal purposes. 

This plan would & equally beneficial to the County, the City, nnd Liberties. 

The County will benefit by having a great part of the expense of its Establishments paid for by the 
City nnd Liberties. 

The Liberties would be restored to their ancient state, and bo relieved from the heavy taxation, 
only paying equally with the Comity as before tbe Cliartcr of James, while its Municipal and Elective 
Franchise would still be coiitimicd. 

The City itself, and particularly the Newtown part thereof, woidd be most materially benofitted, as 
the contribution, which the parish of St. Michael is willing to malm to the Establisbnients, under its 
local acts, would probably be a sufficient contribution to the general pniqwses of the County and City 
at large, and it would be saved from the great increase, should the taxation of tlie City mid Liberties 
remain as at present, which must inevitably take place on that parish when the general Trigono- 
metrical Survey aud Valuation, which equalizes the tux upon all descriptions of property, is completed ; 
but when the income and expeuditui-e of the Corporation is consideretl, it will perhaps be found that 
the surplus income will be as much as both that Parish and the City will have to contribute to tlio 
general purposes that I have mentioned. The income of tlie Corporation is £4000 per anuuiu, and 
deducting therefrom £1500 for corporate and other expenses, (which m-e limited under the local act 
of 1 823) would leave an income of about £2500 per amiunr applicable to the payment of the contvibu- 
tiou to the establishments or to the improvement of the City. If the plan suggested should not be 
agreed to, let tbe Liberties be restoreef to the County as before tbe Chai-tcr of James. 

There never was a time at which either plan can be so easily effected as at present. Wc are on the 
eve of an alteration in the Corporate jurisdiction, and boimdaries of the City and suburbs. The new 
Poor Law Bill is to be put in operation, Jind the City and Liberties will soon require the erection of 
a new Court-House, the expense of which will be considerable. In the accomplisliraeut of tbe object 
there can be no difficulty, as Parliament has already established a precedent on the subject, by the Act 
of the 6th and 7th Wm. IV., chap. 116, sec. 154, ivhere the town of Callan, not being able to bear its 
taxation, was declared to be a barony of tbe County of Kilkenny. 

I would therefore strongly iiujiress u|)oii the owners of projierty to lay aside idl political or party 
feeling, and dispassionately consider the subject as one in which not only the proprietors, but the 
poorest inhabitants of tlio City and Liberties are dcejily concerned, and if not now attended to, may at 
no very distant jieriod lead to serious consequences. I have endeavoured to suggest what I thought tbe 
befet plan, but which, like any other measure, may bo liable to objection, and require alterations and 
amendments. It is not a new theory, but tbe adoption of a course wliich has in another City worked 
well and witliout complaint, for above two centuries.

LETTER FROM ER. S. D. NUGENT TO SERJEANT GREENE. 

Cork, 32nd Mnrcli, 1841. 

Dear Sir,— I beg leave to send you copies of the documents relative to tbe Medical Cbariffes of 
the County and City of Cork, to which lately I had the honor of colling your attention.— No._ 1, 
showing the nature and number of the Medical Institutions that the City ot Cork will Lave to main- 
tain under the existing laws, when the Municipal Act comes into operation, by wluch it wiH be seen 
that a sum of £3122 independeiit of voluntary contribution, which amounts to £961, will have to be 
levied off tbe City, ci-oating a charge of m tbe pound upon the occupiers, according to the Grand 
Jury Valuation, but which, if raised upon tbe Poor Law Valuation, aud upon the pnnciple of the 
poor-rate, would only amount to 2^'. in the pound. And here I beg to remark that a pc^on this 
tax has been heretofore levied over an extensive rural district in conjunction with the City— which 
District, under the Municipal Act, is to be severed from the City for all fiscal pimposes. 

No. 2, exhibits a proposition to unite the County and City in rmsmg the funds for the support ot 
the Infirmaries and Fever Hospital, as these Institutions contribute Medical Rehef alike to both 
County and City. By such an arrangement tbe City would be relieved from an undue burden, and 
the County only taxed to the extent of ^d. in the pound upon the oceupiei’. _ 

No. 3, is intended to show the economy as weU as the equity of uniting Counties Cities in the 
maintenance of tlieir Medical Institutions, a pmciple which would be not only just, but applicable to 
all Counties and Cities of Ireland, with perhaps the exception of Dublin. 

Tbe above facts, will, I hope, go far to establish the necessity of a compulsory tax for tbe support 
of our Medical Institutions, and to show the equity of raising die funds required, upon the Poor Law 
valuation of property, and upon the principle of the Poor-rate. ^ ^ , t> i- f 

Allow me in conclusion to impress upon you that the administration of Medical R®h®| 
country should be as a p 7 -otcction against destitution and not as a test qf it, to insure which and so 
regulate the amount, the intervontion of competent Medical authority will be required.

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That the said Charles G. F.nth gave a Ceitificate to a person named Pati-ick Cahill of JCnockroe, 
for the due execution of a work, \ix.: the road from IJorris to Ballymurphy, altliough said road was 
impassible at the time, and tluil Momorlalisfs were put to the trouble and expense of attendin-- two 
successive days before the Gniud Jury, wlio jigrccMl witli Memorialists, and annulled the Presentinent 
Tliat Mr. Forth refused a Certiiicutc to John Curry of Rossdillig, for repairing the road from 
Scallough Bridge to Myvally, although the road was in good repair at the time, aii2 In conseiiuence 
of said refusal, the i-oad was eonti-acted for subsequently at a rate of 2s . 6rf. per perch, being iV 3d. 
per porch over the sum formerly eontractod for. ’ fa • • 

TImt Henry Newton, Es.p, Mount Leinster, is now the Contractor for said road, he being a friend 
of the said Chaides G. Forth. ® 

That Henry Newtou, Esq., lias a large monopoly of Contracts in said Couuly at high prices othei- 
persons being deterred from bidding against Iiiiu in consequence of the repeated acts of Forth as 
stated above. 

Tliat the now road from Wexford to Carlow lias been turned from its coiu-se by Forth and taken 
from nearly a dead level, and brought up one side and down the other of a mountain, in order to 
bring it nearer Leinster Lodge, the seat of Mr. Newton — That by this change the expense is neavlv 
doubled, and tlio distance increiused from 2i miles to .3^ miles or thereabouts. ^ ^ 

That your MeiuoriaJists [u-uy that Youi' Excellency ivill bo pleased to order an inquiry into tliese 
facts, and adopt such measures as will effectually prevent a recurrence of them 
And Memorialists will pray.

ANSWER TO MEMORIAI, BY MR. CUARIES EOETH, SURVEYOR OP CARLOW. 



Sill May, 18-Jl. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor in replying to the Memorial of Murphy and Donahoe, to assure 
yon, my <lelay arose from the press of County business, as the Special Sessions are uow proceeding.— 
X now answer the assertions contained iu that Memorial, to show how totally devoid of truth they are. 

Witli respect to Patricic Cahill— -It has been customaiy to grant a conditional Certificate to Con- 
ti’octors at the Sossious, to give them an opportunity of putting tliem in repair at the Assizes. — This 
was done iu the case of Cahill, but at the Assizes I concurred in ailling the Presentment, and stopped 
many others in the same way, including some of Cahills, at that and other Assizes, without tlie 
attendance of the Memorialists. 

In the case of John Curry of Rossdillig. It is not true I refused a Certificate. I gave it at the 
Sessions iu like manner with Cahill, though opposed by the Cess-payers, to whom I stated publicly 
the tern^ on which I gave them. — Ncitlicr did I object to him at the Assizes, but Mr. Newton 
opposed it as a Cess-payer, and on liis representation it was tlirown out and not on mine, as stated by the 
Memorialists. 

I may iiere remark that liaviug 500 miles of road to look over, beside many other official duties, 
I find I cannot see tiie roads above five times per annum, and it was in the interval it was asserted to 
have been bad. It could not therefore have been iu consequence of any refusal of mine that the road 
was subsequently coutracted for at 2-y per perch, which price (2s. 5^d.) is paid for the continua- 
tion in the County Wexford, where I could not possibly have influence. 

The present Contractor is Samuel May, a tenant, 1 believe of Mr. Newton ; but Mr. Newton is 
not the Contractor, os stated in the Memorial. 

I now proceed to e.xaminc the w*avcr charge of the asserted jobbing with Mr. Newton, and I cannot 
imagine the persons could so recklessly advauco assertions which they must know have not a shadow 
of truth. Mr. Newton has only oin.* contract, and May only _/b«r, out of about 50, and he assures mo 
that they are only undertaken as connected with liis own or his brother’s estates, to which he is ag-ent, 
and I am not aware ho ever bid for any others — ^indeed, I have heard him on one occasion advise May 
at the Special Sessions, (he had bid for a road,) not to talce it, as he could not attend to it. It is 
utterly untrue that persous are deterred from bidding by any act of mine, as an attendance at the 
Rood Sessions would testify. 

The last assertion, or “ fact,” as it is styled in the Memorial, relative to a new road, is, If possible, 
mote untrue tlmu the precoding. Some pieces of new road have indeed been opened — not from 
Wexford to Carlow, but from Enniscorthy to Bagnalstown. It is not true, as stated in the Memorial, 
that the old road was nearly a “level,” on the coutrai’y, it went up one side of a mountain and down 
another, namely Tomduff, with an inclination of 1 in 6, and 1 in 9 ; but it is true that the new road 
is nearly a level, three quarters of it being quite so, and the greatest inclination on the rest being 1 
in 22. 

It is not true that the old road was from 2^ to 3 J miles shorter than the new road, on the contrary 
it is longer a quarter of a mile. The Memorialists assert that it washrought nearer Leinster Lodge 
at the point at which Mr. Newton communicates with the road, which, by 3ie Ordnance Smwey, is a 
mile from his house, it is tea perches nearer. Moreover, it is not L hut the Grand Jury and the Road 
Sessions, that make Presentments for new roads, all I can do, is to lay them out to the best advantage. 
Now in tins County the Grand Jury are extremely and proverbially jealous of new roads, only aRow- 
iiig them when of aolmowledged and paramount necessity. 

Now I assert that it is a most useful line, of which the following is a proof; that timber has now 
been brought to Bagnalstown by canal, and thence carted along the new line to Enniscorthy or its 
neighbourhood, which could not be attempted before, on account of the hills on the oldline, which the 
Memorialists declared as a “ fact” to be nearly level, in their attempts to injure the reputation and 
prospects of a Public Officer, who has uaceuarngly exerted himself in improving the County com- 
mittw to his charge.

The Memorial of the Counti/ Coroners of Ireland. 

Respectfully SIIE^YETH, — That the office of Coroner is ancient and most impoi-tant, as connected 
with the due administration of justice, and is necessarily one of considerable trust and responsibilitj, 
requiring assiduity, and strict integrity, for the faithful and efficient discharge of its various duties. 

That “he Legislature, in passing the Act of the 3rd, Geo. IV., chap_. 115, raising the qualification 
necessaiy to the appointment of a Coroner, evidently evinced an intention of upholding the rank, and 
of giving a due importance to the situation. But youi- Memorialists submit, that the remunei-ation 
prescribed by the Act Gth and 7th William IV., chap. 116, namely two pounds for each inquest held 
by them, not to exceed in the whole thirty pounds at «ocA Assises, is inadequate compensation, for the 
holding such Inquests, adjournment of Inquests, pereonal risk, and the travelling expenses incm-red by 
persons lioldiug this office. 

Youi- MemoritiHsts respectfully refer your Committee, to a Report of a select Committee of tlie 
House of Commons, 4th August, 1836, dii-ected to inquire into County Offices in Ireland, in which 
they say " the Coroner appears in general to he very inadequately remunerated, and the qualification 
is such, as to render it nearly impossible to procm-e proper persons _aa vacancies occur.” 

Your Memorialists therefore, respectfully hope, that your Committee will be pleased to take their 
case into your consideration, and to recommend an ina-ease of remuneration, either by apf«inting for 
Coroners a fixed salary, payable by their respective Counties, but subject to the control of the going 
Judges of Assize, in cases of negligence or improper conduct ; or by increased allowance per Inquest, 
and an allo\vance for the necessary adjournments thereof, together witli granting them an allowance 
per mile, to defray tlie travelling expenses of such journies as they may be obliged to perform, in the 
necessary disclmrge of their onerous duties ; and that such County shall supply the Coroner witli the 
numerous printed forms incidental to the Office, as per Scliedule herewith, which in some degree 
sets forth the laborious duty attached to holding on Inquest, independent of the depositions tiien 
thereat. 

Youi- Memorialists hope, that your Committee will he pleased to take their ease into your serious 
consideration, and that you will see the necessity of recommending a Bill to be brought in for them, to 
amend the existing Laws, in reference to their remuneration, so that the compensation to be afforded 
shall he commensurate with a faithful and judicious discharge of thefr laborious duties ; and insure 
tlie filling up of such vacancies as may occur amongst them, by persons of sufficient respectability, 
energy, and integrity. 

Yom- Memoridists have respectfully to state, that they, in their respective Counties, have petitioned 
the HoiLses of Parliament the last Session, with the prayer of this Memorial.

Sir, — In answer to youi- letter of the 1st instant, relative to the Rent due for the accommodation 
of the Staff and Stores of the Royal South Down Militia, I have the honour to inform you, that on 
the 1st of May next, 18 months’ Rent (£36) will be due to me, althoug-h I have been obliged to pay 
the Marquis of Downshire’s Agent, according to agreement entered into, the Rent up to tlie 1st 
November, 1840, leaving me in advance of the County £24, notwithstanding the agreement that was 
confirmed in March ] 832 by Sir William Gosset, who demanded and received a duplicate of said 
agreement, viz.: that the Rent should be paid hal/-yeai-ly as it became due. I cannot say if other 
Counties act in the same manner ; but I feel it very inconvenient and distressing to be deprived of so 
much of my pay ; and besides this, the County take about 6s. yearly^ for Stamps, which is also paid by 
me. The Marquis of Downshire, Hillsborough Castle, is the Proprietor, and the Rent, as hei-etofore, 
is Twenty-four Pounds per amium.

It now only remains to be said, that the Grand Jury are bound by law to make a nroper Present- 
meut where there is a bona-fide expense incurred. Now the Adjutuiitcy, although not filled up by a 
simUar Commission, as far_ as regards the duty of the payment' of the men, has been replaced bv a 
Paymaster-Sergeant, who ui degree cannot be placed on a par with the other Sergeants now pln^d 
m Bm-racks. /l>erefore he is provided with a liou.se to himself, for which in future a Presentment 
will be made ot hive Pounds per annum. J lie Colonels of Militia arc hardly dealt ivitli if tliev are 
not allowed tor their security to select a person somewliat above the common level to disbm-se the pay 
of the men for which the pai-simony of Govei-nment, in not appointing to the Adjutantcies, has made 
them responsible. 

The description of the Presentment has always been “for the residence of tlie Adiutant and for
